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Measures  of  inspection  and  dismfection  jtreBcnhed  hy  Cuban  Govet^n- 
meat  for  vessels  f ram  certain  Mexican  ports. 

The  following  has  been  received  by  the  Bureau  from  Dr.  Souchon, 
president  of  the  Lfoui^^iana  State  board  of  health.  The  facts  were 
obtained  by  him  during  his  recent  visit  to  Habana  for  the  purpose  of 
ascertaining  what  regulations  the  Cuban  authorities  were  enforcing 
relative  to  yellow-fever  ports: 

The  Cuban  Government  has  resident  medical  inspectors  at  Progreso, 
Vera  Cruz,  and  Tampico. 

They  issue  certificates  of  immunity  to  passengers  who  prove  that 
tbey  have  had  yellow  fever  or  that  the\'  have  re^jided  ten  years  in  an 
endemic  focus  of  yellow  fever, 

They  will  burn  pyrethrum  iK)wder  in  the  holds  of  vessels  at  the 
ports  of  departure. 

They  place  a  guard  on  board  of  vessels  which  anchor  away  from  the 
wharf,  to  prevent  anyone  from  going  ashore  except  the  captain  or 
anvone  from  going  alK)ard  except  the  laborers. 

There  is  no  line  of  vessels  coming  from  Mexican  ports  which  have 
Habana  as  a  final  port  of  destination.  They  are  all  in  transit  to  some- 
where else  except  the  cattle  vessels,  which  go  back  within  twenty-four 
hours. 

All  the  regulations  are  based  on  the  mosquito  principle,  and  no  atten- 
tion whatever  is  paid  to  fomites  on  the  vessels  or  at  the  yellow-fever 
hospital. 

Considering  the  transient  vessels  which  only  touch  at  Habana,  the 
following  are  the  regulations  governing  them: 

Vessels  which  have  anchored  away  from  the  wharf  and  which  have 
no  passengers  u|X)n  arriving  at  Habana  are  not  disinfected,  })ut  a  guard 
is  placed  on  board  until  they  are  ready  to  proceed  to  New  York,  etc. 

If  such  transient  vessels  carry  passengers,  those  having  certificates 
of  immunity  are  set  free  at  once.  Those  which  have  no  such  certifi- 
cates are  detained  at  Triscornia.  Their  detention  begins  from  the  day 
of  departure. 

Transient  vessels  which  have  come  to  the  wharf  at  the  Mexican  ports 
or  have  had  communication  with  any  other  suspected  or  infected  craft 
are  consid«»red  infected.  If  they  have  no  passengers,  they  are  not  dis- 
infected, but  a  guard  is  placed  on  board  until  sh(»  leaves  for  New 
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York,  etc.  If  thev  have  pasvsen^ers,  the  inimunos  are  set  free.  The 
nonimmunes  are  detained  at  Trisoornia  for  five  days,  the  detention 
beginning  from  the  day  of  arrival  at  Habana. 

When  a  transient  ve^ssel  arrives  at  Habana  with  a  case  of  yellow 
fever  on  board,  the  case  is  taken  directly  to  Las  Animas  Hospital. 
The  immune  passengers  are  set  free;  the  nonimmunes  are  taken  to 
Triscornia  station  for  five  days;  the  vesvsel  is  disinfected  for  mos- 
quitoes with  formalin  or  sulphur;  a  guard  is  placed  on  board  until 
the  vessel  is  ready  to  go  to  New  York,  etc. 

Should  a  staying  noninfected  vessel  come  to  Habana,  the  passengers 
are  treated  as  above;  the  crew  are  kept  aboard;  the  vessel  is  disinfected. 
She  is  not  detained  if  live  days  in  transit,  but  is  detained  if  less  than 
five  days.     A  guard  is  placed  on  board. 

Should  a  staying  infected  vessel  come  to  Habana,  the  immunes  are 
set  free;  the  nonimmunes  are  sent  to  Triscornia;  the  case  is  sent  to 
Las  Animas  direct;  the  crew  is  kept  6ve  days  on  board;  the  vessel  is 
disinfected;  she  is  detained  five  days  in  the  bay  from  the  completion 
of  the  disinfection.  In  short,  immune^  are  never  detained  under  any 
circumstances,  even  those  coming  on  actually  infected  vessels. 

Nonimmunes  from  all  kinds  of  vessels  are  sent  to  the  detention 
station  of  Triscornia,  where  they  are  detained  fiv^e  days,  except  those 
who  have  come  on  a  vessel  which  has  anchored  in  the  harbor  at  the 
port  of  departure. 

When  a  case  of  yellow  fever  is  found  on  board  it  is  sent  direct  to 
Las  Animas  Hospital. 

No  transient  vessel  is  disinfected  unless  it  has  had  a  case  of  yellow 
fever  on  board. 

Triscornia  is  an  observation  station  across  the  bay,  to  which  are  sent 
nonimmune  passengers  from  vessels  from  infected  ports.  Immigrants 
are  sent  there  until  they  find  employment  in  the  city  or  on  the  island. 

Mariel  is  a  quarantine-detention  station  situated  on  the  coast  about 
20  miles  from  Habana.  All  passengers  are  sent  there  from  vessels 
arriving  with  a  case  of  smallpox  or  contagious  disease  other  than 
yellow  fever. 

The  United  States  Public  Health  Service  reqidres  that  all  bagga^ 
for  Florida  be  sent  to  the  wharf  several  hours  before  the  departure  of 
the  vessel,  that  it  may  be  inspected  by  the  resident  surgeon,  Dr. 
Trotter.  A  notice  in  the  Habana  Post  informs  passengers  of  this 
requirement.  All  baggage  which  he  thinks  requires  disinfection  is 
disinfected  by  him  in  the  steam  chamber.

The  of<x>rf  work  of  the  elean>!!iir  Ji^d  diMnfeetion  of  habitations,  the 
renovation  and  i*epairintr  of  huiidin*r>.  and  the  destruction  of  unsani- 
tary wooden  additions  has  heen  zealously  earned  out  this  month. 
Sinee  the  heofinninir  <>f  the  work  on  the  l«'th  of  February  lai?t  there 
have  been  used  by  the  disinfeetinjr  erew  over  i^^^j'' hi  pounds  of  chloride 
of  linie,  iJMio  irallons  of  car)H)lic  acid,  and  3«'.<»  pound>  of  bichloride 
of  mercury.  The  latter  wa>  used  in  solution  (l-KK.^'O  for  sprinkling 
the  streets  three  times  a  week. 

More  than  .*»iM)  rats  have  Ihhmi  examined  bact<^riolopeally  this  month, 
but  in  none  of  them  has  pla^fue  infection  been  den)onstrated.  These 
were  trapped  in  Chinatown,  the  Latin  quarter,  and  the  city  wharves, 
and  a  f<»w  t^iken  from  tiie  steamer  ('ni»n,thiti  as  she  lay  alongside  the 
wharf  on  Jackson  street.  Arseni*'  has  been  sul>stituted  for  phos- 
phorus in  tin*  prepared  bane  pla<-ed  in  >ewers  in  the  threatened  zone. 
Fleas,  nits,  and  other  vernin  liable  to  convey  the  infection  no  doubt 
find  it  impossible  to  exist  or  multiply  in  the  section  in  whieh  the  chlo- 
ride of  lime,  ])ichloride  of  mercury,  and  car)»olic  acid  solutions  have 
been  distributinl. 

Heretofore  it  has  1)cen  a'm(>>t  inipo»il>le  to  trace  a  >iek  man  to  the 
abode  from  which  he  has  ]>  ^en  removed  by  friends,  who  will  often  do 
this  to  escape  the  surveillance  of  the  iuNpector,  and  in  caM^  of  conta- 
gious disease  to  avoid  the  quarantine  restrictions  that  would  natundly 
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follow.  Under  the  new  8ystem  of  inspection  by  districts  much  use- 
ful information  has  been  collected  from  which  it  is  possible  to  compile 
a  fairly  acx'urate  directory  of  the  permanent  Chinese  residents.  Such 
a  directory  is  now  in  course  of  preparation.

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  MoMullen  reports.  May  22  and  23,  as 
follows: 

During  the  week  ended  May  9,  1903,  11  vessels  were  inspected  with 
an  aggregate  personnel  of  890  crew  and  629  passengers — 239  cabin  and 
390  steerage;  734  crew  and  359  steerage  were  bathed  and  1,165  pieces 
baggage  disinfected.  Communicable  diseases:  Plague,  98  cases,  85 
deaths  (94  Chinese,  2  Portuguese,  and  2  Japanese);  smallpox,  11  cases, 
1  death  (1  American,  10  Chinese);  enteric  fever,  2  cases,  and  scarlet 
fever,  1  case,  with  no  deaths. 

During  the  week  ended  May  16,  1903,  8  vessels  were  inspected  and 
issued  bills  of  health,  720  crew  and  557  passengers  (205  cabm  and  352 
steerage)  were  inspected,  and  546  crew  and  346  steerage  pasj-iengers 
were  bathed  and  675  pieces  of  baggage  disinfected.  There  were  2 
rejections  during  the  week.  During  tne  time  covered  bv  this  report 
there  were  117  cases  of  plague  reported,  with  99  deaths.  Of  this 
number  91  occurred  in  the  city  of  Victoria  and  26  in  districts  other 
than  the  city.  This  nimil>er  includes  1  European,  3  Indians,  2  Portu- 
guese, 1  Malay,  3  Japanese,  and  107  Chinese.  One  case  each  of  diph- 
theria and  smallpox,  with  no  deaths,  were  the  only  other  communicable 
diseases  reported  for  this  time.  The  European  case  of  plague  is  the 
second  one  reported  since  Januarv  1.  Seven  hundred  and  nmety-two 
cases  of  plague  have  been  reported  in  the  colony  from  Januarv  1  to 
May  23,  inclusive.  In  Canton  and  Amoy  there  is  considerable  plague, 
and  in  the  latter  place  it  is  estimated  that  50  deaths  are  occurring 
daily. 

Rtport  from  Shangha I —  SmalJjxtx, 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Ransom  reports,  May  18,  as  follows: 
During  the  week  ended  May  16,  1903,  three  vessels,^  223  crew,  and  48 
cabin  passengers  were  inspected.  Two  deaths  from  smallpox,  5  cases 
of  enteric  fever,  and  5  deaths  from  diphtheria.  The  total  mortality  is 
said  to  have  been  4  foreigners  and  131  natives.

— Under  date  of  ilay  24  arrivals  from  Egyptian  ports  are, 
from -May  23,  subject  to  live  days'  quarantine  with  disinfection  at  the 
lazaretto  of  St.  George  in  the  Gulf  of  Salamis.  Importation  of  mer- 
chandise is  free  except  for  merchandise  susceptible  to  infection,  as 
specified  in  the  decree. 

KouitfANiA. — Arrivals  from  Port  Said  are  subject,  since  April  29, 
to  a  quamntine  of  five  days  at  the  port  of  Sulina.  The  ports  of  Con- 
stanza  and  Mangalia  are  closed  to  such  an-ivals.  Importation  of  con- 
serv(\s,  fruits,  and  vegetables,  as  well  as  susceptible  articles,  is  pro- 
hibited. 

Measures  in  force  at  Egyptian  ports  tm  account  of  the  ewistenct  of 

plague  in  Egypt, 

On  departure  frow  an  infected pt/rt. — Medical  inspection  and  disin- 
fection of  all  passengers  and  crews,  as  well  as  of  crews'  quarters. 

On  departure  fnnn  a  noninfected  p<rrt, — {a)  Medical  inspection  and 
disinfection  of  passengers  of  the  second  and  third  class  coming  from 
contaminated  localities. 
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(A)  Medical  inspection  and  disinfection  of  passengers  of  the  third 
class,  without  distinction. 

On  ai^rival  at  an  Egyptian  port, — Medical  inspection  of  passengers 
and  crew  coming  from  a  contaminated  port. 

GERMANY. 

Rt/port  from  Berlin — Plague  and  cholera  in  various  countries, 
Consul-General  Mason  reports,  June  15  and  18,  as  follows: 

Plague, 

German  Empire, — A  25-year-old  Austrian  physician,  who  had  been 
oi'cupied  for  several  weeks  with  bacteriological  work  in  the  Royal 
Institute  for  Infectious  Diseases  in  Berlin,  died  of  plague  on  the  5th 
of  flune.  The  correctness  of  the  diagnosis  was  placed  beyond  doubt 
bv  the  experiments  made  on  animals  with  cultures  and  by  the  bacteri- 
ologicsil  examination  concluded  on  June  8.  Those  persons  who  had 
been  endangered  by  contact  with  the  deceased  were  promptly  isolated 
and  placed  under  medical  supei vision.  The  hospital  attendant  who 
had  nursed  the  deceased  has  since  been  taken  sick  with  inflammation 
of  the  lungs,  and  bacteriological  examination  of  the  sputum  proved 
him  to  be  suffering  with  pulmonary  plague.  He  is  now  on  the  way 
to  rei*overy. 

Egypt, — Between  the  23d  and  30th  of  May  there  were  registered  in 
the  whole  of  Egypt  4  cases  of  plague  (with  4  deaths),  namely,  in 
Alexandria,  1  death;  in  Port  Saia,  1  case  (1  death);  in  the  Province 
Minieh,  District  Magagha,  2  cases  (1  death);  District  Samalut,  1 
death;  District  Minien,  1  case. 

Britii<h  India, — During  the  week  ended  May  16  there  were  registered 
in  the  Bomlmy  Presidency  1,48S  cases  of  plague  (with  1,222  deaths), 
of  which  3S2  cases  (307  Heaths)  occurred  in  tne  city  of  Bombay  and 
lo2  cases  (142  deaths)  in  the  town  and  port  of  Kamchi. 

PhUip]Hne><, — In  Manila  during  the  month  of  April  48  persons  died 
of  ])iHgue. 

(hina. — In  the  town  of  Amoy,  toward  the  end  of  April,  the  dally 
number  of  cases  of  plague  registered  varied  Iwtween  20  and  40. 

Japan, — According  to  a  communication  dated  May  29,  a  case  of 
plague  has  oc<iurred  m  Nagasaki. 

Briiii<h  South  Africa, — Cape  Colony:  Between  the  3d  and  9th  of 
May  there  were  registered  in  Port  Elizabeth  5  cases  of  plague;  in 
Ea^t  London,  4  cases,  and  in  King  Williams  Town,  3  cases.  In  Natal 
there  occurred  between  the  19th  and  25th  of  April  6  plague  cases  and 
5  deaths. 

Quttrnsland. — During  the  week  ended  April  25,  2  cases  of  plague 
were  registered  in  Brisbane. 

Plague  and  choltra. 

British  India. — In  Calcutta,  during  the  week  ended  May  2,  288  per- 
sons died  of  plague  and  65  persons  died  of  cholera. 

Death  rate  of  Berlin, 

The  death  rate  of  Berlin  for  the  week  ended  May  30  was  somewhat 
higher  than  that  of  the  two  foregoing  weeks,  amounting,  calculated 
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upon  the  year,  to  14.3  per  thousand  of  the  population.  This  rate, 
however,  was  considerably  lower  than  that  for  the  corresponding  week 
of  last  year,  in  which  it  amounted  to  17.5.  In  spite  of  this  increase, 
only  four  of  the  large  German  towns,  namely,  Barmen,  Crefeld, 
SchOneberg  (18.3),  and  Charlottenburg  (with  12.4  per  thousand)  showed 
more  favorable  figures  than  Berlin.  The  death  rate  of  London  was 
somewhat  lower  than  that  of  Berlin.  The  death  rate  of  the  following 
towns,  among  others,  was  considerably  higher  than  that  of  Berlin,  viz: 
Dresden,  Leipzig,  Bremen,  Hanover,  Cologne,  Frankfort-on-the-Main, 
Hamburg,  Munich,  Nuremberg,  as  well  as  Paris  and  Vienna.  The 
increase  m  the  mortality  during  the  week  in  question  was  chiefly  among 
children  in  the  first  year  of  life.  The  death  rate  among  infants  rose 
from  3.3  to  3.9  per  year  and  mille,  this  rate  being  about  one-half  of 
that  of  Munich,  Kiel,  and  Danzig.  Acute  intestinal  disea.<^s  again 
showed  a  slight  increase,  causing  42  deaths.  On  the  other  hand,  acute 
diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs  showed  a  decrease,  although  they 
caused  45  deaths.  There  were  further  registered  75  deaths  from 
phthisis  pulmonalis  and  37  from  cancer.  Scarlet  fever  caused  3  deaths, 
as  compared  with  10  in  the  foregoing  week.  Finally,  there  were  5 
deaths  from  diphtheria,  5  deaths  from  measles,  and  14  persons  died  by 
violence. 

Plagxte  infection  f ram  laboratory  work  at  Berlin, 

The  2  cases  of  plague  formed  the  subject  of  an  animated  discus- 
sion at  yesterday's  meeting  of  the  Berlin  Medical  Society.  Professor 
DOnitz,  who,  in  the  absence  of  Prof.  Robert  Koch  in  Africa,  is  the 
director  of  the  Berlin  Institute  for  Infectious  Diseases,  gave  an 
authentic  account  of  all  the  incidents  connected  with  the  death  of  Dr. 
Milan  Sachs  and  the  sickness  of  the  hospital  attendant,  Marggraf. 
During  the  removal  of  the  sick  doctor  to  the  Charlottenburg  Hospital 
and  from  there  to  the  Charity  Hospital  several  unfortunate  incicients 
occurred  by  which  various  persons  came  into  close  contact  with  Doctor 
Sachs.  The  danger  of  a  further  spread  of  the  plague,  thereby  created, 
was  counteracteabv  the  energetic  precautions  taken  by  the  authorities. 
The  hospital  attendant,  Marggraf,  continues  to  make  favorable  prog- 
ress: no  plague  bacilli  were  found  in  the  sputum  examined  j^esterday. 
Special  interest  was  manifested  in  the  remarks  of  the  lecturer  regard- 
ing cases  of  laboratory  infection.  Such  infection  has  taken  plac^  not 
only  with  plague  bacilli,  but  also  with  cholem  and  typhoid  bacilli. 
For  example,  the  son-in-law  of  Robert  Koch,  Doctor  Pfuhl,  was 
infected  with  cholera  in  the  Berlin  Institute,  and  Professor  Marx  was 
infected  in  this  manner  with  typhoid.  The  question  is  now,  Is  an 
infection  with  plague  more  to  be  feared  than  an  infection  with  cholera 
or  typhoid  ?  Herr  DOnitz  denied  this  emphaticall v;  for.  although  dur- 
ing the  last  four  years  a  large  number  ot  medical  men  nad  been  occu- 
Eied  in  the  Berlin  Institute  with  plague  experiments,  and  there  had 
een  a  large  number  of  visitors  to  the  plague  department,  no  case  of 
infection  had  hitherto  occured. 

^' Still,  however,"  said  Herr  D5nitz,  ''I  will  not  underestimate  the 
possibility  that  the  plague  infection  might  eventually  be  followed  by 
a  plague  epidemic,  and  it  was  for  this  reason  that  the  exceedingly  strict 
precautions  were  adopted." 

Professor  Kolle,  also  of  the  Institute  for  Infectious  Diseases,  spe- 
cially emphasized  the  importance  of  the  investigations  regarding  plague 
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and  the  plague  experiments,  for  the  prompt  discovery  of  a  case  of 
plague,  and  the  application  of  plague  serum.  The  serum  used  in 
Berlin  is  obtained  from  Paris  and  Berne.  For  the  present  no  plague 
serum  is  to  be  prepared  in  Berlin. 

Professor  Benda  exhibited  microscopic  preparations  obtained  from 
a  plague  patient  who  died  in  Odessa. 

The  president  of  the  medical  societ^%  Professor  Bergmann,  also 
called  attention  to  the  unfortunate  incidents  which  occurred  during 
the  removal  of  Dr.  Sachs  to  the  hospital. 

The  further  discuasion  of  the  subject  was  postponed  until  the  next 
meeting  of  the  society.

•    Plague  i?}  Mauritian, 

According  to  a  telegram  from  the  governor  of  Mauritius,  there  was 
1  fatal  case  of  bubonic  plague  in  the  island  during  the  week  ended 
May  28,  1903. 
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Plug  lie  m  Chile, 

A  telegram,  dated  May  28,  1903,  from  Santiago  de  Chile  states  that 
the  Chilean  Government  has  officially  declared  the  existence  of  bubonic 
plague  at  Iquique.     Of  8  cases  reported,  5  have  died. 

Suspected  plague  in  Austria. 

A  report  from  Vienna,  dated  May  28, 1903,  states  that  at  Trieste  the 
discharge  of  carffo,  principally  rice  and  cotton,  from  the  British 
steamer  Baron  tairlie^  from  the  Orient,  was  suspended  and  the  vessel 
and  crew  were  sent  to  quarantine  owing  to  the  illness  (suspected 
bubonic  plague)  of  an  Indian  stoker. 

JAPAN. 

R*>port  from  Yokohama — Plague  in  Yokohama  and  on  German  steam- 
ship Aragonia, 

Assistant  Surgeon  Moore  reports,  June  3,  as  follows: 

During  the  week  ended  May  30,  1903,  four  steamships,  having  an 
aggregate  personnel  of  321  crew  and  159  passengers,  were  inspected. 

The  official  report  of- contagious  diseases  in  Yokohama  for  the  above 
period  notes  three  cases  of  plague,  all  terminating  fatall}-.  Two  of 
these  cases  were  reported  to  the  Bureau  under  date  of  May  27.  The 
third,  a  Chinese,  a  member  of  the  crew  of  the  German  steamship 
Aragoiiia^  was  admitted  to  a  Yokohama  hospital  as  a  case  of  diphtheria, 
but  was  later  found  to  be  suffering  from  plague. 

The  Arago7iia  was  placed  in  quarantine.  There  have  occurred  in 
Y'okohama  during  the  present  outbreak  of  the  disease,  i.  e.,  since  May 
12,  in  all  5  cases  of  plague,  with  5  deaths.  The  last  case  mentioned  was 
clearlv  an  importation.  Grave  features  of  the  situation  are  that  the 
cases  liave  occurred  in  widely  separated  sections  of  the  city  and  that  a 
number  of  rats  dead  of  plague  have  been  found.  However,  the 
authorities  are  taking  very  thorough  measures  to  control  the  infection. 

Measures  against  plague  adopted  at  Yokolvama. 

Consul-General  Bellows  reports.  May  2G,  as  follows:  Several  cjises 
of  plague  occurred  at  this  port  last  fall,  but  the  municipal  authorities 
took  most  stringent  measures  for  eradicating  it  and  supposed  it  was 
entirely  wiped  out.  These  measures  consisted  of  building  a  close,  high 
zinc-plate  fence  about  a  considerable  area,  including  the  nouses  which 
had  contained  infected  persons.  All  the  residents  within  this  area 
were  removed  to  an  island  in  the  bay  and  maintained  at  Government 
expense  until  all  danger  of  future  infection  was  believed  to  be  past. 
The  houses  within  the  mclosed  area  were  purchased  by  the  Government 
and  burned,  the  object  of  the  zinc-plate  fonce  being  to  prevent  the 
escape  of  rats,  which  are  thought  to  be  the  usual  means  of  spreading 
the  disease. 

Similar  measures  are  now  being  carried  out.  Three  blocks  of  houses, 
including  64  buildings  in  different  places  in  the  city,  have  already  been 
isolated,  and  15  rows  of  dwelling  houses  and  5  rows  of  warehouses  in 
another  quarter  will  be  strictly  disinfected,  mid  the  thatched  roofs  will 
be  removed'and  burnt.     The  police  are  makmg  a  thorough  inspection 
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of  dwelling  houses  in  all  part8  of  the  city,  and  require  the  removal  of 
rubbish  and  cleaning  of  the  premises  wherever  dirt  is  found. 

The  destruction  oi  rats  is  encouraged,  and  the  dead  bodies  of  rate 
are  examined  to  determine  whether  plague  germs  are  present.  The 
newspapers  report  that  the  plague  bacilli  seem  to  be  widely  dissemi- 
nated  throughout  the  city.  Four  deaths  from  this  disease  nave  been 
reported. 

MALTA. 

Quaranthie  regulations. 

The  following  is  received  from  Consul  Grout  under  date  of  May 
8,  1903: 

Government  notice. 

His  excellency  the  governor,  acting  on  the  advice  of  the  council  of  health,  has 
been  pleased  to  repeal  government  notice  No.  96  of  the  7th  of  May,  1903,  and  to 
direct  that  the  following  regulal^ions  be  obeerveii  as  regards  vessels  and  passengers, 
viz: 

INFECTED   PLACES. 

I.  The  following  countries  and  ports  are  declared  to  be  infected: 

(a)  Arabia  (excepting  Perim  and  Aden) ;  (6)  China;  (c)  India;  (d)  all  ports  in 
the  Persian  Gulf. 

INFECTED  VESSELS. 

3.  Infected  vessels  are  vessels  which  have  or  have  had  on  board  during  the  voyage 
or  the  preceding  twenty  days  cases  of  cholera,  yellow  fever,  plague,  or  any  disease  with 
svmptoins  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  chief  government  m^ical  officer,  resemble 
the  symptoms  of  the  said  dineases. 

VE.SSEIJ^  WHICH   ARE   NOT  ALLOWED   TO   ENTER  THE   HARBOR   BUT   ABE   ALLOWED  TO  CX^M- 
MINICATE   WITH    QUARANTINE   ESTABLISHMENTS.

8.  Infected  vessels  carryinj^  a  recognizeil  medical  officer  and  not  having  on  boanl 
an  actual  case  of  any  of  the  diseases  mentioned  in  clause  3. 

V).  Ve»^els  from  infected  places  not  having  on  board  an  actual  case  of  any  6f  the 

diseases  mentioned  in  clause  3,  when  arriving  within  ten  days  from  date  of  deimrture. 

10.   Vessels  with  pilgrims  from  tlie  East  which  carry  a  recognized  medical  officer. 

II.  Pilots  will  be  allowed  to  l>oard  the  vessels  referred  to  in  clauses  7,  8,  9,  and 
10  for  the  purpose  of  taking  them  into  the  (Quarantine  harbor,  subject  to  the  following 
conditions: 

{n)  The  pilot  shall  go  direct  from  his  boat  to  the  bridge  without  holding  commu- 
nicati(m  with  anv  person  except  the  officers  and  crew  of  the  vessel,  and  after  the 
vessel  is  moore<l  shall  be  taken  in  one  of  her  boats  to  the  lazaretto,  where  his 
clothes  and  person  shall  V>e  disinfected. 

(h)  To  prevent  communication  or  contiict  with  pa-ssen^ers,  the  master  of  the  ves- 
sel shall  cause  the  portiim  of  the  deck  over  which  the  pilot  has  to  pass  to  be  roped 
off,  and  shall  exclude  from  such  s[)a(!e  and  from  the  bridge  all  pereons  except  the 
officers  and  crew  of  the  vessel  so  long  as  the  pilot  is  on  board. 

VESSELS  FROM    INFECTED    PLACES   ADMITTED   TO   PRATIQUE. 

12.  Vessels  without  a  clean  bill  of  health  or  from  infected  places  will  be  admitted 
to  pratique  after  ten  days  from  date  of  departure. 
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MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

13.  All  veeeele  and  passengers  are  subject  to  medical  inspection  on  arrival. 

PASSENGERS. 

14.  PasBengere,  before  landing,  must  declare  on  oath  before  a  marine  police  oflBcer 
that  they  have  not  been  in  or  have  not  communicated  with  an  infected  place  within 
the  last  ten  days.  Otherwise  they  shall  remain  in  quarantine  till  the  expiration  of 
ten  days  from  the  date  of  departure. 

15.  t'aasengers  arriving  on  board  vessels  without  a  clean  bill  of  health,  and  the 
officers  of  such  vessels,  will  be  permitted  to  land  after  medical  inspection,  but  will 
not  be  permitted  to  land  any  of  their  luggage  or  effects  until  the  same  shall  have 
been  thoroughly  disinfected.    This  clause  does  not  apply  to  deck  passengers. 

16.  Passengers  arriving  from  infected  places,  after  ten  days  from  date  of  departure, 
will  be  admitted  to  free  pratique  after  strict  medical  inspection  and  thorough  disin- 
fection of  their  persons,  effects,  and  luggage,  if  the  inspectmg  medical  officer  is  satisfied 
that  they  are  in  good  health;  but  in  the  case  of  vessels  carrying  a  doctor  disinfection 
of  the  person  win  not  be  required. 

17.  Passengers  not  otherwise  provided  for  are  subjected  to  the  restrictions  applica- 
ble to  the  vessels  on  which  they  arrive. 

18.  When  twenty  days  have  elapsed  from  the  last  case  of  plague,  cholera,  or  other 
disease  against  which  restrictions  have  been  in  force  with  regard  to  a  country  or 
place  decuired  to  be  an  infected  place,  a  notice  will  be  issued  by  the  collector  of  cus- 
toms to  the  effect  that  the  place  or  port  is  no  longer  to  be  dealt  with  as  infected. 

N.  B. — Vessels  passing  through  the  Suez  Canal  without  taking  on  board  either 
cam)  or  nassengers  will  not  be  considered  infected  by  contact  with  canal  pilots  taken 
on  Doara  from  a  disinfecting  station  or  by  coaling'and  provisioning  at  Port  Said, 
provided  that  the  quarantine  restrictions  at  that  port  are  considered  satisfactory  by 
the  chief  Crovemment  medical  officer. 

The  word  ** passengers"  as  used  in  this  notice,  except  in  clause  15,  includes  the 
officere  and  crew.

Heitlth  at  Gnaymm — Quarantine  agahist  Mazatlan  removed. 

Consular  Agent  Crocker  reports,  June  19,  as  follows:  The  health  of 
thiii  port  remains  good.  The  quarantine  maintained  against  Mazatlan 
no  longer  obtains.

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Frick  reports,  June  19  and  22,  as  follows: 

Yellow-fever  foci  2  and  3  have  again  fomied,  taking  in  additional 

territory.     Focus  No.  3  has  developed  several  cases  within  the  last  few 
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days.  Focus  No.  2  developed  the  first  case  last  night.  Both  of  these 
foci  are  situated  w^U  up  in  the  town.  In  passing  the  house  from  which 
this  last  case  was  removed  I  noticed  the  rain  barrel  immediately  in 
front  of  the  house — in  fact,  in  front  of  the  identical  room  from  which 
the  patient  was  removed. 

Little  or  no  attention  is  being  paid  to  the  larva?,  and  only  the  most 
limited  attention  is  given  to  the  destruction  of  the  mosquito.  The 
number  of  cases  is  increasing  slowly  but  steadily.  The  report  for  the 
previous  week  showed  a  decrease,  probably  due  to  cases  not  having 
l)een  located.  I  understand  that  cases  now  found  have  all  been  sick 
live  or  six  days  or  more  without  treatment.  This,  with  the  removal 
from  house  to  the  hospital,  generally  results  in  the  death  of  most  of 
!«iurh  cases. 

The  nearest  case  to  any  of  the  wharves  is  more  than  a  half  mile  dis- 
tant from  same.

During  the  weeK  ended  June  13,  1903,  there  was  officially  recorded  a 
total  of  44  deaths  (71  per  1,0<X)),  of  which  10  were  due  to  yellow  fever, 
^  to  pernicious  fever.  2  to  remittent  fever,  and  3  to  tuberculosis. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  port  is  unchanged. 

Vaiile  ve.v<th  laavlng  Vera  Cruz  for  Ilahana  to  he  fumigated. 

The  local  authorities  report  for  the  seven  davs  ended  June  20, 1903, 
a  total  of  46  deaths  (74.75  per  1,000),  of  which  7  were  due  to  yellow 
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fever,  3  to  pernicious  fever,  7  to  remittent  fever,  and  4  to  tuberco- 
lonis.  In  all,  27  new  cases  of  veilow  fever  were  reported  during  the 
period  under  consideration,  of  which  1,  the  first  of  the  season,  was 
from  the  British  steamship  British  Trader^  lying  at  one  of  the  wharves. 
This  patient,  a  sailor,  was  probably  infected  on  shore. 

The  vessel  was  fumigated  by  the  local  delegates  of  the  superior 
board  of  health. 

The  Cuban  authorities  propose  to  fumigate  with  pyrethrum  powder 
all  vessels  carrying  cattle  leaving  this  port  for  any  port  in  that  island* 

PERU. 

3o  neic  cmes  of  plague. 

Minister  Dudley,  at  Lima,  reports.  May  25,  as  follows: 
There  have  been  no  new  cases  of  bubonic  plague  in  Peru  since  the 
7th  instant.  Vessels  continue  to  touch  at  Ancon,  instead  of  Callao, 
but  the  practice  is  likely  to  be  discontinued  very  soon.  Chile  is  not 
quarantining  against  any  Peruvian  port,  and  the  reports  bein^  sent 
out  from  here  are  expected  to  speedilv  reestablish  confidence  abroad 
in  the  sanitary  condition  of  Callao  and  Pisco. 

PHILIPPINE  ISLANDS.

Statement  of  cholera  situation  in  Manila, 

in  Manila  the  number  of  cases  is  almost  the  same  as  for  the  preced- 
ing week.  The  board  of  health  has  been  unable  to  trace  the  source  of 
the  infection  in  any  of  the  cases.  The  greater  percentage  of  cases 
still  continues  to  occur  among  the  crews  of  the  vessels  lying  in  the 
river.  With  few  exceptions,  only  one  case  occurred  on  board  any  one 
ship,  and  the  history  of  the  patient  is  that  he  has  had  shore  liberty  one 
or  two  nights  before  being  taken  ill.  The  mortality  is  about  85  per 
cent.

Outgoing  quarantine  at  Manila  restored. 

Owing  to  the  increase  of  cholera  and  plague,  in  Manila  it  became 
necessary,  on  May  7,  1903,  to  again  institute  an  outgoing  quarantine, 
not  only  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  the  United  States  ports  from 
the  introduction  of  tne  diseases,  but  also  as  a.  protection  to  the  person- 
nel of  the  ships. 

All  vessels  clearing  for  United  States  ports  carrying  steerage  pas- 
sengers are  held  in  quarantine  five  days  prior  to  sailing  and  are 
inspected  daily.  Vessels  leaving  this  port  for  United  States  ports 
witnout  steerage  passengers  are  fumigated  to  kill  the  i*ats  and  other 
vermin  on  board,  crew  bathed,  decks  washed  down  with  bichloride 
solution,  and  cabins  disinfected  with  formaldehyde,  thus  reducing  to  a 
minimum  the  possibility  of  conveying  infection.  Some  clean  ports  in 
the  Philippines  require  of  vessels  from  Manila  a  certificate  of  disin- 
fection before  they  will  be  granted  pratique  without  quarantine,  and 
such  vessels,  upon  request,  are  also  disinfected  and  inspected  by  this 
oflBce  before  sailing.

Report  frotn  San  Jmtn — JWj<t/iCt  of  Sttfjo/ntfla  fuMCidta, 

Pa.ssed  Assistant  Surgeon  Lumsden,  acting  chief  quarantine  officer 
for  Porto  Rico,  reports,  June  17,  as  follows:  After  making  a  very 
slight  stud}'  of  the  nios<|uitoes  of  thi.s  city  1  am  of  the  opinion  that 
the  proportion  of  the  species  Ste(fONnj((i  faMCHtfa  is  rather  large. 

For  instance,  during  the  evenings  of  the  i:3th  and  14th  instant,  in  a 
well-ventilated  room  at  the  Hotel  Ingla terra  1  found  five  mosquitoes 
of  this  species. 

The  Hotel  Inglaterra  is  centrally  located,  and  the  neighborhood 
immediately  surrounding  it  is  in  better  sanitary  condition  than  are 
many  other  parts  of  the  city. 

Tfie  number  of  mosquitoes  generally  in  San  Juan  at  the  present 
time  seems  to  me  to  be  only  moderate  as  compai*ed  with  the  numbers 
found  in  many  of  the  cities  of  the  Southern  States  during  the  sum- 
mer months,  and  therefore  the  number  of  specimens  of  Stegojttyfa 
fmctata  seen  here  becomes  conspicuous. 

It  is  my  intention  to  make  a  further  study  of  this  subject  and  to 
communicate  the  findings  to  the  Insular  Superior  Board  of  Health 
with  the  hope  that  some  measures  may  be  adopted  tending  to  the 
extermination  of  the  Stefjontyia  fa^ciuta  in  this  port.

Vice-Consul  Johnson  reports,  May  9,  as  follows:  Plague  appeared 
here  several  weeks  ago  and  has  become  epidemic  only  during  the  past 
1110 


1111  July  10,  1903 

ten  days.  It  is  estimated  that  there  are  now  about  tifty  deaths  daily. 
Af*  no  official  record  of  deaths  is  kept,  the  exact  number  can  not  be 
ascertained. 

Repi)rt  from  Canton — Plagu^^  in  the  two  Kwangn, 

Consul-General  McWade  reports,  May  12,  as  follows:  On  May  4, 
19t>8,  I  received  the  following  from  Dr.  Swan,  of  the  Canton  hospital: 
In  accordance  with  my  promise  that  I  would  inform  you  in  regard  to 
any  news  of  bubonic  plague  occurring  in  Canton,  I  have  to  note  that 
at  our  outpatient  clinic  one  case  has  just  appeared,  and  I  have  had 
reported  to  me  by  a  resident  Chinese  that  seveml  cases  have  appeared 
within  the  last  two  or  three  days  in  what  is  known  as  the  ''*  Nam  Kwan  " 
district,  viz.,  that  portion  of  the  city  along  the  river  in  the  eastern  sub- 
urb of  Canton.  One  of  these  cases  I  have  investigated  and  found  to  be 
only  a  case  of  simple  tonsillitis.  It  is  quite  probable,  however,  that  a 
few  cases  may  have  occurred.  There  is  no  one  street  or  locality  that 
reports  a  number  of  cases,  and  I  am  of  the  belief  that  if  the  disease  is 
present  it  is  in  sporadic  cases  here  and  there.  I  may  note  that  this  is 
the  first  reliable  information  of  the  presence  of  plague  which  I  have 
been  able  to  obtain  this  vear.  To  the  best  of  my  knowledge  and 
belief  Canton  has  practically  been  free  of  plague  this  year,  and  I  have 
not  been  able  to  see  or  learn  of  a  single  case  of  true  Asiatic  cholera. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  day  I  heard  from  the  Rev.  Dr.  Beattie 
and  from  other  sure  sources  that  a  number  of  deaths  from  the  plague 
had  occurred  in  the  eastern  and  western  suburbs  as  well  as  Wongsha. 
I  cabled  as  follows,  duplicating  my  dispatch  to  Minister  Conger  at 
Pekin: 

Bubonic  plague  sporadic  Canton.  McWade. 

On  May  H  Dr.  Regina  Bigler  reported  that  the  plague  had  carried 
off  within  the  past  week  "several  tens  of  natives"  at  Pak  Sha,  a  village 
Iving  midway  between  Canton  and  Fat^^han.  I  also  learned  that  at 
Aonam,  Shun  Tak,  Yuen  Kong,  and  Heung  Shan,  as  well  as  in  Canton, 
it  was  increasing  and  had  carried  off  many  victims.  I  cabled  as  fol- 
lows*, duplicating  my  dispatch  to  Minister  Conger  at  Pekin. 

Bol)onic  plague  increasing:  Canton,  Honam,  Sgnn  Tak,  Yeung  Kong,  Ileung  Shan. 
Famine  increaeing:  Kwangj^i.  American  missionary  reports  bo<ly  victim  eaten  by 
starving. 

McWade. 

On  May  7  I  received  the  following  report  from  the  Rev.  Robert  E. 
Chambers: 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  you  to  learn  some  things  that  have  come  to  my  knowledge 
(•onceming  the  progress  of  plague  in  Canton.  The  disease  is  unquestionably  becom- 
injr  i*erioiL*^  in  the  western  suburbs.  A  Chinese  gentleman  of  my  ac^quaintance,  head 
of  a  Chinese  firm,  whose  place  of  business  is  in  the  Thirteenth  Ward  (Shap  Saam 
h>) ,  died  la«t  week  with  the  disease,  and  the  daughter  and  sister  of  one  of  the  work- 
men in  our  printing  establishment  have  also  died  in  the  last  few  days.  I  have  it 
fw>nj  j*everai  sources  that  there  are  many  deaths  daily  in  the  section  referred  to. 
One  of  the  tnistees  of  the  Baptist  Academy,  which  is  located  on  Chue  Kwon^  Ix»i, 
nirt  far  from  the  (ireat  South  Gate,  informs  me  that  there  have  been  5  deaths  in  the 
immeiiiate  neighb<irhood  of  the  school,  and  I  have  it  from  several  sources  that  there 
an*  fotiw  cases  on  Honam.  From  all  the  evidence  at  hand  it  seems  that  the  disease 
i*  ^»ur«!  in  the  western  suburbs  than  in  any  other  section. 

Ou  May  8  and  9,  11*03,  I  learned  that  the  plaofue  had  also  spread 
rapidly  at  Sam  Shui  and  Kow  Chuk,  but  it  was  not  until  to-day,  May 
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12,  1903,  that  I  learned  of  its  havoc  at  Kong  Moon,  Shui  Hing  City, 
Lok  Lo,  To  Sing,  and  other  small  towns  ana  villages  along  the  Imnks 
of  the  West  River.  Four  floating  hospitals  have  been  equipped  by 
the  charitable  guilds  of  Canton  and  are  now  moored  in  the  stream 
between  Eora  Cnuk  and  Kong  Moon.  I  also  learned  that  on  a  pas- 
senger junk  proceeding  from^ow  Chuk  to  Kong  Moon  several  oays 
aga  8  passengers  died  of  the  pestilence  after  an  illness  of  two  or  three 
hours.  I  cabled  to  the  Department  to-day  as  follows,  duplicating  my 
dispatch  to  Minister  Conger  at  Pekin: 

Bubonic  plague  spreading  rapidly  among  townB,  villagee,  Weet  River. 

McWadb. 

The  disease  seems  to  be  more  virulent  this  year  than  at  any  time 
within  the  past  three  years.  Instead  of  the  usual  premonitory  symp- 
toms its  victims  are  attacked  with  an  active  diarrhea,  which  is  quickly 
followed  by  the  bubonic  swellings. 

Reports  from  Hongkong — Plagv^  and  mnaUpox. 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  McMuUen  reports,  May  27,  as  follows: 
During  the  week  ended  May  23,  1903,  15  vessels,  with  an  aggregate 
personnel  of  1,103  crew  and  1,358  passengers — 261  cabin  and  1,097 
steerage — were  inspected;  874  crew  and  1,089  steerage  passengers  were 
bathed  and  1,938  pieces  baggage  disinfected.  Totalnumber  of  plague 
cases  for  this  period  was  136,  with  123  deaths — 94  in  city  of  Victoria 
and  42  in  surrounding  districts.  Of  this  number  there  were  4  Euro- 
peans. 3  Indians,  1  Portuguese,  and  128  Chinese.  Two  cases  small* 
pox  (Chinese)  also  occurred  during  the  week. 

Report  frcmi  Shanghai. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Ransom  reports,  June  2,  as  follows:  Dur- 
ing the  week  ended  May  30,  1903,  there  were  inspected  5  vessels,  240 
crew,  49  cabin  and  156  steerage  passengers.  There  were  disinfect^ 
9  pieces  personal  effects  of  crew  and  steerage  passengers. 

Communicable  diseases  were  reported  as  follows:  Enteric  fever  1 
case,  diphtheria  3  deaths.  The  total  mortality  is  reported  to  have  been 
1  foreigner  and  144  natives. 

COLOMBIA. 

Report  from  Bocas  del  Toro^  fruit  port — Smallpox —  Vaccination. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Osterhout  reports  as  follows:  Week  ended 
elune  23,  1903.  Present  officially  estimated  population  not  obtainable; 
number  of  deaths,  3,  including  2  from  smallpox;  prevailing  diseases, 
smallpox  and  malarial  affections.  Number  of  cases  of  smallpox  in 
hospital,  45.  Geneml  sanitary  condition  of  this  port  and  the  sur- 
rounding country  during  the  week,  not  good.  The  smallpox  epidemic 
is  now  lessening.  All  cases  are  now  promptly  removed  to  the  isolation 
hospital.  A  few  cases  of  smallpox  are  developing  at  the  various  sub- 
ports  in  the  adjacent  lagoons.  Compulsory  vaccination  is  being  carried 
out  as  rapidly  as  virus  can  be  obtained  from  the  United  States.  The 
fourth  thousand  points  are  now  being  used.

Report  from  Berlin — Plague  a7id  cholera  in  various  c(/untriej<, 
Ck)nsul-General  Mason  rei)oit8,  June  22,  as  follows: 

Plag\ie. 

Titri'et/, — Up  to  the  20th  of  April  there  had  occurred  in  Zobeir  22 
cases  of  plague  (with  16  deaths),  and  between  the  27th  of  April  and 
22d  of  May  14  cases  (with  11  deaths)  were  registered.  In  Messayda 
up  to  the  5th  of  May  5  cases  of  plague  (and  5  deaths)  had  oc<;urred, 
and  between  the  6th  and  24th»of  May  there  were  registered  8  plague 
cases  (and  8  deaths). 

Egypt, — Between  the  30th  of  May  and  the  6th  of  June  there  were 
registered  in  the  whole  of  Egypt  21  cases  of  plague  (with  8  deaths), 
nattiel}^  in  Port  Said,  4  cases  (2  deaths);  in  Alexandria,  1  case  (1  death); 
in  the  district  of  Tukh,  province  of  Galioubieh,  13  cases  (2  deaths);  in 
the  district  of  Galiab,  of  the  same  province,  1  case  (1  death);  also  1 
case  (1  death)  in  the  district  Magagha,  province  of  Minieh,  and  1  case 
(1  death)  in  the  district  of  Embabek,  province  of  Gizeh. 

French  Indo- China, — Between  the  13th  and  26th  of  May  there  were 
registered  in  Hanoi  and  the  province  52  and  6  deaths  from  plague, 
respectively,  all  the  victims  being  natives. 

Honghmg, — Between  the  19th  of  April  and  the  9th  of  May  there 
were  registered  272  cases  of  plague  (with  240  deaths).  The  patients, 
with  the  exception  of  6,  were  all  Chinese. 

British  South  Africa, — In  Cape  (Jolony,  according  to  the  official 
weekly  bulletins,  there  were  registered  between  the  10th  and  16th  of 
May,  6  fresh  cases  of  plague,  of  which  3  occurred  in  East  London,  2 
in  Port  Elizabeth,  and  1  in  King  Williams  Town.  According  to  a 
newspaper  report,  there  were  2  further  cases  of  plague  in  East  Lon- 
don on  the  19th  of  May. 

In  Natal,  between  the  26th  of  April  and  the  2d  of  May,  the  follow- 
ing cases  of  plague  and  deaths  therefrom  were  registered:  In  Maritz- 
burg,  1  case  and  3  deaths.  On  the  2d  of  May  mere  were  9  plague 
patients  under  treatment,  among  these  being  4  Europeans.  Between 
the  2d  and  7th  of  May  2  new  eases  were  registered. 

Phtfjiie  and  rhokra. 

British  India, — In  Calcutta,  during  the  week  from  the  3d  to  the 
9th  of  May,  97  persons  died  of  plague  and  51  persons  died  of  cholera. 

CJtolera. 

Turkey, — According  to  the  official  bulletin  regarding  cholera  in 
Syria,  there  occurred  in  Damascus,  between  the  24th  and  30th  of  May, 
4  cases  of  cholera  (and  4  deaths);  in  Catana,  between  the  24th  and  31st 
of  May,  8  cases  (with  7  deaths);  in  Zebdani,  between  the  24th  and  26th 
of  May,  1  case  (1  death). 

French  Indo- China, — Between  the  13th  and  25th  of  May  there  were 
registered  in  Saigon  5  and  in  Cholon  6  deaths  from  cholera. 

Hongkong, — During  the  week  ended  May  2,  2  qases  of  cholera 
occurred  in  Hongkong. 
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Death  rate  of  Berlin. 

The  death  rate  of  Berlin  for  the  week  ended  June  6  amounted,  cal- 
culated on  the  year,  to  16.6  per  thousand  of  the  population,  this  being 
considerably  lower  than  the  rate  for  the  corresponding  week  of  last 
year,  in  which  it  amounted  to  20.5.  The  following  cities,  among 
others,  had  a  considerably  higher  death  rate  than  that  of  Berlin, 
namely:  Hamburg,  Bremen,  Munich,  Nuremberg,  Brunswick;  while 
the  death  rate  of  the  following  places  was  higher  yet,  viz,  Cologne, 
Carlsruhe,  Breslau,  Danzig,  Konigsberg,  Stettin,  as  well  as  Paris  and 
Vienna.  The  following  towns  showed  a  lower  death  rate  than  that  of 
Berlin:  Hanover,  Dresden,  Charlottenburg  (with  15.5),  SchOneberg 
(with  10.6  per  thousand),  and  London.  The  increase  in  the  number  of 
deaths  was  distributed  fairly  eaually  among  the  children  in  the  first 
year  of  life  and  the  higher  a^e  classes.  The  infant  mortality  rate  rose 
from  2.9  per  year  and  mille  m  the  last  May  week  to  5.1  in  this  week, 
whereby  it  did  not  amount  to  one-half  of  that  of  Stettin  and  Danzig 
and  was  considei-ably  lower  than  the  i-ate  for  Breslau,  Hamburg,  ana 
Munich.  Acute  intestinal  disease^j,  as  in  almost  all  other  large  cities, 
showed  this  week  an  increase,  causing  in  Berlin  63  deaths.  There 
was  also  a  noticeable  increase  in  diseases  of  the  respiratory  orrans, 
which  claimed  57  victims,  of  whom  2  succumbed  to  influenza,  fur- 
ther, there  were  registered  67  deaths  from  phthisis  pulmonalis  and  45 
deaths  from  cancer.  Scarlet  fever  claimed  9  victims,  and  there  were 
4  fatal  cases  of  diphtheria.  There  were  also  registered  5  deaths  from 
measles  and  2  deaths  from  typhus.  Finally,  there  occurred  1  case  of 
plague,  and  20  persons  died  by  violence.

Rustian  emigrant  ships. 

Within  a  few  months  a  new  line  of  Russian  steamships  will  be 
inaugurated,  running  between  Odessa,  Naples,  Genoa,  and  New  York, 
a  project  which  was  contemplated  a  year  ago,  but  abandoned  for  a 
time.  The  steamships  to  be  run  on  this  line  are  auxiliary  to  the  Rus- 
sian navy  and  receive  a  subsidy  from  the  Russian  Government.  At 
the  beginning  three  vessels,  respectively  of  5,053,  7,270,  and  5,432 
tons,  will  engage  in  the  trade. 

Plagyxe  in  Peru,

(76  per  1,000),  of  which  8  were  due  to  yellow  fever,  2  to  pernicious 
fever,  and  7  to  tuberculosis. 

The  State  of  Vera  Cruz,  through  its  governor,  has  requested  the 
national  authorities  to  take  charge  of  the  sanitation  of  the  city  of 
Vera  Cruz,  with  a  view  to  the  elimination  of  yellow  fever  within  its 
boundaries.  It  is  believed  that,  with  this  end  in  view,  the  superior 
board  of  health  is  about  to  initiate  a  vigorous  sanitary  campaign  not 
only  in  this  city  but  also  in  Tampico,  Progreso,  and  Merida.  Should 
this  work  be  begun  simultaneously  in  all  the  coast  cities,  and  should 
the  national  authorities  receive  the  hearty  cooperation  that  they 
deserve,  it  may  eontidently  be  predicted  that  Vera  Cruz,  so  long  the 
home  of  this  yellow  scourge,  wul  take  its  place  beside  Habana  as  one 
of  the  most  salubrious  of  tropical  cities. 

Meanwhile  the  local  authorities  are  taking  such  measures  as  they 
can  to  eliminate  the  infection,  "xo  this  end  all  cases  of  fever  must  be 
reported  promptly,  and  an  expert  visits  each  case  for  the  purpose  of 
making  a  diagnosis.  Should  the  case  be  one  of  yellow  fever  it  is  at 
onc«  transferred  to  the  hospital,  or  where  the  patient  can  be  taken  care 
of  at  home  he  is  placed  in  a  sort  of  cage  which  is  mosquito  proof  and 
which  is  provided  by  the  authorities.

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PHILIPPINE  ISLANDS. 

Reports  from  Manila — Plague  and  fnnallpox. 

Assistant  Surgeon  Heiser,  chief  quarantine  officer  for  the  Philip- 
pine Islands,  reports,  May  26,  as  follows:  During  the  week  ended  May 
16, 1903,  there  occurred  in  Manila  8  cases  of  plague,  with  8  deaths,  and 
6  cases  of  smallpox,  none  resulting  fatally. 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  oflScers  of  the  service  stationed 
in  the  islands  mive  not  come  in  contact  officially  with  plague  cases  or 
plague  on  infected  vessels,  with  the  exception  of  1  case  on  the  S.  S. 
BoTinao.  The  history  of  this  case  shows  tnat  this  vessel  left  the  port 
of  Manila  March  27,  1903,  and  returned  April  14,  1903,  with  a  case  of 
plague  among  the  crew,  thus  showing  that  tne  disease  in  all  probability 
was  contracted  in  Manila.  The  vessel  was  remanded  to  Mariveles 
and  thoroughly  disinfected.     No  further  cases  developed. 

As  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  ascertain,  no  new  cases  have  been 
introduced  from  the  outside.  All  the  cases  reported  have  been  of 
persons  resident  in  Manila  for  fifteen  days  or  longer. 

Only  3  Americans  have  contracted  the  disease  this  year,  and  they 
were  persons  of  questionable  habits. 

The  disease  has  been  increasing  since  January,  but  the  52  cases  in 
April  will  probably  be  the  maximum  number  for  one  month.  Jud^ng 
by  the  history  of  previous  years,  a  steady  decline  may  be  expected. 

Serum  inoculation — Precautions  against  ImjHyrtation  of  plague  frmn 

China. 

Several  weeks  ago  a  new  policy  of  afealing  with  plague  contacts  was 
inaugurated.  Contacts  are  now  taken  to  the  detention  station,  injected 
with  Shega  antiplague  virus,  their  clothing  disinfected,  and  they  are 
then  released.  Expert  rat  catehers  are  sent  to  the  house  from  which 
the  case  was  taken  with  instructions  to  destroy  all  the  rats  in  the  imme- 
diate vicinity.  The  house  is  then  disinfected  with  bichloride,  or  some- 
times even  burned. 

An  arrangement  has  been  made  whereby  the  Chinese  residents 
(60,000)  shall  be  injected  with  Shega  virus. 

Letters  have  been  written  to  our  officers  on  duty  in  China  suggesting 
that  unless  they  could  certify  that  passengers  embarking  for  the  Phil- 
ippines would  not  convey  plague  such  passengers  be  detained  until 
tne  incubation  period  of  the  disease  be  passed.  The  medical  officer 
on  duty  at  Amoy  has  made  armngements  to  detain  steerage  passengers 
before  embarkation.  Upon  the  arrival  here  of  Chinese  passengers  the 
board  of  health  injects  them  with  the  Shega  virus. 

All  vessels  plying  between  Chinese  and  Philippine  ports,  and  Philip- 
pine and  United  States  ports,  either  have  been  or  will  be  fumigated 
with  sulphur  for  the  purpose  of  destroying  rats  and  other  vermin. 

All  vessels  arriving  from  Chinese  ports  are  carefully  inspected, 
articles  of  cargo  whidi  are  likely  to  convey  infection  are  prohibited, 
as  also  are  animals.  The  steerage  passengers  from  Hongkong  are 
disinfected  and  inspected  in  Hongkong  previous  to  sailing.  In  Amoy 
the  passengers  are  inspected  l^fore  embarking,  the  vessel  teing 
required  to  call  at  Mariveles  for  disinfection  and  inspection  before 
arriving  at  Manila. 
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Cholinra  Bttimtion  in  Manila — Probable  infection  of  the  Pasig  River, 

The  majority  of  cholera  cases  still  continue  to  occur  on  vessels  lying 
in  the  Pasie  River,  between  the  Bridge  of  Spain  and  its  mouth.  A 
careful  study  of  the  cases  of  the  jmst  few  weeks  shows  that  the  majority 
of  them  occurred  on  vessels  lying  in  the  shallow  side  of  the  river. 
This  would  indicate  that  the  river  must  be  infected,  especially  near  the 
banks  where  the  water  is  sluggish  and  does  not  readily  mix  with  that 
in  the  current.  It  is  here  also  that  the  native  crews  bathe,  and  it  is  no 
uncommon  sight  to  see  them  dip  this  water  up  and  use  it  for  drinking 
and  for  washing  vegetables.  Another  strong  point  in  favor  of  the 
infection  being  due  to  this  stagnant  water  is  the  fact  that  no  white 
people  have  been  affected,  that  cholera  is  found  only  among  Filipinos, 
and  that  they  are  the  only  persons  who  come  in  contact  with  the  sus- 
pected water.  Assistant  Surgeon  Long  is  at  present  making  a  special 
investigation  of  this  matter,  tne  result  of  which  will  be  reported  later. 
If  the  source  of  this  infection  could  be  definitely  determined  no  doubt 
a  remedy  could  be  supplied  which  would  result  in  ridding  Manila 
entirely  of  cholera. 

Two  interisland  vessels  have  been  reported  to  us  as  having  had 
cholera  aboard  after  leaving  this  port,  but  the  Islands  are  so  generally 
infected  throughout  that  it  is  scarcely  justifiable  at  this  time  to  again 
resort  to  an  outgoing  quarantine,  which  means  a  hardship  to  the  busi- 
ness of  the  Islands,  and  more  especially  since  its  value  is  problematical.

The  saving  has  been  in  all  diseases  of  the  res- 
piratory organs,  including  consumption,  in  deaths  reported  from  old  age  and  enfee- 
bled conditions.  Pneumonia  caused  1,084  deaths,  a  daily  average  of  35  deaths  against

for  the  month.  Bright's  disease  caused  509  deaths,  and  the  mortality  from  diseases 
of  the  urinary  oigans  is  rather  excessive.  Grippe  probably  caused  1,000  deaths,  or 
200  less  than  in  April.  Smallpox  caused  3  deaths,  all  occurring  in  Rochester,  but 
no  new  cases  have  been  reported  from  there  since  May  25.

BRAZIL. 

Report  from  Rio  de  Janeiro — Monthly  hidletin  of  sanitary  statistics^ 

May,  190S. 

The  following  is  received  from  the  consulate  at  Rio  de  Janeiro:  In 
Mav  health  conditions  in  Rio  de  Janeiro  were  normal.  Compared 
with  the  previous  month  the  total  of  deaths  fell  from  1,222  to  1,203. 
The  same  is  true  with  regard  to  yellow  fever,  the  mortality  from  which 
showed  a  considerable  reduction,  so  that  it  may  be  considered  that  the 
last  epidemic  paroxysm,  which  began  last  November,  is  now  almost 
extinct.  As  to  the  other  contagious  diseases,  the  changes  in  the  sani- 
tary situation  were  less  satisfactory,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  following 
comparison:  Yellow  fever,  24  in  May  as  against  99  in  April;  bubonic 
plagiie,  5  as  against  3;  smallpox,  14  as  against  6;  measles,  8  as  against 
2;  whooping  cough,  1  as  i^inst2;  diphtheria,  2  as  against  5;  grippe, 
44  as  against  15;  enteric  fever,  7  as  against  12;  dysentery,  4  ana  4; 
beriberi,  13  as  against  12;  leprosy,  1  as  against  2;  malarial  fevers,  53 
as  against  57;  tuberculosis,  212  as  against  203.

CHILE. 

Spread  of  plague. 

The  following  was  received  from  the  Department  of  State  July  13: 
A  serious  state  of  affairs  in  Chile,  in  consequence  of  thempid  progress 
of  bubonic  plague  in  nearly  all  the  seaport  towns,  is  reported  to  the 
State  Department  in  a  cablegram  received  this  morning  from  United 
States  Minister  Wilson  at  Santiago  de  Chile.  Mr.  Wilson  says  that 
the  plague,  which  it  was  at  first  thought  was  confined  merely  to  a  few 
places,  is  now  spreading  to  nearly  all  ports.

Assistant  Surgeon  Moore  reports,  June  19,  as  follows:  During  the 
week  ended  June  13,  1903,  3  vessels,  having  a  total  personnel  of  333 
crew  and  642  passengers,  were  inspected;  179  steerage  passengers  were 
bathed,  and  310  pieces  of  baggage  were  disinfected. 

The  official  report  of  contagious  diseases  in  Yokohama  for  the  above 
period  includes  1  case  of  plague  and  1  death  from  the  same  disease. 

Reliable  information,  not  official,  indicates  that  since  June  13  there 
have  occurred  3  new  cases  of  plague  in  Yokohama,  2  of  which  termi- 
nated fatally.  The  latter  2  cases  were  of  persons  residing  in  a  section 
of  the  city  quite  remote  from  the  other  infected  districts. 
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The  Japanese  steamship  Kaga  Maru  arrived  at  this  port  on  June  15 
from  Seattle  with  a  suspicious  case  of  illness  on  board,  in  the  person 
of  a  Japanese  boy,  a  member  of  the  crew.  A  diagnosis  of  real  plague 
has  since  been  made  by  the  authorities,  the  vessel  has  been  remanded 
to  Nagahama  quarantine  station,  and  it  is  understood  that  the  person- 
nel wfll  be  detained  ten  days  after  disinfection. 

The  Deutsche  Japan-Post  (Yokohama  newspaper)  states,  in  its  issue 
of  June  13,  that  there  were  449  plague  cases,  with  349  deaths,  in  For- 
mosa during  the  first  four  months  of  the  present  year,  as  against  846 
cases  and  C22  deaths  in  corresponding  period  of  1902,  and  1,205  cases 
and  864  deaths  in  same  months  of  1901.  A  plague  death  occurred  in 
Nagasaki  May  27.

The  situation  is  apparently  unchanged.  The  authorities  are  taking 
measures  to  suppress  the  advance  of  the  infection  by  Isolating  all  cases 
and  excluding  mosauitoes  by  means  of  wire  screens.  All  cisterns  have 
been  ordered  closea  and  crude  oil  is  freely  used  on  water  remaining  in 
streets.    The  surrounding  country  is  at  present  free  from  the  infection. 

Report  from   Vera  Ciraz — Mortality  statistics —  Yellow  fever  in    Vera 

Orxiz  ana  Orizaba. 

Assistant  Surgeon  Goldberger  reports,  July  6,  as  follows: 

During  the  week  ended  July  4,  1903,  there  was  recorded  in  this 
cit}^  a  total  of  56  deaths  (91  per  1,000),  of  which  10  were  due  to  yellow 
fever,  12  to  tuberculosis,  4  to  pernicious  fever,  and  1  to  remittent 
fever. 

There  were  officially  reported  during  the  thirty  days  of  June  110 
cases  of  yellow  fever,  with  36  deaths.  For  the  corresponding  month 
of  last  year  there  were  reported  112  cases  and  39  deaths. 

I  learn  that  during  the  last  three  weeks  there  were  some  12  cases 
of  yellow  fever  in  Orizaba,  of  which  only  one  is  believed  to  have 
originated  there,  the  others  being  importations  from  thin  cit^'. 

Orizaba  is  about  130  kilometers  west  of  Vera  Cruz  and  about  1,200 
meters  above  sea  level.  At  the  last  census  (1900)  it  was  credited  with 
a  population  of  32,806.  It  is  in  daily  railroad  communication  with 
Vera  Cruz  and  is  a  favorite  stopping  place  for  tourists.  Because  of 
its  elevation  it  has  a  very  agreeable  climate  and  has  until  recently 
been  considered  as  noninfectible  territory.  It  has  been  visited,  how- 
ever, by  at  least  two  epidemics,  the  first  in  1900  and  the  second  in 
1902,  for  which  it  is  quite  likely  railroad  traffic  must  be  held  responsible.

Surgeon  Kalloch  reports  from  Portland,  Me.,  July  14,  as  follows: 
Acting  Asst.  Surg.  Luther  Mason  reports  from  Fort  Kent,  Me.,  that 
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during  the  last  ten  days  there  have  been  24  cases  of  smallpox  in  the 
vicinity  of  Fort  Kent,  Me.,  and  that  four  houses  have  been  disinfected. 
Two  houses  are  now  under  quarantine  restrictions. 

Inspection  i<erv!c<\  Mexican  border, 

Laredo^  Tex, — Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Hamilton  reports,  July  12, 
as  follows: 

Week  ended  July  11,  1903:  Number  of  passenger  trains  entering 
from  Mexico  inspected,  14;  persons  on  trains  entering  from  Mexico 
inspected,  601;  immigrants  inspected,  38;  immigrants  certified,  1; 
immigrants  deported,  1;  immigrants  vaccinated  upon  entry,  13. 

Danger  itf  transnumlon  of  yellow  ferer  to  Monterey  from  Tampico. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Hamilton,  at  Laredo,  Tex.,  reports,  July 
10,  as  follows: 

Referring  to  danger  of  yellow  fever  reaching  Monterey  from  Tam- 
pico,  I  quote  telegram  received  of  Consul-General  Hanna  at  Monte- 
rey, dated  July  10: 

Have  made  careful  investigation.  Am  thoroughly  convinced  that  everything  is 
clean  as  far  south  as  Victoria.  No  cases  of  yellow  fever  known  in  Victoria  nor 
Monterey.    Two  quarantines  between  here  and  Tampico. 

I  have  written  the  consul  at  Victoria  to  give  me  early  infoi'mation 
should  cases  occur  there. 

The  death  of  a  railroad  oflScial  at  Cardenas  of  yellow  fever  acquired 
in  Tampico  is  reported  by  the  press.  Cardenas  is  150  miles  from 
Tampico  on  railroad  between  Tampico  and  San  Luis  Potosi.  There  is 
no  quarantine  on  this  line  of  travel.  San  Luis  Potosi  is  claimed  to  be 
noninfectible.  It  has  an  altitude  of  6,000  feet.  Monterey  may  be 
reached  via  San  Lui^  Potosi  from  Tampico  in  thirty-nine  hours  with- 
out quarantine  inspection,  which  includes  a  delay  at  San  Luis  Potosi 
of  twelve  hours  on  account  of  trains  not  making  connection.  There- 
fore persons  infected  at  Tampico  may  reach  Monterey  notwithstand- 
ing the  double  quarantine  on  the  direct  route.  A.  A.  Surg.  John 
Frick,  of  Tampico,  who  passed  through  here  a  short  time  ago, 
informed  me  that  the  (juarantine  inspection  consisted  in  taking  the 
temperature  of  passengers  and  a  change  of  train  crews.  Persons 
having  normal  temperature  are  allowed  to  pass.  Time  consumed  from 
Tampico  to  Monterey  is  thirteen  and  one-half  hours. 

Two  families  of  railroad  employees  between  Tampico  and  Monterey 
have  passed  through  here.  The  employees  believed  that  yellow  fever 
would  soon  break  out  in  Monterey  and  the}^  were  afraid  to  remain 
there.  They  had  been  running  between  Montere^^  and  Tampico. 
They  informed  me  that  crews  of  freight  trains  ran  through  to  Tampico, 
only  the  passenger  crews  being  changed  at  quarantine  station.

Consular  Agent  Storms  repoits,  July  10,  as  follows:  There  is  not  a 
ca^  of  yellow  fever  in  or  near  Victoria,  nor  has  there  been  since  1898. 
The  precautions  taken  by  the  State  government  are,  first,  a  strict 
inspection  of  all  passengers  and  trainmen  at  the  time  of  leaving 
Tampico:  second,  a  complete  change  of  passenger  trains  and  crews 
at  Gonzales  Station,  which  is  61  miles  out  from  Tampico  and  87  miles 
from  Victoria;  third,  another  examination  of  each  passenger  and 
crew  of  trains  before  entering  Victoria;  fourth,  a  ten  days'  surveillance 
of  each  person  stopping  at  Victoria  by  a  doctor.  In  addition  to  this, 
they  have  completed  and  ready  for  use  a  hospital  arranged  so  as  to 
entirely  exclude  the  mosquito.  The  general  sanitary  condition  of 
Victoria  is  good.  The  city  has  been  divided  into  districts,  e^ch  dis- 
trict being  under  the  immediate  supervision  of  a  physician.  A  house- 
to-house  inspection  has  been  and  is  being  made,  and  necessary  meas- 
ures are  being  enforced  to  bring  about  a  sanitary  condition.

Better  health  existed  in  June  than  in  the  preceding  month,  but  no  improvement 
appears  in  comfiarieon  with  June  of  1902.  Kheumatism  was  the  most  prevalent  dis- 
ease, a.M  it  was  also  in  the  two  preceding  months.  Tonsillitis  and  bronchitis  were, 
PCHpectively,  second  and  third  in  prevalence.  Typhoid  fever  was  fourth,  having 
in<)ve<i  up  from  seventh  place  in  the  i)receding  month.     Smallpox  was  sixth,  having 
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fallen  from  third  place.  Diarrhea,  as  was  to  be  expected,  increased  in  June  over 
May,  yet  dysentery  and  inflammation  of  the  bowels  show  no  increaj^.  Diphtheria, 
pneumonia,  and  influenza  were  very  much  less  in  June  than  in  May. 

Deaths. — There  were  reported  2,265  deaths,  rate  10.9;  306  were  under  1  year;  147 
were  1  year  to  5  years;  60  were  5  to  10;  45  were  10  to  15,  and  589,  or  27.9  per  cent  of  the 
total,  were  65  and  over.  The  consumption  deaths  numbered  306,  the  city  rate  being 
177.7  per  100,000  and  the  country  rate  133.1.  Deaths  from  certain  important  causes 
were — pneumonia  124,  diarrheal  diseaae.^  75,  cancer  96,  typhoid  fever  42,  diphtheria 
15,  scarlet  fever  7,  whooping  cough  24,  pueri>eral  fever  8,  violence  133,  smallpox  4. 

Stncdlpox. — There  were  reporteil  247  cases  in  49  counties  and  4  deaths.  This  is  an 
improvement,  579  cases  in  59  counties  with  10  deaths  having  been  reported  in  May. 
It  is  also  an  improvement,  excepting  in  deaths,  as  compared  with  June  for  1902, 
when  there  were  570  cases  in  60  counties  with  1  death.

CHINA. 


Report  from  Hongkong — Plague  and  smallpox — Increase  in  number  of 
plagiie  cases  among  Europeans. 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  McMullen  reports*  June  6,  as  follows: 
During  the  week  ended  May  30,  1903.  7  vessels  were  inspected 
and  issued  bills  of  health;  634  crew  ana  454  passengers  (157  cabin 
and  297  steerage)  were  inspected;  517  crew  and  297  steerage  passen- 
gers were  bathed  and  838  pieces  baggage  disinfected.  There  were 
22  rejections  from  all  causes.  During  this  week  there  were  123  cases 
of  plague  reported  in  the  colony — 81  in  the  town  of  Victoria  and 
42  in  MJacent  districts — with  103  deaths;  1  case  of  puerperal  fever 
and  1  fatal  case  of  smallpox  (Chinese)  also  reported.  Of  this  123 
cases  of  plague  there  were  4  Europeans,  5  Indians,  1  Portuguese,  and 
2  Japanese,  and  the  remainder  Chinese.  One  thousand  one  hundred 
and  forty-one  cases  of  plague  have  been  reported  in  the  colony  since 
January  1.  1903.  Up  to  May  16  there  had  been  only  1  European 
case,  and  tnis  was  probably  doubtful;  but  since  this  time  the  number 
of  Europeans  who  have  contracted  the  disease  has  increased,  and  there 
have  been  13  cases  up  to  June  6. 

Report  from  Shanghai — Smallpox. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Ransom  reports,  June  16,  as  follows: 
During  the  week  ended  June  13,  1903,  two  vessels,  160  crew,  and  56 
cabin  passengers  were  inspected. 
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The  communicable  diseases  reported  to  the  municipal  health  depart- 
ment during  the  week  were:  Smallpox  1  death,  enteric  fever  2  cases, 
diphtheria  5  deaths.  The  total  mortality  reported  was  3  foreigners 
and  127  natives. 

COLOMBIA. 

Report  frain  Bocas  dd  Toro^  fruit  port — Smallpox — Vaccinattmi,' 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Osterhout  reports  as  follows:  Week  ended 
Jul}'^  7,  1903.  Present  oflScially  estimated  population  not  obtainable; 
number  of  cases  of  smallpox  during  the  week,  2;  1  death;  number 
of  deaths  from  other  causes,  1;  prevailing  diseases,  malarial  fever 
and  smallpox.  The  epidemic  of  smallpox  is  decreasing,  undoubtedly 
due  to  the  enforced  vaccination.  General  sanitary  condition  of  this 
port  and  the  surrounding  country  during  the  week,  not  good.

Report  from  Lim/m^  fndt  port — Yellow  fever. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Gruver  reports  as  follows:  Week  ended 
July  9,  1903.  Census  population,  4,000;  number  of  cases  of  yellow 
fever,  3 — deaths,  2;  number  of  deaths  from  other  causes,  5;  prevailing 
diseases,  yellow  fever  and  a  fever  called  here  bilious  remittent  fever, 
which  is  verv  rapidly  fatal;  general  sanitary  condition  of  this  port  and 
the  surrounding  country  during  the  week,  not  good.  Walker  Ban- 
nister, an  American  employed  as  conductor  on  the  Northern  Railroad 
here,  died  of  yellow  fever  iFuly  3.

Twenty-four  dlsembarlced 
here.  When  passengers  were  examined  only  69  were  on  board:  discrepancy  of  15  unaccounted  for 
and  was  noted  on  certificate  to  bill  of  health  issued  at  this  station  for  Ponce,  P.  R. 
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CUBA. 

Report  from  Cleiifuegos — Inspection  of  vessels — Mortality  statistics — 
Prevalence  of  mosquitoes. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  McMahon  reports,  July  8,  as  follows: 
During  the  week  ended  July  4,  1903,  4  bills  of  health  were  issued  to 
vessels  going  to  ports  in  the  United  States.  All  were  in  good  sanitary 
condition;  no  sickness. 

Mortuary  report  for  this  week  is  as  follows:  Tuberculosis  3,  palu- 
dism  2,  pernicious  fever  1,  meningitis  1,  other  causes  10;  total  17. 

Owing  to  the  heavy  rains  that  are  falling  here  every  day  now  the 
city  is  cleaner  than  it  has  been  for  some  time.  The  mosquitoes  are 
very  bad,  however,  and  all  varieties  are  present  in  abundance.  Reports 
from  the  surrounding  country  are  very  good  regarding  health  condi- 
tions. 

Sanitary  contlUion  of  Cienfuegos. 

The  following  is  received  from  Consul  Baehr  under  date  of  July  7, 
1903: 

The  population  of  Cienf  uegos  and  its  environs  is  36,600.  The  streets 
are  wide  and  straight,  and  traverse  the  city  from  north  to  south  and 
from  east  to  west.  The  paving  of  the  streets,  which  was  accomplished 
during  the  intervention  of  the  United  States,  is  of  a  sort  of  macadam; 
several  coverings  of  stone  and  a  capping  of  crushed  rock  and  sand,  the 
whole  being  compressed  by  a  steam  roller.  Not  all  the  streets  were 
so  paved,  but  the  Ayuntamiento  has  recently  approved  a  plan  for  the 
paving  of  those  still  remaining  in  their  former  condition.  None  of  the 
streets  as  yet  have  underground  sewerage.  The  streets  are  swept  twice 
a  dav  and  the  refuse  is  taken  in  carts  to  the  city  dumping  ground. 
In  tbis  work  30  or  35  men  are  employed. 

(iarbage  from  the  dwellings  is  gathered  from  11  p.  m.  to  5  a.  m.  in 
the  central  part  of  the  city,  and  from  5  to  10  a.  m.  in  the  outlying 
parts  of  the  city.  The  garbage  is  deposited  and  burnt  daily  at  a  point 
outside  the  city  limits. 

The  excrements  from  closets  is  disposed  of  in  the  same  manner  as 
during  the  American  intervention,  and  is  taken  in  barrels  securely 
closea  to  the  dumping  ground  above  mentioned.  After  each  usage 
the  barrels  and  t^rts  are  washed  and  disinfected.  After  the  cleaning 
of  a  pit  a  solution  of  either  creoline  or  chloride  of  lime  is  poured  into 
it.     This  work  is  done  from  11  a.  m.  until  4  p.  m. 

With  refei'ence  to  the  public  water  supply,  the  city  has  an  aqueduct 
of  rather  limit^^d  t^apacity.  This  water  nas  been  analyzed  and  pro- 
nounced by  those  in  authority  to  be  pure  and  serviceable. 

The  slaughterhouse  is  in  a  very  unsanitary  condition  owing  to  its 
construction  and  situation,  which  make  it  practically  impossible  to 
observe  due  cleanliness.  It  is  situated  in  the  shore  of  the  bay,  the 
waste  matter  is  allowed  to  fall  into  the  water,  and  there  is  no  current 
to  carry  it  away.  The  public  markets  are  not  built  for  the  purpose 
and  are  so  utt^>Vly  worthless  that  no  chansres  or  improvements  can  be 
suijgested,  tlie  only  I'emedy  Innng  to  builanew  ones. 
^  Ihe  cemetery  is\situatod  at  the  wcvst  and  is  in  good  sanitary  condi- 
tion. It  is  for\)iilden  to  bury  >is  l>efoi*e  in  those  wall  sections  common 
to  Spanish-Ameriimn  (X>untrii^. 
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The  health  of  the  town  is  moderately  good.  No  case  of  yellow  fever 
has  originated  in  this  locality  since  March,  1901.  In  June,  1902,  one 
case  of  yellow  fever  was  brought  to  this  port  from  Vera  Cruz,  Mexico, 
but  the  case  was  cured  and,  owing  to  prompt  action  on  the  part  of  the 
authorities,  the  disease  did  not  become  prevalent  here.  There  has 
been  no  case  of  typhoid  fever  since  1900,  and  no  smallpox  since  1899. 
In  1900  the  mortality  was  27.54  per  thousand;  in  1901,  24.23  per 
thousand;  in  1902,  20.67  per  thousand. 

The  health  department  employs  4  physicians  for  the  poor  of  the 
town,  8  more  for  the  same  service  in  the  outlying  wards  of  the  munici- 
pal districts,  5  insj)ectors  of  the  town  who  inspect  house  by  house,  and 
still  various  other  inspectors  or  supervisors,  all  at  the  direct  orders  of 
a  chief.  As  soon  as  cont^ous  disease  occurs,  if  the  patient  has  means 
of  being  well  assisted  in  his  own  house,  the  dwelling  is  marked,  notice 
is  given  to  the  family  doctor,  and  the  house  is  duly  observed  by  the 
sanitary  employees  and  municipal  physician.  Vaccination  and  revac- 
ci  nation  are  constantly  attendea  to. 

The  Ayuntamiento  has  in  contemplation  the  construction  of  an  aque- 
duct from  the  Hanabanilla  River,  40  miles  distant,  a  sewerage  system, 
slaughterhouse,  and  a  market.  It  is  expected  these  projects  will  soon 
be  realized.

History  of  yellmo'f ever  case  from  steamship  Vtgilancia^from  Progreso, 

Vicente  Bar6n,  a  Spaniard,  37  jrears  of  age,  arrived  at  Habana  from 
Progreso  on  board  of  the  American  steamer  Vigilcmcia^  and  was  not 
sent  to  the  quarantine  camp  at  Triscornia  for  detention  for  the  reason 
that  he  brought  an  immune  certificate,  issued  by  the  Cuban  medical 
officer  at  Progreso,  Dr.  Pifi,  based  on  ten  years'  resiaence  in  a  yellow-fever 
zone.  The  man  went  to  the  house  of  a  friend  or  relative  in  Ynqoisi- 
dor  street,  No.  29,  where  he  was  taken  sick  with  fever  on  the  following 
day,  July  8.  He  was  removed  to  Mercedes  Hospital  on  July  9,  and 
as  tiie  case  was  regarded  as  suspicious  bv  the  hospital  surgeons  he 
was  transferred  to  Las  Animas  Hospital,  where  the  yellow-fever  com- 
mission pronounced  the  case  yellow  fever.

In  Natal,  according  to  the  official  weekly  bulletin,  there  occurred 
during  the  period  ^rom  the  10th  to  the  16tn  of  Maj^  in  Durban  and 
Maritzburg  5  new  cases  of  plague. 

jVeif?  South  Wales. — On  tne  22d  of  June  a  case  of  plague  was  offi- 
cially registered  in  Sydney, 

West  Australia. — According  to  a  report  dated  May  26,  a  new  case^ 
of  plague  has  occurred  in  Freemantle. 

Plague  and  Cholera. 

British  India, — In  Calcutta  during  the  week  ended  May  23,  there 
were  registered  47  deaths  from  plague  and  71  deaths  from  cholera. 
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Cholera. 

Turkey. — According  to  a  report  dated  June  16,  cholera  has  almost 
been  stamped  out  in  Damascus,  while  in  the  villages  in  the  vicinity 
the  disease  continued  to  spread.  Cases  have  been  reported  from  the 
villages  of  Dama,  Katana,  Dschede,  Beytarie,  and  others.  In  the  last- 
named  village  thei^e  occurred  between  the  6th  and  13th  of  June  26 
cases  of  cholera,  of  which  23  ended  in  death.  In  the  village  of  Kara 
(half  way  between  Damascus  and  Homs,  on  the  caravan  route  from 
Damascus  to  Aleppo)  13  cases  of  cholera  occurred  between  the  8th 
and  14th  of  June. 

French  Indo- China, — Between  the  27th  of  May  and  the  2d  of  June 
five  deaths  from  cholera  occurred  in  Saigon.  In  Gocong  2  Europeans 
died  of  cholera.  In  Cholon  (Cochin-China)  3  natives  succumbed  to  the 
disease. 

Death  rate  of  Berlin. 

The  death  rate  of  Berlin  for  the  week  ended  June  20  was  considera- 
bly higher  than  that  of  the  foregoing  week,  amounting,  calculated 
on  the  year,  to  13.9  per  1,000.  Of  the  large  German  cities,  two- 
thirds  showed  less  favorable  figures  than  Berlin.  The  following 
E laces,  among  others,  showed  a  considerably  higher  death  rate  than 
ierlin,  viz,  Hamburg,  Leipzig,  Dresden,  Hanover,  Braunschweig, 
C^lo^ne,  Munich,  Nuremberg,  Carlsruhe,  Halle,  Breslau,  Konigsberg, 
Stettin,  as  well  as  Paris  and  Vienna.  The  following  towns  had  a  lower 
death  rate  than  Berlin,  namely,  Stuttgart,  Bremen,  Kiel,  Charlotten- 
burg  (with  11.9),  Schoneberg  (with  10.6  per  1,000),  and  also  London. 
The  increase  in  the  mortality  was  more  noticeable  among  children  in 
the  first  year  of  life  than  anaong  the  higher  age  classes.  The  infant 
mortality  rate  rose  from  3.1  in  the  previous  week  to  4.1  per  year  and 
mille,  but  was  thereby  only  the  half  of  Munich,  Stettin,  and  Chem- 
nitz. There  was  a  slight  increase  in  acute  intestinal  diseases,  which 
caused  55  deaths.  Acute  diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs  claimed 
40  victims.  There  were  registered  75  deaths  from  phthisis  pulmonalis 
and  34  deaths  from  cancer.  There  were  2  deaths  from  scarlet  fever, 
against  10  in  the  foregoing  week.  Further,  there  occurred  1  death 
from  diphtheria,  8  deaths  from  measles,  8  cases  of  typhoid  fever  (with 
1  death),  and  10  persons  died  by  violence.

A  telegram  from  the  governor  of  Mauritius  states  that  during  the 
week  ended  June  18,  1903,  there  were  two  cases  of  bubonic  plague  on 
the  island. 

JAPAN. 

Report  frovfi  YoTcohama — Plague  in  Formosa  and  YokoJiama, 

Assistant  Surgeon  Moore  reports,  June  25,  as  follows:  During  the 
week  ended  June  20,  1903,  3  vessels,  havdng  a  total  personnel  of  352 
crew  and  675  pa.ssengers,  were  inspected;  209  steerage  passengers  were 
bathed,  and  365  pieces  of  baggage  were  disinfected. 

The  official  report  of  contagious  diseases  in  Yokohama  for  the  above 
period  shows  3  new  cases  of  plague  with  2  deaths.  These  cases  were 
previous!}'  reported  by  me  under  date  of  June  19.  Unofficial  informa- 
tion indicates  that  2  additional  fatal  cases  of  plague  have  occurred  in 
Yokohama  during  the  present  week. 

Further  returns  regarding  the  prevalence  of  plague  in  Formosa 
show  that  from  January  1  to  June  17  of  the  present  year  there  had 
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occurred  in  that  island  750  cases  with  606  deaths,  as  compared  with 
1,795  cases  with  1,352  deaths  for  the  corresponding  period  of  last  year, 
and  3,481  cases  with  2,619  deaths  for  the  same  period  of  1901. 

MEXICO.

Sanitai^  conditi^yns  in  Progreso — Yellaio  fever. 

The  sanitary  conditions  of  Progreso  are  not  good.  Yellow-fever 
oases  are  not  invariably  removed  to  the  pesthouse  or  otherwise  isolated, 
nor  does  it  appear  that  all  cases  of  that  disease  are  promptly  reported. 
From  the  best  information  I  can  gather  as  to  the  number  of  cases  here 
since  my  arrival,  May  20,  there  have  been  only  three,  two  of  which 
were  sent  to  the  pesthouse,  the  third  remaining  in  private  residence 
in  the  town. 

The  people  of  Progreso  appear  to  take  no  interest  in  the  prevention 
of  the  fever  nor  in  the  matter  of  mosquito  destruction.  Recent  rains 
have  been  followed  by  marked  increase  in  the  number  of  mosquitoes. 
There  are  many  open  cisterns,  shallow  wells,  and  pools  witnin  the 
limits  of  the  town,  or  ver}'  near.  Moreover,  I  find  that  outside  the 
business  or  central  part  of  Progreso,  garbage,  dead  animals,  and  trash 
are  not  regularly  removed,  while  on  the  edge  of  the  town  to  the  south- 
ward I  find  very  unsanitary  conditions  in  the  dumping  ground — filth 
and  carrion — and  on  the  sea  beach,  the  northern  cage  of  town,  is  an 
accumulation  of  rotting  seaweed,  which  develops  a  very  foul  odor, 
carried  through  the  whole  town  by  the  prevailing  sea  breeze.  There 
is  some  effort  made  to  collect  and  bury  tnis  rotting  weed. 

The  mortality  report  for  Progreso  will  be  forwarded  next  week. 
Since  last  report  there  has  occurred  one  more  case  of  yellow  fever, 
originating  in  town — a  native  Yucatan  woman. 

Sanitary  conditions  at  Merida — Yellow  fever. 

Merida  is  reported  to  be  in  very  bad  sanitary  condition  and  to  be 
continuously  infected  with  yellow  fever,  with  two  to  five  deaths  a 
week  from  that  disease.  I  have  been  informed  recently  that  leprosy 
is  quite  frequent.  It  is  said,  moreover,  that  there  are  several  cases 
of  tne  same  disease  in  Progreso. 
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In  a  recent  daily  paper  of  Merida  there  appeared  an  appeal  from 
the  governor  of  the  State  to  the  health  authorities  urging  the  adoption 
of  active  measures  for  the  arrest  and  prevention  o?  jellow  fever  in 
the  State  of  Yucatan  and  for  the  destruction  of  mosquitoes.

manner.  Under  these  circumstances,  of  course,  the  clothing  is  at  once  disinfected. 
After  the  recovery  or  death  of  the  patient,  if  the  disease  has  been  confirmed  as  yellow 
fever,  the  room  is  fumigated  with  pyrethrum  as  an  extra  precaution,  and  it  is  ready 
to  receive  the  next  patient.  Other  precautions  are  taken  if  the  disease  be  not  yellow 
fever.  The  diagnosis  is  determined  as  soon  as  possible  after  arrival  by  the  commis- 
sion for  infectious  diseases.  Passengers  arriWng  in  good  health  from  infected  ports, 
who  can  not  prove  their  immunity,  are  sent  to  the  immigration  station  outside  of  the 
city,  where  they  are  held  in  quarantine  five  days.  Their  temperature  is  taken  twice 
daily,  and  at  the  slightest  indication  of  fever  they  are  placed  under  mosquito  bar  and 
sent  to  Las  Animas  Hospital. 

Let  us  suppose,  on  the  other  hand,  that  a  suspicious  case  presents  itself  in  the  city. 
It  is  obligatory,  under  penalty  of  the  law,  for  all  physicians  to  report  at  once  all 
cases  of  a  suspicious  character.  Our  list  of  diseases  to  be  reported  corresponds  with 
the  one  generally  adopted;  but  we  add  also  **  suspicious  of  yellow  fever,"  **fiebre 
de  borras,**  and  "infectious  fever.*'  The  report  of  a  suspect  is  receiver!  in  the  sta- 
tistical division  of  the  health  department,  and  is  transmitted  at  once  to  the  executive 
oflScer.  This  oflScer  passes  it  to  the  section  for  the  inspection  of  infectious  diseases, 
and  to  the  commission  for  infectious  diseases.  If  the  inspector  can  not,  with  abso- 
lute certainty,  exclude  all  suspicions,  he  proceeds  at  once  to  bar  the  room  occupied 
by  the  patient  against  the  ingress  or  egress  of  mosquitoes;  he  allows  one  person  to 
remain  with  the  sick,  and  places  a  giiard  at  the  door.  Meanwhile  the  case  is  visited 
by  the  commission,  and  the  latter  decides  finally  upon  the  nature  of  the  disease. 
According  to  their  finding  the  prophylactic  measures  are  continued  or  not.  In  the 
summer  of  1901,  when  we  were  still  having  a  few  cases  of  yellow  fever,  we  generally 
succeeded  in  persuading  such  patients  to  go  to  Las  Animas  Hospital.  We  offered 
every  facility  and  encouragement  We  would  take  the  mother  with  her  children, 
or  husband  and  wife,  in  the  conviction  that  the  disease  would  not  be  propagated 
there. 

The  prophylactic  measures  are  carried  out  by  a  section  of  the  mosquito  brigade  in 
the  following  manner: 

I  should  state  that  this  disinfection  squad  is  prepared  to  disinfect  for  other  diseases 
besides  yellow  fever.  The  equipment  consists  of  a  special  wagon,  manned  by  six 
men  and  drawn  by  two  mules.    The  wagon  carries — 

A  tank  of  water  with  a  capacity  of  100  liters. 

Packages  of  100  grams  of  bichloride  of  mercury. 

Common  salt  with  a  measure. 

A  box  of  pyrethrum  powder,  with  measure  for  1  pound. 

A  hand  pump  with  a  50-foot  hose. 

A  No.  2  formyl  generator. 

Four  brooms  and  2  scrubbing  brusiies. 

Four  buckets. 

Two  buckets  with  paste. 

Twenty-five  Iron  pans. 

A  box  containing  brushes,  ax,  wrench,  hammer,  nails,  knives,  alcohol. 

Packages  of  newspapers  cut  into  strips. 

Large  roll  of  stout  man i la  paper. 

Bunches  of  rods  for  improvising  screens. 

A  tape  measure. 

A  fine  broom,  to  sweep  up  the  Insects  after  fumigation. 

An  extension  ladder. 

Two  cans  of  crude  petroleum. 

Solution  of  formyl. 

A  bucket  with  chlorinated  lime. 

A  shovel. 

Blankets  In  pieces,  for  wiping  floors. 

Many  of  these  implements  are  not  used  in  the  disinfection  for  yellow  fever.  The 
squad  and  the  wagon  above  described  are  employed  in  all  sorts  of  disinfections. 
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The  procedure  in  the  case  of  yellow  fever  is  as  follows: 

The  room  occupied  by  the  patient  is  at  once  closed  by  wire  gauze.  False  windows 
and  doors  of  all  sizes  are  provided  by  the  department,  and  they  are  at  once  adjusted 
to  the  openings  in  the  room.  One  person,  as  nurse,  is  allowed  to  remain  in  the 
room,  and  a  guard  is  placed  at  the  wire-gauze  door.  The  latter  and  other  openings 
that  may  communicate  with  other  apartments  in  the  house  are  temporarily  closed 
with  stout  manila  paper  in  order  to  prevent  the  entrance  of  pyrethrum  smoke  in  the 
room  occupied  by  the  patient.  The  rest  of  the  house  is  now  fumigated.  To  do  this 
all  compartments  are  carefully  closed.  Strips  of  paper  are  pasted  over  all  cracks. 
Even  open  halls  and  courts  are  closed  with  screens  of  manila  paper.  A  good  deal  of 
ingenuity  is  displayed  in  rapidly  constructing  and  putting  together  these  improvised 
screens,  so  that  the  most  irregular  and  open  places  are  converted  into  closed 
chambers  hermetically  sealed  against  the  exit  of  smoke  and  mosquitoes. 

After  the  fumigation  of  the  house  the  patient  is  transferred  to  one  of  the  fumigated 
rooms,  previously  closed  with  wire  gauze,  and  the  sick  chamber  is  then  disinfected 
in  the  same  manner.  Neighboring  houses,  unless  evidently  not  in  communication 
with  the  infected  house,  are  treated  in  the  same  way.  As  previously  stated,  the 
process  is  often  much  simplified  by  removing  the  patient  to  Las  Animas  Hospital. 

The  routine  of  disinfection  is  as  follows:  The  inspector  or  chief  of  the  squad  assigns 
one  man  to  each  of  the  windows  5r  openings  in  the  room.  The  duty  of  each  man  is 
to  cloee  the  opening  perfectly  by  pasting  strips  of  newspaper  over  all  cracks  and  joints. 
Upon  completing  his  work  he  must  write  his  initials  on  the  window  frame.  While 
this  is  being  done  the  inspector  has  measured  the  cubic  space  of  the  room.  If  pos- 
sible, an  opening  is  left  somewhere  for  the  admission  of  light;  it  may  be  a  glass  pane 
or  an  opening  covered  with  manila  paper.  On  the  window  sill  or  floor  beneath  this 
opening  a  sheet  of  moistened  white  paper  is  placed.  It  has  been  found  that  the 
mosquitoes,  during  the  fumigation,  flock  toward  this  opening,  and  when  paralyzed 
by  the  smoke  they  are  apt  to  fall  upon  the  paper  below,  where  they  can  be  more 
eafflly  gathered  afterwards.  The  pyrethrum  powder  is  now  placed  in  pans  and 
ignited  by  setting  fire  to  a  small  amount  of  alcohol  in  each  pan.  One  door  has  been 
left  open  for  the  exit  of  the  men.  Before  leaving,  all  clothing  is  shaken  and  scat- 
tered about  the  room.  The  exit  door  is  now  closed  from  the  outside,  its  joints  and 
cracks  are  pasted  over,  and  the  seal  of  the  department  is  placed  upon  the  strips  of 
paper.  Pyrethrum  is  burned  in  the  proportion  of  1  pound  to  every  1,000  cubic  feet 
of  6pttce. 

At  the  expiration  of  four  hours  the  squad  returns  and  the  door  is  partially  opened 
to  allow  the  men  to  enter.  The  walls,  ceiling,  and  floor  are  carefully  swept,  and 
the  clothing  is  once  more  shaken.  Any  mosquitoes  found  to  be  still  living  are  thrown 
into  the  pans  and  those  that  are  dead  are  kept  in  small  boxes  to  be  sent  to  the  labo- 
ratory of  Las  Animas  Hospital  for  identification. 

Petroleum  is  now  poured  into  all  receptacles  where  mosquito  larvae  may  grow. 
The  inspector  meanwhile  makes  an  inquiry  as  to  the  place  where  the  patient  may 
have  been  infected,  the  places  he  visited  in  the  last  five  days  previous  to  his  illness, 
and  the  persons  that  are  likely  to  have  been  bitten  at  the  same  time  and  place  with 
the  patient. 

The  inspector  takes  also  a  census  of  the  nonimmunes  who  live  in  the  house  and  its 
immediate  neighborhood.  All  this  information  is  made  the  subject  of  a  report  to  the 
rity  health  oflScer,  The  report  should  contain  also  any  recommendations  that  may 
lie  deemed  useful  as  to  the  general  sanitary  condition  of  the  house. 

The  health  department  of  Habana  is  prepared  to  disinfect,  in  the  manner  above 
4e»frilje<i,  24  houses  in  one  day.  As  many  as  22  have  been  disinfected  with  an 
expenditure  of  500  pounds  of  pyrethrum. 

Before  leaving  the  house  a  certificate  is  obtained  from  the  family  to  the  effect  that 
no  damage* has  been  done  to  the  property  in  the  process  of  disinfection,  or,  if  other- 
HFise,  a  note  is  taken  of  complaints  that  may  be  made.

With  respect  to  the  pyrethrum  powder,  it  should  be  stated  that  the  smoke  does 
not  kill  all  the  mosquitoes;  but  at  the  end  of  four  hours  those  that  are  not  killed  are 
paralyzed  and  can  be  readily  gathered  in  the  manner  I  have  described.  The  smoke 
produces  also  a  very  faint  cast  upon  exposed  surfaces  of  white  goods  when  they  are 
lying  in  a  horizontal  position.  Tobacco  is  as  effective  as  pyrethrum,  but  it  leaves  a 
very  offensive  odor  and  a  more  decided  stain  than  pyrethrum.  Guava  leaves  have 
also  been  tried,  but  they  are  less  effective.

One  case  of  plague  occurred  during  the  month  at  27  Brenhain  place, 
in  a  building  which  had  been  recently  renovated  and  repainted.  Sus- 
picion does  not,  however,  rest  upon  this  house  as  being  the  place  of 
infection,  but  it  is  believed  that  the  man  was  infected  at  his  place  of 
business  in  some  lottery  joint,  as  he  was  a  gambler  by  profession. 
Every  precaution  has  been  taken  in  regard  to  the  fumigation  of  the 
rooms  and  disinfection  of  the  building  generally  with  carbolic  acid 
solution  and  chloride  of  lime. 

Flushing  of  the  tributary  sewers  during  the  dry  season  is  thought 
to  be  of  the  utmost  importance.  In  a  few  of  the  side  streets,  owing 
to  the  gradient,  retardation,  if  not  actual  stagnation,  of  sewage  takes 
place  in  summer.  These  subsidiary  sewers  will  be  given  special  atten- 
tion and  flushed  frequently  from  the  city  hydrants.  In  fact,  work  for 
the  correction  of  faults  of  original  construction  is  now  under  way. 
The  city  authorities  have  gradually  extended  their  work  of  vacating 
and  renovating  unsanitary  habitations.

CHINA.

Vice-Consul  Johnson  reports,  July  22,  that  cholera  is  present. 

Reports  from,  Hongkong — Plague  and  sindUpox, 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  McMuUen  reports,  June  13  and  19,  as 
follows:  During  the  week  ended  June  6,  1903,  10  vessels,  with  an 
aggregate  personnel  of  826  crew  and  491  passengers  (209  cabin  and  282 
steerage),  were  inspected  and  issued  bills  of  health;  667  crew  and  274 
steerage  mssengers  w^.re  bathed  and  their  baggage  disinfected  (911 
pieces).  During  the  time  covered  by  this  report  136  cases  of  plague 
occurred  with  94  deaths  (4  Europeans,  8  Indians,  4  Portuguese,  and  120 
Chinese),  1  fatal  case  each  of  smallpox  and  diphtheria  (both  Chinese), 
and  4  cases  of  enteric  fever  with  1  death. 

Plague  and  cholera  among  Europeans — Examination  of  rats — Fowls 

infecteawith  plague. 

Week  ended  June  13,  1903.  Seven  vessels  were  inspected  and 
issued  bills  of  health;  364  crew  and  117  steerage  passengers  were 
bathed  and  their  baggage  disinfected — 484  pieces.  There  were  2  rejec- 
tions among  the  Chinese  steerage.  One  hundred  and  twenty  cases  of 
plague  were  reported  during  the  week,  with  78  deaths.  Eighty -one  of 
these  plague  cases  occurred  in  the  city  of  Victoria  and  39  m  adjacent 
districts — 12  Europeans,  6  Indians,  3  Japanese,  and  99  Chinese.  This 
is  the  largest  number  of  European  cases  yet  reported  in  a  week. 
From  May  16  to  June  13,  inclusive,  there  have  been  25  European 
plague  cases,  but  the  mortality  is  very  low  compared  to  the  other 
cases.  One  fatal  case  of  cholera  was  reported  in  the  city  for  the 
week — European  resident.  Two  cases  smallpox  and  1  case  of  enteric 
fever,  with  no  deaths,  were  the  other  communicable  diseases  reported 
for  the  week. 

For  the  week  ended  June  6  the  number  of  rats  caught  and  examined 
was  2,552,  and  of  this  number  225  were  plague-infected.  Number 
caught  during  the  week  covered  by  this  report  was  2,382,  with  218 
infected. 

A  bacteriological  examination  recently  made  of  12  fowls  from  the 
local  markets  proved  7  of  this  number  were  plague-infected. 
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Reports  fr(yn)  Shanghai — Infecfed  ports. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Ransom  reports,  June  22,  as  follows: 
Fuchau,  Swatow,  Canton,  and  Formosan  ports,  all  of  them  south 
of  Shanghai,  have  been  officially  declared  by  the  consular  body  and 
customs  authorities  to  be  infected.  The  disease  is  not  stated,  but  it  is 
presumably  plague  which  exists  there,  although  cholera  is  also  quite 
prevalent  m  that  vicinity. 

COLOMBIA. 

Report  from  Bocas  del  Toro.^  fruit  port — Smallpox. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Osterhout  reports  as  follows:  Week  ended 
July  14, 1903.  Present  officially  estimated  population  not  obtainable; 
number  of  cases  of  smallpox  during  the  week,  5;  1  death;  number 
of  deaths  from  other  causes,  3;  prevailing  diseases,  malarial  affections 
and  smallpox.  The  3  deaths  noted  were  due,  respectively,  to  malarial 
fever,  phtnisis,  and  inflammatory  rheumatism.  General  sanitary  con- 
dition of  this  port  and  the  surrounding  country  during  the  week,  not 
frood.  The  smallpox  epidemic  is  decidedly  lessened.  To-day  the  iso- 
ation  hospital  has  36  inmates.  To  date  there  have  been  117  cases 
admitted  to  the  hospital,  with  13  deaths.  There  are  a  few  cases  reported 
at  several  of  the  subports  in  the  adjacent  lagoons.

Twenty  deaths  were  reported  in  this  city  during  the  week,  making 
an  annual  rate  of  mortality  of  21.  (>6  per  1,000.

The  total  for  the  month  is  121.     This  is  the  largest  number  of  death 
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in  a  single  montfa  in  the  last  three  years.  The  principal  cause  of 
increase  is  diseases  of  the  digestive  system,  of  which  there  are  49 
deaths;  of  these  46  are  caused  by  intestinal  diseases,  divided  as  follows: 

Diarrhea  and  enteritis  (under  2  years) 36 

Diarrhea  and  enteritis  (chronic) 8 

Diarrhea  and  enteritis  (2  years  and  over) 2

In  other  words,  the  principal  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  was 
due  to  digestive  diseases  in  infants;  of  the  36  under  2  years  of  age 
more  than  three-fourths  were  under  1  year. 

There  has  been  an  increase  also  in  general  diseases,  caused  by  the 
increase  of'  malarial  affections,  from  which  there  were  14  deaths  in 
June.     This  number  just  equals  that  of  April  and  May  combined.

Seport  front  Berlin — Plague  and  cholera  in  various  countries. 
Consul-General  Mason  reports,  July  11,  as  follows: 


Plague, 

Eaypt. — Between  the  20th  and  27th  of  June  there  were  registered 
in  the  whole  of  Egypt  8  cases  of  plague  (with  7  deaths),  namely: 
In  Alexandria,  5  cases  (4  deaths);  in  rort  Said,  2  cases  (1  death);  in  the 
district  of  Tukh,  1  death;  in  Tantah  (Province  Garbieh),  1  case  (1 
death  J. 

British  India, — During  the  week  ended  June  6  there  were  regis- 
tered in  the  Bombay  Presidency  942  cases  of  plague  (and  734  deaths), 
of  which  242  cases  (221  deaths)  occurred  in  the  city  of  Bombay,  53 
cases  (45  deaths)  in  the  town  and  port  of  Karachi,  and  92  cases  (64 
deaths)  in  the  harbor  of  Veraval. 
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Hongkong. — During  the  period  from  the  10th  to  the  23d  May  there 
were  registered  253  cases  of  plague,  of  which  222  ended  in  death. 

British  South  Africa, — In  Cape  Colony  there  were  registered 
during  the  week  ended  June  6,  in  Port  Elizabeth,  9  new  cases  of  plague 
(and  3  deaths);  in  King  Williams  Town,  5  cases  (1  death).  In  &ist 
London  on  the  10th  of  June  there  occurred  1  case  of  plague.  The 
plague  hospital  in  Saldanha  Bay  has  been  closed. 

In  Natal,  during  the  week  ended  May  23,  2  fresh  cases  of  plague 
were  registered.     At  the  end  of  the  week  there  were  still  6  plague 

Eatients  under  treatment  in  the  hospital.     Up  to  the  present  date  there 
as  occurred  a  total  of  205  plague  cases  and  150  deaths. 

Plague  and  cholera^ 

British  India. — In  Calcutta  during  the  week  ended  May  30  there 
were  registered  52  deaths  from  plague  and  52  deaths  from  cholera. 

Death  rate  of  Berlin, 

The  death  rate  of  Berlin  for  the  week  ended  June  27  amounted,  cal- 
culated on  the  year,  to  13.8  per  thousand  of  the  population,  this  rate 
being  lower  than  that  of  two-thirds  of  the  other  large  German  towns. 
The  rollowing  cities  had  a  considembly  higher  death  rate  than  Berlin, 
viz:  Bremen,  Kiel,  Hamburg,  Braunschweig,  Magdeburg,  Hanover, 
Frankfort-on-the-Main,  Leipzig,  Munich,  Nuremberg,  Carlsruhe, 
Cologne,  Halle,  Stettin,  Konigsberg,  Breslau,  and  also  Pans.  The  follow- 
ing towns  had  a  lower  death  rate  than  that  of  Berlin,  namely:  Stuttgart, 
Dresden,  Dusseldorf,  Kassel,  Schoneberg  (with  10.1),  Charlottenburg 
(with  9.8  per  thousand).  There  was  a  slight  decrease  in  the  number 
of  deaths  among  children  in  the  first  year  of  life,  the  mortality  rate 
among  infants  being  4.0  per  year  and  mille,  less  tnan  half  the  rate  of 
Stettin  and  Halle  and  much  lower  than  that  of  Munich,  Cologne,  and 
Leipzig.  There  was  a  slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  of  acute 
intestinal  disease  and  diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs,  the  former 
causing  47,  the  latter  38,  deaths.  There  were  09  deaths  from  phthisis 
pulmonalis  and  44  deaths  from  cancer.  Further,  there  were  registered 
6  deaths  from  diphtheria,  4  deaths  from  scarlet  fever,  12  deaths  from 
measles,  and  12  persons  died  by  violence.

Population  8,000,  as  officially  estimated  recently,  with  probably  300 
to  500  transients. 

During  the  six  months  ended  July  1,  there  have  been  in  Progreso  of 
yellow  fever  9  cases  with  1  death.  To-day,  July  18,  there  are  three 
or  four  cases  of  yellow  fever  in  this  town  as  near  as  I  can  learn. 

In  the  city  of  Merida  during  the  six  months  ended  Jul}'^  1,  there 
have  been  of  yellow  fever  122  cases  with  about  52  deaths.

During  the  week  there  were  38  new  cases  of  yellow  fever,  42  left 
over  from  last  week,  making  a  total  of  80  cases. 

The  conditions  prevailing  are  worse;  the  recent  rains  increasing 
the  number  of  mosquitoes,  an  increase  of  the  epidemic  may  be  antici- 
pated, although  the  authorities  are  using  all  means  in  their  power  to 
check  the  advance  of  the  disease. 

The  infection  now  seems  to  be  generally  distributed  both  in  Dona 
Cecilia  and  Tampico.

During  the  week  there  were  70  deaths  from  all  causes,  of  which  45 
were  from  yellow  fever,  2  from  smallpox,  1  from  pernicious  fever,  1 
from  tuberculosis,  and  21  from  noncontagious  causes. 

During  the  week  there  wei'e  59  new  cases  of  yellow  fever  officially 
reported,  and  remaining  from  last  week  49,  making  a  total  of  108 
cases. 

Yellow  Jever  at  Altaraira — Infection  hy  railroad  communication. 

The  situation  is  daily  growing  worse,  and  1  have  been  informed  that 
there  have  been  a  few  cases  at  Altamira.  This  shows  that  the  infec- 
tion is  being  carried  by  the  railroad  communication  with  this  port. 
A  quarantine  station  has  been  established  at  Gonzalez,  a  point  about 
60  kilometers  from  Tampico,  but  if  strict  care  is  not  taken  the  infec- 
tion may  extend  either  to  Eagle  Pass  or  Laredo.  Trains  leaving 
Tampico  are  overcrowded  every  day,  and  as  the  (j^uarantine  station  is 
only  three  hours  by  rail,  anyone  infected  on  leaving  would  not  have 
time  to  develop  before  passing  quarantine. 

The  shipping  has  been  free  from  infection  up  to  the  present  time. 

Reports  from  Vera  Cruz — Mortality  statistics — Yellow  fever. 

Assistant  Surgeon  Goldberger  reports,  July  13,  as  follows: 
During  the  week  ended  July  11,  1903,  there  was  recorded  in  this 

city — population  census  1900,  32,500 — a  total  of  44  deaths,  of  which 

11  were  from  yellow  fever,  1  from  pernicious  fever,  2  from  remittent 

fever,  and  9  from  tuberculosis. 
There  was  a  sharp  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  yellow  fever, 

there  having  been  reported  during  the  week  37  cases  as  compared  with 

27  of  the  week  before. 

A  case  of  smaUpox — Imported, 

The  local  authorities  report  a  case  of  varioloid  imported,  probably, 
from  Tampico.  The  patient  was  removed  from  the  steamer  on  which 
he  arrived  and  isolatea  in  a  house  on  the  outskirts  of  the  city. 
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Measures  to  he  taken  by  naJtional  sanUary  atUhorUies, 

As  indicated  in  my  report  under  date  of  June  29,  the  superior  board 
of  health  is  about  to"^  inaugurate  measures  for  the  suppression  of  yel- 
low fever.  As  at  present  outlined  it  is  proposed  to  divide  this  city 
into  sections,  each  section  to  have  a  chief  inspector  and  subordinate 
inspectors  who  will  make  house-to-house  inspections,  registering  all 
nonimmunes,  who  are  to  be  seen  daily,  and  in  case  of  any  showing 
suspicious  symptoms  such  are  at  once  to  be  isolated  in  mosquito-proof 
rooms.  Measures  are  also  to  be  taken  with  a  view  to  minimizing  the 
multiplication  of  mosquitoes  and  by  fumigating  the  dwellings  from 
which  cases  of  yellow  fever  have  been  removed,  aestroying  mosquitoes 
that  may  have  become  infected. 

YeUow  fever  in  Zongolica. 

There  were  recently  reported  in  Zongolica,  a  canton  of  this  State, 
five  cases  of  yellow  fever.  The  national  authorities  have  taken  steps 
to  prevent  further  developments. 

During  the  week  ended  July  20  a  tgtal  of  45  deaths  was  reported, 
of  which  13  were  due  to  yellow  fever  and  5  to  tuberculosis. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  yellow  fever  referred  to  in 
my  report  under  date  of  July  13  continues.  There  were  reported  diir- 
ing  the  week  43  new  cases,  making  for  the  month  to  date  104  cases  and 
31  deaths.

Report  on  tiro  canes  of  plague  in  Latin  quarter. 

The  following  is  received  from  Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Blue, 
under  date  of  July  23: 

Pietro  Spadafora,  a  railroad  laborer,  aged  36  years,  sickened  on  the 
15th  at  19  Jasper  place.  He  was  removed  to  the  Southern  Pacific 
Hospital,  on  Mission  street,  where  he  died  July  19,  after  the  disease 
had  run  a  course  marked  by  high  temperature  and  prostration.  The 
circumstances  surrounding  this  case  were  sufficient  to  arouse  suspicion 
and  to  cause  a  report  to  be  sent  to  the  city  health  officer.  Uix)n 
investigation,  Mrs.  Pietro  Brancato,  the  man's  mother,  was  found 
sick  at  19  Jasper  place.  The  history  obtiiined  showed  that  the  two 
fell  ill  about  the  same  time  with  chill,  high  temperature,  and  inguino- 
femoral adenitis.  The  woman  died  on  the  20th,  having  lived  a  little 
more  than  a  day  longer  than  her  son. 

In  both  cases  the  gross  pathological  findings  in  the  spleen  and 
inguino-femoral  glands  were  practically  the  same.  The  cervical  and 
submaxillary  glands  and  right  lung  were  involved  in  the  case  of  the 
mother.  Abundant  organisms  having  the  staining  properties  of  the 
B.  pestis  were  demonstmted  in  the  glands  and  spleen. 

Pietro  Spadafom  worked  for  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  in  their 
yards  at  Third  and  Townsend  streets.  On  his  way  home  in  the  even- 
ing he  passed  through  Chinatown,  and  it  is  believed  that  he  purchased 
vegetables,  fruits,  and  probably  other  goods  of  the  Chinese  dealers  in 
cheap  stuff.  Another  probable  source  of  infection  is  the  rotten  timber 
now  being  thrown  out  of  unsanitary  buildings,  which,  it  is  believed, 
has  been  stolen  at  times  and  used  for  firewood  ])y  the  poorer  class  of 
Italians.  Jasper  place  is  an  alley  east  of  Stockton  and  between  Union 
and  Filbert  streets,  in  about  the  center  of  the  densely  populated  Latin 
quarter.  On  the  whole,  the  buildings  in  this  quarter  are  in  a  better 
sanitary  condition  than  those  of  Chinatown.  The}'  are  comparatively 
new,  of  frame  structure,  and  generally  well  ventilated  and  clean. 
Many  of  the  back  ai'bas  and  cellars,  however,  are  in  a  foul  condition 
from  accumulations  of  garbage  and  seepage  of  water. 

Contrary  to  our  expectations,  the  house-to-hoiTse  inspection  which 
was  immediately  ordered  has  created  little  or  no  opposition  from  the 
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people  of  this  the  most  cosmopolitan  district  of  the  city.  It  is  a  ques- 
tion to  be  determined  by  testing  the  rats  of  the  district  for  infection 
whether  this  is  an  extension  of  the  disease  to  the  Latin  quarter  or 
whether  the  infection  of  these  people  was  accidental  and  brought 
about  by  handling  goods  from  Chinatown.  No  rat  mortality  has  as 
yet  been  observed  in  that  locality. 

Note. — In  the  case  first  mentioned  plague  was  bacteriologically 
veritied,  as  stated  in  telegram  of  July  31.     In  the  second,  bacterio 
logical  investigation  is  not  yet  complete.

The  following  Is  received  from  Minister  Wilson,  under  date  of  June 
8:  On  May  26  our  consul  in  Iquique  telegraphed  me  to  the  effect 
that  13  cases  of  the  bubonic  plague  existed  there  and  that  5  deaths  had 
occurred.  The  telegram  of  the  consul  served  to  confirm  alarming 
reports  which  had  been  current  in  the  press  for  some  daj^s  prior  to  the 
receipt  of  the  official  news,  but  I  delayed  the  tmnsmission  of  the  infor- 
mation to  the  Department  to  give  time  for  the  official  investigation  to 
be  made  by  Chilean  medical  authorities. 

Upon  the  date  of  my  telegram  the  existence  of  plague  was  officially 
conhrmed  and  a  general  quarantine  was  placed  upon  all  ships  from 
Iquique. 

Until  this  date  plague  has  not  appeared  at  other  Chilean  ports  and 
the  Goverment  is  endeavoring  to  prevent  its  further  spread  by  the 
exercise  of  the  most  stringent  precautionary  measures.  Should  the 
plague  spread  to  other  ports  or  cities  of  (>hile  I  will  at  once  advise  the 
Department  by  cablegram.

Case  of  yellow  yit'er  07i  steamship  West  gate. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Gruver  reports,  July  24,  as  follows:  The 
steamship  Westgate  arrived  here  from  Cardiff,  England,  with  a  cargo 
of  coal  on  June  29,  and  lay  at  the  wharf  discharging  until  Jul}'  20. 
On  July  19  Dr.  S.  L.  J.  Steggall,  city  phvsician,  reported  to  me  a 
suspicious  case  on  board  in  the  person  of  Mr.  Roberts,  second  mate. 
I  saw  the  case  that  same  afternoon  with  him  and  again  on  the  morning 
of  the  20th,  when  the  diagnosis  of  yellow  fever  was  confirmed.  Later 
that  same  da}^  Dr.  Allen  Jumel,  jr.,  resident  medicaJ  inspector  for 
Louisiana  State  board  of  health,  saw  the  case  and  concurred  in  the 
diagnosis.  At  5  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  the  vessel  was  sent  into  the 
open  ba}^  to  anchor  and  the  case  was  removed  to  La  Uvita  Island  about 
two  hours  afterwards. 

La  Uvita  is  a  small  island  situated  at  the  entrance  to  the  harbor 
about  li  miles  from  the  pier.  It  has  been  used  for  quarantine  deten- 
tion, and  up  to  the  admission  of  this  case  has  been  free  of  yellow- 
fever  infection. 

At  present  writing  there  are  no  adequate  means  of  isolation  on  the 
island,  which  is  infested  with  mosquitoes,  and  vessels  heretofore  have 
anchored  between  the  island  and  the  main  shore.  It  has  been 
requested,  therefore,  that  vessels  anchor  well  to  the  leeward  of  this 
island. 

I  have  attempted  to  secure  a  history  of  the  infection  in  this  particu- 
lar case,  but  to  very  little  purpose.  The  master  of  the  Westgate 
assured  me  that  there  had  been  no  communication  with  the  shore 
except  in  one  instance,  when  three  members  of  the  crew  came  ashore 
and  were  fined.  This  is  shown  by  the  log  under  date  of  Julv  16.  He 
states,  however,  that  the  second  mate  was  not  off  the  ship  during  the 
entire  stay  here.  The  second  mate,  Mr.  Roberts,  also  states  this  very 
enrphatically.     Mosquitoes  were  on  board. 

Before  sailing  for  Manzanillo  the  Westgate  was  fumigated  with 
sulphur.

Consul -General  Mason  reports,  July  17,  as  follows: 

Plague. 

Egypt, — Between  the  27th  of  June  and  the  4th  of  July  there  were 
registered  in  the  whole  of  Egypt  7  cases  of  plague  (and  3  deaths), 
namely:  In  Alexandria,  4  cases  (1  death);  in  Port  Said,  1  case,  and  in 
Tantah  2  cases  (2  deaths). 

French  Indo- China, — Between  the  10th  and  23d  of  June  5  deaths 
from  plague  were  registered  in  Hanoi  (Tonkin).  Total  number  of 
cases  registered  up  to  date,  205. 

Japan, — A  fatal  case  of  plague  has  been  registered  in  Nagasaki. 

Briti^nh  South  Africa, — In  Cape  Colony  during  the  week  ended 
June  13  there  were  registered  in  rort  Elizabeth  3  fresh  cases  of  plague 
(and  2  deaths);  in  East  London,  2  cases  (2  deaths).  Plague  rats  con- 
tinue to  be  found  in  both  these  towns  as  well  as  in  King  Williams 
Town  and  Seymour. 

Plague  and  cliolera, 

British  India, — In  Calcutta  there  were  registered  during  the  week 
ended  June  t>  11  deaths  from  plague  and  35  deaths  from  cholera.

Turhy, — According  to  Bulletin  No.  16  regarding  cholem  in  Syria 
62  new  cases  of  cholera  (and  60  deaths)  have  been  registered. 

French  Indo- China, — Between  the  9th  and  23d  of  June  32  deaths 
from  cholera  occurred  in  Saigon. 
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Death  rate  of  Berlin, 

The  death  rate  of  Berlin  for  the  week  ended  July  4  was  higher  than 
during  the  three  foregoing  weeks.  It  amounted,  calculated  on  the 
year,  to  14.3  per  1,000  of  tne  population,  as  against  13.8  for  the  pre- 
vious week,  lM3ing,  however,  lower  than  for  the  corresponding  week 
of  last  year,  in  wnich  it  amounted  to  14.8.  Of  the  various  large  Ger- 
man cities,  four — Diisseldorf ,  Crefeld,  Barmen,  and  SchOneberg  (with 
9.7) — showed  more  favorable  figures  than  Berlin.  On  the  other  hand, 
in  the  following  cities  the  death  rate  wa^s  considerably  higher  than  that 
of  Berlin:  Stuttgart,  Carlsruhe,  Dresden,  Leipzig,  Hanover,  Bremen, 
Hamburg,  and  Charlottenburg  (with  15.5  per  1,000),  Niirnberg, 
Frankfurt-am-Main,  Cologne,  Magdeburg,  Breslau,  KOnigsberg,  and 
Stettin.  The  increase  in  the  number  ot  deatlis  was  mainly  among 
children  in  the  first  year  of  life;  the  mortalit}^  rate  among  infants  rose 
from  4  per  year  and  mille  in  the  foregoing  week  to  4.4  in  the  present 
week,  being  thereby,  however,  only  about  one-fourth  of  the  rate  of 
Stettin  and  Posen  and  not  so  high  by  one-half  as  that  of  Munich  and 
N&rnberg.  There  was  a  heavy  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  acute 
intestinal  disease,  which  caused  77  deaths,  against  47  in  the  foregoing 
week.  There  was  also  an  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  acute 
diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs,  which  claimed  48  victims.  Further, 
there  were  registered  71  deaths  from  phthisis  pulmonalis,  44  deaths 
from  cancer,  7  deaths  from  measles,  7  deaths  from  scarlet  fever,  and 
2  deaths  from  diphtheria.     Ten  persons  died  by  violence.

Report  from  Yokohama — No  further  cases  of  plague. 

Assistant  Surgeon  Moore  reports,  July  7,  as  follows:  During  the 
week  ended  July  7,  1903,  5  vessels,  having  an  aggregate  personnel  of 
(>54  crew  and  1,039  passengers,  were  inspected;  243  steerage  passengers 
and  24  crew  were  bathed,  and  434  pieces  of  baggage  were  disinfected. 

No  additional  cases  of  plague  seem  to  have  occurred  in  Yokohama 
since  m^  last  report.  Since  the  beginning  of  the  present  outbreak  of 
plague  in  Yokohama,  Ma}'  12,  1903,  11  cases  of  this  disease  have  been 
officially  reported,  10  of  which  terminated  fatally. 

MEXICO. 

Yellmo  fever  and  sanitary  ccmditions  in  Ytwatan. 

Consul  Thompson,  at  Progreso,  reports,  July  15,  as  follows: 

That  many  more  cases  of  yellow  fever  have  occurred  this  season 
than  is  usually  the  case  is  unfortunately  true,  but  this  is  almost  entirely 
due  to  the  fact  that  there  are  a  great  many  more  nonimmune  foreigners 
in  Yucatan  than  there  have  ever  been  before  since  the  last  war.  The 
recent  period  of  general  prosperity,  and  above  all  the  remarkable  activ- 
itv  in  railroad  buildipg,  has  attracted  a  floating  population  of  foreigners 
o!  at  least  6,000  souls.  Ninety-five  per  cent  of  these  are  of  the  laboring 
class,  and  are  mainly  of  Mexican,  Spanish,  or  Italian  nationalities. 
Their  methods  of  living  are  such  that  one  would  expect  a  serious 
mortality  amon^  them.  Instead  of  this  the  fact  is  that  remarkably 
few  cases  of  serious  sickness  have  occurred  among  them.  Dysentery 
and  paludic  fevers  are  most  in  evidence,  and  these  diseases  natur- 
ally prevail  to  the  greatest  extent  among  the  hardest  drinkers.  Dur- 
ing the  six  months  ending  June  30  there  were  in  Merida,  with  a 
population  of  58,533,  122  cases  of  yellow  fever;  deaths  from  yellow 
fever,  54;  estimated  floating  population  during  same  period,  not 
included  in  census,  3,500.  During  the  same  period  there  were  in  Pro- 
greso, with  a  population  of  8,398,  9  cases  of  yellow  fever;  1  death. 
Estimated  floating  population  during  same  period-  not  included  in 
above  census  report,  900. 

These  figures  with  all  that  they  imply  do  not  to  me  indicate  that  a 
state  of  epidemic  exists  either  in  Merida  or  in  Progreso,  or  that  a 
worse  condition  of  affairs  exists  in  Yucatan  than  in  Tampico,  where 
houses  have  been  burned  and  dead  bodies  found  in  the  outskirts. 

Yucatan,  under  its  energetic  and  progressive  governor,  Senor  Ole- 
gario  Molina,  is  paving  the  streets  and  carrying  out  a  complicated 
system  of  drainage  in  Merida.  As  rapidly  as  possible  sanitary  laws 
of  the  most  modern  type  are  being  made^  and  enforced.  Unless  the 
unforeseen  happens  Merida  will  soon  be  as  healthy  and  as  free  from 
infectious  diseases  as  is  Habana  to-day. 

Progreso  has  never  at  its  worst  been  an  unhealthy  port.  Its  posi- 
tion by  the  open  sea  and  upon  a  sand  spit  gives  prima  facie  eviaence 
of  its  general  healthful ness.

There  were  during  the  week  63  deaths  from  all  causes,  of  which  40 
were  from  yellow  fever,  1  from  smallpox,  1  from  pernicious  fever,  4 
from  tuberculosis,  and  17  from  noncontagious  causes. 

During  the  week  there  were  42  new  cases  of  yellow  fever  officially 
reported,  and  loft  from  last  week  32,  making  a  total  for  the  week  of  74. 

There  has  been  apparently  no  change  in  the  situation,  and  I  have 
learned  that  the  infection  has  passecT  the  quarantine  station  on  the 
Monterey  and  Gulf  Railroad  and  that  various  cases  are  reported  at 
Linares,  a  noint  about  400  kilometei*s  from  this  port.  Also  by  the 
Central  Railroad  cases  have  been  reported  at  Ciudad  Valles,  about  100 
kilometers  distant,  and  by  river  communication  at  Panuco,  about  32 
kilometers.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  infection  is  fast  spreading  to  the 
surrounding  country,  both  by  railroad  and  river  communication. 

The  shipping  up  to  the  present  time  has  been  free  from  infection.

Six  hundred  and  thirt3'-nine 
crew  and  308  steerage  passengers  were  bathed  and  their  clothing  dis- 
infected. There  were  63  rejections.  Fifty-two  ca^^es  of  plague,  31  in 
the  city  and  21  in  adjacent  districts,  were  reported  for  this  period, 
with  47  deaths,  making  a  total  of  1,222  cases  since  January  1.  The 
daily  report  of  plague  cases  shows  a  marked  decrease  in  the  past  few 
days,  and  a  further  decline  of  this 'disease  may  now  be  looked  for, 
since  the  history  of  previous  years  shows  a  decrease  at  this  season  of 
the  year.  The  only  other  communicable  diseases  reported  for  this 
w-eek  were  2  cases  of  cholera  (Chinese),  with  no  deaths,  a  total  of  only 
5  cases  since  January  1. 

The  report  of  the  Government  bacteriologist  for  1902  shows  that 
117,839  rats  were  examined,  and  of  these  2,015  were  found  to  be 
infected  with  plague. 

COLOMBIA. 

Report  from  Bocas  del  Toro^  fruit  p(/rt — Smallpox —  Vaecination, 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Osterhout  reports  as  follows:  Week  ended 
July  'IS^  1903.  Present  otficiall}^  estimated  population  not  obtainable; 
one  case  of  smallpox  during  the  week,  no  deaths;  number  of  deaths 
from  other  causes,  2:  prevailing  diseases,  malarial  afiections  and 
smallpox.  General  sanitary  condition  of  this  port  and  the  surround- 
ing country  during  the  week,  not  good.  A  few  cases  of  smallpox 
have  developed  in  the  villages  in  the  surrounding  lagoons.  Fourteen 
cases  remain  under  treatment  in  the  isolation  hospital  in  this  town.

Report  from.  Limon^  fruit  port — Yellov)  fever. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Gruver  reports  as  follows:  Week  ended 
July  30,  1903.  Census  population,  4,000;  number  of  cases  of  j^ellow 
fever,  2— deaths,  2;  numoer  of  deaths  from  other  causes,  4;  prevailing 
diseases,  yellow  fever  and  hemoglobinuric  fever.  This  latter  disease, 
called  here  ''black-water"  fever,  is,  I  understand,  increasing  in  the 
interior.  General  sanitary  condition  of  this  port  and  the  surrounding 
country  during  the  week,  very  poor.  The  mortality  from  j^ellow 
fever  this  month  is  very  high — about  59  per  cent.  Many  of  the  cases 
have  been  discovered  in  various  parts  ot  the  city  just  prior  to  death. 
New  foci  of  infection  are  established  and  no  adequate  measures  taken 
to  prevent  the  spread  of  this  disease.  One  case  reported  above  occurred 
at  the  Grand  Hotel,  recently  reopened. 

It  is  a  significant  fact  that  no  case  of  yellow  fever  has  been  reported 
from  the  cuartel,  or  jail,  which  previously  furnished  many  cases,  since 
ten  days  after  the  sleeping  quarters  were  fumigated  and  made  mosquito 
proof. 

I  have  no  means  of  ascertaining  the  exact  number  of  cases  which 
occur  in  Limon,  and  can  form  an  estimate  only  by  the  cases  and 
deaths  w^hich  1  know  to  occur.

The  following  is  received  from  Minister  Squiers,  under  date  of 
August  1: 

Sanitary  conditions  in  the  island  are  satisfactory  with  the  exception 
of  the  failure  of  the  Senate  to  pass  the  bill  authorizing  an  expenditure 
of  $200,000  for  a  much-needed  system  of  waterw  orksat  Santiago,  lam 
advised,  however,  that  a  way  will  be  found  to  commence  work 
immediately. 

In  spite  of  the  stringent  quarantine  regulations  a  yellow-fever  case 
slippea  into  the  city  from  Mexico  (Progreso)  as  an  immune.  The  case 
was  soon  discovered  and  sent  to  quarantine.  Every  precaution  was 
taken  to  destroy  all  possibly  infected  mosquitoes,  and  the  places  the 
man  was  known  to  have  frequented  were  thoroughly  fumigated.  No 
one  has  been  infected,  as  I  am  informed  by  Dr.  i  inlay.  The  Govern- 
ment was  very  energetic  and  has  most  serious  views  of  the  question  of 
quamntine  and  sanitation.     '

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Immnne  certificates  f ram  Mexico  abolished. 

Assistant  Surgeon  Trotter  reports,  August  3,  as  follows:  Confirm- 
ing my  cablegrauf  of  this  date,  '^Dr.  Finlay  has  abolished  immune 
certificates  from  Mexican  ports,"  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  no 
more  immune  certificates  will  be  issued  to  passengers  bound  from 
Mexican  ports  to  Cuba,  Dr.  Finlay  having  abolished  this  practice. 
On  arrival  of  vessels  at  this  port  the  boarding  officer  may,  on  his  own 
responsibility,  allow  those  persons  to  land  whom  he  knows  are  immunes 
to  yellow  fever.  A  record  will  be  taken  in  each  case  by  him  and  sent 
to  the  superior  sanitary  board  for  file. 

Dr.  Finlay  has  established  an  immune  bureau  of  the  sanitary  depart- 
ment, where  records  of  immunity  will  be  kept  and  certificates  may  be 
obtained  by  immune  passengers  desiring  to  go  to  Mexico  and  return. 
Since  the  case  of  the  nonimmune  passenger  who  landed  from  the 
Vigilaneia  on  the  7th  of  July  on  a  false  immune  certificate  the  Cuban 
authorities  have  been  exceedingly  watchful.  With  the  abolishment 
of  the  certificates  from  Mexico  there  is  almost  no  possibility  of  a 
nonimmune  entering  Cuba  from  Mexico  within  five  days.  The  board- 
ing oflicers  are  not  likely  to  pass  any  persons  except  those  positively 
known  to  be  immune,  for  it  is  done  on  their  own  responsibility,  and  a 
mistake  means  the  loss  of  their  positions. 

Report  from  Matanzas — Mortality  statistics. 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  von  Ezdorf  reports,  August  3,  as  follows: 
During  the  week  ended  August  1, 1903,  four  bills  of  health  were  issued 
to  vessels  prior  to  sailing  for  ports  in  the  United  States.

Egypt, — In  Alexandria,  on  the  oth  of  July,  1  death  from  plague  was 
registered.  In  Tantah  on  the  9th  of  July  there  were  registered  4 
cases  of  plague. 

British  Indiu, — In  the  Bomba}'  Presidency  during  the  two  weeks 
ended  June  27  there  were  registered  952+1,215  cases  of  plague  and 
704+786  deaths.  In  the  city  of  Bombay  there  occurred  during  the 
three  weeks  from  the  7th  to  the  27th  of  dTune  237,  138,  and  100  plague 
cases,  and  226,  122,  and  91  deaths.  In  the  town  and  port  of  Karachi 
17,  9,  and  4  cases;  with  15,  8,  and  3  deaths,  respectively.  In  the  Bel- 
gaum  district  for  the  same  three  weeks  227,  294,  412  cases,  and  149 
213,  248  deaths;  in  the  Dharwar  district  70,  167,  195  cases,  with  44, 
107,  121  deaths. 

Plague  and  cholera. 

British  India, — In  Calcutta  during  the  week  ended  June  13  there 
occurred  15  deaths  from  plague  and  45  deaths  from  cholera. 

Death  rate  of  Berlin. 

The  death  rate  of  Berlin  for  the  week  ended  July  11  was  higher  than 
in  any  of  the  foregoing  four  weeks.  It  amounted,  calculated  on  the 
year,  to  14.5  per  thousand,  which  was  also  slightly  higher  than  the 
rate  for  the  corresponding  week  of  last  year,  in  which  it  amounted  to 
14.2.  Of  the  large  German  cities  more  than  two-thirds  showed  less 
favorable  figures  than  Berlin.  The  following  towns,  among  others,  had 
a  considerably  higher  death  rate  than  Berlin,  namely,  Munich,  Leip- 
zig, Hamburg,  Bremen,  Hanover,  Dusseldorf,  Frankfort-on-the-Main, 
Breslau,  as  well  as  Paris  and  Vienna,  while  the  death  rate  of  the  fol- 
lowing places  was  higher  yet,  viz,  Nuremberg,  Karlsruhe,  Cologne, 
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Maedeburff,  Halle,  Konigsberg,  Stettin,  and  Posen.  On  the  other 
hana,  the  following  cities  liad  a  lower  death  rate  than  Berlin,  namely, 
Cassel,  Altona,  ScnOneberg  (with  11  per  thousand),  Charlottenburg 
(with  10.7  per  thoasand),  and  London.  The  participation  of  children 
in  the  first  year  of  life  in  the  mortality  showed  a  decrease  as  com- 
pared with  the  foregoing  week,  the  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths 
being  confined  to  the  higher  age  classes.  The  rate  of  mortality'  among 
infantij  reached  4.2  per  thousand  per  year,  onl}'  about  half  of  that 
of  Munich,  Nuremberg,  Leipzig,  and  one-fifth  of  the  rate  of  Stettin 
and  Posen.  Acute  diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs  showed  a 
decrease  as  compared  with  the  foregoing  week,  causing  36  deaths. 
On  the  other  hand,  there  was  a  heavy  increase  noticeable  with  acute 
intestinal  diseases,  which  claimed  100  victims.  There  were  further 
registered  68  deaths  from  phthisis  pulmonalis  and  42  deaths  from 
cancer.  Five  persons  died  of  scai'let  fever,  4  of  diphtheria,  and  6  of 
measles.     Thirteen  persons  died  by  violence.

It  is  said  that  the  sanitary  condition  of  both  Progreso  and  Merida 
has  not  been  improved  since  my  last  report,  but  continues  bad  or 
only  fairly  good. 
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R€j>ort  frmn  Vera  Cntz — Mortality  statistics — Yellow  fever  on  British 
steamship  Cayo  Largo,  from  Habana^  via  Tampico. 

Assistant  Surgeon  Goldberger  reports,  July  27,  as  follows:  During 
the  week  ended  July  25,  1903,  there  was  recorded  a  total  of  60  deaths, 
of  which  16  were  due  to  yellow  fever  and  8  to  tuberculosis. 

The  British  steamer  Cayo  Largo,  from  Habana  via  Tampico,  arrived 
here  July  23  with  the  captain  sick  with  yellow  fever.  He  was  taken 
sick  almost  exactly  three  and  one-half  days  after  reaching  Tampico  and 
eight  hours  before  arriving  here.  The  captain  states  that  he  spent  the 
afternoon  of  the  day  of  his  arrival  in  Tampico  at  the  house  of  his 
agent,  where  he  took  a  nap — a  peculiarly  dangerous  procedure,  inas- 
much as  the  Stegomyia  J^asciata  are  particularly  active  at  just  about 
that  time  of  day. 

PHILIPPINE   ISLANDS. 

JReiH^rt  front  Manila — Cholera  in  Manila  a)td  the  proxnnces — Dan(ferqf 
infect i(m  from  Mariquina  Rivei' — Cholera  in  Cehu — Quarantine, 

Assistant  Surgeon  Heiser,  chief  quarantine  officer  for  the  Philippine 
Islands,  reports,  June  25,  as  follows: 

Id  Manila  there  continues  to  be  a  continual  decrease  in  the  number 
of  cases  of  cholera.     The  number  has  fallen  from  66  to  9  per  week. 

Danger  of  infection  from  the  Mariquina  Rivei\ 

During  the  week  there  has  been  grave  apprehension,  felt  owing  to 
the  fact  that  cholera  has  made  its  appearance  at  San  Mateo,  whidi  is 
a  village  situated  on  the  banks  of  tne  Mariquina  River  immediately 
above  the  point  from  which  the  water  which  supplies  Manila  is  pumped 
into  pipes.  There  have  been  altogether  9  cases  and  7  deaths  reported 
during  the  week  covered  by  the  report.  The  principal  danger  arises 
from  the  fact  that  the  river  is  very  low  and  the  greater  portion  of  the 
water  is  used  to  supply  Manila.  Soldiei*s  have  T)een  placed  on  guard 
to  prevent  contamination  of  the  river.  The  use  of  public  latrines, 
where  the  disposal  of  the  fecal  matter  can  be  controlled,  has  been  made 
compulsory.  Daily  inspections  and  other  sanitaiy  measures  have  been 
instituted  by  the  board  of  health. 

The  situation  has  improved  so  much  at  Manila  that  it  is  the  intention 
to  permit  the  United  States  army  transport  Kilpatrick  to  sail  for  New 
York  without  first  undergoing  quarantine  detention.  The  passengers 
to  embark  on  her  have  all  been  in  Manila  for  one  week  or  longer. 
Steerage  passengers  will  be  bathed  and  their  entire  personal  effects 
disinfected  by  steam  before  final  embarkation. 

Cholera  increasing  i/n  Cehu — Quarantine  ineoMires, 

Assistant  Surgeon  Fox  reports  that  the  cholera  situation  in  Cebu 
continues  to  grow  worse.  There  have  been  53  cases  and  36  deaths 
during  the  week.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  Manila  is  practically  free 
from  cholera  it  was  decicfed  not  to  permit  steerage  passengers  to  enter 
this  port  until  they  have  completed  five  days  from  the  last  possible 
exposure  to  infection.  Crews  of  vessels  have  been  forbidden  to  land 
at  Cel)u,

Indiana. — The  regular  monthly  bulletin  of  the  State  board  of  health 
says  the  health  for  July  throughout  the  State  is  shown  by  the  reports 
to  be  slightly  better  than  in  the  preceding  month.  It  was  also  better 
as  compared  with  the  corresponding  month  last  year.  As  was  to  be 
expected,  diseases  of  the  digestive  tract  appeared  at  the  head  of  the 
column  as  most  prevalent.  There  was  a  very  great  decrease  in  small- 
pox as  compared  with  the  preceding  month  and  with  the  correspond- 
ing month  last  year.  The  order  of  prevalence  of  diseases  was  as 
follows:  Diarrhea,  cholera  morbus,  rheumatism,  cholera  infantum, 
enteric  fever,  dysentery,  tonsilitis,  intermittent  fever,  bronchitis, 
scarlet  fever,  inflammation  of  bowels,  measles,  whooping  cough,  pleu- 
ritis,  pneumonia,  diphtheria  and  croup,  erysipelas,  influenza,  puerperal 
fever,  cerebro-spinal  meningitis. 

There  were  104  cases  of  smallpox,  with  4  deaths,  reported  in  21 
counties.  In  the  corresponding  month  last  year  there  were  502  cases 
reported,  with  15  deaths,  in  46  counties.  The  deaths  from  tubercu- 
losis numbered  360,  147  males  and  213  females.     The  total  number  of 
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deaths  from  all  causes  for  the  month  wa8  2,7H5,  an  annual  rate  of  12.9. 
The  rate  in  the  corresponding  month  last  yenr  was  18.6.  By  certain 
ages  the  deaths  were:  Under  1,  541  or  20.7  per  c»ent  of  the  total;  fix)m 
1  to  5,  214;  5  to  10,  55;  10  to  15,  75;  65  and  over,  679— a  rate  of  26 
per  cent  of  the  total.  By  comparison  with  the  same  month  last  year 
we  find  the  destruction  of  children  under  1  year  of  age  was  gre^iter. 
The  percentage  for  June,  1902,  was  19.6  per  cent  of  the  total  deaths. 
Some  important  causes  of  deaths  were  as  follows:  Pulmonary  tubercu- 
losis, 315;  other  forms  of  tuberculosis,  47;  enteric  fever,  63;  diph- 
theria, 13;  scarlet  fever,  12;  measles,  6;  whooping  cough,  14;  pneu- 
monia, 77;  diarrheal  diseases,  313;  influenza,  11;  cancer,  108;  violence, 
102;  smallpox,  4.  The  city  death  rate  was  16.7  and  the  country  death 
rate  10.9.  Indianapolis  had  a  death  rate  of  21,  and  Evansville,  the 
second  largest  city,  18.5;  Fort  Wayne,  15.4;  South  Bend,  18;  Terre 
Haute,  17.  The  last  three  cities  have  a  population  ranging  from 
25,000  to  50,000.

During  the  week  ended  July  4,  1903,  12  vessels,  1,095  crew  and  648 
passengers  (203  cabin  and  445  steerage)  were  inspected;  810  crew  and 
437  steerage  jwissengers  were  bathed  and  1,221  pieces  baggage  disin- 
fected. There  were  44  rejections  from  all  causes.  Only  25  cases  of 
plague  (Chinese),  with  18  deaths,  were  reported  and  no  other  commun- 
icable disease  was  reported.  Uj)  to  date  (from  January  1)  1,316  cases 
of  plague  have  been  reported,  with  1,154  deaths.

British  India. — In  Calcutta  during  the  period  from  the  14th  to  the 
20th  of  June  31  persons  died  of  plague  and  34  persons  died  of  cholera.

Turkey. — According  to  Bulletin  No.  18,  of  the  20th  of  Jul}^  regard- 
ing cholera  in  Syria,  there  have  occurred  234  new  cases  of 'cholera, 
with  121  deaths. 

Deaih  rate  of  Berlin. 

The  death  rate  of  Berlin  for  the  week  ended  July  18  was  higher  than 
it  has  been  since  the  end  of  May.  It  amounted,  calculated  on  the  year, 
to  15.7  per  thousand,  as  compared  with  14.6  in  the  foregoing  week, 
and  was  considerably  higher  than  the  rate  for  the  corresponding  week 
of  last  year,  in  which  it  was  onlv  12.8  per  thousand.  In  spite  of  this 
rise,  however,  two-thirds  of  the  large  German  cities  had  more  unfavor- 
able figures  than  Berlin,  the  rate  recorded  in  the  following  towns  being 
considerably  higher  than  that  of  this  city,  namely,  Stuttgart,  Munich, 
Nurnberg,  Dusseldorf,  Hamburg,  Hanover,  Cassel,  Leipzig,  Halle, 
Breslau,  Brunswick,  Cologne,  Dortmund,  Stettin,  as  well  as  Paris  and 
Vienna.  The  following  towns,  on  the  other  hand,  showed  a  more 
favorable  rate  than  Berlin,  viz,  Kiel,  Bremen,  Charlottenburg  (with 
15),  and  SchOneberg  with  the  minimum  rate  of  all  the  lar^e  cities,  viz, 
10.1.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  was  principally  among 
children  in  the  first  year  of  life.  The  mortality  rate  among  infante 
was  5.3  per  year  and  mille,  only  one-fifth  of  that  of  Stettin  and  con- 
siderably lower  than  the  rate  of  Munich,  Hamburg,  and  Leipzig. 
There  was  no  important  change  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  acute 
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diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs,  which  claimed,  during  this  week,  34 
victims.  Acute  intestinal  diseases  caused  112  deaths,  a  considerable 
increase  as  compared  with  the  foregoing  week.  There  were  further 
registered  4  deaths  from  scarlet  fever,  4  deaths  from  diphtheria,  and 
9  deaths  from  measles.     Nineteen  persons  died  by  violence.

1  have  been  infomied  that  3  deaths  from  yellow  fever  have  occurred 
at  San  Luis  Potosi.  Of  these,  2  were  from  Tampico,  the  other  was  of 
a  phvsician  who  was  commissioned  to  investi^te  the  yellow  fever  at 
Ciudad  Valles.  San  Luis  Potosi  being  a  city  situated  about  230  miles 
from  Tampico,  at  an  altitude  of  6,000  feet  above  the  sea  level,  a  dry 
climate  with  few,  if  any,  mosquitoes,  a  spread  of  the  infection  is  not 
to  be  anticipated  there. 

The  danger  at  Eagle  Pass  and  Laredo  is  from  persons  leaving  Tam- 
pico for  San  Luis  Potosi  or  Monterey,  securing  tickets  there  with  the 
idea  of  deceiving  the  quarantine  authorities.  The  railroads  via  San 
Luis  Potosi  require  about  50  hours  to  these  points,  and  via  Monterey 
about  36  hours.  It  will  be  seen  that  a  person  infected  on  leaving 
Tampico  could  arrive  at  either  point  before  the  development  of  the 
fever. 

The  shipping  has  been  free  from  infection  to  the  present  time. 
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Beportsfroni  Vera  Cricz — Mortality  statistics — Yellow  fever — Yellow 
fever  in  Jidy,  1902  and  1903. 

Assistant  Surgeon  Goldberger  reports,  August  3,  as  follows: 

During  the  week  ended  August  1,  1903,  there  was  recorded  in  this 
city  a  total  of  42  deaths,  of  wnich  3  were  from  yellow  fever,  9  from 
malarial  fevers,  and  6  from  tuberculosis.

Assistant  Surgeon  Heiser,  chief  quarantine  officer  for  the  Philippine 
Islands,  reports,  June  25  and  July  11,  as  follows: 

During  the  week  ended  June  20,  1903,  7  cases  of  plague,  with  6 
deaths,  were  reported  in  Manila,  and  4  new  cases  of  smallpox,  none 
resulting  fatally. 

Week  ended  June  27, 1903, 1  case  of  smallpox,  not  resulting  fatally;

Chfjlera  situatimi  in  Manila  steadily  improving — Danger  of  contamina- 
tion of  \eater  supply. 

The  cholera  situation  in  Manila  continues  to  show  a  steady  improve- 
ment.    During  the  week  covered  by  the  report,  there  were  8  cases  and 

7  deaths.  With  one  exception,  the  recent  outbreak  has  been  confined 
entirely  to  natives  and  Cninese.  It  can  generally  be  shown  that  the 
persons  affected  have  either  directly  or  indirectly  come  in  contact  with 
the  Pasig  River.     Much  anxiety  is  felt  about  the  cholera,  which  is  still 

? resent  on  the  watershed  that  supplies  Manila  with  its  drinking  water, 
here  has  been  an  alarming  increase  in  the  number  of  cases.  During 
the  week  ended  July  4, 1903,  there  were  57  cases  and  35  deaths,  which 
is  an  increase  of  48  cases  and  28  deaths  over  the  period  covered  by  my 
last  report.  It  is  generally  felt  that  the  delay  in  the  onset  of  the  rainy 
season  has  been  of  great  assistance  in  preventing  the  stream  which 
drains  the  watershed  from  becoming  infected.  It  is  thought  that  the 
drinking  water  supplied  by  the  city  mains  was  not  infected  during  the 
epidemic  in  Manila  last  year,  therefore  should  this  supply  now  become 
infected,  the  widespread  dissemination  of  the  disease  can  be  well 
imagined. 

During  the  week  a  case  of  cholera  occurred  on  the  U.  S.  Army 
transport  Dix,,  and  she  is  now  undergoing  disinfection. 

Cholera  at  Cehu  increasing — Apparently  extinct  at  lloilo. 

The  cholera  continues  to  grow  worse  at  Cebu.  During  the  week 
ended  J  une  27,  1903,  there  were  78  case^  and  47  deaths.  Assistant 
Surgeon  Fox  had  four  infected  vessels  to  deal  with  during  the  same 
period. 

At  lloilo  the  disease  seems  to  have  been  stamped  out,  no  cases  hav- 
ing been  reported  during  the  past  few  weeks.

Cholera  in  Cehu —  Circular  relative  to  qxvarantine  restrictions, 

_  Ai^sistant  Surgeon  Fox  reports,  June  24,  through  the  chief  quaran- 
tine oflScer,  as  follows: 

During  the  seven  days  past  there  have  been  86  cases  of  cholera, 
occurring  as  follows: 

June  18 20  |  June  21 10 

June  19 8     June  22 9 

June  20 16  |  June  23 16 

It  is  probable  that  there  are  more  cases  than  this  in  the  town  which 
are  never  reported  to  the  proper  authorities.  The  case«  have  occurred 
in  different  parts  of  the  city,  showing  that  there  are  a  number  of  cen- 
ters of  infection. 

This  numljer  of  cases  would  certainly  iustify  some  action  on  the 
part  of  the  quarantine  officer,  and  yet  I  ao  not  believe  it  would  be 
justifiable  at  present  to  impose  an  outgoing  quarantine  on  steamers, 
ouch  a  quarantine  would  work  great  hardship  on  the  shipping;  and, 
besides  tnat,  in  a  number  of  ports  in  the  islands  cholera  exists,  perhaps 
in  some  places  only  in  a  sporadic  form,  but  even  this  proves  fliat  the 
port  is  infected. 

Many  of  the  coastwise  vessels  coming  in  to  Cebu  lie  here  only  24 
hours,  coming  in  one  day  and  going  out  the  next  The  crews  of  these 
vessels  have  fittle  time  ashore,  and  while  on  board  eat  better  food  and 
drink  the  water  furnished  by  the  pilots,  which  is  good. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  bancas,  which  are  by  far  the  most  liable  to 
carry  infection,  lie  on  the  beach  from  one  to  two  weeks,  and  the  crew 
drink  the  water  from  the  wells  and  eat  improper  food. 

1  have  not  learned  that  any  case  of  cnolera  has  developed  on  a 
steamer  after  leaving  this  port,  but  we  have  had  this  month  5  bancas 
infected  with  cholera,  which  have  been  on  the  beach  here  for  varying 
lengths  of  time.  The  cholera  in  each  case  has  undoubtedly  haa  its 
origin  in  food  or  well  water  gotten  in  this  city.  I  think  it  very  likely 
that  the  disease  has  been  taken  here  in  this  way,  the  cholera  develop- 
ing after  the  banca  has  put  to  sea. 
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The  method  we  will  pursue,  keeping  crews  aboard  vessels  and 
detaining  steerage  passengers  before  embarkation,  if  done  properly, 
will  be  entirely  satisfactory.  I  inclose  a  circular  letter  sent  to  the 
diflfercnt  steamship  companies  and  others  interested.

On  account  of  the  prevalence  of  cholera  in  this  poil  it  has  become 
necessary  to  impose  certain  restrictions  on  outgoing  vessels,  so  that 
the  exportation  of  cholem  will  be  prevented. 

In  order  that  the  shipping  will  be  interfered  with  as  little  as  possi- 
ble, the  following  regulations  have  been  promulgated: 

1.  Crews  of  vessels  while  in  this  port  must  remain  aboard  and  will 
not  be  allowed  to  have  any  communication  with  the  shore.  The  cap- 
tain only  will  be  permitted  to  leave  the  vessel  to  attend  to  necessary 
business. 

2.  Stt^erage  passengers  must  remain  in  quarantine  a  sufficient  len^h 
of  time  to  make  live  da^^s  upon  arriving  at  destination.  If  detention 
is  notpossible,  they  will  not  be  allowed  to  embark. 

3.  The  above  paragraph  also  applies  to  members  of  the  crew  shipped 
at  this  port. 

4.  Bills  of  health  will  be  issued  in  the  bay  just  before  the  departure 
of  the  vessel. 

These  regulations  will  go  into  effect  on  and  after  July  1,  1903,  by 
direction  of  the  chief  quamntine  officer  of  the  Philippines.

Quarantine  at  Mataiaoi'a^  against  yelloxv-fever-infected  dwtricts    m 

Mexico. 

Consul  Griffith  reports,  August  7,  as  follows:  At  a  conference  with 
the  local  authorities,  August  3,  1903,  1  was  assured  that  a  strict  quar- 
antine would  be  established  on  all  the  roads  leading  into  this  city  and 
all  passengers  and  baggage  from  infected  districts  detained.  At  a 
conference  held  this  morning  the  mayor  of  the  city  and  the  president 
of  the  board  of  health  presented  positive  proof  to  the  United  States 
Public  Health  and  Marine-Hospital  surgeon  and  myself  that  effective 
measures  had  been  established  and  were  being  rigidly  enforced. 

Stateaient  of  Intention  of  health  authorities  at  San  Francisco  iii  regard 
to  the  %anitai*y  imjrrrtveinent  of  Chinatovm, 

The  following  is  received  from  Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Blue,, 
under  date  of  August  11,  1903: 

I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  a  copy  of  the  note  containing 
a  statement  of  intention  with  regard  to  the  attitude  to  be  assumed  in 
future  by  the  health  authorities  having  in  hand  the  important  work 
of  the  sanitary  improvement  of  Chinatown.  At  a  conference  held  in 
this  office  to-day,  attended  by  representatives  of  the  State  and  munici- 
pal health  boards  and  the  Service,  it  was  unanimously  agreed  to  adopt 
this  course,  and  to  transmit  copies  of  this  note  to  certain  property 
owners  and  others  concerned.  The  occasion  for  this  action  was  the 
expressed  desire  of  certain  property  owners  in  Chinatown  to  rebuild 
structures  on  the  site  of  those  destroyed  without  providing  sufficient 
means  for  the  admission  of  sunlight  and  air.  Should  the  desires  of 
the  owners.be  accomplished  it  would  have  the  effect  to  render  nugatory 
the  effective  sanitary  work  that  has  been  carried  out  in  this  district. 

[Incloeure.] 

San  Francisco,  Cal.,  Augmt  IS,  1903. 
It  has  been  the  experience  of  the  health  authorities  now  engaged  in  the  sanitary 
improvement  of  the  city  of  San  Francisco  that  in  that  particular  area  bounde<l  by 
California,  Stockton,  and  Montgomery  streets  and  the  bay  the  most  objectionable 
features  coming  under  our  observation  have  been  the  filthy  accumulation  of  back 
areas  and  the  building  into  said  areas  from  the  original  structures  to  the  extent  that 
all  sunlight  and  fresh  air  are  prevented  from  permeating  these  spaces,  and  in  accord- 
ance with  this  evidence  it  has  been  agree<l  and  found  necessary  by  all  that  all  these

mentioned  places  ehall  be  thoroughly  cleansed  and  structures  removed;  that  in  any 
instance  where  it  is  desired  to  restore  these  places  the  following  shall  be  the  mode 
of  procedure,  namely,  at  least  1  foot  of  surface  soil  shall  be  removed,  a  concrete  floor 
placed  thereon,  upon  which  may  be  built  a  one-story  brick  structure,  with  glass  roof, 
properly  ventilated,  for  the  purpose  of  storeroom,  kitchens,  or  toilet,  and  that  no 
other  structure  be  permitted  in  said  areas  except  a  balcony  5  feet  square  for  the 
convenience  of  the  different  stories  for  toilet  purposes,  to  be  built  in  accordance 
with  the  building  and  plumbing  regulations  of  this  city  and  county. 

It  is  further  agreed  that  this  ruling  shall  apply  to  all  parts  of  the  city  and  county 
of  San  Francisco  when  in  the  opinion  of  the  health  authorities  the  sanitary  condi- 
tions require  it.

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Gruver  reports  as  follows:  Week  ended 
August  13,  1903.  Census  population,  4,000;  number  of  cases  of  yel- 
low fever,  1 — deaths,  2;  numoer  of  deaths  from  other  causes,  4;  pre- 
vailing diseases,  yellow  fever  and  malarial  diseases.  One  de^th 
reported  above  is  that  of  an  American,  Carlos  Paninski,  employed  as 
conductor  on  the  Costa  Rican  Railroad.  He  died  of  yellow  fever  in 
the  hospital  of  that  road  on  August  8.  General  sanitarv  condition  of 
this  port  and  the  surrounding  country  during  the  week,  poor.  The 
steamship  Vemis^  reported  below,  remained  in  this  harbor  one  week. 
When  the  temperature  of  crew  was  taken  prior  to  giving  bill  of  health, 
the  mess  boy  was  found  to  have  a  temperature  of  102.6,  pulse  120. 
The  following  history  was  given:  Was  taken  sick  on  the  moraing  of 
August  13  with  chill,  followed  by  severe  frontal  headache,  slight  pho- 
topnobia,  and  pain  in  the  muscles  of  the  legs,  arms,  and  neck.  No 
pain  in  the  back.  Examination  of  the  urine  discovered  a  distinct 
cloud,  which,  on  account  of  the  short  duration  of  the  illness,  was  con- 
sidered negative.  However,  I  notified  the  master  that  I  would  not 
issue  the  bill  of  health  until  I  had  time  to  make  a  positive  diagnosis. 
As  the  Vetius  had  completed  loading,  the  assistant  manager  of  the 
United  Fruit  Company  notified  the  master  to  send  the  patient  ashore 
to  the  company's  hospital.  This  was  done,  the  quarters  occupied  were 
fumigated,  ani  the  bill  of  health  was  issued  to  the  vessel,  which  cleared 
for  New  Orleans.

Vigilafwia^  from  Vera  Cruz,  just  before  that  vessel  sailed  for  New 
York  on  the  morning  of  August  5.  He  was  suffering  with  fever  and 
was  sent  to  Las  Animas  Hospital,  where  a  few  days  later  a  diagnosis 
of  malarial  fever  was  made.

Gn  August  11  the  disinfection  of  the  Norwegian  bark  Endymion 
was  begun.  This  vessel  arrived  at  Caibarien,  Cuba,  on  August  3  from 
Port  Elizabeth,  South  Africa,  with  a  foul  bill  of  health,  showing 
existence  of  plague  at  that  place.  The  vessel  was  remanded  to  Habana, 
and  Dr.  Carlos  J.  Finlay,  chief  quarantine  oflScer,  requested  its  disin- 
fection. Two  laree  mts  and  a  number  of  small  ones  were  found, 
which  were  burnea.     The  crew  were  all  in  good  health. 

A  second-class  passenger  with  fev^er  was  removed  on  August  11 
from  the  American  steamship  Monterey^  from  Vera  Cruz  and  Progreso. 
The  contagious  disease  commission  decided  the  case  to  be  yellow  fever. 
The  case  was  veiy  mild,  and  the  man  made  an  uneventful  recovery. 

On  August  14  the  Norwegian  steamship  Nord  was  disinfected  prior 
to  departure  for  Galveston,  as  reported  in  my  letter  of  August  17. 

The  Spanish  bark  Marcdino  Jane^  Captain  Mas,  one  hundred  and 
six  days  out  of  Montevideo,  with  a  cargo  of  jerked  beef,  entered  the 

f)ort  on  August  10.  This  vessel  stopped  at  Kio  de  Janeiro  to  repair 
eaks,  according  to  the  statement  of  the  captain.  Five  men  were  dis- 
charged at  Rio  de  Janeiro  and  7  new  men  shipped.  The  Cuban 
authorities  held  this  vessel  in  quarantine  and  later  sent  her  to  Mariel 
for  disinfection  and  removal  of  cargo,  for  the  reason  that  she  put  into 
Rio  de  Janeiro  where  plague  is  reported,  and  the  captain  had  no 
explanation  to  offer  as  to  why  a  part  of  his  crew  left  the  vessel  there 
and  additional  men  were  shipped.  He  also  brought  a  bill  of  health 
from  the  Spanish  consul  at  Kio  de  Janeiro  and  stated  that  the  American 
consul  refused  to  issue  him  one.

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Wilson  reports,  August  7,  as  follows: 
Week  ended  August  1,  1903.  Bills  of  nealth  issued  to  two  vessels 
bound  for  the  United  States.  Week  ended  August  8,  1903.  Seven 
vessels  bound  for  the  United  States.  No  quarantinable  disease  has 
been  reported. 

Having  received  the  statistics  published  by  the  sanitary  department 
for  the  month  of  June,  1903,  I  noticed  in  the  rej)ort  of  the  port  phy- 
sician^s  work  that  one  vessel  had  been  declared  in  quamntine.  As"  I 
had  not  heard  of  this  before,  I  went  to  see  them  to  inquire  about  it, 
and  thev  gave  me  the  following  information:  The  Cuban  steamship 
Maria  tien^era  on  its  return  from  San  Juan,  P.  R.,  in  June,  went  out 
of  its  way  to  go  to  Puerto  Cabello,  Venezuela,  for  a  load  of  cattle. 
As  it  aiTived  with  a  clean  bill  of  health,  and  as  Puerto  Cabello  has 
not  been  declared  infected,  and  as  the  vessel  has  a  native  Cuban  crew, 
the  steamship  Maria  Uerrera  was  given  free  pratique.  When  the  ves- 
sel arrived  at  Habana  and  the  authorities  tnere  found  out  what  had 
been  done  here,  they  immediately  sent  a  long  telegram  strongly  con- 
demning the  action  of  the  port  phvsician  here.  As  the  result  of  this, 
the  next  vessel  from  Venezuela  (also  bringing  cattle)  was  disinfected 
after  landing  cattle.  A  third  vessel,  which  arrived  in  July  (the  Alhin)^ 
has  also  been  disinfected.  Special  attention  has  been  paid  to  burning 
pyrethrum  powder  to  kill  mosquitoes.  No  one  was  sick  on  board  of 
these  three  vessels.  The  Alhis  is  still  in  port;  the  other  two  were  not 
bound  for  the  United  States.

Report  from  Berlin — Plague  and  cholera  in  vai'iovs  eou7itries. 
Consul-General  Mason  reports,  August  10,  as  follows: 

Plague. 

Egypt. — During  the  period  from  the  18th  to  the  25th  of  July  there 
were  registered  in  the  whole  of  Egypt  5  cases  of  plague  (and  5  deaths), 
namely:  In  Alexandria,  2  cases  (1  death);  Port  Said,  1  new  case  (3 
deaths);  Damiette,  2  cases  (1  death). 

British  India. — During  the  week  ended  July  11  there  were  regis- 
tered in  the  Bombay  Presidency  2,191  cases  of  plague  (and  1,617 
deaths),  of  which  86  cases  (and  86  deaths)  occurred  in  the  city  of  Bom- 
bay, and  2  cases  (2  deaths)  in  Kamchi. 
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Japan. — According  to  a  report  dated  June  20  a  case  of  plague  with 
fatal  termination  has  occurred  in  Tokio. 

JBritish  South  Africa, — During  the  week  ended  July  4  there  were 
regintered  3  cases  of  plague  in  Queenstown  and  1  case  in  l^ort  Elizabeth. 

Plague  and  cholera, 

British  India, — In  Calcutta  during  the  period  from  the  21st  to  the 
27th  of  June  there  were  registered  14  deaths  from  plague  and  30  deaths 
from  cholera. 

Death  rate  of  Berlin, 

The  death  rate  of  Berlin  for  the  week  ended  July  25  was  higher  than 
it  has  been  in  any  week  during  the  present  year,  amounting,  calcu- 
lated on  the  year,  to  16.9  per  thousand  of  the  population  (against  15.7  in 
the  foregoing  week),  and  was  thus  consideraoly  higher  than  the  regis- 
tered rate  for  the  corresponding  week  of  last  year,  which  was  only 
13.2.  In  spite  of  this  increase,  however,  two-thirds  of  the  large  Ger- 
man cities  showed  more  unfavorable  health  conditions  than  Berlin,  the 
death  rate  of  the  following  towns  being  considerably  higher  than  that 
of  this  city,  namely:  Munich,  Dresden,  Stuttgart,  Nuremberg,  Dussel- 
dorf ,  Frankfort-on-the-Main,  Carlsruhe,  Braunschweig,  Leipzig,  Bres- 
lau,  Stettin,  Cologne,  also  Paris  and  Vienna.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
rate  of  mortalitv  of  tne  following  cities  was  lower  than  that  of  Berlin, 
viz:  Hamburg,  Bremen,  Hanover,  Aachen,  Charlottenburg  (with  11.7), 
Schoeneberg  ( with  7.8),  and  also  London.  There  was  a  considerable 
increase  this  week  in  the  number  of  deaths  among  children  in  the  first 
year  of  life.  The  infant  death  rate  rose  from  5.3  per  year  and  thou- 
sand in  the  foregoing  week  to  7.2  this  week,  bemg  thereby  higher 
than  that  of  Hamburg,  but  lower  than  the  rate  of  Munich,  Nuremberg, 
Leipzig,  and  less  than  one-third  the  rate  of  Stettin.  There  was 
a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  acute  disease  of  the  respi- 
ratory organs,  which  caused  40  deaths  during  the  week  under  discus- 
sion. Acute  intestinal  diseases  showed  a  very  heavv  increase,  causing 
181  deaths,  against  112  in  the  foregoing  week.  P^urthermore,  there 
were  registered  71  deaths  from  phthisis  pulmonalis,  31  deaths  from 
cancer,  3  deaths  from  diphtheria,  7  deaths  from  scarlet  fever,  and  5 
deaths  from  measles.     Twelve  persons  died  by  violence.

Report  from  YoJcohama — Plague. 

Assistant  Surgeon  Moore  reports,  July  23,  as  follows:  During  the 
week  ended  July  18,  1903,  3  vessels,  having  an  aggregate  personnel 
of  466  crew  and  793  passengers,  were  inspected;  252  steerage  passen- 
gers were  bathed  and  387  pieces  of  baggage  were  disinfected. 

No  new  case  of  plague  was  officially  reported  in  Yokohama  during 
the  three  weeks  prior  to  July  18.  This  subsidence  of  the  disease 
seems  to  have  been  only  temporary,  as  two  new  plague  cases  have  been 
reported  in  the  local  press  since  July  18. 

MEXICO.

[The  attention  of  quarantine  officers,  both  at  foreign  and  domestic 
ports,  is  called  to  the  following  report  from  Tampico,  and  especially 
to  that  portion  of  it  which  relates  to  the  engine  rooms  and  stoKeholes 
of  steamers  at  an  infected  port  and  the  liability  of  mosquitoes  making 
these  portions  of  the  vessel  harbors  of  refuge:] 

Tampico,  Mexico,  August  19^  190S. 

Sir:  In  accordance  with  instructions  contained  in  Bureau  letter  of 
the  31st  ultimo,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report: 

The  city  of  Tampico  is  situated  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Rio  Panuco, 
about  6  nautical  miles  from  its  mouth,  and  has  an  estimated  population 
of  17,000.  About  3  miles  below  Tampico,  on  the  same  bank  of  the 
river,  is  the  town,  or  settlement,  of  Dona  Cecilia,  where  the  coal  docks 
of  the  Mexican  Central  Railway  are  located,  and  where  the  steamers  of 
the  Pensacola-Tampico  trade  are  discharged.  At  the  mouth  of  the 
Panuco  is  the  small  village  of  La  Barra.  The  hospital  of  the  Mexican 
Central  Railway  is  locat^  here. 

Tampico  is  surrounded  on  every  side  by  lagoons  and  mai*shes,  and 
these,  m  conjunction  with  the  rain-water  barrels  and  open  cisterns 
which  abound  in  the  city,  furnish  unequaled  breeding  places  for  the 
mosquito. 

Dona  Cecilia,  which  is  incorporated  with  Tampico,  as  is  also  La 
Barra,  is  almost  entirely  a  settlement  of  railway  employees  and  dock 
laborers.  These  are,  or  rather  were  before  the  epidemic,  largely 
nonimmunes.  The  dock  laborers  at  present,  however,  are  almost 
entirely  negroes  from  the  British  West  Indies,  the  peons  who  for- 
merly did  much  of  this  work  having  fled  from  the  fever.  It  is  claimed 
by  the  physicians  here  that  these  negroes  are  all  immune.  Dr.  Carri- 
gan,  surgeon  in  charge  of  the  railway  hospital  at  La  Barra,  states 
that  he  has  never  seen  a  case  among  them.  Dr.  Lippincott  makes  the 
same  assertion. 

Tampico  and  Dona  Cecilia  are  undoubtedly  badly  infected  places. 
I  am  informed  by  physicians  who  practice  here  that  there  is  no  part 
of  either  place  in  which  cases  of  fever  have  not  originated  and  are  not 
originating. 

At  La  Barra,  however,  only  a  few  cases  have  developed,  probably 
because  the  strong  sea  breeze  which  blows  almost  constantly  keeps  the 
mosquitoes  down.  The  few  nonimmune  Americans  who  have  thus  far 
escaped  the  fever  have  done  so  by  sleeping  at  La  Barra. 

The  surrounding  country,  both  on  the  railroad  and  water  routes 
inland,  has  had,  I  am  informed,  many  deaths  from  yellow  fever  amon^ 

Eersons  who  have  come  down  to  Tampico,  sickened  there,  and  started 
ack  to  their  homes.  It  is  said  that  canoes  with  natives  in  them  dead 
or  dying  of  the  fever  have  been  found  in  several  instances  up  the  river. 
The  percentage  of  deaths,  if  all  cases  are  reported,  is  very  high. 
Dr.  Matienzo,  the  physician  in  charge  of  the  civil  hospital,  states  that 
it  has  been  over  50  per  cent  in  hospital  practice.  At  the  Mexican 
Central  Hospital  the  results  have  been  better — 94  cases,  with  36  deaths, 
since  May  18. 
Most  of  the  reported  cases  occurring  in  Tampico  have  been  sent  to 
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the  civil  hospital,  where  they  are  put  into  screened  wards.  However, 
in  some  cases  the  patient  is  allowed  to  remain  at  his  home,  in  which 
event  a  kind  of  mosquito  house  with  double  doors  is  erected  around 
the  sick  bed.  There  have  undoubtedly  been  many  unreported  and 
untreated  cases. 

The  stegomjria  is  ubiquitous.  There  is  now  sitting  in  Tampico  a 
medical  commission  sent  by  the  Mexican  National  Government  to 
investigate  and  report  uj)on  the  conditions  there.  Dr.  Del  Rio,  of 
this  Federal  commission,  informed  me  this  morning  that  the  town  of 
Victoria,  about  250  kilometers  north  of  Tampico  on  the  line  of  the 
Monterey  and  Mexican  Gulf  Railway,  was  infected  from  Tampico, 
and  there  had  been  at  the  time  of  his  visit  last  week  5  cases  and  1 
death. 

Since  the  storm  of  the  15th  instant  telegraphic  and  rail  facilities 
have  been  interrupted,  and  there  are  no  recent  reports  from  the  interior. 

The  disinfection  of  vessels  under  the  supervision  of  service  officers 
here  has  been  done  entirely  in  the  Panuco  River  at  points  marked  by 
red  anchors  on  the  accompanying  chart.  As  will  be  seen  by  reference 
to  the  chart,  the  river  is  nowhere  much  over  a  third  of  a  mile  wide,  and 
1  believe  it  is  absolutely  impossible  to  do  a  satisfactory  disinfection  at 
any  point  in  the  river,  because  of  the  great  probability  of  mosquito 
contamination  of  the  vessel  while  or  immediately  after  disinfecting. 
There  are  undoubtedly  days  when,  on  account  of  the  strong  sea  breeze, 
it  would  be  possible  to  disinfect  with  safety  near  the  land  end  of  the 
stone  jetty  at  the  mouth  of  the  river,  but  as  the  disinfected  vessel,  if 
of  any  size,  would  have  to  go  up  the  river  again,  at  least  above  Dona 
Cecilia,  in  order  to  turn  around,  she  would  probably  receive  a  fresh 
influx  of  mosquitoes.  In  fair  weather  it  might  be  possible  to  do  the 
disinfection  a  few  miles  outside  of  the  mouth  of  the  river  without  dan- 
ger of  mosquito  contamination,  but  there  are,  especially  at  this  time 
of  the  year,  many  days  when  this  would  not  be  practicable. 

There  is,  however,  a  point  of  extreme  importance  in  this  matter  of 
disinfection  at  infected  ports  of  departure,  and  that  is  the  possibility 
of  engine  and  fire  rooms  harboring  infected  mosquitoes.  I  have  talked 
with  engineers  of  steamers  on  this  matter,  and  they  inform  me,  with- 
out exception,  that  mosquitoes  are  as  bad  in  the  stokeholes  and  engine 
rooms  when  in  port  as  in  any  other  part  of  their  ships,  but  that  after 
a  vessel  has  been  out  a  day  or  so  tne  mosquitoes  le^ve  these  parts. 
I  have  not  as  yet  been  able  to  catch  any  mosquitoes  in  these  compart- 
ments of  the  vessels  here  that  I  have  visited,  but  one  of  the  engineers 
of  the  steamer  Aiigiist  Belmont  told  me  that  he  had  the  morning  of 
my  visit  been  bitten  by  several  mosquitoes  while  working  in  the  stoke- 
hole about  the  boilers. 

It  would  seem  that  to  be  effective,  fumigation  here  should  comprise 
the  simultaneous  treatment  of  all  parts  of  a  vessel,  including  fire  and 
engine  rooms,  at  some  point  outside  of  the  seaward  end  of  the  jetty. 
I  do  not  believe,  however,  that  this  is  feasible.  There  would  be  some 
danger  to  the  safety  of  a  vessel  in  anchoring  in  an  open  roadstead  and 
closing  up  the  engine  rooms  for  at  least  two  hours. 

It  is  therefore  my  opinion,  in  view  of  the  widespread  character  and 
severity  of  the  epidemic  in  Tampico  and  vicinity,  tne  great  prevalence. 
of  mosquitoes,  and  the  impossibility  of  disinfecting  without  danger  of 
mosquito  infection  during  or  after  the  process,  that  it  is  impracticable 
to  do  an  absolutely  safe  disinfection  of  outward  bound  vessels  at  the 
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port  of  Tampico  at  this  time,  and  I  would  respectfully  recommend  that 
the  unmodified  quarantine  regulations  be  enforced  at  all  Gulf  ports 
against  vessels  from  Tampico.

During  the  week  there  were  34  deaths  from  all  causes,  14  of  which 
were  from  yellow  fever,  4  from  tuberculosis,  1  from  pernicious  fever, 
1  from  puerperal  fever,  and  14  from  noncontagious  causes. 

During  the  week  there  were  34  new  cases  of  yellow  fever  officially 
reported,  which,  with  30  remaining  from  the  previous  week,  make  a 
total  of  64  cases  for  the  week  ended  August  15,  1903. 

During  the  week  yellow  fever  has  been  reported  at  Ciudad  Victoria, 
capital  of  this  State,  where  4  cases  and  1  death  have  occurred.  By 
river  the  infection  has  extended  to  El  Higo  and  Tamuin,  points  about 
300  miles  from  Tampico.  The  captains  of  river  boats  have  informed 
me  that  canoe  men  are  found  dead  or  dying  in  their  boats  all  along  the 
river  banks  from  Tampico  to  these  points. 

The  ship's  carpenter  removed  from  steamship  Jason  on  the  14th 
proved  to  be  ill  with  malarial  fever  and  will  be  discnarged  from  hospital 
to-day.

Ftecantionary  dimifection  of  vessels  for  pm^pose  of  hilling  rcUs^  etc. — 
Statements  of  steamship  companies. 

The  following  is  received  from  Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Cum- 
ming,  at  San  Francisco  quarantine  station,  under  date  of  August  12: 

I  have  the  honor  to  invite  your  attention  to  the  latter  paragraph  of 
Bureau  letter  of  July  31,  1903,  which  directs  me  to  interview  the 
agents  of  the  steamship  companies  having  vessels  arriving  from  ports 
or  places  suspected  of  or  infected  with  plague,  with  a  \iew  to  making 
arrangements  whereby  these  vessels  may  be  unloaded  at  the  city  docks 
protected  with  rat-proof  guards  and  tarred  ropes,  and  to  ascertain  the 
feasibility  of  refumigating  these  vessels  therefor  rats  and  vermin  after 
the  vessels  have  been  unloaded. 

In  compliance  therewith  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  result  of  the 
interviews  as  follows: 

Oceanic  Steamship  Company, — This  line  has  vessels  plying  between 
this  port  and  Sydney,  Auckland,  Pago  Pago,  and  Honolulu;  one 
steamer  between  here  and  Tahiti,  and  one  steamer  between  here  and 
Honolulu.  Upon  the  Sydney  vessels  this  company  already  uses  rat- 
proof  guards  and  disinfects  empty  holds  by  sulphur  each  trip,  the 
state  rooms  being  disinfected  by  formaldehyde.  This  is  done  in  order 
to  obtain  a  certificate  from  the  British  consul  at  this  port,  to  avoid 
quarantine  at  Sydney. 

Oriental  and  Occidental^  Pamfic  Mail^  and  Tayo  Kisen  Kaisa  steam- 
ship companies. — These  lines  maintain  mail  steamers  plying  between 
this  port  and  Honolulu,  Yokohama,  Kobe,  Nagasaki,  Shanghai,  Amoy 
(for  a  few  months  each  year  during  tea  trade),  Hongkong,  with  one 
boat  each  month  to  Manila,  the  three  lines  alternating  in  sending  a 
vessel  there. 

As  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  gather  after  a  most  searching  investi- 
gation and  inquiry  from  all  sources  possible,  except  a  personal  inves- 
tigation, the  following  are  the  conditions  governing  these  lines,  which 
are  by  far  the  most  important  problems  presented  to  the  quarantine 
oflScer  at  this  port,  and  indeed,  under  the  present  conditions,  the  most 
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impoi-tant  problems  presented  to  the  quarantine  service:  At  this  port 
and  Honolulu  these  vessels  lie  at  docks,  and  I  require  from  vessels 
coming  from  Honolulu  a  certificate  from  the  chief  quarantine  officer, 
stating  that  the  vessels  have  complied  with  all  sanitary  precautions 
required  by  me.     Copy  of  his  certificate  is  inclosed  herewith.    In 
every  one  of  the  other  ports  mentioned,  which  include  all  of  the 
dangerous  ports  of  the  Orient   touched   by  these  steamers,   these 
vessels  load  and  unload  in  the  open  water,  and,  after  persistent 
efforts  upon  the  part  of  my  predecessors  and  myself,  almost  all  of 
the  freight  brought  by  them  is  certified  to  by  officers  of  this  service 
stationed  at  these  ports.     Freight  shipped  by  European  shippers  is 
not  certified  to  by  officers  in  Hongkong  and  Yokohama,  my  under- 
standing of  the  reason  for  this  being  they  consider  this  freight  is  kept 
free  from  danger  of  infection  in  the  port  of  departure.     While  I  have 
some  doubt  as  to  the  wisdom  of  this  I  have  no  reason  to  criticise  their 
action.     Freight  from  points  beyond  Hongkong,  which  include  such 
notoriously  infected  places  as  Calcutta,  Singapore,  and  points  in  Java 
and  Sumatra,  are  not  certified  to  by  the  quarantine  officer  in  Hong- 
kong; in  fact  he  could  of  course  not  certify  to  the  origin  of  such  goods. 
Thertc  shipments  consist  chiefly,  from  Calcutta,  of  new  jute  gunnies, 
ai)parently  baled  under  pressure;  from  Singapore,  of  block  tin  and 
CHKn'm;  from  Java,  chiefly  coffee. 

I  always  hold  up  household  goods  and  similar  articles,  even  from 
EurofH»an  Hhippers,  for  disinfection  at  this  port.  Amoy  bills  of  health 
now  nhow  an  average  of  50  deaths  each  day,  but  vessels  lie  in  the  off- 
ing and  only  tea  in  chests  is  brought  from  that  port  direct  At 
.Shanghai  vessels  lie  down  the  river,  and  Acting  Assistant  Surgeon 
liansom  certifies  to  all  freight.  The  Bureau  knows  the  condition  in 
the  other  ports.  Sanitary  Inspector  J.  B.  Fowler  now  certifies  with- 
out exception  all  freight  brought  from  Nagasaki.  Assistant  Surgeon 
Mofiro,  at  Yokohama,  ceitifies  to  such  goods  as  he  considers  would  be 
otherwise  held  under  suspicion.  There  are  frequently  no  steerage 
pfwHcngers  from  Amoy  or  Shanghai;  all  steerage  passengers  and  their 
effects  eniFmrking  from  other  ports  are  bathed  and  effects  disinfected. 
On  one  or  two  steamers  in  which  there  were  appearances  of  fraud  in 
regard  to  *' disinfected  labels"  all  steerage  baggage  was  redisinfected 
by  mo.  Under  ordinary  circumstances,  therefore,  it  will  be  seen  by 
the  aFK)ve  that  the  chief  danger  to  the  vessels  is  a  case  of  plague  going 
aboard  during  the  period  of  incubation,  or  infected  rats  going  aboard 
bctwecin  the  process  of  loading  from  sampans. 

Unfortunately  al)out  every  second  or  third  trip  the  vessels  are  dry 
docked  in  Hongkong  at  the  Kowloon  docks  or  at  the  Commercial  docks 
in  Hongkong,  and  Assistant  Surgeon  Kerr  informs  me  that  both  are 
surrounded  by  plague-infected  areas.     In  accordance  with  my  wishes 
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and  for  their  own  protection  these  vessels  are  fumigated  with  sulphur 
and  charcoal  at  frequent  intervals  while  lying  in  the  harbor  at  Hong- 
kong, and  the  captain  of  the  Coptic  informs  me  that  during  his  last 
trip  he  found  sixty-odd  dead  rats;  on  the  previous  trip  120  dead  rats 
after  such  fumigation. 

In  the  case  of  the  China-America  Commercial  Steamship  Company, 
two  or  three  vessels  of  this  line,  although  coming  via  Mexican  ports, 
have  all  of  their  crews  and  passengers  disinfected  and  freight  certified 
by  our  oflScer  in  Hongkong.  They  bring  no  cabin  passengers,  and  I 
am  reliably  infoi-med  that  owing  to  the  violent  prejudice  existing  in 
Mexico  against  the  impoi-tation  of  Chinese  coolie  labor,  they  have  for 
the  present  abandoned  all  trips  to  Mexico  and  will  now  come  direct 
from  Hongkong,  via  Yokohama,  Kobe,  and  Honolulu,  to  this  port. 
The  representatives  of  these  lines  are  all  willing  to  do  everything  that 
I  suggest  in  sanitary  matters,  apparently,  as  far  as  they  can.  All  are 
willing  to  adopt  the  rat-proof  guards,  and  provided  the  customs  offi- 
cials do  not  object,  to  raise  their  gang  planks  at  night.  The  following 
statements  were  made  by  the  representatives  in  regard  to  the  question 
of  fumigation  at  the  docks  as  a  routine  measure: 

The  Toyo  KLsen  Kaisha  have  no  objection  provided  it  can  be  done  at 
night  and  in  each  hold  as  it  is  emptied,  and  that  it  will  not  interfere 
with  reloading  the  hold  next  day. 

The  Oriental  and  Occidental  Steamship  Company  state  that  they 
now  fumigate  the  vessels'  holds  at  this  port  when  an  opportunity  offers. 

Pacific  Mail  Steamship  Company:  Both  of  these  lines  state,  what  is 
true,  that  all  of  the  holds  of  their  vessels  are  never  emptied,  as  freight 
is  loaded  as  rapidly  as  it  is  unloaded  and  delays  of  twenty-four  hours 
caused  by  fumigation  and  afterwards  aerating  the  holds  would  disar- 
range schedules  made  for  the  vessels. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  service  now  possesses  at  this  port  no 
modern  facilities  for  disinfecting  the  immense  vessels  that  now  come 
to  this  port  at  their  wharves,  and  the  immense  number  of  dutch  ovens 
which  would  be  required  to  fumigate  by  pot  method  these  vessels,  I 
agree  with  the  steamship  companies  in  considering  a  disinfection  at 
the  docks  as  a  routine  measure  not  practicable  at  this  time.  In  case 
of  a  vessel  arriving  here  actually  infected,  the  question  of  commerce 
would  be  at  once  made  a  secondary  consideration  with  me  and  I  would 
compel  the  vessel  to  undergo  the  proper  ref  umigation  notwithstanding 
the  delay  entailed  thereby.  •  I  have  already  written  a  letter  (copy  of 
which  is  inclosed)  to  the  various  lines,  who  have  shown  me  copies  of 
their  orders  to  commanders  of  their  vessels  and  agents  to  strictly 
comply  therewith. 

The  question  of  providing  adequate  facilities  for  disinfection  of  these 
vessels  will  be  made  the  subject  of  another  communication.

Sir:  I  l^g  leave  to  infonn  you  that  on  account  of  the  sanitary  con- 
ditions prevailing  in  and  about  Hongkong  and  Kowloon  it  is  abso- 
lutely necessary  for  me  to  hold  all  vessels  from  that  port  that  have 
lain  in  or  alongside  of  the  docks  unless  they  bear  a  certificate  from  the 
medical  officer  of  this  service  stationed  in  Hongkong  which  satisfies 
me  that  they  have  taken  such  precautions  in  the  way  of  tarred  ropes, 
rat-proof  guards,  and  distance  from  the  wharf  to  the  dock  as  would 
have  prevented  their  becoming  infected  with  rats. 

1  shall  endeavor  to  expedite  matters  in  every  way  compatible  with 
the  sanitary  safety  of  the  country,  and  to  this  end  I  propose,  after 
fumigating  the  holds  of  such  vessels  as  may  need  fumigation,  to  allow 
them  to  proceed  to  the  dock  for  the  discharge  of  their  cargo  with  an 
employee  of  this  service,  who  will  look  out  for  rats  and  take  such 
measures  as  may  be  necessary  to  prove  them  infected  or  noninfected 

On  account  of  the  existence  of  plague  in  the  port  of  Honolulu,  you 
are  requested  to  instruct  the  masters  of  your  vessels  to  comply  with  the 
simple  regulations  laid  down  by  the  chief  quarantine  officer  at  that  port.

21  to  September  1,  1903,  as  follows:

Week  ended  August  22,  1903:  Number  passenger  trains  entering 
from  Mexico  inspected,  14;  persons  inspected  on  trains  from  Mexico, 
473;  immigrants  inspected,  60;  vaccinated  upon  entry,  8;  4  trunks 
and  1  bundle  of  baggage  disinfected  during  week;  persons  detained 
from  Tampico,  2;  Vera  Cruz,  4;  Cordova,  1.  Supervised  disinfection 
of  8  Pullman  sleeping  cars. 

Inspectum  at  ferries  in  vicinity  of  Laredo. 

Angiutt  21^  1903. — To-day  four  persons,  three  days  from  Vera  Cruz, 
arrived  on  morning  train  at  Nuevo  Laredo,  Mexico.     They  had  some 
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baggage.  Public  Health  and  Marine-Hospital  Service  guard  detected 
them.  It  appears  they  crossed  to  this  side  one  by  one  during  the  day 
on  skiffs  or  by  ferry  a  short  distance  below  footbridge,  but  were  detected 
in  city  by  immigration  detective  and  taken  to  detention  camp.  Their 
baggage  had  not  as  yet  arrived.  They  had  arranged  to  have  it  sent 
to  a  hotel  on  this  side.  I  informed  hotel  keeper  and  told  him  if  bag- 
gage arrived  during  the  night  to  have  it  sent  to  detention  camp  for 
disinfection,  as  it  was  from  Vera  Cruz.  Two  of  these  persons  were 
naturalized  Americans  of  Greek  nationality;  others  were  Greeks  not 
naturalized.  They  infonned  me  that  they  learned  on  train  that  they 
would  not  be  allowed  entry  on  railroad  train  or  footbridge,  so  they 
watched  their  chance  and  came  over  singly  by  skiff.  They  had  been 
told  in  Nuevo  Laredo,  where  the  skiffs  were  let.  I  therefore  wired 
bureau  authority  to  nominate  two  guards  to  watch  these  skiffs  or  ferries. 
There  are  several  in  neighborhood  of  city. 

[Note. — Dr.  Hamilton  was  authorized  to  employ  two  additional 
guards  for  ferries.] 

Aitgxist  22^  1903, — Temporary  guards,  two  in  number,  placed  on 
duty  to-day;  one  at  most  frequent  skiff  ferry;  the  other  will  be  one 
night  at  detention  camp  watching  detained  persons,  and  he  will  be 
sent  to-morrow  to  notify  all  skiffs,  not  landing  where  I  have  a  guard 
placed  to  inspect  them,  not  to  carry  passengers  from  Mexico  to  this 
side.  This  guard,  in  conjunction  with  United  States  inspector,  will 
see  that  skiffs  do  not  land  passengers  except  only  at  one  designated 
place. 

Yellow  fever  at  L!i\are8^  Mexico — Reported  present  at  Monterey,

Danger  of  introdu^ition  of  yellow  fever  into  Monterey. 

Aug^ist26, 1903. — The  following  is  received  from  Consul-General 
Hanna,  of  Monterey,  to-day,  under  date  of  August  25,  1903: 

I  understand  that  there  are  several  cases  of  fever  at  Linaces,  but  secretary  of  state 
of  Nuevo  Leon  has  informed  me  oflScially  that  no  persons  from  Tamaulipas  (State) 
are  allowed  to  come  to  Monterey  until  they  have  been  away  from  there  five  days, 
and  that  no  persons  are  allowed  to  come  from  Linares  to  Montemoreles  or  to  Mon- 
terey until  they  have  been  away  five  days,  and  that  travel  from  that  direction  is  now 
0toppe<l  from  all  parts  having  fever. 

I  yesterday  had  information  which  I  considered  reliable  that  yellow 
fever  was  epidemic  at  Linares,  and  again  to-day  I  saw  a  letter  from 
that  place,  which  reached  here  with  letter  of  consul-general,  stating 
that  there  were  14  deaths  daily  from  yellow  fever.  The  city  is  panic- 
stricken.     Linares  is  90  miles  from  Monterey;  8,000  inhabitants. 

Montemorelos,  31  miles  from  Linares  and  69  from  Monterey,  has 
5,000  inhabitants  in  city  proper  and  12,000  in  municipal  district,  with 
intermediate  villages.  Yellow  fever  is  gradually  getting  closer  to 
Monterey,  if  it  has  not  already  reached  there.  Although  Dr.  Turpin 
has  failed  to  find  stegomyia  in  Monterey,  he  told  me  he  caught  mos- 
quitoes at  his  oflSce,  which  is  in  center  of  city.  There  are  more  mos- 
quitoes and  more  likely  to  be  stegomyia  near  the  railroad  depots; 
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therefore  his  findings  prove  nothing  at  present.  I  have  no  doubt  that 
yellow  fever  will  reach  Monterey  this  season,  probably  late,  unless  its 
further  advance  is  stopped  at  Linares,  as  the  country  from  Monte- 
morelos  to  Monterey  is  full  of  small  villages  and  ranches  where  dis- 
ease will  scatter  broadcast.  It  will  then  be  impossible  to  keep  it  out 
of  Monterey.  The  rains  have  been  plentiful  and  mosquito-breeding 
places  are  numerous. 

Conditio7i8  at  Monterey — Precautiotis  taken  hy  Mexican  Government. 

Laredo,  Tex.,  Atigust  17^  1903. 
Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  telegram  dated  August  10, 
1903,  viz: 

Proceed  Monterey.  Submit  nomination  and  place  on  duty  temporary  acting 
assistant  and  three  guards.    Upon  completion  duty  rejoin  station. 

Telegram  received  in  evening  late,  but  selected  temporary  acting 
assistant  and  guards  to  report  to  me  early  in  morning  for  duty. 
August  11  instructed  temporary  acting  assistant  on  train;  also  placed 
on  duty  guards,  one  on  footbridge,  the  other  two  at  railroad  bridge. 

1  took  afternoon  train  of  August  11  for  Monterey  and  telegraphed 
bureau  from  Nuevo  Laredo,  Mexico,  1  had  left  for  Monterey.  August 
12  arrived  at  Monterey. 

Monterey,  Mexico,  the  capital  of  the  State  of  Nuevo  Leon,  has 
about  75,000  inhabitants,  probably  more  including  the  municipality, 
with  an  area  of  26i  square  miles.  The  altitude  of  city  is  1,624  feet. 
Distance  by  railroad  from  Laredo,  Tex.,  168  miles;  from  Eagle  Pass, 
Tex.,  284  miles;  from  Tampico,  322  miles;  from  Victoria  (now 
infected),  175  miles;  from  Linares  (1  case  yellow  fever  in  July),  90 
miles. 

I  found  the  streets  fairly  clean.  The  central  portion  of  the  city  is 
paved  with  semivitrified  brick  and  cobblestone.  The  center  of  city  is 
pretty  well  drained,  being  rolling.  The  three  trunk  lines  of  railroads, 
viz,  Mexican  Central,  National  de  Mexico,  and  International,  have 
their  freight  and  passenger  depots  in  the  same  part  of  city  within  a 
few  blocks  of  each  other.  This  is  a  low  part  of  the  city  and  water 
accumulates  and  stands  for  some  time,  therefore  a  good  breeding 
ground  for  mosquitoes. 

Consul-General  Hanna,  who  had  been  taking  quite  an  interest  in  the 
quarantine  and  health  of  city,  was  pleased  that  1  had  come  to  look 
over  situation;  he  knew  of  no  cases  nor  suspicion  of  cases,  and  he  fre- 
quently inquires.  Visited  railroad  engineer  reported  sick  with 
yellow  fever  at  Monterey  Hospital  (he  was  reported  at  Laredo  to 
be  under  quarantine  or  guard)  that  evening,  and  I  found  him  not 
under  guard  and  suffering  from  an  attack  of  appendicitis. 

I  saw  Doctor  Turpin,  at  one  time  acting  assistant  surgeon  Marine- 
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Hospital  Service,  at  Mexico  City  during  1899.  He  had  not  seen  any- 
thing to  arouse  his  suspicions.  He  also  informed  me  that  he  had 
caught  and  examined  several  mosquitoes  and  as  yet  had  not  found  any 
stegomyia. 

Morning  of  the  13th  1  had  a  consultation  with  the  governor  of  the 
State,  who  received  me  cordially  and  told  me  the  steps  he  had  taken 
to  prevent  the  introduction  of  the  disease.  He  confirmed  my  infor- 
mation about  Linares  having  had  yellow  fever.  He  stated  the  latter 
part  of  July  a  person  died  there  from  fever,  having  come  from  Tam- 
pieo.  No  cases  since  then,  but  it  now  should  have  a  crop  from  that 
case,  and  1  therefore  consider  it  suspicious  and  persons  from  there  are 
detained. 

The  governor  informed  me  that  a  lazaretto  and  detention  station 
were  being  completed  at  Maguierar,  a  station  on  the  border  lino  of  the 
State.  There  are  practically  no  inhabitants  at  this  point.  The  build- 
ings are  to  be  quite  complete,  consisting  of  buildings  to  accommodate 
thode  having  disease,  suspicious  cases,  and  persons  detained  but  not 
having  any  suspicious  disease;  also  accommodations  for  physicians  and 
employees,  etc.  This  is  to  be  completed  about  the  end  of  the  coming 
week,  so  that  it  can  be  occupied.  It  will  cost,  when  finished,  $20,000 
(Mexican). 

I  obtained  a  written  order  from  the  governor  to  those  in  charge  of 
death  register  records  to  allow  me  to  see  them  myself.  During  the 
day  I  made  the  acquaintance  of  and  interviewed  eight  physicians,  and, 
although  they  nearly  all  had  cases  of  typhoid  fever  on  hand,  none  had 
anything  suspicious.  I  had  a  consultation  with  the  British  vice-consul, 
a  practicing  physician,  who  was  at  Monterey  during  the  former  epi- 
demic of  1898,  and  he  assured  me  of  nothing  at  present.  I  examined 
the  record  of  deaths  during  month  of  August  from  1st  to  14th,  inclu- 
sive, and  found  typhoid  fever  4,  remittent  fever  3,  pernicious  inter- 
mittent 1,  other  causes  80;  total,  88  for  fourteen  days. 

The  status  as  I  found  it  at  present  between  Monterey  and  Tam- 
pico  is  as  follows:  A  shuttle  passenger  train  leaves  Tampico  daily  for 
a  point  named  Gonzales,  61  miles  from  Tampico.  All  passengers  are 
inspected  at  Tampico,  temperature  taken,  etc.  At  Gonzales,  three 
hours  from  Tampico,  a  change  of  cars,  temperature,  pulse,  and  gen- 
eral condition,  with  name  of  person,  are  noted  on  a  card  retained  by 
passenger.  Just  before  arriving  at  Victoria,  the  capital  of  the  State, 
another  similar  inspection  is  made  and  noted  on  person's  card,  and  all 
persons  destined  for  Victoria  are  required  to  f uniish  their  addresses. 
Victoria  is  divided  into  districts  and  a  physician  appointed  for  each 
district.  These  addresses  are  furnished  to  physician  in  charge  of 
district  where  person  resides  or  lives  for  the  present  and  the  doctor 
visits  him  daily  for  ten  days.  If  anything  develops  he  is  isolated  and 
protected  from  mosquitoes.     Victoria  has  an  altitude  of  1,473  feet.

population  about  10,000,  and  is  about  six  hours  distant  by  rail  from 
Tampico. 

Passengers  are  again  now  inspected  at  State  line,  where  there  is  a 
detention  station  nearing  completion.  All  those  showing  symptoms 
are  detained.  Others  have  temperature,  etc.,  noted  on  card,  and  pro- 
ceed. Again  at  Linares  an  inspection  is  made,  as  before,  with  same 
precaution.  Linares  has  a  population  of  about  8,000;  altitude,  1,187 
feet — that  is  the  last  inspection  on  line.  No  fruit  from  infected  places 
is  allowed  to  enter  Monterey.  Freight  trains  with  crews  run  through 
to  Tampico;  but  train  is  supposed  to  be  ready  at  Tampico  for  inmie- 
ate  return;  but  1  am  informed  by  railroad  employees  that  sometimes 
they  are  delayed  there  from  two  to  four  hours.  The  crews  live  in 
Monterey  (which  is  bad).  Cars  are  disinfected  with  sulphur  dioxide 
at  Gonzales,  and  since  my  arrival  they  have  commenced  refumigating 
cars  at  State  line  with  same  disinfectant.  I  am  to  be  informed  of  first 
suspicious  case  at  Monterey. 

There  is  no  precaution  taken  where  passenger  goes  after  arrival  at 
Monterey.  No  disinfection  of  baggage.  Between  Victoria  and  Tam- 
pico the  Federal  and  State  health  authorities  are  erecting  a  lazarejtto 
which  will  cost  $40,000;  therefore  I  suppose  with  sufficient  buildings 
for  all  purposes,  but  no  detention  of  well  passengers  or  persons. 

After  leaving  Monterey  at  a  siding  called  Sanchez,  12  miles  from 
United  States  border,  a  quarantine  has  been  established  by  the  city  of 
Nuevo  Laredo,  Mexico,  against  Tampico  and  Victoria,  where  all 
persons  from  those  points  are  detained  and  a  certificate  issued  to  them 
of  such  detention;  also  all  persons,  not  train  crew,  found  on  freight 
trains  are  arrested  and  detained  irrespective  of  where  they  claim  to 
be  from.  Freight  trains  as  a  rule  pass  this  place  at  night.  I  found 
they  had  six  persons  in  detention,  taken  from  freight  trains.  This  is 
of  great  benefit  to  service  at  this  port,  as  the  freight  trains  arrive  at 
Nuevo  Laredo  at  night  and  are  broken  up  as  such  at  that  place.  The 
passenger-train  inspection  does  not  amount  to  much. 

I  believe  it  is  probable  that  yellow  fever  will  reach  Monterey. 
There  has  been  an  abundance  of  rain  and  the  breeding  grounds  for 
mosquitoes  about  and  in  Monterey  are  plentiful.

CHINA. 

Report  from  Jlongkong — Pl<igue  and  cholera. 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  McMullen  reports,  July  22,  as  follows: 
During  the  week  endea  July  18,  1903,  10  vessels,  with  664  crew  and 
393  passengei-s  (202  cabin  and  191  steerage),  were  inspected  and 
granted  bills  of  health;  422  of  the  crew  and  173  steerage  passengers 
were  bathed  and  597  pieces  of  baggage  disinfected.  Plague  continues 
to  decrease,  and  only  18  cases,  with  9  deaths,  were  reported  during  the 
week  (1  Portuguese,  1  Japanese,  and  16  Chinese).  One  fatal  case  of 
cholera  (Chinese)  was  the  only  other  communicable  disease  reported 
for  the  week.  From  January  to  July  18,  1903,  inclusive,  there  have 
been  reported  1,350  cases  of  plague  in  Hongkong  and  adjacent  dis- 
tricts, and  7  of  cholera.  All  of  the  cholera  cases  occuri-ed  in  May, 
June,  and  July.  The  total  deaths  from  all  causes  during  June  in  the 
colony — estimated  population  300,600 — was  702. 

Report  from  Shanghai — Inspection  of  vessels — Mortality — Small  pox. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Ransom  i-eports,  July  22,  as  follows:  Dur- 
ing the  week  ended  July  18,  1903,  there  were  inspected  3  vessels,  228 
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crew,  62  cabin  and  160  steerage  passengers.    The  number  of  pieces  of 
freight  visaed  was  28,451. 

Communicable  diseases  were  reported  to  the  municipal  health  officer 
as  follows:  Smallpox,  1  death;  typhoid  fever,  3  cases;  diphtheria,  2 
deaths.    The  total  mortality  was  3  foreigners  and  146  natives. 


COLOMBIA. 


Report  from  Bocas  del  Toro^  fruit  port — Smallpox  decreasing. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Osterhout  reports  as  follows:  Week  ended 
August  18,  1903.  Present  officially  estimated  population  not  obtain- 
able. No  deaths  from  smallpox;  number  of  deaths  from  other  causes, 
3;  nrevailing  diseases,  smallpox  and  malarial  fever. 

General  sanitary  condition  of  this  port  and  the  surrounding  country 
during  the  week,  not  good.

Report  from,  Liirvon^  fruit  port — Yellow  fever  in  Liriion  and  vicinity  • 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Gruver  reports  as  follows:  Week  ended 
August  20,  1903.  Census  population,  4,000;  number  of  cases  of  yel- 
low fever,  4 — deaths,  2;  number  of  deaths  from  other  causes,  6;  pre- 
vailing diseases,  yellow  fever  and  malarial  diseases. 

One  death  reported  above  is  that  of  an  American,  Claud  Brewer,  of 
Gulfport,  Miss.  He  was  employed  as  stockman  on  one  of  the  United 
Fruit  Company's  farms  at  Guapiles  and  admitted  to  that  company's 
hospital  in  Limon  on  August  5,  suffering  from  malaria.  He  contracted 
yellow  fever  and  died  on  August  16. 

General  sanitary  condition  of  this  port  and  the  surrounding  country 
during  the  week^  very  poor.  Yellow  fever  infection  seems  to  be  wide- 
spread. El  Noticiero,  a  paper  published  in  San  Jose,  reports  4  deaths 
from  yellow  fever  at  Zent,  a  small  town  about  25  miles  from  Limon. 
El  Dia,  also  published  in  San  Jose,  reports  that  2  cases  of  yellow  fever 
were  admitted  to  the  hospital  San  Juan  del  Dios  from  places  along  the 
line  to  Limon.     This  hospital  is  in  San  Jose. 

Two  of  the  cases  reported  this  week  from  Limon  came  from  Matina, 
about  24  miles  from  here.  One  is  Mrs.  H.  J.  Mills,  an  English  woman, 
who  died  in  the  Costa  Rica  Railroad  hospital  here  on  August  20.  Her 
husband  is  now  ill  of  the  same  disease  in  the  same  hospital.

Health  co7idit!o7u  for  the  nu/nth  of  June^  1903 — Sarittary  cattditlons 

in  Saiitiago. 

The  following  is  received  from  Minister  Squiers,  under  date  of 
August  12: 

In  the  district  of  Habana  the  death  rate  decreased  in  June  to  400 
against  448  of  the  preceding  thirty  days  and  against  540  in  June 
of  last  year,  and  is  the  lowest  figure  for  the  month  of  June  ever 
recorded  in  tlabana  as  far  back  as  reliable  statistics  can  be  obtained. 
This  is  unquestionably  a  tine  showing,  especially  when  it  is  remem- 
bered that  yellow  fever  and  other  contagious  diseases  have  been  pre- 
vailing in  the  neighboring  Mexican  ports  with  which  Habana  is  in 
constant  communication.  Two  cases  of  yellow  fever  came  on  ships 
from  Tampico,  but  they  were  very  promptly  attended  to  and  no  propa- 
gation has  occurred. 

The  whole  island  is  free  from  smallpox  and  yellow  fever.  In  many 
of  the  provinces  the  death  I'ate  ha«  been  abnormally  low  for  the  time 
of  year,  owing  principally  to  the  improved  methods  of  sanitation. 
Santiago  de  Cuba  is  the  only  exception  to  the  uniformly  good  reports, 
the  death  rate  in  that  city  having  risen  from  77  to  121.  This  excep>- 
tionally  sudden  change  is  due  to  an  epidemic  of  enteritis  which  has 
broken  out  among  chudreu  of  tender  age,  and  is  probably  caused  by 
the  long  drought  which  prevailed  in  that  district  before  the  rainy 
season  set  in.  Already  proper  precautions  have  been  taken  to  clear 
away  the  filth  which  accumulated  owing  to  the  drought,  and  there  is 
every  reason  to  believe  that  it  will  soon  be  brought  under  control. 
Moreover,  the  GoveVnment  contemplates  building  a  proper  aqueduct 
at  Santiago,  and  when  that  is  done  there  is  no  reason  whv  Santiago 
should  not  be  one  of  the  healthiest  cities  on  the  island.  I'he  United 
States  vice-consul  at  Santiago  reports  that  during  the  month  of  July 
the  sanitary  condition  of  the  city  was  exceedingly  good  and  that  the 
greatest  care  and  attention  were  given  to  sanitation.

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  McMahon  repoits,  August  25,  as  follows: 
Week  ended  August  15, 1903:  One  bill  ot  health  issued  to  vessel  going 
to  a  port  in  the  United  States.     The  vessel  was  in  good  sanitary  con- 
dition and  no  sickness  on  board. 

Mortuary  report:  Tuberculosis,  2;  tetanus  (infantile),  1;  pernicious 
fever,  1;  ententis,  1;  malaria,  2;  other  causes,  10;  total,  17. 
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Week  ended  Aupfust  22,  1903:  Four  bills  of  health  issued  to  vessels. 
All  in  good  sanitary  condition  and  no  sickness. 

Mortuary  report  for  this  week  not  yet  received. 

I  am  informed  by  the  local  quarantine  officer  for  the  Cuban  Govern- 
ment that  quarantine  has  been  established  against  all  Central  American 
ports,  as  well  as  Mexico.  Upon  arrival  or  vessels  at  this  port  from 
any  of  the  above  ports  they  are  placed  in  quarantine  and  the  cargo  is 
discharged  by  immunes,  and  any  passengers  that  may  be  on  the  ves- 
sels are  placed  in  quarantine  for  a  period  of  five  days.  None  of  the 
crew  are  allowed  to  go  ashore. 

A  vessel  arriving  here  to-day  from  Puerto  Cabello,  Venezuela, 
brings  a  bill  of  health  stating  that  there  is  yellow  fever  in  the  interior 
of  that  country,  and  infectious  dysentery  present  in  the  city.  The 
vessel  was  placed  in  quarantine  here. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  this  city  remains  very  good;  no  quaran- 
tinable  disease  reported  in  the  district.

Hongkong. — During  the  period  from  the  14th  to  the  27th  of  June 
there  were  registered  in  Hongkong  106  cases  of  plague,  with  82  deaths. 

BHtish  South  Africa. — In  Cape  Colony,  between  the  5th  and  11th 
July,  6  cases  of  plague  were  registered,  viz,  3  in  Queenstown.  2  in 
Port  Elizabeth,  and  1  in  East  London. 

Brazil. — ^In  Rio  de  Janeiro,  between  the  8th  of  June  and  6th  of  July, 
six  persons  died  of  plague. 

New  Caledonia. — According  to  a  communication  dated  August  6, 
there  have  occurred  in  the  north  of  New  Caledonia  62  cases  of  plague, 
with  53  deaths. 

Plague  and  cholera* 

British  India. — In  Calcutta,  during  the  period  from  June  28  to 
July  4,  15  persons  died  of  plague  and  27  persons  died  of  cholera.

Turkey. — According  to  Bulletin  No.  19,  of  July  27,  there  have

According  to  Bulletin  No.  20,  dated  August  3,  a  further  spread  of 
cholera  has  occurred,  there  being  registered  in  Svria  333  new  cases 
(with  288  deaths). 

Death  rate  of  Berlin. 

The  death  rate  of  Berlin  for  the  week  ended  August  1  was  higher 
than  it  has  been  for  any  week  during  the  current  year.  It  amounted, 
calculated  on  the  year,  to  17.5  per  thousand  of  the  population  (as 
against  16.9  in  the  foregoing  week^,  and  was  considerably  nigher  than 
the  rate  for  the  correspjonding  week  of  last  year,  in  whicn  it  amounted 
to  14.4.  In  spite  of  this  increased  mortality,  howeyer,  only  7  of  the 
large  (lerman  cities  showed  more  favorable  health  conditions  than 
Berlin,  viz,  Bremen,  Dresden,  Charlottenburg  (15,2),  Schoeneberg 
(14.3),  Crefeld,  Stuttgart,  and  Kiel. 

The  following  cities,  among  others,  had  considerably  higher  rates 
than  Berlin,  namely:  Munich,  Nuremberg,  Hamburg,  Hanover,  Cassel, 
Carlsruhe,  Leipzig,  Strassburg,  Cologne,  Dortmund,  Magdeburg, 
Breslau,  KOnigsberg,  while  the  figures  of  mortality  of  the  following 
places  were  more  than  double  uie  rate  of  Berlin,  viz:  Stettin  and 
Halle  (London,  Paris,  and  Vienna  having  on  the  other  hand  some- 
what more  favorable  figures  than  Berlin).  Children  in  the  first  year 
of  life  participated  largely  in  the  mortality  during  the  week  under 
discussion,  while  the  number  of  deaths  among  the  higher-age  classes 
decreased  somewhat.  The  mortality  rate  among  infants  rose  to  8.3 
per  year  and  thousand,  being,  however,  only  one-third  that  of  Stettin 
and  Halle,  but  higher  than  the  rate  for  Hamburg,  Munich,  and  Dres- 
den. There  was  again  an  important  increase  in  the  number  of  cases 
of  acute  intestinal  disease,  which  caused  217  deaths.  One  hundred  and 
eleven  persons  died  of  cholerine.  Acute  diseases  of  the  respiratory 
organs  showed  a  slight  increase  and  claimed  44  victims.  There 
occurred  also  ^^  deaths  from  phthisis  pulmonalis  and  39  persons  died 
of  cancer.  Furthermore,  there  were  registered  5  deaths  from  diph- 
theria, 6  deaths  from  measles;  and  2  deaths  from  scarlet  fever. 
Twelve  persons  died  by  violence. 

The  oeath  rate  of  Berlin  for  the  week  ended  August  8  was  lower 
than  in  the  two  foregoing  weeks.  It  amounted,  calculated  on  the  year, 
to  16.3  per  thousand  of  the  population  (as  compared  with  17.5  in  the 
foregoing  week),  but  this  rate  was  considerably  higher  than  that  for 
the  corresponding  week  of  last  year,  in  which  it  amounted  to  only  12.6 
per  thousand.  Among  the  various  other  large  German  towns,  the 
following  showed  more  favorable  figures  than  Berlin,  viz,  Munich, 
Hamburg,  Stuttgart,  Crefeld,  Kiel,  Charlottenburg  (with  14.0),  and 
SchOneberg  (with  10.6  per  thousand).  In  the  following  towns,  how- 
ever, the  death  rate  was  considerably  higher  than  that  of  Berlin, 
namely,  Dresden,  Hanover,  Frankfort-on-the-Main,  Nuremberg,  Karls- 
ruhe, KOnigsberg,  Stettin,  Breslau,  Leipzig,  Cologne,  Brunswick, 
and  Magdeburg.  The  death  rate  of  Paris  was  aLsoTiigher  than  the 
Berlin  figure,  while  that  of  London  and  Vienna  was  lower.  The  parti- 
cipation of  children  in  the  first  year  of  life  in  the  mortality  was  not  so 
great  as  in  the  second  half  of  July.  The  death  rate  among  infants 
amounted  to  7.2  per  year  and  mille  (as  compared  with  8.3  in  the  fore- 
going week),  this  being  only  one-fourth  of  tne  Stettin  rate,  but  higher 
than  the  Munich  and  Ham\)urg  figures.  There  was  a  marked  al^te- 
ment  with  acute  diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs,  which,  however. 
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caused  28  deaths.  There  was  also  a  slight  decrease  in  the  number  of 
cases  of  intestinal  disease,  which  claimed  192  victims  (in  the  foregoing 
week  217).  There  were  registered  100  deaths  from  cholerine  (92  among 
infants).  Diphtheria  caused  4,  scarlet  fever  7,  and  measles  5  deaths. 
Furthei-more  there  occurred  2  deaths  from  typhus,  and  10  persons 
died  by  violence.

JAPAN. 

R^ortfrorn  Yokohama — Pla^gue  and  cholerine. 

Assistant  Surgeon  Moore  reports,  July  31,  as  follows: 
During  the  week  ended  July  25, 1903,  two  vessels,  having  an  aggre- 
gate personnel  of  190  crew  and  231  passengers,  were  inspected,  103  steer- 
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age  passengers  were  bathed,  and  215  pieces  of  baggage  were  disinfected. 
For  the  above  period  no  official  report  of  contagious  diseases  in  Yoko- 
hama has  been  received,  but  newspaper  reports  indicate  that  three  new 
cases  of  plague  occurred  in  this  city  during  the  week  ended  July  25. 
Cases  of  cholerine  are  reported  in  the  vernacular  journals  from  vari- 
ous parts  of  Japan,  among  them  the  port  of  Kobe,  also  Ehirae  Ken  in 
the  island  of  Snikoku.  No  authenticated  cases  of  cholera  have  been 
reported  to  me  as  occurring  in  the  vicinity  of  Yokohama  during  the 
present  year.  Dysentery  and  gastro-intestinal  diseases  seem  to  be 
rather  prevalent  in  Yokohama  at  present. 


MEXICO. 

End  of  plague  at  Ba{/io. 

Doctor  Liceaga  reports  August  29,  that  the  focus  of  plague  at 
Bagio  is  extinct,  that  there  is  absolutely  no  plague  at  Mazatlan,  and 
protests  against  quarantine  which  is  unnecessary.

Several  heavy  rains  have  cleaned  surface 
soil,  but  caused  increase  of  mosquitoes. 

The  two  cases  of  yellow  fever  noted  above  originated  in  Progreso, 
both  subjects  being  Spaniards.  One  case  reported  here  August  19 
died  yesterday;  the  second  case,  also  Spaniard,  reported  last  night,  is 
in  pesthouse  and  is  probably  fatal.  Last  case  prior  to  these  was 
reported  dead  July  28  last.

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During  the  week  there  were  38  deaths  from  all  causes,  of  which  19 
were  from  yellow  fever,  3  from  tuberculosis,  1  from  pernicious  fever, 
and  15  from  nonconta^ous  causes. 

There  were  during  tne  week  24  new  cases  of  yellow  fever  officially 
reported;  this  with  35  cases  remaining  from  the  previous  week  made 
a  total  of  59  cases.  This  shows  some  improvement  over  last  week 
in  the  number  of  new  cases,  but  1  believe  this  to  be  due  more  to  the 
fact  that  very  few  nonimmunes  remain  in  Tampico  than  to  any  dimi- 
nution in  the  infection.  I  have  been  informed  that  the  district  known 
as  the  Huasteca,  on  the  Panuco  River,  is  badly  infected,  but  there  has 
been  no  wav  in  which  I  could  ascertain  the  number  of  cases  or  deaths. 

The  ship^s  caipenter  of  the  steamship  Santiago  of  the  Ward  Une 
was  removed  to  the  city  hospital  one  hour  before  sailing  on  the  20th 
with  temperature  38.8;  proved  malarial  fever  and  was  discharged  from 
hospital  on  the  24th. 

One  of  the  stewards  of  steamship  Aiigiist  Bdnwnt  was  sent  to  the 
hospital  on  the  20th,  temperature  39.8;  also  proved  malaria  and  was 
discnarged  on  the  23d. 

Report  from  Vera  Cruz — Mortality  statistics — Yellow  J^ever — [ji  crease 
m  number  of  deaths  from  ydlow  fever  and  malarial  fever. 

Assistant  Surgeon  Goldberger  reports,  August  17,  as  follows: 
During  the  week  ended  August  15,  1903,  61  deaths  from  all  causes 
were  recorded  in  the  city,  of  which  15  were  due  to  yellow  fever,  10 
to  malarial  fevers,  and  6  to  tuberculosis. 

Attention  has  already  been  invited,  in  previous  reports,  to  the  pro- 
gressive increase  in  the  number  of  reported  cases  of  yellow  fever. 
There  has  recently  been  an  increase  also  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
death  due  to  malaria.  The  eestivo-autumnal  infection  is  somewhat  the 
more  common  type,  and  the  more  pernicious  form  simulates  yellow 
fever  so  closely  that  a  careful  examination  of  the  blood  is  frequently 
necessary  to  aistinguish  one  from  the  other,  and  in  some  of  these 
cases,  even  where  the  small,  delicate,  ring-shaped  organism  is  found 
in  the  blood,  one  can  not  help  but  suspect  a  coexistant  yellow  fever.

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During  the  week  there  were  9  cases  of  yellow  fever  officially  re- 
ported; remaining  from  the  previous  week  17,  making  a  total  of  26 
case^  for  the  week  ended  August  29. 

There  were  22  deaths  recorded  from  all  causes,  of  which  6  were  from 
yellow  fever,  2  from  tuberculosis,  2  from  pernicious  fever,  1  from 
cachexia  palustris,  1  from  tetanus,  and  10  from  noncontagious  causes. 

This  shows  a  decided  improvement  in  number  of  cases  and  deaths, 
probably  due  to  there  being  very  few  nonimmunes  remaining  in  this 
city. 

The  surrounding  country  is  still  badly  infected. 

John  Tesclier,  of  the  British  steamship  Te^an^  was  removed  and  sent 
to  hospital  on  August  25  with  a  temperature  of  40^;  proved  malarial 
and  was  discharg^  from  hospital  on  August  29.

Assistant  Surgeon  Goldherger  reports,  August  31,  as  follows: 
During  the  week  ended  August  29,  1903,  there  was  recorded  in  this 
city  a  total  of  130  deaths  from  all  causes;  of  these,  36  were  due  to  yellow 
fever,  9  to  tuberculosis,  and  18  to  malaria. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  port  is  much  as  at  the  date  of  mv  last 
report.  With  the  first  of  next  month  the  authorities  expect  to  l)egin 
their  campaign  against  yellow  fever.  Judging  from  the  considerable 
increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  malarial  disease,  a  sanitar}^  campaign 
against  this  disease  would  be  highly  desirable.

PERU. 

Recurrence  ofplagiie  on  littoral  of  Petni  and  northern  Bolivia. 

The  following  is  received  from  Minister  Dudley  at  Lima,  under 
date  of  August  13:  Within  a  few  days  bubonic  plague  has  reappeared 
upon  the  coast  of  Peru  at  Mollendo,  the  port  of  Arequipa  and  north- 
ern Bolivia  (including  La  Paz),  and  at  Pacasmayo,  about  250  miles 
north  of  Callao.  The  number  of  cases  thus  far  reported  is  small,  but 
shipping  from  the  two  ports  named  is,  of  course,  subjected  to  rigid 
quarantine  at  all  other  Peruvian  ports. 

Little  surprise  is  felt  at  the  return  of  the  plague  in  view  of  the  out- 
break in  May  at  Callao  and  Pisco,  and  its  existence  for  several  weeks 
past  at  Iquique  and  Valparaij^o.  It  has  in  truth  never  disappeared 
from  the  coast  of  these  adjoining  Republics  since  it  apj)eared  at  Callao 
over  three  months  ago.

El  Paso,  Tex. — Acting  Assisting  Surgeon  Alexander  reports,  Sep- 
tember 5,  1903,  as  follows:  Week  ended  September  5, 1903.  Mexican 
CJentml  passengers  inspected,  206;  Rio  Grande  and  Pacific  passengers 
inspected,  23;  Mexican  immigrants  inspected,  108;  special  inspection 
of  Syrian  immigmnts,  3;  soiled  linen  imported  for  laundry,  inspected; 
special  inspection  of  travelers  from  Vera  Cruz,  Mexico,  2;  disin- 
fection of  soiled  linen  imported  for  laundry,  522  pieces;  disinfection 
of  baggage  of  passengers  from  Vera  Cruz;  detention  of  2  passengers 
from  Vera  Cruz  for  two  days. 

Laredo,  Tex. — Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Hamilton  reports,  August 
30,  1903,  as  follows: 

Number  of  passenger  trains  entering 
from  Mexico  inspected,  14;  persons  on  passenger  trains  entering  from 
Mexico  inspected,  575;  immigrants  inspected,  48;  immigrants  vacci- 
nated upon  entry,  4;  1  person  three  days  out  from  Vera  Cruz  refused 
entry;  22  persons  from  eight  to  twelve  hours  out  from  Monterey 
detained;  supervised  disinfection  of  7  Pullman  sleeping  cars. 

Quarantine  station  estahlished  by  Mexican  authoriti^  an  the  Mexican 
National  Railroad — Detention  of  passengers, 

Laredo,  Tex.,  September  b,  1903. 
Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  the  bureau  that  a  quarantine  sta- 
tion has  been  established  12  miles  from  the  border  on  the  Mexican 
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National  Railroad  by  the  Mexican  authorities  for  the  purpose  of  detain- 
ing for  five  days  (complete)  all  persons  from  Monterey,  Mexico,  or 
any  place  infected  with  yellow  fever.  There  are  no  habitations  near 
said  station  and  the  railroad  company  have  placed  two  passenger 
coaches  on  switch  for  accommodation  of  persons  detained.  They  also 
have  several  tents.  This  has  simplified  the  quarantine  situation  here 
considerably. 

Since  the  establishment  of  said  station  only  one  person  has  passed  that 
station — that  is,  he  escaped.  We  were  immediately  notified  and  he 
was  in  Laredo  only  a  few  hours  when  found  and  returned  to  the  Mex- 
ican authorities.  The  through  Mexico  train  (passenger)  does  not  stop 
between  Sal  til  lo  and  Lampazos,  68  nyles  south  of  Monterey  and  95 
miles  north  of  Monterey,  either  going  north  or  south.  Persons  board- 
ing train  at  Saltillo  have  United  States  consular  certificates  as  evidence 
of  having  been  there  five  or  more  days.  Freight-train  crews  from 
Nuevo  Laredo,  Mexico,  do  not  run. to  Monterey,  but  receive  their 
trains  at  a  station  this  (north)  side  of  Montei'ey. 

State  Health  OflScer  G.  K.  Tabor,  after  visiting  Monterey,  thought 
it  advisable  to  continue  quarantine.  He  informed  me  he  would  send 
an  inspector  there.  1  have  not  learned  of  any  yellow-fever  cases 
originating  in  Monterey,  Mexico.

During  the  week  end^  August  1,  1903,  14  vessels,  with  1,107  crew 

and  650  passengers  (294  cabin  and  356  steerage),  were  inspected  and 

granted  bills  of  health;  893  crew  and  329  steerage  were  bathed,  and 

1,239  pieces  baggage  disinfected. 

Only  10  cases  of  plague,  5  in  the  city  of  Victoria  and  5  in  adjacent 
districts,  were  reported  for  the  week,  with  6  deaths.  Of  this  number, 
6  were  Chinese,  2  Indians,  and  1  each  European  and  Filipino.

Pernicimis  malarial  fever  at  Daiquiri, 

The  following  is  received  from  Minister  Squiers,  at  Habana,  under 
date  of  September  5,  1903:  I  have  consulted  with  Dr.  Finlay,  who 
informs  me  that  between  January  1  and  July  31  there  were  78  cases 
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of  bsematuric  fever  in  the  hospital  at  Daiquiri,  Province  of  Santiago, 
and  that  none  were  fatal  in  January,  1  in  February,  none  in  March,  1 
in  April,  none  in  June.  3  in  July.  Since  then  there  has  been  only  1 
death.  Habana  Healtn  Report  for  August  will  show  472  deaths  as 
compared  with  533  in  1902. 

Note. — Blackwater  fever  was  reported,  July  30,  as  prevalent  in 
Costa  Rica.     (See  Public  Health  Reports,  Aug.  14,  1903,  p.  1351.) 

Severe  forms  of  malarial  disease  in  Daiquiri. 

[Cablegram.] 

Habana,  Cuba. 
(Received  in  Washington  September  8,  1903.) 
Wyman,  Washington: 

Guiteras  reports  no  yellow  fever  nor  epidemic  disease,  Daiquiri  nor 
Santiago.  Daiquiri  has  severe  malaria;  38  black  water  since  January, 
6  fatal.     August  only  two.     Both  cured. 

FiNLAY. 

Hematuria  or  hemoglobinuric  fever  {tnalarid). 

The  following  is  received  from  Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Wilson 
at  Santiago,  under  date  of  September  5: 

This  fever  attacks  persons  who  have  suffered  from  several  attacks 
of  intermittent  malarial  fever. 

Symptoms. — It  commences  with  very  heavy  chills,  which  last  from 
fifteen  to  twenty  minutes,  high  fever  of  40°,  urine  colored  with  hemo- 
globin, then  changing  to  the  color  of  black  blood.  In  many  cases  the 
first  symptom  is  the  hematuria,  pain  in  all  the  joints,  anxiety.  At 
the  end  of  six  hours,  or  before  in  some  cases,  the  patient  begins  vom- 
iting, at  first  slightlv  bilious,  later,  at  the  end  of  twelve  bout's,  chang- 
ing to  the  color  oi  apiol.  The  vomiting  becomes  very  difficult  to 
control,  persisting,  in  very  serious  cases,  for  four  days  after  the 
cessation  of  the  fever. 

About  six  hours  from  the  commencement  of  the  attack  the  patient 
begins  to  assume  a  yellow  color,  more  or  less  pronounced,  in  propor- 
tion to  the  gravity  of  the  attack,  always,  however,  being  more  pro- 
nounced than  that  of  the  yellow  fever. 

The  urine  presents  a  great  (]^uantity  of  hemoglobin  and  when  treated 
with  heat  and  nitric  acid  precipitates  a  large  (quantity  of  albumin. 

The  breathing  becomes  very  labored,  affecting  all  the  thoracic  and 
abdominal  muscles.     The  hiccough  is  very  frequent. 

The  pulse  is  low,  not  in  proportion  to  the  temperature.  The  spleen 
grows  one-third  larger  than  its  usual  size;  the  liver  becomes  painful 
to  pressure;  complete  stoppage  of  the  urine  in  fatal  cases. 

Cases  that  are  not  treated  during  the  first  twelve  hours  are  always 
fatal. 

A  microscopic  analysis  of  the  blood  reveals  the  micro-organisms  of 
malaria. 

Case  No.  i.— A.  F.;  native  of  Spain;  age  33  years;  white;  single. 
Entered  the  hospital  on  the  6th  of  July,  1903.  Temperature  41^,  pulse 
160,  respiration  46,  albumin  in  the  urine  when  treated  with  heat  and 
nitric  acid,  presenting  a  large  quantity  of  hemoglobin,  showing  a  dark 
red  color  and  leaving  a  large  quantity  of  sediment  in  the  stool;  bilious; 
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vomiting;  apiol  color;  unable  to  retain  anything  on  stomach;  stoppage 
of  the  urine;  great  enlargement  of  the  spleen;  liver  enlarged  ana  very 
painful  to  pressure. 

Antecedents:  Has  been  suffering  frequent  attacks  of  malaria,  which 
he  treated  with  Vino  Tonico  de  Wintersmith.  On  the  4th  he  noticed 
that  his  urine  presented  a  reddish  color,  which  he  believed  to  be  bile. 
On  the  5th  had  another  attack  of  fever,  with  increased  coloration  of 
the  urine.  He  then  took  a  double  dose  of  the  Vino  Tonico.  The 
actions  of  the  bowels  turned  yellow.  Eiarly  on  the  morning  of  the  6th 
had  a  severe  chill,  which  lasted  twenty  minutes;  severe  headache;  gid- 
diness; vomiting,  green  in  color;  urine  of  a  dark  red  color,  almost 
black,  the  entire  body  turning  a  yellowish  green.  Entered  hospital 
at  9  a.  m. 

Administered  150  centigrams  of  chlorhydrosulphate  of  auinine  hy po- 
dermically ;  dose  of  Rivari's  antiemetic;  one  drop  of  Fowler's  solution 
eveiy  two  hours.  Temperature  remained  at  40*  all  dav.  At  10  p.  m. 
administered  1  gram  of  quinine  in  the  same  manner,  the  temperature 
descending  to  38^.  On  the  morning  of  the  7th,  temperature  36.8°; 
administered  a  third  dose  of  chlorhydrosulphate  of  quinine,  1  gram, 
hvpodermically;  the  vomiting  increasing.  At  11  a.  m.  had  another 
chill;  temperature  41°,  pulse  160,  respiration  38.  At  12  m.  the  patient 
died. 

Case  No,  2, — Native  of  Spain;  24  years  of  age;  white;  single. 

Antecedents:  Has  suffered  frequent  attacks  of  malaria.  On  the  5th 
had  a  feeling  of  great  depression;  at  7  a.  m.  had  a  very  heavy  chill; 
noticed  that  urine  presented  a  reddish  color.  Entered  hospital;  tem- 
perature, 40°;  pulse,  140;  respiration,  26;  no  vomiting;  liver  torpid; 
spleen  enlarged. 

Administered  1  gram  of  chlorhydrosulphate  of  quinine  hypodermic- 
ally,  temperature  remaining  the  same  throughout  the  day.  At  2  p.  m. 
temperature  descended  to  38°,  remaining  thus  until  11  p.  m.  On  the 
morning  of  the  6th  temperature  36.4°;  the  entire  boav  turned  very 
yellow,  as  also  the  stools;  urine  presented  no  hemoglobin,  but  large 
amount  of  bile.  Administered  a  purgative,  two  hours  afterwards  150 
centigrams  of  sulphate  of  quinine  internally.  At  2  p.  m.  temperature 
rose  to  38°;  urine  normal.  On  the  morning  of  the  7th  temperature 
36.8°;  administered  1  gram  of  quinine.  Had  a  good  appetite,  and  con- 
tinued improving  untilthe  10th,  when  discharged  curea. 

This  class  of  fever  is  becoming  more  frequent,  affecting  the  natives  as 
well  as  those  from  foreign  countries.  Have  never  seen  it  attack  strong 
persons  or  those  who  have  not  had  malaria  previously.

Assistant  Surgeon  Trotter,  at  Habana,  forwards  the  following  under 
date  of  Setember  2,  1903: 

[Translation.] 

Republic  of  Cuba— Departmeut  of  Government — Superior  sanitary  board. 

Notice  to  passengers. 

To  the  end  that  the  existing  sanitary  regulations  relative  to  certificates  of  immunity 
to  yellow  fever  may  not,  for  any  motive  whatever,  be  violated  through  deceit  or 
fraud,  the  superior  sanitary  board  of  the  island  of  Cuba  have  decided  to  issue  the 
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foHowiDf;  mandate  to  the  employees  of  the  quarantine  service  and  those  persons  who 
make  voyages  of  necessity: 

Articlis  1.  During  the  quarantine  season  no  passenger  or  member  of  crew  can  dis- 
embark from  vessels  coming  from  infected  ports  or  those  considered  suspicious  in  the 
Gulf  of  Mexico  or  any  other  port  where  yellow  fever  is  known  to  exist,  until  after 
five  days  have  passed  since  the  sailing  from  the  last  port,  if  the  vessel  pertains  to  the 
class  (considered)  "not  infected;"  or  five  days  from  the  time  of  its  arrival  in  Cuba, 
if  the  vessel  be  considered  ** infected." 

Art.  2.  The  exceptions  to  this  will  be  only  those  individuals  who  have  been 
inscribed  as  immunes  to  yellow  fever  in  the  office  of  the  sanitary  department  of 
Habana,  and  have  been  previously  identified. 

Art.  3.  Those  persons,  who,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Quarantine  officer,  are  immunes 
to  vellow  fever,  will  also  be  exempt  from  quarantine  aeteution. 

Art.  4.  The  medical  oflScersoi  the  maritime  quarantine  service  who  order  the 
release  of  any  person  in  quarantine,  will  remit  a  communication  to  the  sanitary 
department  of  Habana,  giving  the  data  and  reasons  for  such  action,  to  the  end  that 
the  individual  may  be  inscril^  in  the  register  of  immunes. 

Art.  5.  Those  persons  who  violate  these  disi>ositions  will  be  considered  as  infractors 
of  the  sanitary  laws.

Prior  to  issuing  a  bill  of  health  to  the  Britifcih  steamship  Rustington^ 
on  August  23,  1903,  the  forecastle  was  sulphured  for  twenty-four 
hours  and  the  floors  were  washed  with  a  solution  of  bichloride  of 
mercury. 

The  consular  bill  of  health  issued  at  St.  Thomas  stated  that  this 
vessel  arrived  from  Philadelphia  with  one  case  of  varioloid. 
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No  mention  was  made  that  the  forecastle  bad  been  disinfected, 
though  under  the  heading  ^'Sanitary  condition  of  vessel'^  it  was  noted 
as  *^good." 

According"  to  the  statement  of  the  captain,  the  forecastle  was  disin- 
fected by  him  under  direction  of  the  St.  Thomas  authorities  and  then 
held  in  quarantine  fifteen  days,  as  was  also  mentioned  in  the  consular 
bill  of  health. 

I  examined  the  crew  as  to  their  protection  from  smallpox,  and  found 
two  with'  no  vaccination  marks,  though  these  stated  that  they  had 
been  vaccinated  several  times,  but  unsuccessfully.

Egypt. — Between  the  8th  and  the  14th  of  August  there  were  regis- 
tered in  the  whole  of  Egypt  10  cases  of  plague  (and  8  deaths),  viz,  in 
Alexandria  8  cases  (6  deaths)  and  in  Damiette  2  cases  (2  deaths). 

British  India. — During  the  week  ended  July  25  there  were  registered 
in  the  Bombay  Presidency  2,715  plague  cases  (and  1,897  deaths),  of 
which  87  cases  (74  deaths)  occurred  in  the  city  of  Bombay.  Accord- 
ing to  this,  the  plague  appears  to  have  steadily  increased  m  the  Presi- 
dency since  the  middle  oi  June,  while  during  the  five  weeks  between 
the  14th  of  June  and  the  18th  of  July  the  weekly  average  amounted 
to  1,710  cases  and  1,220  deaths. 

Hongkong. — During  the  period  from  the  28th  of  June  to  the  11th  of 
July  there  were  registered  in  Hongkong  58  plague  cases  (with  47 
deaths). 

Mauritius. — During  the  period  from  the  5th  of  June  to  the  2d  of 
Julv  there  occurred  on  the  island  5  cases  of  plague  and  5  deaths. 

British  jSouth jifrica.—Cs,^  Colony:  Between  the  19th  and  25th  of 
July,  1  case  of  pk^ue  occurred  in  East  London.  Plague  rats  continue 
to  be  found  in  Queenstown. 

A^ew  Caledonia. — According  to  a  report  dated  August  13,  26  fresh 
cases  of  plague  have  occurred  in  the  north  of  New  Caledonia,  of  which 
18  had  a  fatal  termination.

British  India, — In  Calcutta,  during  the  period  between  the  12th  and 
18th  of  July,  8  persons  died  of  plague  and  24  persons  died  of  cholera.

Turkey. — In  the  city  of  Damascus,  between  the  Ist  and  9th  of  Aug- 
ust, there  were  registered  44  cases  of  cholera  (with  28  deaths). 

Death  raie  of  Berlin. 

The  death  mte  of  Berlin  for  the  week  ended  August  15  was  higher 
than  it  has  been  since  the  beginning  of  June  last  year,  amounting,  cal- 
culated u]K)n  the  year,  to  18.3  per  thousand  of  the  population,  thus 
being  considerably  higher  than  the  rate  for  the  corresponding  week 
of  last  year,  in  which  it  amounted  to  14  per  thousand.  In  spite  of  this 
rise,  however,  almost  two-thirds  of  the  large  German  cities  showed 
less  favorable  figures  than  Berlin,  the  death  rate  of  the  following  towns 
being  considerably  higher  than  that  of  this  city,  namely,  Stuttgart, 
Dresden,  Karlsruhe,  Nurnberg,  Magdeburg,  Breslau,  KOnigsberg, 
Stettin,  Leipzig,  Brunswick,  and  Cologne,  while,  on  the  other  band,  the 
following  cities  had  lower  rates,  viz:  Hamburg,  Munich,  Frankfort- 
on-the-Main,  Bremen,  Hanover,  Charlottenburg  (with  17.4),  SchOne- 
berg  (with  9.7),  as  well  as  London,  Paris,  and  Vienna.  The  increase 
in  the  number  of  deaths  was  mainly  among  children  in  the  first  year 
of  life,  although  there  was  also  a  notable  increase  among  the  higher 
age  classes.  The  mortality  rate  among  infants  rose  from  7.2  in  the 
foregoing  week  to  8.5  per  year  and  mUle,  being  thereby  one-half  the 
rate  of  Stettin  and  Danzig,  but  higher  than  in  Munich  and  Hamburg. 
Acute  diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs  again  showed  an  increase, 
causing,  during  this  week,  41  deaths.  Acute  intestinal  diseases  also 
showed  an  increase,  claiming  207  victims.  Eighty  persons  died  of 
cholerine  and  75  persons  succumbed  to  phthisis  pulmonalis.  There 
were  also  registered  51  deaths  from  cancer,  2  deatns  from  diphtheria, 
2  deaths  from  scarlet  fever,  and  1  death  from  measles.  Tnere  also 
occurred  3  deaths  from  enteric  fever,  and  19  persons  died  by  violence.

JAPAN. 

Report  from  YoJcohama — Plague^  cholerine  and  dysentery — Plague  an 
Russian  war  t^essel  Otvazny  at  Nagasaki, 

Assistant  Surgeon  Moore  reports,  August  14  and  21,  as  follows: 
During  the  week  ended  August  8,  1903,  7  vessels,  having  a  total 
personnel  of  687  crew  and  563  passengers,  were  inspected,  118  steerage 

Eassengers  were  bathed,  and  190  pieces  of  baggage  were  disinfected, 
during  this  period  no  new  cases  of  plague  seem  to  have  developed  in 
Yokohama  or  elsewheie  in  Japan  (excluding  Formosa),  though  the 
usual  official  statement  has  not  yet  been  received.  Cases  of  cholera 
and  cholerine  continue  to  be  reported  from  several  districts  in  southern 
Japan.  No  cases  of  true  cholera  have  recently  been  reported  in  this 
vicinit3\ 

Week  ended  August  15, 1903,  4  vessels  having  an  aggregate  pei-son- 
nel  of  337  crew  and  621  passengers  were  inspected,  180  steerage  pa*>- 
sengers  and  2  ci'ew  were  bathed,  and  248  pieces  of  baggage  were 
disinfected. 

The  report  of  infectious  diseases  in  this  city  for  the  week  ended 
August  8  includes  the  following:  Enteric  fever,  8  cases,  2  deaths; 
diphtheria,  1  case,  1  death;  dysenteij,  17  cases,  1  death.  Similarly 
for  the  week  ended  August  15:  Enteric  fever,  1  case,  1  death;  plague, 
1  case,  1  death  (reported  as  doubtful);  dysentery,  17  cases.  4  deaths. 
It  will  be  observed  that  the  plague  situation  is  quiescent  ana  that  dys- 
entery is  a  rather  prevalent  infection. 

Cholera  is  reported  to  have  broken  out  on  board  the  Russian  war 
vessel  Otvazny  at  Nagasaki.  Two  genuine  cases  of  the  disease  (1  fatal) 
and  several  suspicious  cases  have  already  occurred  on  that  ship,  which 
arrived  at  Nagasaki  from  Shanghai  on  August  18. 
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PHILIPPINE   ISLANDS. 

Report  from  Manila — Cholera^  plague^  and  smallpox  in  Manila — 
Chfdera  in  the  provinces. 

Assistant  Surgeon  Reiser,  chief  quarantine  officer  for  the  Philippine

Report  of  sanitary  inspector  at  Key  West  on  sanitary  conditions  at 
Ilahana  and  Daiquiri^  Cuba. 

Key  West,  September  15,  1903. 
Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  state  that,  in  compliance  with  Bureau 
instructions  of  May  25  to  visit  Habana,  Cuba,  at  least  once  a  month 
until  October,  I  left  this  place  last  Monday,  the  7th  instant,  reaching 
Habana  the  next  morning,  and  remained  there  until  Thursday  noon,  the 
10th  instant,  when  I  returned  here,  and  from  here  proceeded  the  same 
night  to  Miami,  Fla.  While  in  Habana  1  called  upon  Dr.  Carlos  Finlay, 
the  chief  sanitary  officer  of  the  island  of  Cuba,  and  discussed  with  him 
the  reports  which  seemed  to  have  gained  notice  in  the  press  of  north- 
ern United  States  of  contagious  sickness  at  Daiquiri,  Cuba. 
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Doctor  Finlay  assured  me  that  from  reports  received  by  him  from 
Dr.  John  Guiteras,  who  had  been  dispatched  to  Daiquiri  to  investigate 
any  sickness  thereat,  he  felt  confident  that  there  were  no  grounds  for  the 
alarm  which  seemed  to  have  prevailed  in  the  United  States  and  for  the 
unfavorable  newspaper  notices  of  Cuba's  sanitation.  Doctor  Guiteras 
says  that  there  has  not  been,  nor  is  there  now  existing,  at  Daiquiri  any 
sickness  in  anywise  suspicious.  The  sickness  and  few  deaths  which 
have  occurred  among  the  workers  in  the  mines  at  Daiquiri  have  been 
due  entirely  to  malarial  fever  of  a  malignant  type.  While  in  Habana 
I  looked  over  the  business  city  pretty  thoroughly,  and  regret  to  state 
that  the  sanitation  is  not  up  to  the  mark  of  a  year  ago.  Every  now 
and  then,  in  the  busy  portions,  I  detected  the  old  foul  odors  which 
were  so  common  during  the  Spanish  occupancy  and  which  when  once 
smelled  never  can  be  forgotten. 

In  talking  to  Doctor  Trotter,  I  find  that  he  too  is  convinced  that  there 
has  been  a  "  falling  off"  in  sanitary  requirements  from  the  year  pre- 
vious. Along  the  Prado,  and  outside  of  the  old  walls,  a  better  s\'stem 
seems  to  prevail,  and  marked  attention  appears  to  be  given  to  collect- 
ing the  droppings  of  animals  and  the  gathering  of  trash,  the  drives 
being  neat  and  well  kept.  The  cases  of  yellow  fever  introduced  from 
Mexico  were  well  handled,  especially  the  case  which  developed  ashore 
after  two  or  three  days  from  landing.  There  was  no  spread,  and  1  am 
told  from  reliable  source  that  a  vigorous  crusade  was  made  in  the 
entire  block  against  mosquitoes  and  possible  infection  therefrom. 

There  is  no  good  reason  why  quamntine  restrictions  for  yellow 
fever  should  be  continued  by  any  intelligent  community  against 
Habana  or  Cuba  outside  of  Habana.  The  past  year  demonstrated  I 
think  pretty  clearly  the  sound  judgment  and  wisdom  of  the  course 
pursued  bj^  the  Florida  national  quarantine  authorities  in  dealing 
with  this  problem  as  far  as  Cuba  is  concerned.  It  was  recognized 
that  Cuba  was  not  an  infected  territory  at  this  time,  and  until  it  was 
demonstrated  and  proven  that  yellow  fever  did  exist  in  Cuba,  the 
policy  in  communication  would  have  been  inconsistent  in  insisting  upon 
disinfection,  immunity  certificate,  or  detention  of  passengers  and 
cargo.  The  source  of  apprehension  this  season  was  Mexico,  and  I  am 
especially  indebted  to  the  Bureau  for  the  support  of  my  position 
toward  communication  between  Mexico  and  Pensacola  by  the  Gulf 
Tmnsit  Company.  Subsequent  events  at  Habana,  1  think,  fully  show 
that  my  fears  were  not  needless.

Reports  from  Bahia — Mortnary  statistics, 

Vice-Consul  Rowe  reports,  August  24,  as  follows:  During  the  week 
ended  August  22,  1903,  98  bodies  were  interred  in  the  Bahia  ceme- 
teries. 

The  causes  given  for  interment  were  the  following:  Arterio-sclerosis, 
2;  aortic  dilatation,  2;  beriberi,  4;  bronchitis,  5;  cancer,  2;  cerebral 
congestion,  2;  cirrhosis  of  liver,  1;  diarrhea,  4;  diarrhea  and  enteritis, 
5;  hepatitis,  2;  influenza,  1:  intestinal  parasites,  1;  malarial  fevers, 
3;  nephritis,  2;  organic  diseases  of  heart,  1;  peritonitis,  1;  pleurisy, 
1;  pneumonia,  2;  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  15;  rheumatism,  1;  senile 
debility,  3;  stillborn,  4;  syphilis,  1;  tetanus  neonatorum,l;  umbilical 
hemorrhage,  3;  uraemia,  1;  Bright's  disease,  1;  other  causes,  27.

CHILE. 

Plague  in  Chilean  ports. 

The  following  is  received  from  Minister  Wilson  at  Santiago,  under 
date  of  July  27: 

1  have  the  honor  to  confirm  my  telegram  of  July  11.  as  follows: 
*'  Plague  is  now  preyalent  nearly  all  Cnilean  ports.     Tne  postal  service 
wholly  disorganized.     Only  one  American  mail  in  nine  weeks. 

^'Wilson." 
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The  existence  of  bubonic  plague  has  been  definitely  proven  and 
officially  acknowledged  in  the  poits  of  Iquique,  Pisagua,  Valparaiso, 
and  in  some  outlying  villages  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  Concepcion. 
It  is  charged  by  the  local  newspapers  that  cases  have  also  occurred  at 
other  polls. 

The  plague,  at  such  places  as  its  existence  has  been  officially  recog- 
nized, seems  to  be  benignant  in  character,  has  been  generall}'  localized,, 
and  the  average  of  mortality  is  small.  The  Chilean  sanitary  authori- 
ties have  been  diligent  in  taking  precautk)ns  a^inst  its  further  spread, 
and  I  now  believe  that  the  danger  of  a  widespread  epidemic  has 
passed,  and  that  it  will  gradually  disappear. 

CHINA. 

Cholera  in  Amoy, 

Vice-Consul  Johnson  reports,  July  22,  that  cholera  appeared  in 
Amoy  about  July  15,  and  has  spread  since  that  date. 

Reports  from  HongTcoixg —  Plagus, 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  McMullen  reports,  August  12,  as  follows: 
During  the  week  ended  August  8,  1903,  6  vessels,  with  379  crew  and 
242  passengers — 117  cabin  and  125  steerage — were  inspected  and 
granted  bills  of  health ;  313  crew  and  124  steerage  were  bathed,  and  421 
pieces  baggage  disinfected.  There  were  9  cases  of  plague,  with  9 
deaths,  reported  for  the  week — all  Chinese.  One  case  enteric  fever 
(European)  was  also  reported  for  the  same  period. 

Week  ended  August  22,  1903.  Twelve  vessels  with  875  crew  and  252 
passengers — 152  cabin  and  100  steerage — were  inspected  and  granted 
bills  of  health;  600  crew  and  92  steerage  passengers  were  bathed  and 
662  pieces  baggage  disinfected.  The  arm}'  transport  Ingalls^  for 
Manila,  was  allowed  to  proceed  to  Marivelles  for  disinfection  at  the 
request  of  the  quartermaster-captain. 

There  were  only  4  cases  of  plague  (('hinese)  reported  for  the  week, 
with  3  deaths.  1  hree  of  these  occurred  in  the  citv  of  Victoria  and 
one  in  adjacent  district.  One  case  of  enteric  fever  (European)  and  one 
of  smallpox  (Chinese),  fatal,  were  the  only  other  communicable  dis- 
eases reported  for  this  period. 

It  is  estimated  that  about  70  deaths  occur  daily  at  Amoy  from 
cholera,  and  a  few  cases  were  reported  at  Kobe  on  the  Ist  instant. 

Rep(rrt  from  Shanghai — Cholei'a  and  smallpox — Plagne  at  Fxichau — 
Typhus  fer CI'  In  the  interior. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Ransom  reports,  August  12,  as  follows: 
During  the  week  ended  August  8,  1903,  1  vessel  and  12  cabin  and 
146  steerage  passengers  were  inspected.  One  case  of  bubo  was 
renjoved  from  the  Victoria  at  the  quarantine  station  for  observation, 
but  the  subsequent  diagnosis  was  simple  axillary  bubo.  Two  cases  of 
elevated  temperature  discovered  at  final  inspection  were  noted  on  bill 
of  health. 

Communicable  diseases  were  reported  to  the  municipal  health  officer 
as  follows:  Smallpox,  2  deaths;  cnolera,  1  death;  diphtheria,  3  de-aths. 
The  total  mortality  was  5  foreigners  and  143  natives. 
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It  will  be  obseiTed  that  cholera  has  again  made  its  appearance  in 
Shanghai.  But  one  death,  however,  has  been  officially  reported,  and 
from  what  can  be  learned  there  is  no  apparent  increase  in  the  general 
mortality  among  the  natives,  nor  in  the  number  of  diarrheal  diseases. 
Hence  it  seems  reasonabe  to  believe  that  there  is  but  little  of  the  dis- 
ease present  as  yet.  This  disease  usually  make^  its  appearance  here 
during  the  latter  part  of  July  or  early  in  August. 

According  to  the  report  received  by  this  office  from  the  consul  at 
Fuchau,  Doctor  Gracey,  plague  is  epidemic  at  that  place,  and  the  pjapers 
state  that  an  epidemic  oi  typhus  fever  is  prevailing  in  the  vicinity  of 
Chengtu,  Szecnuen  Province,  in  the  interior. 

COLOMBIA. 

Report  from  Boca^  del  Toro^  fruit  port — Smallpooc  situation  iinproving. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Osterhout  reports  as  follows:  Week  ended 
September  8, 1903.  Present  officially  estimated  population  not  obtain- 
able. No  cases  of  smallpox  during  the  week;  no  deaths;  number  of 
deaths  from  other  causes,  2;  prevailing  diseases,  malarial  fevers  and 
smallpox.  No  cases  of  the  latter  disease  have  occurred  in  the  town, 
but  I  learn  of  cases  in  the  villages  in  the  adjacent  lagoons.  General 
sanitary  condition  of  this  port  and  the  surrounding  countrv  during  the 
week,  not  good.  Malarial  fever  seems  to  be  widespread,  but  tnere 
are  very  few  deaths  from  this  cause.

CUBA. 

Sanitary  conditions — IleinogJohinwric  ferer  at  Daiquiri, 

Consul-General  Steinhart  at  Habana  reports  as  follows  under  date 
of  September  10,  1903: 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  this  consulate-general  for  the  past  week  has 
been  flooded  with  letters,  from  all  parts  of  the  Tnited  States,  asking 
information  as  to  the  prevalence  of  '^black  fever,"  "'plague,"  or  "yel- 
low fever"  in  the  island  of  Cuba,  as  published  in  the  leading  papers 
of  New  York,  Chicago,  Philadelphia,  Omaha,  St.  Paul,  New  Orleans, 
and  San  Francisco,  etc.,  I  have  called  upon  the  chief  sanitary  officer  of 
the  Republic  of  Cuba  (who  is  also  president  of  the  superior  board  of 
health)  for  an  official  statement  of  facts  to  enable  me  to  answer  the 
inquiries  made. 

STATEMENT.

Dear  Sir:  In  compliance  with  your  request  I  can  assure  you  that  there  is  not  the 
lightest  foundation  for  the  stories  that  have  been  published  in  the  newspaper  clip- 
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pings  which  you  have  sent  me.  I  feel  confident  that  during  the  la»t  eighteen  months, 
at  least,  there  has  not  been  a  8inp;le  case  of  yellow  fever  on  the  island  excepting  thoee 
which  have  been  from  time  to  time  imported  from  foreign  ports,  the  disease  having 
never  been  allowed  to  spread.  Cuba  continues  perfectly  free  not  only  from  yellow 
fever  but  from  every  other  quarantinable  disease  as  well,  malaria  not'ooming'under 
that  denomination. 

Daiquiri,  where  the  terrible  and  unknown  disease  is  supposecl  to  have  existed,  is 
known  to  be  a  malarious  district  in  which  black-water  fever  occurs  more  frequently 
than  in  other  localities.  Among  a  population  of  2,000,  mostly  composed  of  nonim- 
mune Spaniards,  there  have  been  6  deaths  from  that  fever  since  January — 1  in  Febru- 
ary, 1  in  April,  3  in  July,  1  in  August — the  total  number  of  cases  during  that  period 
having  been  38,  with  6  deaths. 

Doctor  Guiteras's  last  telegrams  received  yesterday  are  as  follows: 

September  7.  **  There  is  no  yellow  fever  nor  epidemic  disease  of  any  kind  in 
Santiago  nor  in  Daiauiri.     In  Daiauiri  there  are  severe  forms  of  malaria.*'' 

September  8.  "I  have  visited  tne  hospital  and  the  village  of  Daiquiri.  There  is 
no  case  of  hemoglobinuric  fever  at  present.  There  have  been  altq^ether  38  casee 
since  February,  with  6  deaths.  There  are  1,300  miners,  0.90  per  cent  of  whom  are 
Spaniards.  This  district  is  very  malarial.  There  has  been  no  reason  to  susnect  yel- 
low fever.  The  manager  of  the  mines,  having  observed  that  the  mortality  was 
greater  than  in  previous  years,  consulted  the  New  York  board  of  directors,  and  the 
latter  consulted  the  medical  schools;  through  these  the  American  press  got  their 
information.  The  mortality  at  Santiago  is  low.  At  the  Civil  Hospital  theie  is  no 
case  of  hemoglobinuric  fever.** 

Hoping  that  with  this  information  the  fears  of  the  American  public  will  be  allayed 
as  to  the  sanitary  conditions  of  the  island,  I  am,  dear  sir.

The  number  of  bills  of  health  issued  was  19.  This  is  a  slight  increase 
over  July  (16),  but  is  still  lower  than  for  an}'  month  since  May,  1902, 
when  the  government  of  American  intervention  terminated.

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DANISH   WEST  INDIES. 

Quarantine  measures. 

The  minister  at  Copenhagen  reports,  September  17,  as  follows: 

The  quarantine  heretofore  declared  against  Barbados  by  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  Danish  West  Indies  has  l^en  raised. 

All  ships  arriving  from  that  island  will,  however,  be  subjected  to 
sanitary  inspection  until  further  notice,  and  all  wearing  apparel  and 
bed  clothing  not  imported  as  personal  baggage  will  be  refused  entry. 

Quarantine  of  fifteen  days  has  been  declared  by  the  government  of 
the  Danish  West  Indies  against  ships  coming  from  Bocas  del  Toro, 
owing  to  the  appearance  of  smallpox  at  that  port. 

The  minister  has  not  reported  tne  date  on  wnich  the  quarantine  went 
into  effect. 

The  quarantine  which  was  declared  by  the  government  of  the  Dan- 
ish West  Indies  against  the  island  of  Grenada  in  April  last  has  been 
raised,  but  ships  coming  from  that  island  are  still  subjected  to  quar- 
antine inspection. 

FRANCE.

Consul-General  Mason  reports,  September  4,  as  follows:

Egypt. — Between  the  16th  and  2l8t  of  August  there  were  registered 
in  t&e  whole  of  Egypt  11  cases  of  plague  (and  5  deaths),  namely,  in 
Alexandria  8  cases  (4  deaths),  and  in  Damiette  3  cases  (1  death). 
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Plague  and  cholera, 

British  South  Africa. — According  to  a  report  dated  July  25,  Durban 
has  been  officially  declared  to  be  free  from  plague. 

British  India. — In  Calcutta,  during  the  periM  froni  the  19th  to  the 
25th  of  July,  9  persons  died  of  plague  and  15  persons  died  of  cholera. 

Cholera. 

TurTcey. — According  to  the  official  weekly  bulletin  of  the  17th  of 
August  there  have  been  registered  in  Syria  472  new  cases  of  cholera 
and  428  deaths. 

Death  rate  of  Berlin. 

The  death  rate  of  Berlin  for  the  week  ended  August  22  was  lower 
than  in  the  foregoing  week.  It  amounted,  calculate  upon  the  year, 
to  16.5  per  thousand  of  the  population,  as  compared  witn  18.3  in  the 
foregoing  week,  thus  being,  however,  considerably  higher  than  the 
rate  for  the  corresponding  week  of  last  year,  in  which  it  amounted  to 
only  13  per  thousand.  Of  the  other  large  German  cities,  seven  showed 
more  favorable  figures  than  Berlin,  among  them  being  Bremen,  Kiel, 
Stuttgart,  SchOneberg,  with  15.6,  and  Charlottenburg  with  15.5. 
The  following  towns  had  considerably  higher  rates  than  that  of  Berlin, 
namely,  Hamburg,  Munich,  Nuremberg,  Dresden,  Frankfurt-am-Main, 
Hanover,  KOnigsberg,  Breslau,  Leipzig,  Cologne,  and  Brunswick.  In 
London  and  Vienna  the  rate  of  moitality  was  somewhat  lower  than  in 
this  city;  the  Paris  rate  being,  on  the  other  hand,  somewhat  higher 
than  that  of  Berlin.  The  death  rate  among  infants  fell  from  8.5  to 
7.3  per  thousand,  being  thereby  somewhat  higher  than  the  rate  of 
Hamburg  and  Munich.  There  was  no  important  change  regarding 
acute  diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs,  which  caused  38  deaths. 
There  was  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  of  intestinal  disease, 
which,  however,  caused  175  deaths.  Seventy-nine  persons  died  of 
cholerine.  During  the  week  in  question  72  persons  died  of  phthisis 
pulmonalis  and  35  persons  died  or  cancer,  r  urthermore,  there  were 
registered  6  deaths  from  diphtheria,  6  deaths  from  measles,  and  1 
death  from  scarlet  fever.     Seventeen  persons  died  by  violence. 

Sickness  from  use  of  mattresses  made  f ram  old  rags. 

Consul- General  Worman,  at  Munich,  reports,  September  6,  as  follows: 

Numerous  cases  of  sickness  have  arisen  in  Germany,  especially  in 

the  northern  portion  of  the  Empire,  from  the  use  of  wool  mattresses 

made  up  of  old  soiled  rags  wnich  the  manufacturers  had  failed  to 

properly  disinfect. 

Tne  diffQi'ent  state  governments  of  the  Empire,  among  these  veiy 
recently  the  government  of  Bavaria,  have  been  moved  to  issue  ordi- 
nances against  the  manufacture  of  mattresses  from  rags  that  have  not  been 
disinfected  according  to  the  methods  prescribed  by  the  board  of  health. 
A  trespass  against  these  provisions  of  law  is  made  a  crime  and  is  pun- 
ishable with  an  imprisonment  up  to  four  weeks.  In  order  to  secure  a 
strict  observance  of  this  law  all  the  manufacturers  of  woolen  rags  are 
required  to  keep  a  book  account  of  all  such  material  acquired  by  them, 
together  with  the  record  of  the  time  and  methods  of  disinfection 
employed  before  using  the  same  in  their  manufacture  of  mattresses.

HiHtory  of  yellow  fever  case  on  steamship  Colmi,  at  San  Francisco 
QuaraiUins,  from  Panama — Yellow  fever  on   vessels  in  previous 

years, 

San  Francisco  Quarantine  Station, 
Angel  Island,  California, 
September  16,  1903. 
Sir:  Confirming  my  telegram  of  the  10th  instant,  I  have  the  honor 
to  inform  you  that  the  Pacific  Mail  steamship  Colon  arrived  at  this 
station  about  noon  of  the  10th  instant,  and  was  remanded  to  the  hulk 
Omaha  on  account  of  a  case  of  yellow  fever  on  board.    The  patient 
was  immediately  removed  to  the  hospital  at  this  station.     As  soon 
afterwards  as  a  tug  could  be  secured  the  passengers  and  most  of  the 
crew  were  brought  over  and  effects  disinfected  to  kill  mosquitoes,  etc. 
Simultaneous  disinfection  of  forecastle,  holds,  saloon,  staterooms,  etc., 
with  dry  SO*,  was  begun,  and  upon  the  11th,  6  p.  m.,  the  vessel  was 
turned  over  to  towboats,  all  personnel  having  been  removed  to  the 
station  for  five  days'  observation. 

The  case  was  an  interesting  one  from  a  quarantine  standpoint.     The 
patient  was  a  strong,  lithe  man;  age  given   upon  articles,  23  years 
(probably  28  or  30  years);  native  of  Chile.     He  shipped  at  Acapulco 
127  1631 
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upoD  the  down  voyage.  Was  ashore  at  Panama,  but  at  no  port  upon 
the  up  trip.  Vessel  loaded  in  open  water  from  lighters  at  all  ports 
en  route.  Fifteen  days  from  Panama,  in  the  early  morning,  the  roan 
reported  to  the  ship's  surgeon  with  headache,  pains  in  back  over 
liver  and  down  right  shoulder.  History  of  chill  during  night  or  early 
morning;  no  history  of  malaria;  pulse  65:  temperature  4U^  (102  ); 
appearance  of  slight  icterus  which  rapidly  increased. 

No  written  history  kept  nor  examination  of  urine  or  blood  made. 
Diagnosis  of  obstruction  to  bile  duct.     No  vomiting  noted. 

When  seen  by  me  the  man  had  just  been  brought  from  the  forecas- 
tle and  placed  in  the  gangway  in  the  cold  wind.  He  was  semiconscious, 
responding  to  loud  inquiry  as  to  whether  he  wanted  water.  Body 
bronze  yellow;  eyes  very  yellow;  tongue  not  enlarged,  pointed,  red 
around  edge,  some  sordes;  left  parotid  gland  enlarged  and  tender; 
some  shrinking  on  pressure  in  epigastric  region;  spleen  and  liver  not 
enlarged  (percassion  and  palpation).  Some  blood  signs  on  blanket, 
but  possibly  due  to  ulcer  on  left  elbow. 

After  having  been  removed,  catheterization  brought  235  c.  c.  of 
urine  highly  colored,  slightly  cloudy.  Specific  gravity,  1010.  Reac- 
tion, acid.  Albumin  in  large  quantities  by  all  tests  used.  Examina- 
tion of  blood  for  malaria  by  several  officers,  negative.  Pus  in  parotid 
gland,  ordinary  diplococci. 

Patient  grew  worse,  during  night  had  classical  black  vomit,  died 
next  day.     Autopsy  confirmed  diagnosis.     Cremated. 

The  interesting  features  from  a  sanitary  point  are:  First  attack  fif- 
teen days  from  the  only  place  reported  infected  and  about  three  days 
after  leaving  Acapulco.  Old  masters  inform  me  that  the  cool  north 
trade  wind  nearly  always  drives  all  mosquitoes  away  or  into  hiding 
soon  after  they  leave  Acapulco  bound  north.  The  vessel  was 
thoroughly  searched  by  myself,  other  officers,  and  attendants  for  mos- 
quitoes, dead  or  alive,  and  not  one  was  found  despite  a  considerable 
reward  1  offered. 

A  careful  search  of  station  records  for  j^ellow  fever  data  had  just 
been  completed  a  short  time  before  this  vessel  was  reported,  and  may 
be  of  interest  to  the  bureau  or  yellow  fever  commission,  section  upon 
transmission. 

August  23,  1894,  U.  S.  S.  Be7iningtoii  landed  three  cases  here;  only 
data  is  that  the  last  case  was  attacked  July  28.  I  am  informed  that 
she  had  been  for  a  long  time  surveying  La  Union,  and  other  points  on 
the  coast  of  Salvador. 

Weekly  abstracts,  page  597,  1897,  consul  at  Panama  reports  May  1. 
S.  S.  CoJo7i  lost  three  cases  before  reaching  a  port  600  miles  north. 
No  history  as  to  case  on  arrival  here,  or  fumigation. 

Ibid.  Reports  May  10;  Neirpart  sent  cases  ashore;  no  history  sub- 
sequent cases  or  fumigation. 

June  2,  1897,  City  of  Para  arrived  here  from  Panama.     Captain 
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died  of  yellow  fever  en  route  soon  after  leaving  Panama;  one  case  died 
as  vessel  entered  this  port. 

July  2, 1897;  Acapulco  held  here  on  account  of  four  deaths  en  route. 

July  11,  1897,  San  Juan  arrived  from  San  Jose  de  Guatemala  (about 
fifteen  days);  one  case  upon  arrival;  no  history  of  other  cases.  City 
of  Sydney  also  arrived  from  Panama  with  history  of  one  case  while  in 
Panama.     No  other  case  reported,  nor  history  of  disinfection. 

Each  of  these  vessels  had  heavy  passenger  lists. 

June,  1898,  steamship  Newport  arrived  from  Panama;  one  case  of 
yellow  fever,  an  Englishman,  cabin  passenger,  who  died  as  the  vessel 
entered  the  harbor.     No  history  of  other  cases. 

May  20, 1902,  City  of  Para  arrived  from  Panama  and  remanded  for 
disinfection.  Three  days  out  the  freight  clerk  (who  had  been  ashore) 
had  an  attack,  and  died  May  2.  No  other  cases  repoited,  and  careful 
search  by  me  failed  to  show  any  mosquitoes. 

September  10,  1903,  the  case  first  reported.

Present  plan  of  campaign  is  as  follows:  (1)  Exterminate  local  inspec- 
tion, following  methods  emploj-ed  in  Habana;  (2)  to  prevent  introduc- 
tion of  any  new  infection  from  without;  (3)  to  prevent  spread  of  the 
disease  to  other  localities.  The  first  item  was  put  in  operation  this 
morning.     The  second  has  been  in  operation  for  some  time  and  is 
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fairly  efficient  as  far  as  work  on  the  border  is  concenied.  However, 
consular  certificates  of  five  days  from  yellow  fever  foci  are  discredited. 
Would  suggest  appointment  of  good  medical  inspectors  at  San  Luis 
Potosi,  and  Saltillo.  The  third  is  principally  in  Tabor's  hands.  The 
State  has  quarantine  against  Laredo,  and  only  through  passenger  traffic 
to  points  north  of  Arkansas,  Indian  Territory,  and  Ohio  Riv^er  per- 
mitted. All  traffic  with  Corpus  Christi  is  stopped.  We  are  making 
efforts  to  reestablish  it.  Tabor  has  not  yet  agreed  to  train  inspection. 
There  is  nothing  to  prevent  passengers  getting  off  along  the  line 
except  local  quarantines.  These  are  effective  enough  at  stations^  but 
it  is  possible  for  passengers  to  get  off  between  stations.  About  three 
thousand  people  have  left  Laredo  since  the  16th  instant.

Report  from  Bah  la — Mortuary  statistics, 

Vice-Consul  Rowe  reports,  August  31,  as  follows:  During  the  week 
ended  August  29,  1903,  84  bodies  were  interred  in  the  Bahia  ceme- 
teries. 

The  causes  given  for  interment  were  the  following:  Apoplexy,  1; 
aneurism,  2;  asthma,  1;  beriberi,  3;  bronchitis,  3;  Bnght's  disease,  2;

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Report  from  Ilmighmg — Plague — Pldgue-infected  rats. 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  McMullen  reports,  August  20,  as  follows: 
During  the  week  ended  August  15,  1903,  12  vessels,  with  919  crew 
and  421  passengers — 156  cabin  and  265  steerage — were  inspected  and 
issued  bills  of  health;  719  crew,  259  steerage  passengers  were  bathed, 
and  866  pieces  of  baggage  disinfected.  Thirteen  cases  of  plague  were 
reported  for  this  period,  with  11  deaths  (12  Chinese  and  1  Indian), 
making  a  total  of  1,395  since  January  1, 1903.  A  small  percentage  of 
the  rats  caught  show  plague  infection.  No  other  communicable  dis- 
eases were  reported  for  the  week. 

Reports  from  Slianghal —  Cholera  and  smallpffx. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Ransom  reports,  August  19  and  24,  as 
follows: 

During  the  week  ended  August  15,  1903,  there  were  inspected  5 
vessels,  164  crew  and  no  passengers.  In  the  case  of  1  vessel,  the 
British  bark  Dunjirtnline^  the  bill  of  health  was  withheld  after  inspec- 
tion, because  the  captain  declined  to  go  to  sea  on  account  of  some  of 
his  men  having  deserted,  and  he  wished  to  ship  hands  in  their  places. 

Communicable  diseases  were  reported  to  the  municipal  health 
department  for  the  week  as  follows:  Smallpox,  2  deaths;  diphtheria, 
4  deaths;  tuberculosis,  1  case.  The  total  deaths  recorded  were  3 
foreigners  and  192  natives. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  cholera  is  not  mentioned  in  the  official  report 
from  the  health  department  as  having  appeared  during  the  week  just 
ended.  I  know  personally,  however,  of  2  ceases  which  occurred  among 
foreigners  (Russians)  from  a  vessel  in  the  harbor,  having  seen  them 
myself,  and  I  have  seen  2  additional  cases  since,  all  foreigners.  I  have 
also  heard  of  several  Chinese  who  have  died  of  the  disease. 

I  am -endeavoring  at  the  present  time  to  secure  some  inside  infor- 
mation on  the  situation,  and  by  that  information  shall  be  guided  as  to 
the  advisability  of  placing  on  wool,  bristles,  skin  mats,  feathers,  etc., 
from  this  port,  the  restrictions  in  force  last  year.  I  have  already 
issued  a  circular  to  the  several  shipping  companies  to  the  effect  that 
no  vegetables  or  fruit  of  any  character  must  oe  taken  on  board  here. 

The  disinfection  of  the  effects  of  steerage  passengers  and  crew 
shipped  here  is  required  the  vear  round. 

During  the  week  ended  August  22,  1903,  4  vessels,  202  crew,  25 
cabin  and  128  steerage  passengers  were  inspected.  The  personal 
effects  of  3  members  of  crew  shipped  here  were  disinfected. 

Communicable  diseases  for  tne  week  were  reported  as  follows: 
Cholera,  3  cases,  5  deaths;  typhoid  fever,  2  deaths;  scarlet  fever,  1 
death:  tuberculosis,  1  case.  The  total  mortality  is  given  as  3  for- 
eigners and  206  natives. 

An  investigation  of  the  cholera  situation  through  channels  other 
than  the  municipal  health  department  shows  that  the  disease  is  not  as 
yet  very  prevalent,  although  there  are  probably  a  few  more  cases  than 
those  reported.

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Gruver  reports  as  follows:  Week  ended 
September  10, 1903.  Estimated  population,  4,000;  1  case  of  smallpox — 
no  deaths;  number  of  deaths  from  other  causes,  6;  prevailing  diseases, 
malarial  and  enteric  diseases. 

General  sanitary  condition  of  this  port  and  the  surrounding  country 
during  the  week,  poor. 

The  case  of  smallpox  reported  above  is  that  of  one  of  the  steerage 
passengers  of  the  Altaic  which  arrived  here  September  5  from  Sava- 
nilla,  Colombia.  He  left  immediatelv  for  Siquires,  a  small  town 
about  28  miles  from  here,  where  he  developed  the  diseaj^e.  He  was 
discovered  on  September  9  and  removed  to  the  Government  quarantine 
station  on  La  Uvita  Island,  1  mile  from  here.  Every  precaution  is 
being  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  this  disease.  The  patient  is 
thoroughlj'  isolated  and  a  general  vaccination  of  the  people  of  Siquires 
is  now  Toeing  enforced.

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France. 

Origin  of  plague  at  Marseille. 

Chamounix,  Fkance, 

September  U,  1903. 
Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  five  deaths  from  bubonic  plague 
have  occurred  at  Marseille,  France.  On  September  16,  a  cargo  of 
rags  from  Constantinople  was  discharged  from  a  vessel  at  Marseille 
and  taken  to  a  paper  facrtory  at  St.  Barnab^,  a  suburb  of  Marseille. 
Later  five  persons  engaged  in  handling  the  rags  died  of  undoubted 
bubonic  plague.  Of  fifteen  persons  exposed  to  contagion  and  isolated 
in  the  Saivator  Hospital  none  have  diea,  though  some  have  presented 
suspicious  symptoms.  By  a  sti^ange  coincidence  the  factory  where 
the  rags  were  taken  burned  to  the  ground  September  9.  Strenuous 
precautions,  it  is  reported,  have  been  taken  as  regards  the  infected 
vessel  and  localities.

GERMANY. 

Report  from  Berlin — Plague  and  cholera  in  various  countries. 

Consul-Gene ral  Mason  reports,  September  11,  as  follows: 

Flague, 

Egypt. — Between  the  22d  and  28th  of  August  there  were  registered 
in  Egypt  14  fresh  cases  of  plague  (with  11  deaths),  viz,  in  Alexandria, 
7  casps  (6  deaths);  and  in  Damiette,  7  cases  (5  deaths). 

British  India. — During  the  weeks  ended  August  8  and  August 
15  there  were  registered  in  the  Bombay  presidency  5.510  and  6,301 
eases  of  plague,  respectively,  with  8,854  and  4.623  deatns. 

Straits  Settlements. — Up  to  the  22d  of  Julv,  104  ciwes  of  suspected 
plague  had  occurred  on  the  quarantine  island. 

British  South  Africa. — In  Cape  Colony,  during  the  two  weeks 
between  the  26th  of  July  and  the  8th  of  August,  only  1  case  of  plague 
occurred,  viz,  in  Queenstown,  on  the  5th  of  August.  Plague  rats, 
were  still  found  during  the  first  week  of  August,  not  onlv  in  Queens- 
town  but  also  in  Port  Elizabeth  and  on  board  a  ship  in  the  harbor  of 
East  London. 

In  Durban,  according  to  the  official  bulletin  for  the  week  ended 
Julv  25,  2  fresh  cases  ot  plague  have  been  registered. 

^ew  Caledonia. — According  to  a  communication  dated  August  29, 
there  have  been  registered  in  the  north  of  New  Caledonia  23  fresh 
cases  of  plague,  wiui  17  deaths. 

Plague  and  cholera. 

British  India. — In  Calcutta,  during  the  period  from  the  23d  July  to 
the  1st  of  August,  there  were  registered  12  deaths  from  plague  and  12 
deaths  from  cnolera. 
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Death  rate  of  Berlin. 

The  death  rate  of  Berlin  for  the  week  ended  August  29  was  some- 
what higher  than  that  of  the  foregoing  week,  amounting,  calculated 
upon  the  year,  to  17  per  thousand  of  the  population,  this  being  con- 
siderably higher  than  the  rate  for  the  corresponding  week  of  last  year, 
in  which  it  amounted  to  only  14.4  per  thousand. 

Of  the  large  German  cities  two-thirds  showed  less  favorable  figures 
than  Berlin,  the  following  towns  having  considerably  higher  death 
rates,  namely:  Dresden,  Munich,  Karlsruhe,  Cologne,  Aix  la Chapelle. 
Nuremberg,  Strassburg,  Leipsic,  Brunswick,  Dusseldorf,  Breslau,  ana 
KOnigsberg;  also  Paris.  The  following  towns  had  a  lower  rate  of  mor- 
tality than  Berlin,  viz:  Stuttgart,  Hamburg,  Bremen,  Kiel,  Hanover, 
Sch5neberg  (with  14.7  per  thousand),  Charlottenburg  (with  14  per 
thousand);  also  London  and  Vienna. 

Acute  diseases  of  the  intestines  claimed  191  victims,  and  78  persons 
died  of  cholerine.  As  compared  with  the  foregoing  week  there  was  a 
slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  acute  diseases  of  the 
respiratory  organs,  which  claimed  33  victims.  Sixty -one  persons  died 
of  phthisis  pulmonalis,  and  43  persons  succumbed  to' cancer.  Further, 
there  were  registered  2  deatns  from  diphtheria  and  2  deaths  from 
measles.  Five  persons  died  from  scarlet  fever  and  16  persons  suc- 
cumbed to  typhus.     Finally,  9  persons  died  by  violence. 

New  mvseuni  of  tuherculosis  at  Berlin, 

The  tuberculosis  museum  recently  opened  in  Berlin  is  intended  to 
be  a  popular  object  lesson  and  to  represent  one  of  the  means  for 
enlightening  the  people  as  to  the  nature  of  tuberculosis.  The  great 
value  of  such  knowledge  on  the  part  of  the  people  has  only  recently 
come  to  be  fully  understood.  Formerly  physicians  were  sny  of  dis- 
cussing medical  questions  before  laymen,  but  now  that  it  is  seen  how 
potent  popular  knowledge  with  regard  to  infectious  diseases  is  in  pre- 
venting such  diseases,  opinion  has  completely  changed  on  that  point. 
In  the  case  of  tuberculosis  especially  is  this  true,  as  the  disease 
extends  over  many  years  thereby  necessitating  a  prolonged  continu- 
ance of  preventive  measures,  such  as  disinfection  of  the  patient's  linen, 
removal  of  expectoration,  etc.  Preventive  measurss  can  not  be  effect- 
ively obtained  by  mere  police  regulations.  The  people  themselves 
must  lend  their  assistance,  and  this  presupposes  a  right  understanding 
on  their  part  of  the  nature  and  aim  of  such  measures.  Laymen  wifi 
learn,  too,  to  understand  to  some  extent  what  an  immense  amount  of 
intellectual  labor  has  been  bestowed  upon  research  in  this  field  before 
the  present  knowledge  was  reached. 

After  the  history  of  tuberculosis  comes  a  second  department  dealing 
with  its  prevalence  in  different  countries;  here  statistical  tables  con- 
cerning its  death-rate  in  Prussia,  England,  Gemiany,  Argentine,  etc., 
are  given. 

Another  department  deals  with  the  cause  of  tuberculosis.  For  the 
prevention  of  the  disease  it  is  of  fundamental  importance  that  people 
should  have  a  clear  idea  of  its  infectious  nature.  For  this  reason  a 
special  department  has  been  devoted  to  the  tuberculosis  bacillus,  so 
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that  the  spectator  may  come  to  understand  that  the  bacillus  is  the 
cause  of  tuberculosis.  Microscope  specimens  are  exhibited  in  which 
tuberculosis  bacilli  and  pseudo-tuberculosis  bacilli  may  be  compared. 
A  representation,  by  diagrams,  moreover,  of  changes  produced  in  the 
lungs  by  the  tuberculosis  bacillus  is  given.  Pathologic-anatomical 
preparations  follow  to  show  the  changes  that  take  place  m  the  orguns 
attacked,  both  in  men  and  in  animals.  These  constitute  useful  object 
lessons  for  the  layman. 

A  third  section  deals  with  the  prevention  of  tuberculosis.  Starting 
from  the  standpoint  that  the  tuberculous  pjerson  who  emits  or  expec- 
torates bacilli  IS  the  principal  source  of  infection,  and  that  he  is  a 
special  source  of  danger  in  unhealthy  dwellings  and  workrooms,  this 
dfepartment  brings  together  the  means  necessary  to  make  such  emis- 
sions innocuous.  Models  of  expectoration  bottles  and  spittoons  of  all 
descriptions  are  here  exhibited.  The  different  methods  of  getting  rid 
of  the  sputa  by  means  of  chemical  disinfection,  boiling  and  burning, 
are  here  illustrated;  also  tuberculosis  prophylaxis  in  schools  and  work- 
shops, and  the  various  kinds  of  disinfecting  apparatus  for  the  purifying 
of  sick  rooms  and  places  where  people  have  died.  In  order  to  make 
the  matter  still  clearer  a  number  of  tables  are  hung  on  the  walls,  giv- 
ing the  mortality  from  tuberculosis  in  different  parts  of  cities  and 
showing  clearly  that  tuberculosis  is  confined  to  certain  dwellings  and 
particular  quarters  of  the  city.  This  is  shown,  for  example,  by  the  map 
prepared  by  Dr.  Biggs,  of  New  York,  to  illustrate  the  mortality  from 
tuberculosis  in  thicKly  populated  parts  of  New  York  City,  also  by  a 
similar  map  of  the  town  of  Posen,  prepared  by  Professor  Wernicke, 
of  Posen. 

There  is  also  exhibited  a  model  of  a  Berlin  dwelling  house,  with 
arrangements  for  the  isolation  of  tuberculous  patients.  This  model 
has  been  prepared  according  to  a  plan  suggested  by  Dr.  A.  Kayserling, 
of  Berlin.  AH  arrangements  that  tend  to  the  better  hygienic  cleansing 
of  dwellings,  such  bls  disinfectable  floor  coverings  ana  carpets,  paint 
and  paper  for  the  walls,  floors  with  rounded  corners,  and  means  for 
impregnating  floors  are  here  exhibited.  A  model  of  the  disinfection 
wagon  of  the  dispensary  of  the  city  of  Lille  is  also  shown  in  this  sec- 
tion. The  department  is,  for  reasons  of  space,  limitc^d  to  specific  pro- 
phylaxis and  only  such  subjects  as  stand  in  direct  relation  to  it,  such 
as  care  of  the  teeth. 

While  these  departments  are  essentially  for  the  prevention  of  infec- 
tion, the  following  sections  contain  means  for  treating  persons  suffer- 
ing from  tuberculosis:  Section  5  deals  with  the  identification  of  the 
disease.  Section  6  refers  to  the  shelter  of  the  patients.  Section  7 
describes  the  principles  of  treatment.  Professor  Pannwitz  has  drawn 
up  a  large  chart  and  tables  showing  the  armngements  existing  in 
Grermany  for  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis. 

The  following  subjects  are  explained  by  tables  and  summaries  in 
the  department  for  iaentification  of  tuberculosis  patients:  (1)  Volun- 
tary notification  in  Manchester.  (2)  Notification  through  the  dispen- 
saries in  France.  (3)  Notification  through  the  policlinics  in  German}^ 
and  further  the  part  played  by  (Jerman  insurance  societies  for  the  sick 
in  notifying  cases  of  tuberculosis  as  well  as  the  methods  of  the  Red 
Cross  society  in  Charlottenburg. 
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In  the  section  devoted  to  accommodation  of  tuberculous  patients  the 
different  kinds  of  institutions  are  shown  by  models  and  photographs. 
The  sanatoria  are  represented  by  a  model  of  the  Sulzhayn  Sanatorium, 
and  there  are  besides  plans  and  photographs  of  nearly  all  the  German 
sanatoria.  Children's  sanatoria  are  represented  by  Belzie,  convales- 
cent homes  by  a  model  of  SchOnholz,  the  country  colonies  fay  Stiibeck- 
horn,  tuberculosis  hospitals  bv  Dr.  Sarrason's  model  of  a  terrace 
hospital,  home  treatment  by  the  model  of  a  home  sanatorium  after  a 
plan  by  Dr.  Kayserling,  and  finally  an  improvised  tent  for  cure«  in 
the  house.  In  this  section  are  exhibited  all  the  paraphernalia  of 
sanatoria,  such  as  vessels  for  disinfection,  lounges,  Frflnkel's  screens, 
hygienic  beds,  and  disinfectable  wardrobes. 

In  the  treatment  section  there  are  exhibited  models  and  pictures  for 
the  methods  of  hygienic-dietetic  treatment,  also  tuberculin  therapia. 

Finally,  there  is  exhibited  a  collection  of  special  measures  for  the 
prevention  of  tuberculosis.  (1)  The  various  means  of  propaganda, 
the  placards  of  the  Soci^t^  de  preservation  contre  la  tuberculose,  and 
posters  of  the  National  Association  for  the  Prevention  of  Consump- 
tion. FurtheiTOore,  the  appeal  and  the  collecting  boxes  of  the  Red 
Cross  Society  for  People's  Sanatoria,  as  well  as  a  collection  of  announce- 
ments on  elevated  railways,  street  cars,  and  railway  stations  prohibit- 
ing expectoration  on  the  ground.  There  is  also  an  exhibition  of 
popular  literature,  Knopff's  prize  essay  in  eleven  languages.  Also  a 
collection  of  regulations  with  regard  to  tuberculosis. 

This  description  by  Doctor  Kayserling  shows  how  the  tuberculosis 
museum  can  be  rendered  sei*viceable  as  a  form  of  popular  instruction. 
It  is  a  first  attempt  and  the  collection  is  not  to  be  regarded  as  a  com- 
plete one.  On  the  contrary,  the  object  is  to  continually  add  to  it — 
to  weed  out  the  obsolete  and  to  introduce  modern  improvements  a« 
they  appear.

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MALTA. 

Malta  fever — Cau%e  and  diagnosis, 

S.  S.  Malacxja,  Port  Said,  Egypt, 

August  29,  1903. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  on  the  25th  instant  there  was 
a  short  stop  at  Valetta,  Malta,  and  that  I  embraced  the  opportunity 
to  visit  the  militaiy  hospital,  which  contains  over  300  patients,  most 
of  whom  were  afllicted  with  Malta  fever.  The  principal  medical 
officer  went  over  a  number  of  cases  carefully,  showing  the  tempera- 
ture and  pulse  chart,  and  discussing  each  one. 

The  diamosis  can  now  be  made  at  an  earlv  date  by  use  of  the  micro- 
coccus meiitensis  after  the  method  of  Widal,  and,  as  in  enteric  fever, 
the  time  at  which  rest  and  treatment  begin  makes  a  decided  difference 
in  the  prognosis.  There  is  no  claim  for  a  specific  remedy,  but  the 
claim  was  made  that  with  care  and  intelligent  general  treatment  from 
the  start  the  mortality  had  been  reduced  from  15  to  about  2  per  cent. 

The  method  of  infection  is  still  under  discussion,  but  my  informant 
was  of  the  opinion  that  the  specific  organism  is  air-form  and  that  it  is 
inhaled. 

The  patients  did  not  appear  to  be  very  sick,  but  some  of  them  were 
said  to  be  classed  as  serious,  whose  appearance  was  not  to  me  the  least 
alarming.  The  tongues  were  very  little  coated;  in  fact,  a  light  gray 
coat  in  the  center,  with  clean  edges,  was  said  to  be  characteristic.  I 
would  think  that  tne  complications,  with  the  possible  exception  of  the 
intestinal,  are  practically  the  same  as  those  or  enteric  fever.

During  the  week  there  were  8  new  cases  of  yellow  fever  officially 
reported,  and  0  remaining  from  previous  week  made  a  total  of  14  cases 
for  the  week  ended  September  12,  1903. 

There  were  27  deaths  from  all  causes,  of  which  7  were  from  yellow 
fever,  2  from  tuberculosis,  and  18  from  noncontagious  causes. 

The  situation  at  this  port  apparently  shows  a  decided  improvement, 
although  from  recent  rains  there  is  an  increase  of  mosquitoes. 

All  points  on  the  Monterey  and  Mexican  Gulf  Railroad,  as  far  north 
as  Linares,  are  still  infected  in  an  epidemic  foi-m,  while  there  seems  to 
be  some  improvement  both  in  the  Huasteca  and  at  Ciudad  Valles. 
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I  have  been  informed  that  the  town  of  Nuevo  Morelos,  of  about  800 
inhabitants,  has  been  almost  entirely  depopulated  by  the  epidemic. 

On  September  8  I  removed  a  sailor  from  the  American  schooner 
Alverda  S.  Elzey  to  the  city  haspital,  with  temperature  38.9^;  proved 
to  be  yellow  fever  and  is  still  under  treatment;  the  Elzey  was  fumi- 
gated on  the  10th,  and  cleared  for  New  Orleans  via  Frontera  on  the 
13th. 

PHILIPPINE   ISLANDS. 

Report  frmn  Manila — Cholera^  plague^  and  mnalljxyx   in    Manila — 
Cholera  in  the  provinces — Quarantine  transactions. 

Assistant  Surgeon  Heiser,  chief  quarantine  officer  for  the  Philippine 
Islands,  reports,  August  18  and  20,  as  follows: 

During  the  week  ended  August  8,  1903,  cholera  and  plague  were 
reportecTin  Manila  as  follows:

Cholera  otitbreak  at  Mariveles — Recurrence  at  Iloilo. 

The  cholera  situation  in  Manila  has  remained  about  the  same  up  to 
the  commencement  of  the  week  covered  by  this  report.  There  hav^e 
been  20  cases  and  16  deaths  for  the  week  ended  August  15, 1903.  That 
the  infection  is  still  virulent  and  ready  to  make  its  appearance  when- 
ever a  favorable  opportunity  presents  itself  was  well  snown  during  the 
week.  At  Bilibia  prison,  where  elabomte  precautions  obtain  and  the 
inmates  can  be  controlled,  6  cases  suddenly  developed.  After  a  thor- 
ough investigation  it  was  finally  decided  that  some  dried  fish,  which 
were  probably  eaten  without  cooking,  were  responsible  for  the  out- 
break. The  issue  of  fish  was  stopjjed  and  no  further  cases  have  been 
reported.  Some  of  the  suspectea  fish  were  sent  to  the  laboratory  for 
bacteriological  examination,  and  the  outcome  is  being  awaited  with 
interest. 

It  is  with  much  regret  that  I  report  that  5  cases  of  cholera  have 
occurred  at  the  village  of  Mariveles.  Notwithstanding  the  constant 
proximity  to  cholera,  this  is  the  first  time  the  village  has  been  infected 
sinc^  the  outbreak  of  the  disease  in  the  islands.  During  the  week  the 
village  had  an  increase  in  its  population  of  about  300  persons,  who 
were  brought  there  when  the  army  moved  its  coaling  station  to  Mari- 
veles. The  preliminary  investigation  shows  that  the  cholera  was  not 
contracted  from  the  quarantine  station.  Since  the  outbreak  in  the 
village  of  Mariveles  also  affects  the  quarantine  station,  Assistant  Sur- 
geon Long  has  been  detailed  to  investigate  the  matter  thoroughly. 
The  board  of  health  has  appointed  him  a  temporary  health  inspector, 
so  that  he  is  vested  with  lull  authority.  The  result  of  the  investiga- 
tion will  be  reported  in  my  next  report. 

Cholera  has  again  made  its  appearance  in  Iloilo,  having  probably 
come  overland  from  Capiz.  The  number  of  cases  up  to  the  present 
time  has  not  been  alarming.  The  cholera  situation  at  Cebu  has 
improved  so  much  that  outgoing  quarantine  detention  was  dispensed 
with  on  Augjist  10,  1903. 

The  situation  in  the  remainder  of  the  islands  is  about  the  same.

Report  from  Cebu — Qiuirantine  on  outgoing  vesseU  raised. 

Assistant  Surgeon  Fox  reports,  August  10,  through  the  chief  quar- 
antine officer  as  follows: 

I  have  this  day  raised  the  quarantine  imposed  upon  outgoing  vessels 
at  this  port. 

Cholera  has  not  disappeared  here  by  any  means,  but  the  conditions 
have  become  so  much  better  than  they  were  not  long  since,  and 
cholera  is  prevalent  in  so  manv  other  ports  that  it  does  not  seem  justi- 
fiable to  restrict  the  shipping  here  any  longer. 

The  quarantine  has  been  raised  only  provisionally  and  if  there  be  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  cholera  it  can  readily  be  reestab- 
lished.    I  l>elieve,  however,  that  this  will  not  be  necessary. 

TURKEY. 

Report  from  Beirut — ChoUra  in  Syria. 

Consul  Ravndal  reports,  August  27,  as  follows: 

Cholera  has  spread  from  Damascus  to  nearly  all  important  points  in 
central  and  northern  Syria,  including  Baalbek,  Hoins,  and  Tripoli. 
The  mortality,  as  officially  reported,  is  less  than  100  a  week  in  my  dis- 
trict, but  it  is  probable  that  these  figures  only  faintly  indicate  the  true 
facts  of  the  situation.     Beirut,  up  to  date,  is  clean. 

Report  from  Smyrna — Smallpox. 

Consul  Lane  reports,  August  31,  as  follows: 

In  conjunction  with  my  official  report  of  a  smallpox  epidemic  in 
Smyrna,  I  desire  to  advise  the  Department  of  State  tnat  it  is  the  cur- 
rent opinion  among  the  foreign  residents  in  Smyrna  that  onl}'  a  small 
number  of  the  actual  deaths  from  smallpox  are  reported.  Creditable 
ph3^sicians  estimate  that  there  have  been  from  20  to  30  deaths  daily 
from  the  above-mentioned  disease  during  the  past  two  weeks. 

From  personal  inquirv  I  am  con  vinced  that  the  epidemic  of  smalliK>x 
is  much  worse  than  the  official  reports  indicate.  Smyrna  is  now  packing 
by  hand  and  preparing  large  Quantities  of  dried  figs  for  immediate  ship- 
ment to  the  United  States,  the  lal>or  employed  being  from  the  class 
among  which  the  smallpox  is  most  prevalent.

— One  thousand  two  hundred  and  forty-five  deaths  were 
registered  during  the  week,  including  measles  12,  scarlet  fever  3, 
diphtheria  14,  whooping  cough  12,  enteric  fever  6,  and  diarrhea  196. 
The  deaths  from  all  causes  correspond  to  an  annual  rate  of  14.1  per 
1,000.  In  Greater  London  1,738  deaths  were  registered.  In  the 
*' outer  ring"  the  deaths  included  1  from  diphtheria,  1  from  measles, 
and  5  from  whooping  cough. 

Ireland,— The  average  annual  death  rate  represented  by  the  deaths 
registered  during  the  week  ended  September  6, 1903,  in  the  21  principal 
town  districts  of  Ireland  was  16.1  per  1,000  of  the  population,  which 
is  estimated  at  1,093,289.  The  lowest  rate  was  recorded  in  Clonmel, 
viz,  0,  and  the  highest  in  Newry,  viz,  42  per  1,000.  In  Dublin  and 
suburbs  116  deaths  were  registered,  including  enteric  fever  1,  scarlet 
fever  1,  whooping  cough  4,  and  22  from  tuberculosis.

Quarantine,  Portland,  Me.,  OcUiber2^  1903, 
Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  quote  from  Acting  Asst.  Surg.  H.  H.  Ham- 
mond's report  of  sanitary  work  performed  for  the  Service  during  the 
month  of  September  as  follows: 

During  the  month  I  visited  16  families,  saw  25  cases  (smallpox),  and  fumigated 
16  houses  and  2  school  buildings.  At  present  writing  there  are  5  cases  of  small- 
pox in  the  town  of  Madawaska,  3  in  Grant  Isle,  and  2  in  Yanburen. 

I  have  succeeded  in  inducing  the  local  boards  of  our  various  towns  to  offer  free 
vaccination,  but  I  find  that  many  are  either  opposed  to  the  measure  or  reluctant  to 
Bubrait.

Vineyard  Haven,  Mass.,  Septeinher^^^  1903, 

Sib:  Referring  to  my  telegram  of  September  22, 1  have  the  honor  to 
report  that  on  September  21  instant  a  seaman  affected  with  smallpox, 
in  about  the  sixth  day  of  the  eruption,  presented  himself  for  treat- 
ment at  this  hospital. 

The  seaman  was  from  the  American  schooner  Orozimho^  which  ves- 
sel had  arrived  at  this  port  on  the  morning  of  September  19  and  since 
that  time  had  been  lying  at  anchor  in  Vineyard  Haven  Bay  awaiting 
favorable  weather  to  proceed  on  her  return  trip  from  New  Haven, 
Conn. ,  to  Calais,  Me.  The  vessel  left  Calais  on  August  29,  and  after 
a  voyage  of  ten  days  arrived  at  New  Haven.  She  remained  at  New 
Haven  seven  days  and  then  proceeded  to  this  port.  The  seaman  began 
to  feel  ill  about  September  12,  while  at  New  Haven,  and  the  eruption 
appeared  on  September  15,  a  short  while  after  leaving  New  Haven. 
Taking  the  incubation  period  of  smallpox  as  fourteen  da3"8,  it  appears 
that  the  disease  was  contracted  undoubtedly  at  Calais,  Me.  Against 
the  theory  that  the  disease  was  contracted  aboard  the  vessel  is  the  fact 
that  the  other  four  membei*s  of  the  vessel's  crew,  one  of  whom  had 
never  been  vaccinated  and  none  of  whom  had  been  vaccinated  recently, 
have  remained  unaffected  to  date. 

Fortunately,  when  the  seaman  arrived  at  the  hospital  the  case  was 
diagnosed  at  the  door  and  did  not  gain  entrance  to  the  hospital  building. 

The  local  board  of  health  was  notified  at  once  and  requested  to  take 
charge  of  the  case,  it  being  explained  to  the  board  that  the  hospital 
grounds  were  not  sufficiently  extensive  to  enable  me  to  isolate  the  case 
so  that  not  only  the  patients  in  the  hospital  but  also  citizens  living 
near  by  the  reservation  would  not  be  exposed  to  the  disease. 

The  local  board  took  charge  of  the  ease,  returned  him  to  the  vessel, 
and  placed  the  vessel  in  strict  quarantine. 

The  town  of  Vineyard  Haven  has  no  pesthouse  and  it  was  the  inten- 
tion of  the  board  to  send  the  vessel  to  the  Boston  quarantine  station  for 
treatment;  but  the  local  board,  on  requesting  the  State  board  of  health 
to  authorize  them  to  send  the  vessel  to  the  Boston  quarantine  station, 
were  informed  that  the  quarantine  officials  were  unwilling  to  have  the 
vessel  sent  there. 

The  Vineyard  Haven  board  of  health  has  not  yet  decided  whether 
to  continue  to  hold  the  vessel  in  quarantine  with  the  cases  on  board 
until  the  disease  exhausts  itself  or  to  make  some  arrangement  for  the 
isolation  and  treatment  of  the  case  ashore  and  to  disinfect  the  vessel. 
At  the  meetings  of  the  members  of  the  board,  to  which  I  have  been 
invited  to  confer  with  them,  I  have  strongly  advised  the  latter  course. 

At  the  request  of  the  board  of  health,  I  visited  the  vessel  yesterday 
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and  vaccinated  the  crew.  The  patient  is  doing  well,  and  although  he 
has  a  niodemtely  severe  attack  of  discrete  smallpox  apparently  stands 
a  good  chance  to  recover. 

I  have  vaccinated  the  entire  personnel  of  this  station  and  will  make 
requisition  on  the  Bureau  for  a  supply  of  vaccine  virus,  so  that  I  will 
be  able  to  vaccinate  such  seamen  as  come  to  the  hospital  for  that 
purpose.

Twenty' -four 
houses  disinfected,  10  with  103  rooms.  Murray  confirmed  the  presence 
of  yellow  fever  at  Minera,  a  mining  camp  26  miles  from  Laredo,  find- 
ing 7  cases  and  1  death.  Minera  has  no  railroad  communication  except 
with  Laredo.  Tabor  has  taken  all  necessary  precautions.  There  is  no 
danger  of  the  disease  spreading  from  there.  County  quarantines  are 
gi\ing  trouble  in  opening  up  freight  traffic  on  Mexican-Texas  Railroad. 
Tabor  has  requested  State  military  intervention,  and  it  has  been  granted. 
Situation  here  is  not  so  encouraging.     New  foci  are  developing.

BRAZIL. 

Plague  severe  at  Rio  de  Janeiro  and  Sergipe — No  yellow  fever 
originated  in  Bahia  mice  1899. 

The  following  is  received  from  the  consul  at  Bahia,  now  in  Wash- 
ington, under  date  of  September  30: 

I  have  this  day  received  the  following  information  from  the  clerk 
of  the  consulate  at  Bahia: 

Plague  is  very  bad  at  Rio  Janeiro  and  Sei^pe.« 

Conditions  in  Bahia  seem  favorable  in  that  the  sanitary  system  has 
been  thoroughly  reorganized,  a  laboratory  has  been  equipped  for  the 
active  diagnosis  of  all  suspected  cases^  and  there  are  quite  an  effective 
quarantine  and  a  disinf ectm^  plant  which  has  been  recently  established. 

Regarding  yellow  fever  m  Bahia,  there  has  been  none  except  in 
sporadic  cases — that  is,  cases  which  have  been  brought  by  steamer  from 
Rio  de  Janeiro  and  placed  in  quarantine.  No  cases  have  originated  in 
Bahia  since  1899,  which  was  a  year  of  epidemic  there.

Report  from  Cienfiegos — Inspection  of  vessels — Mortality  statistics. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  McMahon  reports,  September  23,  as  fol- 
lows: During  the  week  ended  September  12  there  were  10  deaths  in 
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the  city.  One  from  malaria,  1  pernicious  fever  (age  5  months),  1 
paludism,  1  erysipelas  (16  days  age^,  1  infantile  tetanus. 

During  the  week  ended  September  19  there  were  13  deaths  in  the 
city. 

Two  bills  of  health  were  issued  to  vessels  going  to  ports  in  the 
United  States  during  the  week  ended  September  19.  Both  in  good 
sanitary  condition  and  no  sickness  on  either. 

No  quarantinable  disease  has  arrived  at  this  port  during  this  week. 

Sanitary  conditions  at  Santiago^  Cienfuegos^  and  Caiharien. 

The  following  consular  report  is  received  from  Minister  Squiers, 
under  date  of  l^ptember  16,  1903: 

SANITARY  CONDITIONS. 

The  city  of  Cienf uegos  is  situated  at  the  head  of  the  bay  and  is  built 
for  the  most  part  upon  lowlands.  The  suburbs,  or  that  part  of  the 
city  farthest  from  the  bay,  are  Built  on  more  elevated  ground.  Along 
the  shore  of  the  bay  very  insanitary  conditions  are  found,  the  yarcfe 
of  most  houses  being  filled  to  a  great  extent  with  accumulated  filth  and 
the  streets  that  terminate  on  the  shore  line  being  in  the  same  condition. 
Many  of  the  surface  drains  that  connect  with  the  bay  have  a  rise  and 
fall  of  tide  for  a  distance  of  about  200  feet,  and  garbage  washed  by 
the  rains  from  the  surface  of  the  streets  accumulates  ana  lies  exposed 
to  the  action  of  the  sun  from  day  to  day,  producing  offensive  odors, 
due  to  putrefaction.  Material  actually  carried  into  the  bay  never  gets 
verj'  far  from  the  shore,  and  therefore  can  not  be  influenced  by  the 
ebb  of  the  tide,  hence  much  of  this  waste  matter  is  redeposited  along 
the  shores  of  the  harbor. 

The  rise  and  fall  of  the  tides  along  the  entire  Cuban  coast,  I  am  told, 
does  not  exceed  18  inches.  Where  the  yards  of  the  inhabitants  extend 
along  the  shore  of  the  bay  the  people,  in  most  cases,  rid  themselves 
of  the  garbage  and  other  material  by  throwing  it  a  few  feet  out 
into  the  water,  whence  it  is  blown  back  again  to  the  shore  to  become 
a  nuisance  to  themselves  and  their  neighbors.  The  same  conditions 
prevail  at  the  slaughterhouse,  a  very  primitive  and  poorly  constructed 
building  built  on  the  water's  edge  on  tne  north  side  of  this  city,  within 
two  blocks  of  the  public  hospital.  The  blood  and  other  residue  of  the 
slaughtered  animals  are  washed  into  the  adjacent  waters,  which,  owing 
to  the  scanty  fresh-water  supply  in  that  establishment,  are  frequently 
used  to  clean  the  meat  that  is  supplied  to  the  inhabitants. 

That  part  of  the  city  lying  adjacent  to  the  railroad  yards  is  very  low, 
and  the  tide  waters  are  within  1  foot  of  the  surface  of  the  ground — 
that  is,  excavations  made  to  a  depth  of  1  foot  encounter  water.  In 
the  gutters  of  the  streets  in  this  section  of  the  city  stagnant  water  is 
frequently  allowed  to  remain  until  it  is  covered  with  a  green  scum, 
and  the  odors  arising  therefrom  are  in  the  highest  degree  injurious  to 
the  health  of  the  residents  of  that  portion  of  the  city. 

No  cesspools  in  this  section  of  tne  city  are  water-tight,  and  there, 
as  well  as  in  most  other  parts  of  the  city,  cesspools  are  allowed  to 
remain  in  the  worst  sanitary  condition.  The  water-closet  is  a  rare 
exception  and  only  to  be  foimd  in  the  houses  of  well-to-do  people.  This 
is  partly  due  to  the  scanty  water  supply.     Undrained  sink  holes  are  to 
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be  found  in  various  parts  of  the  city,  and  are  so  many  places  favorable 
to  the  breeding  of  mosquitoes,  which  are  very  numerous  here  during  the 
dry  as  well  as  the  rainy  season.     The  worst  of  these  mosquito- brewing 

f)laces  is  a  large  drain  made  in  1899  and  which  drains  a  large  territory 
ying  to  the  eastward  of  the  city.  This  drain  is  never  dry,  and  as  no 
cruoe  petroleum  is  poured  into  it,  it  is  the  principal  source  of  great 
numbers  of  mosquitoes  in  that  section.  Furthermore,  as  the  city 
water  supply  is  very  limited  many  people  are  in  the  habit  of  keeping 
barrels  and  other  vessels  filled  with  water  which  they  collect  during 
the  early  hours  of  the  morning,  when  the  water  is  allowed  to  flow.  A 
city  ordinance,  passed  by  the  common  council,  requiring  all  such  deposits 
of  water  to  be  covered  with  wire  netting  is  generally  disregarded. 
The  water  kept  in  these  deposits  is  undoubtedly  conducive  to  malaria. 
The  mortality  in  this  citv  during  the  month  of  June,  1903,  was  75. 
Of  this  there  were  26  deaths  from  infectious  and  contagious  diseases, 
naQiely:  Diphtheria  1.  malarial  fevers  9,  tuberculosis  15,  and  entero- 
colitis 1.  The  mortality  during  the  month  of  July  was  60.  Of  this 
there  were  17  deaths  from  infectious  and  contagious  diseases,  namely: 
Malarial  fevers  9,  tuberculosis  7,  and  entero-colitis  1. 

I  quote  below  the  report  of  P.  B.  Anderson,  consular  agent  at  Cai- 
barien,  on  the  sanitary  conditions  existing  in  the  territory  embraced 
in  his  agency: 

Caibarien,  AugtiMt  18y  190S, 
United  States  Consul,  Cienfuegos. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  13th  instant, 
calling  for  my  report  of  the  sanitary  conditions  of  this  part  of  the  consular  distncU 

The  sanitary  condition  is  safely  pronounced  good.  This  is  true  of  Yaguajay. 
Placetas,  Camajuani,  Remedios,  Cailmrien,  and  smaller  villages,  with  all  of  which'  I 
am  in  personal  contact.  Caibarien  (considered  the  most  unhealthful  of  the  place) 
named)  will  form  as  a  guide  in  making  an  estimate  of  death  rate.  The  population 
is  7,300  in  round  numl^rs,  and  the  deaths  during  the  month  of  June  were  12,  of 
which  2  were  of  infants  and  1  accidental.  For  the  month  of  July  there  were  Id 
deaths,  of  which  3  were  of  infants  and  4  above  the  age  of  60  years.  Causes  of  death 
in  most  cases  were  gastro-enteritis  and  tuberculosis. 

The  sanitary  r^^lations  governing  the  port  are  enforced  strictly.  As  proof  of 
same,  on  May  22  a  Russian  bark  named  ParamaJUa  arrived  here  from  Africa  alter 
fifty-two  days'  trip  and  was  sent  to  Habana  for  obeervation  and  fumigation.  Another 
bark  named  Endymion  arrived  here,  also  from  Africa,  August  4  after  seventy-two 
days'  trip.    This  vessel  is  now  in  Habana  for  same  treatment  as  former.

Health  of  Habana^  month  of  July  ^  1903 — Sanitary  amditions  in  Cuba, 

The  following  is  received  from  Minister  Squiers  at  Habana,  under 
date  of  September  23,  1903: 

The  total  mortality  during  the  month  in  the  district  of  Habana  has 
been  458,  40  more  than  in  the  preceding  thirty -one  days,  but  a  decrease 
of  126  deaths  compared  to  the  same  period  last  year,  and  the  lowest 
figure  on  record  for  the  month  of  July  since  1870.  Meningitis  and 
tuberculosis  have  been  the  principal  diseases  with  fatal  residts,  while 
tvphoid  has  caused  but  9  deaths,  compared  to  22  in  the  same  month  in 
1902. 

The  whole  island  continues  to  be  free  from  yellow  fever  and  small- 
pox, a  state  of  things  almost  unprecedented  here  during  the  summer 
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months.  A  case  of  yellow  fever  arrived  from  Mexico  on  a  steamer 
bound  for  New  York,  and  the  health  department  of  Habana,  establish- 
ing a  new  precedent,  took  the  man  ashore,  thus  proving  their  entire 
confidence  in  their  new  method  to  protect  the  patient  from  being 
bitten  by  mosquitos  during  his  conveyance  to  the  nospital. 

Throughout  the  island  tne  state  of  health  has  been  good,  with  the 
exception  of  Daiquiri,  a  mining  town  in  Santiago  Province,  where  a 
very  dangerous  and  infectious  malarial  disease,  ver}'  seldom  seen  in 
Cuba,  known  as  hemoglobinuric  fever  (black-water  fever)  has  caused  3 
out  of  the  7  deaths  there  during  the  month  of  July.  Since  the  pub- 
lication of  the  report  the  Superior  Board  of  Health  has  sent  a  commis- 
sion to  Daiquiri  to  make  an  investigation  as  to  the  causes  of  the 
disease,  the  report  of  which  I  shall  send  to  the  Department  as  soon  as 
it  is  published.

The  following  consular  report  is  received  from  Minister  Squiers  at 
Habana,  under  date  of  September  16,  1903: 

In  regard  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  city  I  have  to  say  that, 
with  the  exception  of  the  dissolution  of  the  mosquito  brigade,  no 
change  has  taken  place.  The  streets  are  swept  and  kept  in  as  good 
a  condition  as  possible.  The  garbage  is  collected  every  day,  as  here- 
tofore. 

The  city  is  at  present  healthful.  No  epidemic  diseases  exist.  The 
prevailing  diseases  are  tubercular  and  general.  The  number  of  deaths 
officially  reported  for  the  month  is  65^  a  decrease  of  47  over  the  pre- 
ceding month  of  August.

The  following  is  received  from  Consul-General  Evans,  at  London, 
under  date  of  September  11,  1903:  I  have  the  honor  to  inclose  clip- 
ping from  the  London  Globe  relative  to  plague  brought  to  Marseille, 
France,  in  rags  from  Constantinople.  I  nave  given  precautionary 
instructions  in  reference  to  shipments  from  here,  but  I  am  told  none 
that  are  shipped  from  here  come  from  that  coimtry.  Care  will  be 
exercised  at  this  port  in  the  matter.

Paris,  September  JO, 

Tlie  telej^rain  published  by  a  I^ondon  Dewspaper,  announcing  an  outbreak  of 
plague  at  MarBeille,  w  confirmed  this  morning  by  telegrams  to  the  Gil  Bias,  Libre 
Parole,  and  Petit  Parisien.  Five  deaths  have  already  occurred  and  27  persons  are 
stated  to  be  isolated  and  under  ol)servation  at  the  hospital.  A  vessel  which  con- 
tained a  contaminated  cargo  has  also  been  isolated,  and  the  cargo  burned,  80  that  all 
sources  of  danger  are  believed  to  have  been  cut  off. 

The  strictest  precautionary  measures  have  alno  been  ordered  bv  the  sanitary  coun- 
cil, who  held  a  si)ecial  meetmgat  which  the  prefect  presided.  The  Matin  states  that 
of  the  5  persons  who  have  died  only  3  were  plague  suspects,  and  that  among  those 
under  observation  only  3  are  ill.     No  case  has  been  reported  in  the  town  itself. 

Paris,  September  JO. 
A  telegram  from  Marseille  to  the  Petit  Parisien  states  that  the  car^o  of  rags  which 
iraused  the  outbreak  of  bubonic  plague  here  came  from  Constantmople,  and  was 
lande<i  last  Friday.  As  soon  as  the  Imles  were  opened,  dead  rats  were  found  among 
the  rags.  Five  naale  and  female  workers  who  handle<l  the  rags  were  taken  ill  almost 
immediately.    Three  of  them  died  the  same  evening,  after  intense  suffering;  2  more 
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succumbed  the  followinfr  morning,  and  18  others,  including  4  children,  have  shown 
symptoms  of  the  disease  and  are  under  treatment  at  the  Salvator  Hospital.  The 
sanitary  inspector  who  disinfected  the  rooms  occupied  by  some  of  the  victims  has 
also  been  attacked  by  i)lague.  The  sufferers  are  carefully  isolated,  and  the  medical 
authorities  state  there  is  no  daneer  of  the  disease  spreading.  The  vessel  in  which 
the  rags  were  conveyed  is  also  isolated.  The  mayor  of  Marseille  and  other  high  offi- 
cials, and  all  the  men  engaged  in  disinfecting,  have  been  inoculated  with  antiplague 
serum. 

The  correspondent  of  the  Libre  Parole  says  that  all  the  editors  of  the  Marseille 
newspapers  were  summoned  bv  the  prefect  and  requested  not  to  make  any  allusion 
to  the  outbreak  until  the  authorities  had  ascertained  the  names  of  all  the  persons 
who  had  been  in  contact  with  the  victims. 

Plague  at  Marseille  extinct.

Both  these 
steamships  are  from  Marseille,  and  will  carry  emigrants.  No  other 
vessels  will  leave  Marseille  for  United  States  ports  via  Italian  ports, 
until  Marseille  is  free  from  plague.

Report  from  Berlin — Plague  and  cholera  in  various  countries, 
Consul-General  Mason  reports,  September  11,  as  follows: 

Plague, 

France. — In  Marseille,  according  to  a  report  dated  September  10' 
6  cases  of  plague  have  occurred  among  the  employees  of  a  paper  fac 
tory  in  the  suburb  of  St.  Barnab^. 

tlgypt. — Between  the  29th  of  August  and  the  4th  of  September 
there  were  registered  in  Egypt  6  f resn  cases  of  plague  (and  4  deaths), 
all  in  Alexandria. 

British  India. — During  the  week  ended  August  22  there  were  reg- 
istered in  the  Bombay  presidency  7,464  cases  of  pla^e  (and  5,181 
deaths),  of  which  110  cases  (94  deaths)  occurred  in  the  city  of  Bombay, 

Hongkong. — During  the  period  from  the  12th  of  July  to  the  Ist  of 
August  there  were  registered  in  Hongkong  41  cases  of  plague,  of 
which  26  terminated  in  death. 

Plagtie  and  cholera. 

British  India. — In  Calcutta,  during  the  period  from  the  2d  to  the  8th 
of  August,  there  were  registered  9  deaths  from  plague  and  9  deaths 
from  cholera. 

Cholera. 

Turkey.— According  to  oflScial  bulletins  Nos.  23  and  24,  of  the  23d 
and  Blst  of  August,  there  occurred  in  Syria  813  cases  of  cholera  (with 
728  deaths).  Up  to  the  end  of  August  the  total  number  of  deaths  from 
cholera  in  Syria  amounted  to  3,360. 

Death  rate  of  Berlin. 

The  death  rate  of  Berlin  for  the  week  ended  September  5  amounted, 
calculated  on  the  year,  to  16.9  per  thousand  of  the  population,  this 
being  somewhat  higher  than  the  rate  for  the  corresponding  week  of 
last  year,  in  which  it  amounted  to  16.1.  Of  the  large  German  cities 
only  the  following  showed  more  favorable  figures  than  Berlin,  namely: 
Hanover,  Bremen,  Altona,  Kassel,  Karlsruhe,  Charlottenburg  (with 
13.6),  and  SchOneberg  (with  11.5).     In  the  following  towns  the  death 
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rate  was  considerably  higher  than  that  of  Berlin,  viz:  Hamburg, 
Munich,  Stuttgart,  Frankfort-on-the-Main,  Cologne,  Dresden,  Leipsic, 
Nuremberg,  fireslau,  KOnigsberg,  and  Magdeburg,  as  well  as  Paris 
and  Vienna.  The  death  rate  of  ^Dndon,  on  the  other  hand,  was  lower 
than  that  of  Berlin.  The  niunber  of  deaths  among  children  in  the  first 
year  of  life,  as  compared  with  the  foregoing  week,  showed  a  slight 
decrease.  The  infant  death  rate  amountSi  to  7.2  per  year  and  mille, 
this  being  lower  than  that  of  Hamburg  and  Munich  and  only  one-half 
the  rate  of  Leipsic  and  Nuremberg.  Among  the  causes  of  death  acute 
intestinal  diseases,  although  showing  an  important  decrease  as  com- 
pared with  the  foregoing  week,  were  still  at  the  head  of  the  list,  the 
number  of  deaths  therefrom  amounting  to  168.  Cholerine  came  next, 
claiming  72  victims. 

There  was  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  acute  dis- 
eases of  the  respiratory  organs,  which  amoimted  this  week  to  37. 
There  were  furtnermore  registered  66  deaths  from  phthisis  pulmo- 
nalis,  3  deaths  from  scarlet  fever,  6  deaths  from  diphtheria,  4  deaths 
from  measles,  2  deaths  from  typhus,  and  20  persons  died  by  violence.

Report  frora  Yokohama — Dysentery. 

Assistant  Surgeon  Moore  reports,  August  23,  as  follows: 

During  the  week  ended  August  23,  1903,  three  steamers  were 
inspectea. 

During  the  above  period  cases  of  contagious  disease  in  Yokohama 
were  oflacially  notified  as  follows:  Enteric  fever,  10  cases,  3  deaths; 
diphtheria,  2  cases,  0  deaths;  dysentery,  11  cases,  1  death.  No  cases 
of  plague  or  cholera  were  reported. 

It  is  stated  that  there  have  been  more  than  7,000  cases  of  dysentery 
in  Japan  this  year,  Tokyo  Fu  and  Kanagawa  Ken  contributing  rather 
largely  to  this  total. 

PUig^ie  a/nd  cholerine. 

During  the  week  ended  August  29,  1903,  seven  steamers,  having  an 
aggregate  personnel  of  694  crew  and  670  passengers,  were  inspected; 
217  steerage  passengers  were  bathed,  and  308  pieces  of  baggage 
disinfected. 

No  official  report  of  contagious  diseases  in  Yokohama  of  later  date 
than  August  22  has  been  received.  Press  reports,  however,  indicate 
that  five  probable  cases  of  plague  have  occurred  in  Yokohama  since 
the  above  date. 

Cases  of  cholerine  continue  to  be  reported  in  Kobe  and  elsewhere 
in  southern  Japan. 

Week  ended  September  5,  1903:  Eight  vessels,  having  a  total  per- 
sonnel of  609  crew  and  474  passengers,  were  inspected;  42  crew  and 
130  steerage  passengers  were  bathed,  their  clothing  being  disinfected. 

The  official  report  of  contagious  diseases  in  Yokohama  for  the  week 
ended  August  29  is  as  follows:  Enteric  fever,  5  cases,  1  death;  diph- 
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theria,  1  case,  1  death;  plague,  1  case,  1  death;  dysentery,  10  cases, 
3  deaths.  The  same  for  the  week  ended  September  5:  Enteric  fever, 
3  cases,  0  deaths;  diphtheria,  1  case,  1  death;  plague,  2  cases,  1  death; 
doubtful  plague,  1  case,  1  death;  dysentery,  11  cases,  3  deaths. 

Since  September  5  four  additional  cases  of  doubtful  plague  have  been 
reported  in  the  press  as  occurring  in  this  city.  It  is  thus  evident  that 
the  present  outbreak  of  plague  in  Yokohama,  which  has  now  been 
hanging  on  for  almost  four  months,  is  by  no  means  yet  controlled.  No 
cases  of  this  disease  have  been  recently  reported  in  Hondo  (the  main 
island  of  Japan)  outside  of  Yokohama,  with  the  exception  of  1  case  in 
Shizuoka  (previously  reported^  and  1  case  in  a  small  village  in  this 
(Kanagawa)  Ken,  both  traceable  to  this  city. 

The  spread  of  dysentery,  still  rather  prevalent  in  this  locality,  is 
believed  to  be  facilitated  by  the  remarkably  long-continued  and 
extreme  degree  of  heat  of  the  present  summer.

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Frick  reports,  September  26,  as  follows: 
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Inspection  and  disinfection  of  vessels.

Mortality — Yellmo  fever  sitimtion  improved. 

During  the  week  ended  September  19,  1903,  there  were  14  deaths, 
including  enteric  fever  1,  and  1  from  phthisis  pulmonalis. 

The  situation  here  has  improved  very  much.  The  last  6  cases  were 
discharged  September  14,  1903,  from  the  civil  hospital,  and  no  new 
eases  were  reported  until  September  19,  1903.  I  understand  these 
cases  occurred  well  up  in  the  city,  but  are  at  present  at  the  civil  hos- 
pital. This  cessation  is  probably  to  be  explained  by  the  facts  reported: 
(1)  There  are  few  nonimmunes  in  the  citv;  (2)  there  is  apparently  a 
large  decrease  of  the  Ste/jamyla^  probably  due  to  many  of  the  Sfegomyiee 
having  been  carried  away  by  the  recent  cyclonic  winds,  and  their 
larvse  by  the  heavy  rains. 

The  fact  that  man}^  8te(j<rtnyla  die  after  biting  a  yellow-fever  patient 
may  also  enter  into  the  explanation  of  their  decrease.  (3)  Most  of  the 
recent  cases  are  said  to  have  been  very  light,  and  they  may  not  have 
been  capable  of  infecting  the  mosquito.  The  AnopheUs  have  increased 
very  largely,  and  I  am  of  the  opinion,  from  observation,  that  where 
we  find  one  genus  in  large  numbers  the  other  is  found  only  in  small 
numbers.  Whether  one  attacks  the  other  I  am  unable  to  say,  but  am 
inclined  to  believe  so.     The  Steijomyui  is  ao:ain  on  the  increase. 

Whether  the  larvte  are  infected  I  would  not  attempt  to  state,  but 
should  they  ))e  we  may  expect  a  gradual  increase  in  new  cases  within 
a  very  short  time.  I  neglected  to  say,  when  giving  my  second  reason, 
that  the  authorities  destro3'ed  by  fumigation  some  of  the  Stego7nyi(e. 

The  Cuban  medical  officer  at  this  port  has  received  instructions  to 
take  all  temperatures,  detain  any  person  that  may  show  a  temperature 
above  38^  C. ,  and  such  others  as  mav  appear  suspicious.  In  view  of 
the  improved  situation  and  a  belief  that  this  minimizes  the  risk  to  the 
smallest  degree  consistent  with  the  least  interference  to  commerce  I 
«hall,  unless  otherwise  instructed,  work  by  the  same  rule.

Report  from  Manila — Cholera^  ptagne^  and  mnaUpox   in    ManUa— 
Cholera  In  the  j>rorlne(-'< — Quarantine  tranm<^tions. 

Assistant  Surgeon  Heiser,  chief  quarantine  officer  for  the  Philippine 
Islands,  reports,  August  27,  as  follows: 

During  the  week  ended  August  22,  1903,  cholera,  smallpox,  and 
plague  were  reported  in  Manila  as  follows: 

Cholei'a:  Cases,  29;  deaths,  22.  Smallpox:  Cases,  1;  deaths,  0. 
Plague:  Cases,  3;  deaths,  4. 

IncreaHe  In  nurnher  of  cholera  cases  in  Manila. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cholera  cases  in  Manila 
during  the  week,  29  cases  and  22  deaths  being  reported.  The  increase 
has  been  principally  among  the  shipping,  which  lies  in  the  Pasig  River 
and  in  the  inner  harbor.  The  reappearance  of  the  disease  in  these 
places  has  been  ascribed  to  the  fact  that  the  precautions  which  were  in 
force  some  time  ago  are  no  longer  carried  out,  owing  to-lack  of  funds. 
It  is  practically  be\  ond  dispute  that  the  cases  are  contracted  directly 
or  inairectly  from  the  infected  water  of  the  Pasig  River.  Three  ves- 
sels upon  which  cholem  occurred  were  remanded  to  the  Service  for 
disinfection. 

Cholera  apparently  e^etinet  in  Mariveles — Increased  in  Iloilo. 

Cholera  has  been  apparently  thoroughlv  stamped  out  of  the  village 
of  Mariveles.  The  cases  all  occurred  wittin  the  incubation  period  of 
the  disease.  Total,  6  cases  and  5  deaths.  The  checking  of  this  out- 
break is  an  instance  of  what  may  be  accomplished  when  prompt,  ener- 
fetic  measures  are  taken  and  when  the  water  supply  is  not  contaminated, 
lariveles  is  one  of  the  few  villages  of  the  islanas  which  have  not  been 
afflicted  with  cholera,  and  for  that  reason  the  conditions  are  favorable 
for  its  spread.  Much  credit  is  due  to  Conti-act  Surgeon  C.  W.  John- 
son, U.  S.  Army,  and  to  Assistant  Surgeon  Stansfield  for  the  effective 
manner  in  whicE  the  work  was  done.  The  report  of  Assistant  Surgeon 
Long  is  herewith  inclosed. 

At  Iloilo  there  has  also  been  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of 
cholera  cases;  23  cases  and  18  deaths  were  reported.  After  the  terri- 
ble epidemic  from  which  that  port  suffered  last  year  it  would  seem 
that  most  of  the  susceptible  material  had  been  used  up. 

Upon  the  request  of  the  civil  government  the  Service  will  imdertake 
to  supervise  the  quarantine  detention  at  Iloilo  of  all  vessels  which  are 
remanded  to  it  by  the  health  officers  in  the  province  of  Antique,  in 
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Panay.  This  is  done  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  the  insular  authori- 
ties to  prevent  the  spread  of  cholera  to  Par^ua  and  adjacent  islands^ 
and  at  the  same  time  to  give  the  vessels  a  safe  anchorage. 

Cholera  raging  in  island  of  Cehu* 

At  Cebu  the  situation  has  remained  about  the  same.  No  cases 
occurred  among  the  shipping  during  the  week.  On  the  island  of  Cebu 
cholera  is  raging  in  a  frightful  manner.  Bv  reference  to  the  provin- 
cial report  it  will  be  observed  that  some  or  the  villages  have  had  as 
high  as  695  cases,  with  350  deaths.

OnthrenJi  of  cholera  at  Marlvelm  and  measures  for  t<upi>re^lon. 

Manila,  P.  I.,  Augmt  21,  190S. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that,  in  accordance  with  instructions 
received  from  you,  on  Monday,  August  17,  1903,  1  proceeded  to 
Mariveles  to  assist  in  any  manner  possible  in  the  suppression  of  the 
cholera  which  had  appeared  in  that  town  on  the  15th  and  10th  instants. 

On  arrival  I  immeaiateiy  visited  Assistant  Surgeon  Stansfield,  Pub- 
lic Health  and  Marine-Hospital  Service,  in  command  of  the  quarantine 
t^tation;  Dr.  C.  \V.  Johnson,  contract  surgeon,  U.  S.  Army,  and 
Lieut.  L.  P.  Rucker,  attached  to  the  military  station  of  Marivele^^. 
These  gentlemen  told  me  the  following  circumstances:  On  Saturday, 
the  15tn  instant,  the  tirst  case  appeared  in  the  pei'son  of  a  boy  aged 
12  years,  who  died  with  symptoms  of  cholera  after  seven  or  eight 
hours'  illness.  The  next  case  was  in  the  sister  of  this  l)ov,  who  died 
within  three  hours  after  being  taken  sick.  Necropsy  confirmed  the 
diagnosis  in  both  cases.  Three  other  cases  occurred  in  the  town — one 
at  the  southern  end,  who  died,  and  two  others,  an  old  woman  and  her 
daughter,  in  the  north  end  of  the  town.  The  old  woman  died;  the 
daughter  is  now  convalescing.     Total,  5  cases,  4  deaths. 

Immediately  on  the  appearance  of  the  disease  a  quaiuntine  wa«  estab- 
lished along  stricter  lines  than  that  alread}'  established,  Doctor  Stanstield 
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having  acted  as  Quarantine  officer  for  the  town  for  some  time  and  Doctor 
Johnson  as  health  officer.  No  one  was  allowed  to  enter  or  leave  the 
town  under  any  circumstances,  and  the  houses  in  which  the  cases 
occurred  were  placed  under  guard  and  the  occupants  required  to 
remain  in  them  constantly. 

The  houses,  personnel,  and  all  effects  were  thoroughly  disinfected 
with  bichloride  and  all  food  products  destroyed,  water  thrown  out  and 
new  furnished.  The  town  was  divided  into  eight  sanitary  districts  and 
a  sanitary  inspector  appointed  for  each  district  A  list  was  made  of 
the  occupants  of  each  house — one  list  posted  in  the  house,  a  duplicate 
g-iven  the  health  inspector,  and  a  triplicate  to  Doctor  Johnson.  The  sani- 
tary inspectors  were  required  to  constantly  patrol  their  districts,  and 
Doctor  Johnson  also  made  a  house-to-house  inspection  twice  daily,  and 
usualh^  inspected  guards,  etc.,  once  during  the  night.  Under  an  old 
order,  in  force  some  time  previous,  every  house  owner  was  required 
to  have  a  dry-earth  closet  in  the  yard  of  fiis  house  and  the  premises  at 
all  times  kept  free  from  slops  and  refuse.  These  were  all  inspected 
and  improved  where  necessary  to  meet  requirements.  Doctor  Stans- 
field,  in  his  inspection  of  incoming  boat«,  forbade  the  landing  of  all  food 
products  except  rice,  and  placed  a  guard  to  see  that  his  orders  were 
carried  out.  it  was  over  four  days  yesterday  since  the  occurrence  of 
the  last  cases,  and  if  no  new  cases  occur  to-day  the  quarantine  will  be 
raised,  but  a  close  supervision  of  all  persons  and  incoming  supplies  will 
be  maintained  for  some  time. 

The  infection  was  first  thought  to  have  been  brought  in  by  about 
three  hundred  stevedores  sent  by  the  Quartermaster's  Department  to 
coal  vessels.  This  seems  to  have  been  disproved,  however,  by  local 
inquiries.  In  the  house  where  the  first  cases  occurred  was  a  small  shop 
for  the  sale  of  eatables,  etc.  These  eatables  were  bought  in  Manila, 
the  purchaser  not  confining  the  purchases  to  any  one  shop  in  Manila, 
but  going  to  quite  a  number,  buying  a  little  here  and  there  wherever 
prices  were  cheapest.  Doctor  Johnson  told  me  that  he  had  succeeded 
m  learning  that  every  family  where  sickness  had  occurred  had  bought 
stuff  at  this  shop  within  a  day  or  two  of  taking  sick,  and  as  no  cases 
occurred  after  tne  destruction  of  this  material  it  would  seem  as  if  the 
infection  was  all  located  in  this  one  shop.  Doctors  Stansfield  and 
Johnson  deserve  great  credit  for  the  prompt  and  energetic  measures 
'  taken.  Doctor  Stansfield  perfected  an  arrangement  with  tne  chief  steve- 
dore in  charge  of  the  colliers  whereby  he  will  be  immediately  notified 
in  the  event  of  any  class  of  sickness  appearing  on  them.  *  *  *

From  1901  to  1902  there  has  been  an  increase  of  615,858  inhabitants 
in  Spain.  During  the  same  j>eriod,  according  to  Bertillon,  the  popu- 
lation of  the  European  nations  increased  as  follows:  Germany,  6,917,- 
014;  England,  4,721,340;  Austria-Hungary,  3,956,305;  France>19,650, 
which  giyes  the  following  proportion:  Germany,  140;  England,  100; 
Austria-Hungary,  96;  Spain,  33,  and  France,  16,  per  1,000  inhabitants. 

The  increase  in  Spain's  population,  as  will  be  seen,  is  very  low;  cer- 
tainly it  is  not  owing  to  the  scarcity  of  births,  but  to  an  excessiye  and 
dreadful  mortality. 

According  to  the  "'anuario"  of  moyement  of  population  for  19(X), 

Jublished  by  the  "'  Direccion  General  del  Instituto  tieogrfitico  y  Esta- 
fstico,''  the  general  mortalit}'  in  the  49  provinces  during  the  aforesaid 
year  was  536,716  persons,  corresponding  229,348,  to  cnildren  under 
5  years  of  age;  that  is,  42.73  per  cent  of  the  general  mortality.

To  medical  officers  of  the  Public  Health  and  Marine- Hospital  Service^ 
State  and  load  health  arid  qiuirantine  offi^^ers^  and  others  concerned: 
At  the  First  International  Sanitary  Convention,  held  in  Washington 
December  2  to  December  6,  1902,  it  was  resolved — 

That  the  different  governments  study,  in  their  respective  territories,  the  geograph- 
ical distribution  of  the  mosquito  of  the  genus  Stegomyia,  in  order  that  said  study  may 
have  practical  application  in  subsequent  conventions. 

In  addition  to  information  as  to  the  yellow-fever  mosquito  {Stegomyia 
fasciMa)^  the  desirabilit}^  of  exact  knowledge  concerning  all  of  the 
mosquitoes  of  the  United  States  is  apparent. 

It  is  desired  that  every  eflfort  be  made  to  collect  specimens  of  mos- 
quitoes in  your  vicinity  and  to  have  them  transmitted,  with  notes  on 
the  accompanying  blank  form,  under  franked  envelope,  to  this  Bureau. 
The3'  will  be  transmitted  by  the  Bureau  to  Dr.  L.  O.  Howard,  Chief 
Entomologist  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  and 
recently  appointed  consulting  entomologist  of  the  Public  Health  and 
Marine-Hospital  Service,  now  engaged  in  the  preparation  of  a  mono- 
graph upon  the  mosquitoes  of  North  and  Central  America  and  the 
West  Indies. 

The  following  suggestions  as  to  collecting  mosquitoes  are  offered  for 
your  guidance: 

The  collector  should  be  provided  with  a  number  of  small,  wide- 
mouthed  vials;  an  open-mouthed  vial  being  placed  oyer  a  mosquito 
found  resting  upon  a  surface,  the  finger  is  then  placed  over  the  mouth 
of  the  vial  and  a  wad  of  cotton  stuflfed  in.  The*  mosquitoes  can  be 
killed  by  blowing  tobacco  smoke  into  the  vial  or  by  a  drop  of  chloro- 
form placed  upon  the  cotton  stopper.  Specimens  thus  collected  and 
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killed  should  then  be  placed  in  a  pill  box,  between  two  or  more  layers 
of  cotton,  and  the  memorandum,  with  all  facts  obtainable — such  ast 
approximate  elevation  above  the  sea,  whether  captured  in  house,  out- 
houses, marshes,  woods,  fields,  or  on  vessels — should  be  folded  and 
placed  under  the  cover  of  the  box.  A  single  box  or  series  of  boxes 
may  then  be  packed  in  a  small  tin  or  wooden  box  and  mailed  under  the 
franked  envelope  furnished  for  the  purpose.

Inspection  service^  Mexican  border — Precautions  against  yellow  fever 

at  Eagle  Pass, 

Eagle  Pass,  Tex.,  September  30, 19  3. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  j^ou  that  this  county  and  State  are 
becoming  much  exercised  over  the  j^ellow  fever  situation  in  Mexico. 

The  county  officials  requested  the  State  to  have  all  mail  from  Mexico 
fumigated  before  allowing  same  to  enter  the  State.  The  State  quar- 
antine officer  here  was  ordered  by  the  State  health  officer,  Doctor 
Tabor,  to  disinfect  all  mail.     *    *    * 

The  whole  of  the  quarantine  work  here  practically  devolves  upon 
the  Service,  and  I  am  on  the  go  at  all  hours,  answering  questions  and 
allajdng  fear. 

A  quarantine  is  to  be  established  at  Reata,  Mexico,  by  the  State  of 
Coahuila  (Mexico)  against  Monterey.  This  will  be  accomplished  in  a 
few  days. 

The  Federal  (Mexican)  health  officer  at  Ciudad  Porfirio  Diaz,  Mexico, 
is  boarding  all  trains  coming  into  Diaz  and  inspecting  same  for  suspi- 
cious cases,  also  taking  note  of  persons  arri\ing  from  infected  locali- 
ties, and  giving  me  all  of  the  information  which  he  secures,  thus 
making  the  quarantine  here  practically  impossible  to  pass. 

1  also  have  a  guard  in  Mexico  to  meet  the  incoming  trains,  who  takes 
note  of  all  persons  arriving  in  Diaz.  This  guard  then  crosses  the 
river  to  this  «ide,  reports  what  he  has  learned,  and  what  the  Mexican 
health  officer  (Doctor  Carter)  has  to  say. 

In  other  words,  all  persons  arriving  in  Diaz  are  spotted.  I  get 
their  descriptions  and  turn  them  over  to  the  guards  on  the  bridges. 
Besides  this,  1  know  of  every  ticket  sold  at  Monterey  and  other  points 
on  the  Mexican  International  Railroad. 

1  am  free  to  state  that  I  think  it  impossible  for  anyone  to  get  here 
without  my  knowledge.

He  port  of  conditions  existing  In  San  Antonio^  Tea*,^  and  vicinity  frith 
ret  at  Ion  to  preeentlng  spread  of  yellov\fevf>r, 

San  Antonio,  Tex.,  Octi^ar  o^  190 J. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  a  report  of  the  conditions  exisiting 
in  and  south  of  San  Antonio,  and  of  the  work  done  up  to  the  present 
time. 

San  Antonio  was  reached  on  the  morning  of  October  2,  1003,  and  a> 
soon  as  practicable  1  visited  the  local  health  authorities,  and  Doctor 
Nolte,  of  the  Louisana  St4ite  board  of  health,  that  I  might  acquaint 
myself  with  the  situation  as  regards  yellow  fever  and  quarantines. 

From  the  health  authorities  I  learned  that  as  soon  as  the  tirst  cajse^ 
of  fever  had  been  announced  in  Laredo  a  quarantine  was  put  on  against 
passengers  and  baggage  coming  from  that  point,  and  officers  met  the 
incoming  train  and  prevented  passengers  disembarking.  Measures 
were  also  taken  to  prevent  those  who  had  gone  north  from  coming 
back  to  the  city  until  five  days  had  expired  since  leaving  the  fever  dis- 
trict, and  as  far  as  possible  those  who  had  come  into  the  city  were 
located  and  kept  under  observation.  Besides  quarantining  Laredo,  a 
quarantine  was  declared  against  those  counties  which  had  failed  to 
close  their  doors  against  the  infected  center. 
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All  counties  are  now  quarantined.  From  a  sanitary  point  of  view 
San  Antonio  presents  a  better  condition  than  most  places  of  its  size, 
and  measures  for  its  improvement  are  being  prosecuted.  The  local 
board  of  health  is  composed  of  four  physicians  and  the  mayor  ex  officio. 
The  physicians  are  Dr.  D.  Berry,  prevsident  and  county  physician;  Dr. 
S.  Burg,  city  physician;  Dr.  E.  F.  Hertz  Berg,  and  Dr.  H.  D.  Barnitz, 
all  intelligent,  alert,  and  active  gentlemen.  They  met  me  very  courte- 
ously and  promised  to  give  all  aid  in  their  power,  and  have  extended 
an  invitation  to  me  to  be  present  at  their  meetings  and  to  take  part  in 
them. 

From  Doctor  Nolte  I  learned  that  there  had  been  a  few  rumors  rela- 
tive to  there  being  3^ellow  fever  in  the  city,  but  upon  investigation  it 
was  found  that  they  were  without  foundation.  He  further  stated  that 
he  had  attended  a  meeting  of  the  local  medical  society  on  the  evening 
of  October  1,  at  which  there  were  present  fifty  practitioners  of  the 
city,  and  upon  inquiry  it  was  established  that  none  of  them  had  seen 
any  case  that  was  at  all  suspicious.  Up  to  the  present  time  I  am  satis- 
tied  there  has  been  no  case  of  fever  as  far  as  is  known  outside  of  Laredo 
and  the  mines,  the  latter  having  had  constant  and  intimate  association 
with  Laredo. 

On  October  3  I  drove  with  Doctor  Burg,  the  city  physician,  over  the 
city,  and,  among  other  places,  visited  the  city  hospital.  This  institu- 
tion accommodates  about  sixty  beds,  but  at  present  there  are  only 
about  thirty  patients  in  its  wards,  and  among  these  there  were  only 
three  fever  cases,  and  these  plainl}'  malarial.  A  room  has  been  pre- 
pared here  for  the  reception  of  actual  or  suspected  yellow-fever  cases. 
The  windows  and  doors  are  protected  by  mosquito  netting,  and  a  low 
ceiling  has  been  put  in  of  the  same  material. 

To  revert  a  moment.  On  Friday  evening  I  attended  a  meeting  of 
the  l>oard  of  health,  the  proceedings  of  which  a  copy  was  mailed  the 
Department  on  Saturday  last.  Sunday,  October  4, 1  took  the  9  o'clock 
train  (only  one  train  each  way  daily)  and  went  to  CotuUa,  the  first 
place  of  any  importance  after  leaving  Laredo  coming  north.  Before 
reaching  this  place  I  had  an  opportunity  for  gaining  a  few  items  con- 
cerning Pearsall,  the  only  other  point  of  any  importance  on  the  Interna- 
tional Great  Northern  R.  R.  between  San  Antonio  and  Laredo,  the 
train  having  stopped  there  for  half  an  hour  a\vaiting  the  north  bound. 
Inquiries  made  of  the  merchants  elicited  the  fact  that  there  was  no 
sickness,  and  that  no  strangers  were  allowed  within  their  gates.  On 
reaching  CotuUa  the  health  officer.  Dr.  J.  M.  Williams,  of  Lasalle 
County,  of  which  Cotulla  is  the  county  seat,  was  called  on,  and  from 
him  a  correct  understanding  of  the  quarantine  measures  was  obtained. 

At  Cotulla  the  Nueces  River  passes,  dividing  Lasalle  County  in  two, 
running  in  a  southeasterly  direction,  and  there  are  only  three  places 
at  which  people  can  cross  when  it  is  swollen,  as  is  now  the  case,  with- 
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out  swimming.  Tliere^are  two  bridges  for  the  public  roads  and  one 
railroad  bridge.  At  each  of  these  crossings  guards  are  placed^  and 
no  one  is  permitted  to  pass  unless  he  can  establish  the  fact  that  he 
has  not  been  in  the  yellow-fever  neighborhood.  It  is  possible  for  one 
to  get  across  the  river  by  swinmiing,  but  very  few  would  ever  attempt 
it,  and  before  they  could  reach  their  destination,  dodging  through  the 
thick  undergrowth,  the  five  da3's  would  elapse  and  the  danger  would 
have  passed.  In  the  lower  part  of  the  county  the  little  hamlet  of 
Encinal  is  located.     This  is  under  Doctor  Williams's  jurisdiction. 

There  are  two  dirt  roads  entering  the  county  hei*e,  both  of  which 
are  strongly  guarded.  All  of  the  contiguous  counties  have  adopted 
the  same  measures  that  Lasalle  has.  Along  the  line  of  the  Interna- 
tional Great  Northern  road  are  a  number  of  little  hamlets,  the  bes^t 
of  which  being  a  very  small  atfair,  peopled  mostly — say  fully  two- 
thirds — by  Mexicans.  Each  place  has  established  its  own  quarantine, 
and  positively  refuses  to  permit  anyone  from  the  south  to  come  in. 
No  one  comes  in  unless  he  bears  the  inevitable  health  certificate.  A 
great  number  of  the  Americans  left  these  towns  for  their  ranches 
when  the  fever  was  first  announced.  In  Cotulla,  for  instance,  fully 
two-thirds  of  the  white  population  either  took  the  train  for  the  north 
or  went  to  the  ranches. 

On  October  5  (this  morning),  not  being  able  to  enfer  any  of  the  towns 
between  Cotulla  and  this  place,  coming  from  the  south,  I  returned  to 
San  Antonio,  which  is  really  the  key  to  the  situation.  If  no  fever 
gets  here,  then  there  is  no  danger  to  the  country  north  or  east,  pro- 
viding, of  course,  that  none  has  been  already  carried  by  the  exodus 
from  Laredo. 

•  The  country  south  is  one  of  magnificent  distances,  the  ranches  being 
from  5  to  30  miles  apart,  and  each  one  is  a  principality  unto 
itself,  with  it^  own  little  shotgun  quarantine.  There  is,  of  course, 
a  little  danger  of  the  disease  getting  on  some  of  the  large  ranches  near 
Laredo,  from  the  fact  that  quite  a  number  of  Mexicans  come  north  at 
this  season  to  pick  cotton  and  some  one  niight  slip  on  a  ranch  and  he 
hidden  by  his  friends. 

I  reached  San  Antonio  this  afternoon  and  called  on  Dr.  Berry,  the 
president  of  the  board  of  health.  He  reports  everything  quiet  and 
no  rumors  of  any  kind.

Reports  frmii  Bahia — Mortuary  statistics. 

V  ice-Consul  Rowe  reports,  September  7  and  14,  1903,  as  follows: 
During  the  week  ended  September  5,  1903,  there  were  interred  in  the 
Bahia  cemeteries  90  bodies. 

The  causes  given  for  interment  were  the  following:  Alcoholism  1, 
arterio-sclerosis  1,  asphyxia  1,  beriberi  2,  bronchitis  2,  cerebral  con- 
gestion 1,  cirrhosis  of  liver  3,  death  bv  violence  1,  diarrhea  3,  diarrhea 
and  enteritis  6,  influenza  3,  malarial  fevers  8,  nephritis  4,  or^nic 
diseases  of  heart  6,  puerperal  eclampsia  1,  pleurisy  1,  pneumonia  4, 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  8,  senile  debility  3,  stillborn  4,  other  causes 
27. 

During  the  week  ended  September  12, 1903,  there  were  interred  in 
the  Bahia  cemeteries  82  bodies. 

The  causes  ^ven  for  interment  were  the  following:  Alcoholism  1, 
arterio  sclerosis  4,  asphyxia  1,  bronchitis  1,  cerebral  congestion  2, 
erysipelas  1,  gangrene  1,  hepatitis  2,  influenza  2,  malarial  fevers  1,

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Carson  reports  as  follows  for  the  week 
ending  September  27,  1903:  Present  officially  estimated  population. 
8,500;  4  deaths;  prevailing  disease,  mild  type  of  malarial  fever;  general 
sanitary  condition  of  this  port  and  the  surrounding  country  during 
the  week,  good.  The  four  deaths  noted  above  occurred  in  this  port; 
2  adults,  wnite,  males,  and  2  colored,  males  (1  an  infant),  due  to,  res- 
pectively, cerebral  meningitis,  chronic  albuminuria  and  tetanus  neo- 
natorum.

Report  from  HmigTcoiig — Cholera  in  Shanghm  and  A^noy. 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  McMuUin  reports,  September  3,  1903,  as 
follows:  Weekended  August  29, 1903.  Eight  vessels,  with  566  crew  and 
320  passengers  (158  cabin  and  162  steerage),  were  inspected  and  wanted 
bills  of  health;  418  crew  and  162  steerage  passengers  were  Imtned  and 
567  pieces  of  baggage  disinfected.  Only  3  fatal  cases  of  plague  were 
reported  (Chinese),  and  1  of  cholera,  for  the  week.  Acting  Assistant 
Surgeon  Ransom  reports  that  cholera  has  again  appeared  in  Shang- 
hai  and  that  while  it  is  not  now  epidemic  it  will  probably  increase, 
and  several  cases  have  occurred  on  board  ships  in  the  harbor.  Cholera 
at  Amoy  is  apparently  decreasing,  judging  from  the  bills  of  healtli  from 
that  port.  The  case  of  cholera  reported  here  for  last  week  occurred 
in  one  of  the  adjacent  districts  and  not  in  the  city  of  Victoria,  making 
a  total  of  8  cavses  reported  since  January  1.  The  first  case  of  cholera 
this  year  occurred  in  May. 

Report  fnmi  Shanghai — Cholera  present — Precardums  taken  to  prevt^ 

spread. 

Shanghai,  China,  Angmt  31^  19i>3. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  forward  herewith  abstract  of  bills  of 
health  issued  at  this  station  during  the  week  ended  August  29,  11>0;1 
There  were  inspected  during  the  week  5  vessels,  398  crew,  43  cabin 
and  145  steerage  passengers.  The  quarters  of  the  native  crew  of  one 
vessel  were  disinfected  with  sulphur  gas,  and  83  men  were  bathed  and 
their  clothing  disinfected.  Two  men  were  rejected  on  account  of 
temperature.     The  number  of  pieces  of  freight  vis^d  was  51,072. 

Tne  report  of  the  municipal  health  officer  for  the  week  shows:  Chol- 
era, 1  case,  9  deaths;  enteric  fever,  1  case;  dengue  fever,  6  cashes. 
Total  mortality,  4  foreigners  and  296  natives. 

The  mortalitv  among  the  natives  has  practically  doubled  in  the  last 
two  weeks,  and  as  cholera  is  present  I  have  no  doubt  that  a  good  deal 
of  the  increase  is  due  to  that  disease,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that 
but  few  cases  and  deaths  are  officially  reported.  I  have  therefore 
imposed  all  the  restrictions  which  were  in  force  here  last  year,  and 
inclose  for  the  information  of  the  Bureau  a  copy  of  the  instnictioiis 
issued  to  the  various  shipping  firms,  etc.,  in  Shanghai. 

1  also  inclose  a  copy  of  my  letter  relative  to  the  vis^  of  shipping 
orders,  etc.,  to  the  quarantine  officers  at  Manila,  Honolulu,  and  sucE 
places  in  the  United  States  as  I  thought  particularly  interested,  for 
their  information.

Gentlemen:  In  view  of  the  spread  of  cholera  in  this  port  the  restric- 
tions regarding  wool,  feathers,  skins,  and  bristles,  viz,  dry  packing  in 
naphthaline  to  the  satisfaction  of  this  office,  in  force  here  last  season, 
will  again  be  put  into  operation  from  and  after  this  date  and  until 
further  notice. 

In  this  connection  I  would  say  that  until  otherwise  advised  it  will  be 
necessary  to  submit  to  this  office  for  countersignature  all  shipping 
orders  or  boat  notes  for  cargo  emanating  from  or  passing  through 
Shanghai  en  route  to  United  States  ports,  and  in  order  to  avoid  deten- 
tion at  quarantine  at  destination  the  officers  of  vessels  should  be 
instructed  not  to  receive  on  board  any  freight  the  boat  note  for  which 
is  not  properly  signed.

FRANCE. 

Plague  at  Marseille. 

Vice  Consul  Geneml  Victor  H.  Morgan  reports,  September  15, 19(>3, 
to  the  Department  of  State  as  follows: 

1  have  the  honor  to  confirm  my  cable  message  of  the  13th  instant  as 
follows: 
Secretary  of  State,  Washingim,: 

Nine  cases,  1  death,  pneumonia.  Suspect  now  officially  declared  bubonic  plago^- 
Isolation  complete,    ^o  extension  past  week.     Health  city  excellent. 

Morgan. 

Supplementing  the  foregoing,  1  have  to  say  that  early  in  the  past  week 
several  cases  of  what  was  at  first  thought  to  be  pneumonia  occurred 
among  the  workmen  emploj  ed  in  sorting  a  quantity  of  imported  rags 
at  a  cardboard  factory  in  one  of  the  suburbs  of  Marseille.  As  plague 
symptoms  were  discovered,  measures  were  at  once  taken  to  isolate  the 
patients,  who  were  placed  in  a  special  hospital  outside  the  limits  of  the 
city,  the  other  employees  of  the  factory  beingf  also  quarantined  and 
kept  under  close  surveillance.  The  factory  itself  was  immediatelv 
subjected  to  a  thorough  disinfection,  in  the  course  of  which  it  took 
fire  and  was  destroyed. 

I  am  advised  this  morning  that  1  new  case  has  occurred  in  the  per- 
son of  a  nurse  at  the  plague  hospital. 

I  have  deemed  it  unnecessary  to  report  the  outbreak  until  the  disease 
was  officially  declared  to  be  bul>onic  plague.  Thanks  to  the  prompt 
measures  taken  by  the  authorities,  the  trouble  has  remained  confined 
to  the  first  cases  (with  the  single  exception  above  noted),  and  no  svmp- 
toms  have  been  observed  among  the  other  persons  quarantined.  These 
latter  are  about  to  be  returned  to  their  homes,  which  have  all  been 
carefully  disinfected  as  a  precautionary  measure. 

In  view  of  these  facts  and  of  a  sharp  fall  in  the  temperature,  there 
is  every  reason  to  believe  that  the  port  is  in  no  danger  of  an  epidemic. 
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I  propose,  however,  for  the  present  to  record  the  fact  that  plague 
exists,  on  all  bills  of  health  given  to  vessels  leaving  this  place  for 
United  States  ports. 

End  ofpl<igue  at  Marseilh. 

Vice  Consul  General  Morran  reports,  September  24,  as  follows: 
Referring  to  my  dispatch  No.  118,  dated  September  15, 1903, 1  have 

now  the  honor  to  confirm  the  following  cable  sent  to  the  Department 

to-day: 

8BCRETART  OF  State,  Washington: 

Last  case  plague  officially  decred  cured. 

Morgan. 

I  am  this  day  advised  by  the  prefect  of  this  department  that  all  the 
patients  hitherto  under  treatment  for  plague  in  this  city  are  now  cured 
and  that  the  disease  no  longer  exists  in  the  city  or  its  environs.  The 
isolated  persons  will  be  returned  to  their  respective  homes  immediately 
on  the  expiration  of  the  period  reouired  by  law  to  elapse  after  the  dis- 
infection of  the  dwelling  nouses.  The  foregoing  facts  will  be  recorded 
on  bills  of  health  given  to  vessels  departing  from  this  port. 

GERMANY. 

Report  frmii  Berlin — Plague  and  cholera  in  various  countries. 
Consul-General  Mason  reports,  September  25, 1903,  as  follows: 

Plague, 

France, — According  to  an  official  statement  dated  September  14 
there  had  occurred  in  the  infected  district  of  Marseille  14  cases  of  sus- 
pected plague  among  the  employees  of  the  paper  factory.  Up  to  the 
above-mentioned  date  4  of  the  patients  had  died.  The  patients  were 
treated  in  the  Salvator  Hospital,  and  in  the  same  place  the  remainder 
of  the  workmen  belonging  to  the  factory  were  kept  under  medical  sup- 
ervision. During  the  night  from  the  9th  to  the  10th  of  September  the 
factory  was  burned  down.  The  disease  is  supposed  to  have  been 
introduced  through  a  shipment  of  rags  in  which  dead  rats  were  found. 

Egypt, — Between  the  5th  and  11th  of  September  there  were  registered 
in  E^ypt  11  fresh  cases  of  plague  (and  6  deaths),  viz,  1  case  and  1  death 
in  Damiette,  the  remainder  in  Alexandria. 

Hongkong. — During  the  period  from  the  1st  to  the  15th  of  August 
there  were  registered  22  cases  of  plague  (with  20  deaths). 

Mauritius, — During  the  perioa  from  the  3d  of  July  to  the  6th  of 
August  44  cases  of  plague  occurred  on  the  island  (with  32  deaths). 

Vhih. — Up  to  the  19th  of  August  there  had  been  registered  in 
Iquique  156  cases  of  plague,  of  which  67  ended  in  death. 

Cholera. 

Turkey.  —According  to  the  official  bulletins  Nos.  25  and  26,  of  the  7th 
and  14th  of  September,  there  have  been  registered  in  Syria  237  and  136 
fresh  cases  of  cholera  (and  200  and  117  deaths),  respectively. 
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Death  rate  of  Berlin  compared  with  other  citi^. 

I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  the  death  rate  of  Berlin  for  the  week 
ended  September  12  was  lower  than  it  has  been  since  the  middle  of 
July,  amounting,  calculated  on  the  year,  to  16  per  thousand  of  the 
population,  being  thereby,  however,  considerably  higher  than  for  the 
corresponding  week  of  last  year,  in  which  it  amount^  to  14  per  thou- 
sand. Of  the  large  German  cities  during  this  week  only  the  following 
showed  more  favorable  figures  than  Berlin,  viz,  Hamburg,  Barmen, 
Frankfort-on-the-Main,  Stuttgart,  Hanover,  and  Charlottenourg  (with 
10.5).  The  death  rate  of  Schoneberg  (17  per  thousand),  Karbruhe, 
Munich,  (Jologne,  and  Magdeburg  was  not  much  higher.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  death  rate  of  Breslau,  Nuremburg,  Leipzig,  Dresden, 
and  Stettin  was  considerably  hij^her  than  the  Berlin  rate,  the  death 
rate  of  Vienna  was  somewhat  higher  than  that  of  Berlin,  while  the 
rates  of  London  and  Paris  were  lower  than  the  Berlin  figure. 

The  decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  was  confined  exclusively  to 
children  in  the  first  year  of  life.  The  infant  death  i-ate  fell  from  7.2 
per  year  and  mille  to  6  in  the  week  under  discussion,  being  lower  than 
that  of  Munich  and  Hamburg  and  not  even  the  half  of  the  Breslau, 
Leipzig,  and  Nuremburg  rate.  Acute  diseases  of  the  respiratory 
organs  showed  again  a  slight  increase,  causing  42  deaths.  Acute 
intestinal  diseases  showed  a  decrease,  claimme  119  victims  (as 
against  168  in  the  foregoing  week).  Phthisis  puTmonalis  caused  61 
deaths,  and  61  persons  succumbed  to  cancer.  There  further  occurred 
2  deaths  from  scarlet  fever,  2  deaths  from  diphtheria,  1  death  from 
measles,  3  deaths  from  typhus,  and  23  persons  died  by  violence.

JAPAN. 

Report  from  Yokohanui — Condition  of  plagits — Plaaue  rats  found- 
Laborer  working  oil  steamship  Done  may  have  had  plague. 

Assistant  Surgeon  Dunlop  Moore  reports,  September  18,  19<>3,  a* 
follows: 

For  the  week  ended  September  12,  1903,  four  vessels,  having  an 
aggregate  personnel  of  321  crew  and  581  passengers,  were  inspected, 
114  steerage  passengers  and  3  crew  were  bathed,  and  171  pieces  of  bag- 
gage were  disinfected. 

During  the  above  period  1  new  case  of  plague,  terminating  fatally, 
was  reported  in  Yokohama;  also  5  cases  of  *'' doubtful  pla^e"^  were 
reported,  2  of  which  died.  It  is  evident  that  the  plague  situation  is 
not  improved.  In  the  neighborhood  of  an  infected  focus  61  dead  mts 
are  said  to  have  been  discovered,  in  some  of  which  the  plague  baeillu:* 
was  demonstrated.  Additional  cases  of  doubtful  pest  have  been 
reported  since  September  12,  one  of  which  occurred  in  the  person  of  a 
laborer,  said  to  have  been  engaged  in  loading  the  steamship  Dori<, 
which  sailed  from  this  port  September  12  for  San  Francisco.  This 
possible  source  of  infection,  viz,  through  shore  laborers  working  on 
vessels,  is  difficult  to  obviate. 

Press  reports  under  date  of  September  18  state  that  during  the 
present  year  there  had  occurred  in  all  Japan  28  cases  of  cholera  with 
16  deaths.  At  present  this  office  has  no  knowledge  of  any  true  cases 
of  cholera  existing  in  Japan,  though  cholerine  of  a  fatal  type  is  reported 
in  Kobe. 

MAURITIUS. 

Report  on  plague. 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Eager  reports  from  Geneva,  Switzerland, 
September  29,  1903,  as  follows: 

According  to  telegrams  from  the  governor  of  Mauritius  there  were 
on  that  island  during  the  week  ending  September  10,  1903,  23  cases 
of  bubonic  plague,  17  fatal,  and  during  the  week  ending  September 
17,  1903,  39  cases  and  28  deaths. 
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MEXICO. 

The  castoT'Oil  plant  as  a  protection  against  rnosquitoes. 

Consul  Thompson  reports  from  Progreso  to  the  Department  of 
State  September  17,  1903.  as  follows: 

In  a  recent  edition  of  tne  New  York  Herald  appears  an  item  to  the 
eflfect  that  the  Department  of  Agriculture  is  seeking  for  a  plant 
^'noxious  to  mosquitoes."  If  this  be  a  fact  any  data  bearing  upon 
this  subject  should  not  be  amiss.  I  would  suggest  that  the  Depart- 
ment investigate  the  properties  of  the  castor-oil  plant.  The  belief  is 
current  among  the  natives  of  Yucatan  that  a  few  castor-oil  plants 
growing  in  or  near  a  dwelling  will  protect  the  inmates  from  mosquitoes 
and  certain  other  noxious  insects  peculiar  to  Yucatan.  This  belief 
has  been  to  a  certain  extent  confirmed  by  an  experiment  made  by 
me  personally.  My  dwelling  at  one  time  seemed  to  be  peculiarly 
acceptable  to  mosauitoes.  I  planted  a  row  of  castor-oil  plants  around 
the  courtyard  ana  in  a  short  time  the  mosquito  was  rare  as  he  was 
formerly'  a  frequent  visitor.  My  plants  were  destroyed  by  the  cyclone, 
and  now  the  mosquitoes  are  as  abundant  as  formerly. 

These  facts  may  be  simply  coincidences,  but  at  least  they  are  of 
value  as  facts  to  be  proven  or  disproven.  The  plants  are  auick- 
gTowing  and  beautiful  either  as  interior  decorations  or  hot-nouse 
specimens.     If  seeds  are  desired  I  will  furnish  them. 

Hepot^t  from  Tampico — Inspection  of  vessels — Yellow  fever  and  small- 
pox— Increase  in  number  of  mosquitoes —  Yellow  fever  at  Monterey. 

Temporary  Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Lippincott  reports,  Septem- 
ber 28,  as  follows:

During  the  week  there  were  27  deaths  from  all  causes,  of  which  4 
were  from  yellow  fever,  1  from  smallpox,  3  from  tuberculosis,  and  17 
from  noncontagious  causes.  There  were  13  new  cases  of  yellow  fever 
officially  reported  and  two  left  from  the  previous  week,  making  a  total 
of  15  cases  for  the  week  ended  September  26,  1903. 

On  the  22d  Doctor  Frick  removed  a  sailor  from  steamship  Doris- 
hrook^  with  temperature  39^;  proved  malaria,  and  is  still  under  treat- 
ment at  the  City  Hospital. 

A  sharo  increase  in  the  yellow  fever  prevalence  over  last  week  will 
be  noticed.  The  recent  rains  have  increased  the  stegomyise,  which  had 
almost  disappeared.  During  the  epidemic  the  small  town  of  Pueblo 
Viejo,  on  tne  Veracruz  side  of  the  Panuco  River,  and  at  a  distance  of 
about  2i  miles  from  Tampico,  was  entirely  free  from  infection  until 
within  five  days  past,  due,  1  believe,  to  the  fact  that  the  strong  south- 
east trade  winds  prevailing  during  the  summer  months  had  not  allowed 
the  stegomyite  to  fly  in  that  direction,  and  now  the  September  calms 
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have  corae  on  the  mosquito  has  found  his  way  over  and  infected  the 
town. 

I  have  been  informed  that  the  infection  has  passed  quarantine  st 
Linares,  and  that  Monterey  has  now  become  infected. 

Report  front  Vera  Cruz — Tellow- fever  statist  ic^ — A  case  an  tJu  SrUhK 

steamsrdp  Kasmla. 

Assistant  Surgeon  Goldberger  reports,  September  28  and  October  5, 
1903,  as  follows: 

During  the  week  ended  September  26,  1903,  there  were  officially 
reported  49  cases  and  IH  deaths  from  yellow  fever. 

rhe  British  steamer  Kamala  was  partiallv  fumigated  by  the  Mexican 
authorities  prior  to  her  sailing  for  Mobile,  one  of  the  crew  baling 
developed  yellow  fever,  which  was  probably  contracted  ashore. 

Dunng  the  week  ended  October  3, 1903,  there  were  officially  reported 
46  cases  and  9  deaths  from  yellow  fever.  During  the  month  of  Sep- 
tember there  were  reported  in  all  190  cases  and  58  deaths  from  this  dis- 
ease, which,  comparecl  with  249  cases  and  84  deaths  recorded  in  Au^st, 
shows  a  decided  improvement.  This  improvement  will  be  better  appre- 
ciated when  it  is  remembered  that,  because  of  the  sanitary  campaipi 
initiated  the  1st  of  September  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Narcise  oel 
Rio,  many  cases  which  before  would  have  been  unnoted  were  since 
that  date  unearthed  and  recorded  by  the  sanitary  agents  under  his 
direction. 

NEW   SOUTH   WALES. 

No  pl<tgue  rata  found  since  Augitst  15^  1903, 

Department  of  Pubuc  Health, 

Sydney^  Nein  South  Wales,,  September  7,  1903. 

Sir:  Referring  to  your  comnmnication  of  the  5th  instant  stating 
that  the  port  health  officer  at  San  Francisco  had  received  information 
of  existence  of  plague  rats  at  S3  dney,  Brisbane,  and  Fremantle,  I  have 
the  honor,  by  direction,  to  inform  j^ou  in  reply  that  vessels  from  West- 
ern Australia  and  Queensland  are  admitted  without  any  special  inspec- 
tion with  reference  to  plague  at  this  port,  those  States  having  been 
recognized  as  clean  by  us  from  August  8  last. 

2.  As  regards  Sydney,  I  am  to  say  that  rats  to  a  weekly  number  of 
about  500  have  been  examined  in  tlie  departmental  laboratories  since 
May  12  last,  on  which  date  a  plague  rat  was  found;  that  a  moderate 
numl)er  were  found  infected  during  subsequent  earlv  weeks  following 
the  date  mentioned,  and  that  no  plague  rat  has  been  found  since 
August  15  last.

VENEZUELA. 

Yellow  fever  reported  at  Caracas, 

Consul  Goldschmidt,  at  La  Guaira,  reports,  September  19,  1903, 
to  the  Department  of  State,  as  follows: 

According  to  information  received  yesterday  from  Caracas,  yellow 
fever  has  aeain  made  its  appearance  in  that  city,  and  that  one  death 
had  occurred  from  said  disease  there  on  the  15th  instant. 

Owing  to  the  close  proximity  of  Caracas  to  this  port  and  the  fre- 
quent traflBc  between  these  two  points  it  behooves  us  to  take  measures 
to  prevent  the  introduction  of  the  disease  into  Porto  Rico. 

As  the  steamships  of  the  Red  D  Line  (which  touch  at  Porto  Rico) 
now  transfer  passengers  from  these  ports  in  Curasao,  we  have,  in  a 
measure,  lost  control  over  said  passengers,  and  I  believe  that  our 
health  authorities  in  Porto  Rico  should  be  informed  of  these  facts,  so 
that  they  may  take  proper  precautions. 

To  this  effect  I  shall  also  this  day  write  a  letter  to  the  chief  health 
officer  in  San  Juan.

Thirteen  cases  reported  to-day.  Only  8  of  these  are  new.  Five  are 
old  cases  just  come  to  light.  The  situation  is  encouraging,  althou&fh 
these  hidden  cases  interfere  with  efficiency  of  our  work.  Deaths 
reported,  4.  Twenty-eight  houses  disinfected,  with  84  rooms.  Two 
hundred  and  thirteen  containers  and  excavations  oiled.  Forty  premi- 
ses sprinkled.  One  hundred  and  fifty  premises  inspected,  covering  21 
city  blocks.  Twenty-one  barrels  of  crude  oil  sprinlkled  on  vacant  lots 
and  intervening  streets,  covering  10  city  blocks.  Fifteen  faucets  put 
in  water  barrels.  Maximum  temperature,  83^;  minimum,  47^.  Minera 
reports  2  new  cases  and  1  death.  Goodman  returned  to-night  after 
completing  disinfection  of  Minera — excellent  work.  No  report  from 
New  Laredo.  Murmy  reports  13  cases  at  San  Antonio,  and  2  positive 
autopsies  and  1  presumable.  Tabor  reports  1  case  at  Castroville 
origmating  in  San  Antonio.

Sir:  (Through  Assistant  Director  Hygienic  Laboratory.)  I  have 
the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  on  the  eniptive  disease  in 
Jeflferson  County,  W.  Va.,  concerning  the  nature  of  which  there  was 
contention  between  the  county  health  officer  and  the  attending  physi- 
cians, the  former  stating  that  the  disease  was  smallpox  and  the  latter 
that  it  was  chicken  pox. 
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In  compliance  with  Bureau  order  of  the  12th  instant  I  left  on  the 
same  day  for  Charlestown,  W.  Va.,  in  company  with  the  health  officer 
of  that  town.  L^pon  arriving  at  that  place  I  was  met  at  the  depot  by 
the  county  health  officer,  and  we  proceeded  to  Summit  Point,  the  vil- 
lage in  which  the  patients  lived. 

1  saw  and  exammed  3  white  adults  between  25  and  30  years  old  in 
a  family  suffering  with  an  eruption  on  the  face,  hands,  arms,  and  body. 
In  2  cases  three  weeks  had  elapsed  since  the  appearance  of  the  eruption, 
and  in  the  third  case  the  disease  had  existecl  ten  days.  The  first  case 
had  practically  recovered,  the  crusts  had  fallen  off,  and  the  patient  was 
in  normal  health.  He  stated  that  he  had  not  felt  sick  at  any  time  dur- 
ing the  attack  except  in  the  beginning,  when  he  had  some  headache 
and  a  slight  fever  for  two  or  three  days.  The  second  case,  which 
developed  one  day  later,  had  headache,  backache,  and  fever  for  three 
days  before  he  noticed  the  eruption  on  the  face.  In  this  case  the  crusts 
were  still  on  the  fac^,  but  had  fallen  from  the  points  on  the  arms  and 
body,  leaving  deeply  pigmented  spots,  with  slight  pitting  in  a  few 
spots.  The  third  case  presented  only  a  few  pustules  on  tne  face  and 
body,  but  the  characteristic  induration  and  appearance  in  some  were 
typical  of  the  eruption  in  a  mild  case  of  smallpox. 

The  second  case  mentioned,  taking  into  consideration  its  history, 
should  not  have  been  mistaken  for  any  other  disease  than  smallpox, 
and  at  the  advanced  stage  at  which  I  saw  it  it  was  easy  to  diagnose. 

Three  other  cases  of  the  same  disease  existed  in  this  house,  but  I 
did  not  see  them,  as  considerable  opposition  was  encountered  in  the 
work,  and  I  had  already  satisfied  myself  that  the  disease  was  smallpox. 
1  think  that  probably  the  cases  in  the  family  referred  to  above  were 
more  serious  and  a  more  pronounced  type  of  the  disease. 

The  history  of  the  cases  in  this  family  is  briefly  as  follows:  During 
the  first  week  in  September  a  person  from  the  adjoining  county  came 
to  the  house,  and  at  the  time  was  suffering  with  an  eruption  on  his 
face  and  body.  The  two  men  mentioned  as  cases  1  and  2  assisted  him 
in  unloading  his  wagon.  Two  weeks  from  this  time  these  men  were 
taken  sick  with  an  eruptive  fever,  and  four  other  cases  of  the  same  dis- 
ease have  since  developed  in  this  family.  Ail  these  cases  have  been 
mild,  and  the  patients  have  not  been  confined  to  the  house  except  for 
two  or  three  days  in  case  2. 

The  two  local  physicians  called  to  treat  these  cases  pronounced  them 
chicken  pox  and  still  refuse  to  admit  it  as  smallpox,  notwithstanding 
the  fact  that  they  have  been  shown  the  fallacy  of  their  contention. 

The  disease  at  Summit  Point  was  undoubtedly  introduced  from 
Clark  County,  Va.,  where,  according  to  reliable  reports,  a  mild  erup- 
tive fever  is  prevailing  among  the  people  in  that  part  of  the  county 
contiguous  to  Jefferson  County,  only  2  miles  from  Summit  Point. 
The  disease  is  treated  as  chicken  pox,  although  it  prevails  largely 
among  the  adults.  This  disease  is  smallpox  of  a  mild  type;  and  as 
nothing  is  being  done  in  that  county  it  will  certainly  spread,  as  this 
center  of  infection  will  be  a  constant  menace  to  the  adjacent  communi- 
ties until  some  action  is  taken  to  institute  protective  measures.  Other 
cases  will  almost  certainly  develop  from  tiiose  mentioned,  as  the  dis- 
ease has  existed  for  three  weeks  and  intercourse  has  been  unrestricted, 
visitors  having  been  receivH^d  and  visits  having  been  made.  In  fact, 
case  2  was  the  rural  mail  carrier,  who  has  been  distributing  mail  for 
the  past  two  weeks  while  suffering  with  the  disease. 

Tne  local  physicians  treated  the  cases  without  reporting  them  as 
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suspicious,  and  the  county  health  officer  did  not  know  of  their  exist- 
ence until  he  heard  a  rumor  that  two  or  three  cases  of  sickness  with 
eruption  had  occurred  in  this  family.  He  immediately  visited  the 
house  and  pronounced  the  disease  smallpox.  This  caused  much  antag- 
onism and  threats  of  recrimination,  as  the  local  phjrsicians  who  were 
treating  the  cases  stubbornly  maintained  that  the  disease  was  chicken 
pox.  Consequently,  at  his  request  the  county  court  asked  for  the  serv- 
ices of  an  expert  to  determine  whose  diagnosis  was  correct,  so  that  io 
the  event  the  disease  was  smallpox  there  would  be  less  opposition  and 
criticism  of  such  quarantine  measures  as  the  health  officer  might  deem 
necessary  to  enforce. 

The  disease  has  also  existed  at  Rippon,  in  another  portion  of  Jeffer- 
son County,  6  miles  from  Charlestown  and  about  8  miles  from  Summit 
Point.  The  first  case  appeared  at  this  point  in  the  person  of  a  negro 
man,  who  contracted  the  infection  in  Pittsburg,  Pa.,  the  disease  devel- 
oping soon  after  his  return  home.  This  case  was  mild;  but  the  sec- 
ond, in  a  neighbor  who  had  visited  the  sick  man,  was  severe  and  of 
confluent  type.  The  first  case  was  promptly  isolated  and  quarantined, 
and  all  the  contacts  and  suspects  were  placed  in  an  isolation  camp  and 
quarantined.  Six  cases  in  all  developed,  but  all  are  now  convalescent, 
and  no  further  cases  have  occurred.  The  disease  at  this  point  was 
promptly  stamped  out  by  the  prompt  and  energetic  action  of  the 
county  health  officer.     All  of  these  cases  were  among  negroes. 

I  inspected  the  camp  and  found  it  adequate  for  the  small  number  of 
suspects  and  equipped  on  scientific  principles,  with  bath  houses  and 
means  for  formaldehyde  disinfection. 

Two  other  cases  of  smallpox  exist  in  the  county  in  the  persons  of 
white  farmers  of  the  better  class.  One  of  them  is  a  gentleman  more 
than  50  years  old  who  had  been  visiting  in  Clark  County  and  was 
taken  sick  soon  after  his  return  home.  The  second  case  is  that  of  a 
neighbor  on  an  adjoining  farm  who  visited  his  sick  friend. 

At  the  request  of  the  health  officer  I  met  the  members  of  the  county 
board  of  health  in  session,  stated  that  the  disease  at  Summit  Point 
was  smallpox  and  that  energetic  measures  were  necessarv  to  prevent 
its  spread.  The  board  granted  absolute  power  to  the  health  officer  in 
dealing  with  the  present  and  future  ca^^es  of  the  disease,  and  as  he  is  a 
man  who  understands  the  situation  and  the  proper  methods  for  deal- 
ing with  it,  energetic  measures  will  be  pursued  until  the  disease  is 
eradicated.

BRITISH  HONDURAS. 

Report  from  Belize^  fruit  port. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Carson  repK)rts,  October  5,  as  follows: 
Week  ended  October  4,  1903:  Present  officially  estimated  population, 
8,500;  5death3;  prevailing  disease,  mild  typeor  malarial  fever;  genera! 
sanitary  condition  of  this  port  and  the  surrounding  countrv  during 
the  week,  good.  The  5  oeaths  noted  above  occurred  in  tliis  port, 
namely,  2  white  adults,  due,  respectively,  to  chronic  nephritis  and 
^'senility"  (aged  82  years),  also  3  colored  (1  an  infant),  caused,  respec- 
tively, b}*^  chronic  bronchitis,  pneumonia,  and  trismus  neonatorum.

CHINA. 

Reports  frovi  ILrngkoiig — Plug  us  rats  destroyed — Cholera  in  Shanghai 

and  Arnoy, 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  McMullen  reports,  September  10  and  18, 
1903,  as  follows: 

Week  ended  September  5,  1903,  9  vessels,  with  768  crew  and  280 
passengers  (155  cabin  and  125  steerage),  were  inspected  and  granted 
Dills  of  health;  528  crew  and  116  steerage  were  bathed,  and  618  pieces 
baggage  disinfected.     There  were  4  rejections  during  the  week. 

One  case  and  1  death  (Chinese)  from  plague  was  reported  for  the 
week  and  2  cases  of  enteric  fever.  The  health  of  the  colony  is  very 
good. 

For  the  two  weeks  ended  September  7,  643  rats  were  destroyed  and 
22  of  these  were  plague  infected — a  higher  percentage  of  infected  rats 
than  formerly.  Reports  from  Shanghai  show  that  considerable  cholera 
is  present,  and  the  local  sanitary  board  has  declared  it  to  be  an  infected 
port.     The  number  of  cholera  cases  at  Amoy  appears  to  be  decreasing. 

Week  ended  September  12,  1903,  12  vessels,  with  905  crew  and 
554  passengers — 199  cabin  and  355  steemge — were  inspected  and 
granted  bills  of  health. 

Six  hundred  and  seventy -three  crew  and  324  Asiatic  steerage  pas- 
sengers were  bathed  and  9i9  pieces  baggage  disinfected.     One  vessel 
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was  fumigated  with  sulphur  to  kill  rats  prior  to  loading  cargo  for 
San  Francisco.     There  were  only  3  rejections  for  the  week. 

The  health  of  the  colony  is  fairly  good,  and  the  only  communicable 
diseases  reported  for  the  week  were  4  cases  of  plague  and  4  deaths 
(Chinese),  and  these  occurred  in  districts  adjacent  to  the  city  of 
Victoria. 

A  recent  telegram  (September  3)  states  that  plague  grows  contin- 
ually worse  in  western  and  southern  India.  L^st  week  Bombay 
Presidency  reported  6,528  deaths,  Madras  Presidency  124,  Hyderahail 
State  338,  the  Berars  233,  Central  India  1,174,  Mysore  410,  and  the 
Central  Provinces  65.  In  the  same  period  Bengal  had  only  28  death** 
and  the  Punjab  31,  while  the  rest  of  upper  India  was  entirely  clear. 

Reports  from  Shangfuii — Regulatmis  for  th^  sanitary  ptx>tectlrm  of 

Newchwang, 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Ransom  reports,  September  15  and  23,  as 
follows: 

Week  ended  September  12,  1903:  There  were  inspected  during  the 
week  3  vessels,  59  crew,  18  cabin  and  1  steerage  passenger.  The  effects 
of  1  steerage  passenger  and  24  crew  were  dismfected,  and  the  living 

auarters  on  1  vessel  were  fumigated  with  sulphur  dioxide  and  washed 
own  with  bichloride  solution. 

The  report  of  the  municipal  health  officer  shows  for  the  week  the 
following  communicable  diseases:  Cholera,  5  cases,  47  deaths;  enteric 
fever,  2  cases;  dengue  fever,  6  cases.  The  total  mortality  is  stated  as 
5  foreigners  and  383  natives.  As  observed  in  my  last  report,  I  believe 
that  the  mortality-  among  the  natives  in  excess  of  the  average,  which 
seems  to  be  about  150  weekly,  is  due  to  cholera,  and  the  result  of 
private  investigations  would  tend  to  confirm  this  belief. 

Communicable  diseases  at  outports  have  been  reported  by  consular 
officers  as  follows:  Newchwang,  plague,  31  cases,  17  deaths;  Hankow, 
cholera,  3  cases,  1  death;  Chefoo,  cholera,  1  case,  1  death;  Tientsin, 
cholera,  3  cases,  1  death  (imported  via  steamship  She?} king). 

Week  ended  September  19, 1903,  there  were  inspected  2  vessels,  106 
crew,  26  cabin  and  9  steerage  passengers.  There  were  disinfected  tl6 
packages  of  freight  and  11  pieces  of  baggage  belonging  to  steerage 
passengers. 

The  weekly  report  of  the  municipal  health  officer  shows  cholera,  21 
deaths;  enteric  fever,  4  cases;  whooping  cough,  1  case.  Total  mor- 
tality, 2  foreigners  and  331  natives.  It  will  be  observed  that  the 
reported  deaths  from  cholera  have  materially  diminished,  but  the  total 
mortality  among  the  natives  only  shows  a  decrease  of  52.  The  com- 
mencing cool  weather  will,  I  have  no  doubt,  lead  to  a  decrease  in  the 
deaths  from  cholera  from  now  on. 

Reports  from  consular  officers  have  been  received  as  follows: 
Newchwang,  plague,  73  cases,  62  deaths;  Tientsin,  cholera,  3  cases,  1 
death;  Hankow,  cholem,  1  case,  1  death. 

The  following  is  the  translation  of  the  regulations  issued  for  the 
sanitary  protection  of  the  native  city  of  Newchwang  by  the  civil 
administrator  to  the  police  and  city  medical  officers: 

1.  Every  suspicious  case  of  cholera  or  plague  has  to  be  immediately  sent  to  one  of 
the  two  hospitals  established  for  that  purpose;  the  Ningpo  hospital  or  the  new  hos- 
pital Pao-sheng-kung-so. 
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2.  The  membere  of  the  firet,  second,  and  third  guilds,  as  well  as  the  city  medical 
officers,  are  allowed  to  send  patients  to  the  hospitals,  providing  them  and  persons 
accompanying  them  with  a  free  pass.  They  are  to  inform  the  police  of  the  case  either 
at  the  same  time  or  jnst  after  having  sent  the  patient  to  the  hospital. 

3.  In  cases  of  death  caused  by  cholera  or  plague  the  members  of  the  guild  have  at 
once  to  inform  the  police,  and  are  not  to  allow  the  corpse  to  be  buried  l)efore  it  has 
been  examined  by  a  medical  officer. 

4.  On  receipt  of  information  of  a  suspicious  case  the  police  and  doctor's  assistant, 
with  an  interpreter,  have  to  proceed  to  the  spot  at  once.  The  patient  has  to  be  sent 
iaimediately  to  the  hospital  with  a  free  pass;  the  house  has  to  be  thoroughly  disin- 
fected, its  number  taken,  and  all  the  inhabitants  have  to  be  placed  under  medical 
observation  for  nine  days.  In  case  of  death  the  corpse  is  to  be  sent  to  a  special  plague 
cemetery  and  buried  with  all  precautions. 

5.  The  same  measures  are  taken  if  the  corpse  is  found  in  the  street. 

6  When  a  corpse  is  sent  to  the  cemetery  tne  medical  officer  issues  a  ptass  and  the 
police  appoint  a  militiaman  to  accompany  it  to  the  burial  place  and  see  that  all  pre- 
cautionary measures  are  taken. 

7.  The  Pao-sheng-kung-so  hospital  is  in  direct  charge  of  the  13  commercial  firms 
which  built  it,  and  is  only  in  control  of  this  administration.  An  assistant  surgeon 
lives  on  the  premises  for  such  control. 

8.  This  assistant  surgeon  controls  the  departure  and  arrival  of  patients,  takes  down 
their  number,  and  sees  that  no  strangers  are  admitted  to  the  premises;  he  also  sees 
that  all  the  carriages  and  stretchers  on  which  the  sick  are  brought  are  properly  dis- 
infected, and  does  the  disinfection  himself. 

9.  The  recovered  patients  are  let  out  of  the  hospital  after  disinfection. 

10.  There  is  a  stafi  of  sanitary  assistants  in  the  hospital  who  attend  to  the  sick 
and  the  burials. 

11.  There  is  a  guard  of  7  militiamen  in  the  hospital,  of  which  1  is  always  on 
w^atch  at  the  gates.  This  guard  is  subordinate  to  the  assistant  surgeon's  orders,  who 
uses  them  for  communication  with  the  police  station,  doctors,  etc.  The  guard  is 
isolated  from  the  sick,  and  one  of  them  is  always  dispatched  to  attend  burials  of 
deceased  patients.  * 

12.  The  assistant  has  an  interpreter  who  aids  in  his  business  with  the  administra- 
tion of  the  hospital  and  with  the  guard,  and  none  is  allowed  to  leave  the  premises 
without  i)ermi8sion  of  the  assistant  surgeon. 

13.  Persons  and  carts  delivering  provisions,  etc.,  to  the  hospital  are  not  allowed  to 
enter  the  gates  and  have  to  deliver  the  goods  outside. 

14.  The  administration  of  the  hospital  has  a  staff  of  grave  diggers  and  a  stock  of 
coffins. 

15.  All  cases  disc^overed  by  the  police  or  militia  are  sent  to  the  Ningpo  hospital  by 
the  medical  officers. 

16.  The  administration  of  the  hospital  is  Russian. 

17.  There  is  a  staff  of  medical  officers,  a  number  of  bearers,  an  interpreter,  and  a 
stock  of  coffins. 

18.  The  police  do  not  issue  passes  for  the  burial  or  reception  of  patients  into  the 
hospital. 

19.  The  police  only  fulfill  all  orders  issued  by  the  medii»l  officers,  send  carts  to 
convey  sick  and  corpses,  also  stretchers,  bearers,  militiamen,  and  in  all  ways  assist 
the  metiical  staff,  enforcing  their  regulations  and  orders. 

20.  Every  morning  the  city  doctor  gives  the  police  information  as  to  the  number 
of  cases  of  sickness  ami  deaths,  and  the  j)olice  are  to  be  well  infonned  of  the  numbei 
of  cases  and  the  districts  and  houses  in  which  the  cases  took  place. 

21.  Stretihers  are  kept  at  all  the  police  stations  and  also  bv  the  three  guilds  in  the 
following  places:  (a)  iTiree  stret^-hers  by  the  first  guild  in  their  public  Vmilding  and 
three  in  the  Central  Temple;  (b)  three  stretchers  bv  the  second  guild  in  their  public 
building,  and  (c)  three  stretchers  by  the  thinl  guild  in  the  Mohammedan  Temple.

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Nunez  reports,  October  13,  as  follows: 

For  the  week  ended  October  10,  1903,  only  one  bill  of  health  was 
issued  to  a  vessel  bound  for  the  United  States.  It  is  probable  that 
until  the  next  grinding  season  begins  very  few  vessels  bound  to  the 
United  States  will  visit  this  port,  as  shipping  of  the  last  sugar  crop  is 
nearly  over. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  tubercular  affections 
during  the  fii*8t  ten  days  of  the  present  month  is  to  be  noted  in  the 
inclosed  mortuary  statistics  for  tnis  city.  I  am  informed  that  in  every 
instance  prophylactic  measures  have  been  taken  during  the  life  of  the 
patient,  followed  by  thorough  disinfection  of  the  premises  immedi- 
ately after  death.  Notices  have  been  posted  at  all  public  buildings, 
by  order  of  the  local  board  of  health,  forbidding  to  spit  on  the  floor 
under  certain  penalty,  sufficient  number  of  cuspidors  being  furnished. 
Daily  irrigations  of  the  principal  streets  are  also  made  to  keep  the 
dust  down,  and  special  attention  to  cleanliness  and  sanitation  is  noticed 
in  every  thorougnfare. 

Two  additional  cases  of  diphtheria  have  appeared  during  this  month. 
Same  have  been  carefully  isolated. 

No  quai'antinable  disease  has  been  reported.

Consul-General  Mason  reports,  October  2,  as  follows: 

Turkey, — In  Smyrna  a  case  of  plague  was  registered  on  the  25th 
of  September. 

Egypt. — Between  the  12th  and  18th  of  September,  inclusive,  there 
were  registered  in  the  whole  of  Egypt  9  cases  of  plague  (and  5  deaths), 
viz,  8  cases  (4  deaths)  in  Alexandria,  and  1  case  (l  death)  in  Damiette. 

British  India, — In  the  Bombay  Presidency  there  were  registered, 
during  the  week  ended  September  5,  8,492  cases  of  plague  (and  5,840 
deaths),  of  which  86  fresh  cases  and  88  deaths  occurred  in  the  city  of 
Bombay,  and  13  cases  (9  deaths)  in  the  harbor  of  Broach. 

Japan, — During  the  period  from  the  20th  of  June  to  the  I7th  of 
August  there  occurred  in  Yokohama  6  cases  of  plague  with  5  deaths.

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Death  rate  in  Berlin. 

The  death  rate  of  Berlin  for  the  week  ended  September  19  wa«  lower 
than  it  has  been  in  any  week  during  the  past  two  months.  It  amounted, 
calculated  on  the  year,  to  14.9  per  thousand  of  the  population,  this- 
being,  however,  higher  than  the  rate  for  the  corresponding  week  of  last 
year,  in  which  it  only  amounted  to  13.7.  Of  the  large  German  citie?*, 
during  this  week  the  following  showed  more  favorable  figures  than  Ber- 
lin, namely:  Altona,  Barmen,  Charlottenburg  (with  13.3  per  thousand), 
and  SchOneberg  (with  5.1  per  thousand).  The  death  rate  of  the  follow- 
ing cities  was  considembly  higher  than  that  of  Berlin,  viz:  Hanover, 
Hamburg,  Bremen,  Diisseldorf,  Cologne,  Frankfurt-am-Main,  Leipzig, 
Dresden,  Breslau,  KOnigsberg,  Munich,  Karlsruhe,  as  well  as  London, 
Paris,  and  Vienna.  The  decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  was  dis- 
tributed equally  among  the  children  in  the  first  year  of  life  and  the 
higher  age  classes.  The  infant  death  rate  amounted  to  5.5  per  year 
and  mille,  being  thereby  considerably  lower  than  the  rate  of  Munich, 
Nuremburg,  Leipzig,  and  Breslau.  There  was  an  abatement  noticeable 
regarding  acute  diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs  and  acute  diseases 
of  the  intestines,  the  former  causing  38,  the  latter  108  deaths.  Thirty- 
three  children  succumbed  to  cholerine.  There  were  registered  tt> 
deaths  from  phthisis  pulmonalis,  an  increase  as  conipared  with  the 
preceding  week.  Fifty-one  persons  died  of  cancer.  There  were  also 
recorded  2  deaths  from  measles,  7  deaths  from  scarlet  fever,  7  deaths 
from  diphtheria,  and  10  deaths  b}"  violence.

Assistant  Surgeon  Moore  reports,  September  25,  1903,  as  follows: 
Week  ended  September  19,  1903,  5  steamers,  having  a  total  personnel 
of  450  crew  and  265  passengers,  were  inspected,  168  steerage 
passengers  and  11  crew  were  bathed,  and  232  pieces  of  baggage  were 
disinfected. 

No  official  repoiii  of  contagious  diseases  in  Yokohama  for  the  period 
subsequent  to  September  12  nas  been  received  by  me.  Press  report*, 
however,  indicate  that  several  additional  ^'doubtful"  cases  oi  pej*t 
have  since  occurred  in  this  cit}. 
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Assistant  Surgeon  Moore  reports,  September  22,  that  he  had  recom- 
mended the  rejection  of  6  would-be  passengers  on  the  steamship  Shimano 
Maru  for  Seattle. 

Assistant  Surgeon  Moore  reports,  September  28,  that  he  had  recom- 
mended the  rejection  of  56  would-be  passengers  on  the  steamship  Siberia 
for  Honolulu;  6  would-be  passengers  on  steamship  Siberia  for  San 
Francisco,  and  2  would-be  passengers  on  steamship  Indrammha  for 
Portland,  Oreg.

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Harrison  reports,  October  4,  1903,  as  fol- 
lows: Week  ended  October  4,  19()3:  Present  officially  estimated  pop- 
ulation, about  8,000;  number  of  deaths  during  the  week,  5;  prevailing 
diseases  causing  the  5  deaths  reported,  hemorrhage,  gastro-enteritis, 
tuberculosis.  There  is  1  case  yellow  fever,  isolatea  and  reported 
September  17  still  in  lazaretto.  The  condition  of  Progreso  and  imme- 
diate surroundings  good.  Merida  has,  according  to  published  report, 
14  cases  yellow  fever  in  lazaretto,  and  there  were  several  deaths  from 
that  disease  last  week.

plving  between  San  Francisco,  Cal.,  and  Sydney,  New  South  'Wale*', 
wBich  please  find  inclosed. 

1  may  add  that  no  further  restrictions  have  been  placed  on  Amer- 
ican boats  since  my  first  communication  to  you  on  that  subject,  it 
being  conceded  that  there  is  no  plague  at  the  port  of  San  Francisco 
whicn  needs  particular  sanitary  precautions. 

There  were  recently  plague  rats  found  upon  a  German  steamer 
from  Buenos  Ayres,  and  the  ship  was  required  to  undergo  complete 
fumigation. 

There  is  no  plague  now  at  this  port,  so  far  as  is  known.

[From  the  Royal  Norwegian  Government's  justice  and  police  department^Translation.] 

Syria  is  to  be  considered  infected  with  cholera. 

According  to  previous  proclamations,  Palestine  is  at  present  also  to 
be  considered  infected  with  cholera. 

Vessels  having  cholera  patients  on  board  and  bound  for  Norwegian 
ports  should  by  the  pilots  be  directed  to  the  quarantine  station  at 
Odder0en,  near  Christiansand.  In  other  ports  the  captains  are  liable 
to  have  to  keep  their  sick  people  on  board  and  in  meantime  be  kept  in 
quaiuntine. 

A  number  of  this  circular,  which  takes  the  place  of  the  one  issued 
by  this  department  March  31,  1903  (No.  1,  1903),  are  inclosed.

ReportH  from  Manila — Cholera,  sinallpo,r,  and  pi  ague. 

Chief  Quarantine  Officer  Heiser  reports  as  follows:  The  following 
quarantinable  diseases  have  been  reported  in  Manila  for  the  weeK 
ended  September  5,  1903:  Cholera — 15  cases,  13  deaths.  Plague — 2 
cases,  2  deaths. 

I  also  inclose  the  report  of  cholera  in  the  provinces  of  the  Philip- 
pine Islands  for  the  same  period. 

For  the  week  ended  September  12,  1903,  the  number  of  quarantina- 
ble diseases  reported  in  Manila  were  as  follows:  Cholera — 79  cases,  63 
deaths.     Smallpox — 2  cases,  3  deaths.     Plague— 1  case,  1  death. 

There  was  a  decided  increase  in  the  number  of  cholera  cases  during 
the  week.  Instead  of  the  usual  number  of  18  to  25  cases  per  week, 
there  were  79  cases,  with  63  deaths  reported.  The  increase  has  been 
ascribed  to  the  fact  that  a  spring  of  fresh  water  was  found  in  the  bay 
verv  close  to  the  shore  in  the  Tondo  district  at  a  point  badly  polluted 
with  sewage.     The  fact  that  fresh  water  was  found  in  a  salt- water

It  i> 
feared  tlrnt  unle^-s  the  di«-ea»^  can  l^e  thoroughly  stamped  out  it 
will  l>e  carried  into  the  interior  and  the  Philippines  become  ^ner^Ilv 
infected.  Up  to  the  pre^^nt  time  the  disea*^  has  been  contined  to 
Manila  and  Cehu:  but  if  it  ^-liould  l>e  introduced  into  other  towa*^  and 
villages,  taking  into  con^^ideration  the  great  ease  of  communication 
by  the  many  small  craft  that  ply  between  the  islands  at  all  sort^  of 
odd  places  it  will  be  seen  that  the  nimil)er  of  men  that  would  be 
recjuired  to  guard  the  coasts  of  the  islands  makes  quarantine  out  of 
the  question.

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Plague  in  Cebu, 

Chief  Quarantine  Officer  Heiser  reports,  September  14, 1903,  as  fol- 
lows, in  reference  to  that  portion  of  his  cable  of  September  4,  11M)3, 
which  states  '' Plague,  Cebu:" 

On  Auffust  19,  1903,  a  case  of  plague  was  diagnosed  at  Cebu  in  the 
person  of  a  Filipino  boy.  The  patient  had  not  l^en  away  from  Obu, 
and  the  source  of  the  infection  could  not  be  determined.  The  victim 
died  two  days  after  being  taken  ill. 

Plague  has  made  its  appearance  at  irregular  intervals  since  July  23, 

1900.  A  case  was  reported  on  March  12,  1901,  another  on  April  4. 

1901,  another  June  17, 1901,  and  on  May  3, 1902,  2  cases  were  reported. 
A  preliminary  investigation  indicates  that  the  plague  did  not  gain 
entrance  through  the  quarantine.  On  September  2,  1903,  6  cases  and 
2  deaths  suddenly  appeared. 

The  insular  board  of  health  and  the  Public  Health  and  Marine- 
Hospital  Service  are  actively  cooperating.  The  insular  board  of 
health  has  sent  an  experienced  man  and  a  large  supply  of  Shiga  anti- 
pest  serum  and  instructions  to  institute  the  same  measures  which  are 
employed  in  Manila  against  the  plague.  We  have  been  fumigating 
witn  sulphur  every  vessel  which  leaves  Cebu  for  ports  at  which  it  b* 
possible  to  go  alongside  of  a  wharf.  While  this  will  no  doubt  effectu- 
ally stop  the  danger  of  conveying  the  plague  from  Cebu  by  vessels,  it 
must  be  remembered  that  the  history  of  all  epidemic  diseases  in  the 
islands  shows  that  they  are  carried  from  place  to  place  by  land.  The 
people  embark  at  convenient  places  along  the  shore  where  there  is  no 
quamntine  inspection.  Only  last  week  while  the  city  health  officer  at 
Cebu  was  makmg  preparations  to  isolate  a  case  of  plague  the  afflicted 
person  disappeared  and  was  not  again  heard  from  until  he  had  reached 
Mandaue,  a  town  situated  at  considei*able  distance  from  Cebu.

Chief  Quarantine  Officer  King  reports,  October  9:  Quarantine  trans- 
actions of  this  and  the  six  subports  of  the  island  of  Porto  Rico  for 
the  month  of  September,  1903: 

San  Jxvan, — Vessels  inspected,  14;  bills  of  health  issued,  22;  pas- 
sengers detained  at  the  quarantine  station  for  observation,  1;  vessels 
detained  in  quarantine  under  guard,  3. 

The  American  steamers  Caracas  and  Philadelphia^  of  the  Red  D  Line 
of  vessels,  arrived  upon  the  9th  and  23d,  respectively,  from  Venezuelan 
ports.  These  steamers  were  upon  their  regular  schedules,  bound  north 
for  New  York  and  touching  here  for  only  a  few  hours.  Both  were 
placed  in  quarantine  under  guard  while  in  port.     The  Caracas  had  no 
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mssen^ers  for  this  port  requiring  to  be  detained  for  observation.  The 
l^htlaadphia  brought  one  nonimmune  passenger  from  Caracas,  who 
was  taken  to  the  quarantine  station  and  held  five  days. 

The  Spanish  steamship  J/<m^6^^t^  arrived  on  the  22d  from  Habana, 
via  Port  Limon,  Colon,  Barranquilla,  Cura^o,  Puerto  Cabello,  and  La 
Guaira.     As  usual,  this  vessel  was  held  in  quarantine  while  hwe. 

There  are  at  present  no  cases  of  varioloid  in  the  city  of  San  Juan. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  inspection  work  done  at  the  six 
subports  during  the  month:  Number  of  vessels  inspected  at  Maya- 
guez,  5;  Arecito,  2;  Aguadilla,  1;  Humacao,  2;  Fajardo,  1.

In  Yaritagua  (Venezuela)  the  smallpox  still  continues  creating  havoc 
The  last  cases  that  presented  were  very  alarming,  according  to  a 
colleague  of  that  locality.

Sir:  As  directed  in  Bureau  letter  of  October  17,  I  have  the  honor 
to  make  the  following  brief  report  upon  the  character  and  application 
of  the  disinfecting  material,  etc.,  used  in  screening  houses  in  the  sup- 
pression of  the  present  epidemic  of  yellow  fever: 

The  term  '*  disinfecting  materiaf"  includes  evervthing  utilized  in 
the  prevention  of  the  spread  of  yellow  fever,  based  upon  a  complete 
acceptance  of  the  fact  that  the  mosquito  is  the  only  means  of  trans- 
mitting the  disease.  It  therefore  includes  disinfecting  material,  as 
usually  understood,  such  as  sulphur,  pyrethrum,  etc.,  and  also  lum- 
ber for  screening  purposes,  mosquito  and  wire  netting,  oil,  wooden 
faucets,  etc. 

The  methods  instituted  are  as  follows:  There  are  three  screening 
and  five  disinfecting  crews.     When  a  suspicious  or  positive  case  of 
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yellow  fev^er  is  reported,  a  screening  crew  is  at  once  sent  to  the  house, 
with  a  cart  containing  the  necessary  material,  and  the  patient  is  imme- 
diately screened — the  carpenters  putting  in  ready-maae  screen  doors 
or  windows,  or,  when  these  are  not  available,  making  them  on  the 
spot.  Where  screening  is  impossible  or  impracticable,  the  patient  Is 
placed  under  a  mosquito  bar.  The  disinfecting  crew  follows  imme- 
aiately  after  the  screening  crew  and  disinfects  that  part  of  the  house 
not  occupied  b}^  the  patient.  On  the  conclusion  or  this  disinfection 
the  patient,  if  able  to  be  moved,  is  transferred  to  one  of  the  disinfected 
rooms  and  his  room  disinfected. 

All  water  containers  in  a  house  are  covered  with  oil,  and  faucet* 
inserted  in  the  barrels  of  drinking  water. 

Sulphur  and  pyrethrum  are  used  in  disinfection,  the  former  where 
there  is  no  danger  of  injury  to  the  contents  of  the  room,  the  latter 
where  such  injury  may  be  apprehended.  Where  pyrethrum  is  used 
care  is  taken  to  sweep  the  room,  so  as  to  collect  all  tne  mosquitoes  that 
majr  have  been  simply  stunned  by  the  fumes  of  the  powder,  la  the 
disinfection  lar^e  quantities  of  paper  strips  are  used  m  order  to  make 
the  rooms  air-tight.  In  some  of  the  houses  it  is  necessary  to  paper 
almost  the  entire  building.

SUSPICIOUS  CASES  IN   MEDINA   COUNTY. 

Houston,  Tex.,  OcUyber  20, 190 J, 

Sir:  1  have  the  honor  to  submit  for  consideration,  with  regard  to 
the  situation  in  San  Antonio  and  Medina  county,  the  foUowmg  his- 
tory of  suspicious  cases  which  have  occurred  there,  the  details  being 
furnished  by  Health  Officer  Brumby,  of  this  city,  who  was  over  the 
ground  a  few  days  since. 

The  first  case,  that  of  Mrs. ,  a  nurse,  and  mother-in-law  of  one 

Sylvester  Rimero,  was  taken  sick  suddenly  with  fever  at  the  house  of 
Rimero.  After  the  lai)se  of  ten  or  twelve  davs  the  other  inmates  of 
the  house  were  taken  sick  suddenly,  first  one  Gonzales,  then  Rimero'^s 
wife,  next  his  child,  and  lastlv  Rimero  himself,  all  developing  a  fever 
in  quick  succession.  All  had  similar  symptoms,  viz,  high  fever,  sub- 
siding in  three  or  four  days,  and  this  followed  by  a  secondary  fever, 
or,  as  they  say,  a  relapse. 

Upon  the  third  or  fourth  day  of  his  illness  the  man  Gonzales  went 
to  San  Antonio  by  train  and  was  admitted  to  hospital.  He  wrote  to 
the  other  members  of  the  household  to  come  to  the  hospital.  Rimero'^ 
wife  died  before  receipt  of  Gonzales's  letter,  but  Rimero  started  with 
his  child  in  a  wagon  for  San  Antonio.  The  child  died  en  route,  but 
Rimero  reached  the  hospital  and  was  admitted  in  a  delirious  condition. 
I  am  informed  by  Doctor  Brumby  that  he  saw  this  man  October  9,  ten 
days  after  his  admission  to  hospital,  and  that  he  noticed  some  bronzing 
of  patient's  skin  with  a  yellowish  tint  of  the  conjunctivae,  but  not  know- 
ing patient's  previous  history  at  that  time  did  not  investigate  further. 
This  patient  was  again  seen  by  Doctor  Brumby,  I  am  informed,  on 
the  l4th  instant,  upon  his  return  to  San  Antonio,  at  which  time  he 
elicited  the  above  facts  with  regard  to  patient's  history,  and  also  found 
slight  albuminuria  upon  examining  patient's  urine,  and  noticed  some 
congestion  of  the  conjunctiva?  remaining. 

From  a  search  of  the  files  of  the  local  papers  I  found  a  reference  i" 
one  of  them  to  the  admission  of  one  Rimero  to  hospital  on  the  29th 
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ultimo.  From  the  history  given,  these  patients  lived  about  18  or  20 
xniles  from  San  Antonio,  west,  near  the  line  of  the  Southern  Pacific. 
In  view  of  the  present  reports  from  Hondo  and  San  Antonio,  I 
would  respectfully  submit  the  history  of  these  cases  for  consideration, 
^vith  due  acknowledgment  to  Health  OflScer  W.  M.  Brumby,  of  this 
city,  for  the  main  details  of  the  cases  which  were  furnished  me  upon 
his  return  to  the  city  on  the  18th  instant.

During  the  week  ended  October  10  there  were  issued  2  bills  of 
health  to  vessels  going  to  ports  in  the  United  States.  One  of  these 
vessels,  steamship  Hyara^  was  disinfected  here  by  me  before  depar- 
ture for  Mobile.  This  disinfection  was  done  at  the  request  of  the  mas- 
ter of  the  vessel.  The  vessel  was  very  dirty  from  the  car^o  of  cattle 
she  brought  to  this  port  from  Tampico.  There  was  nothmg  quaran- 
tinable  on  board  of  either  of  these  vessels.

1  have  to  report  that  I  saw  Dr.  Finlay  about  the  case  of  Borras  fever 
reported  on  the  8th  instant,  and  he  stated  that  the  case  was  that  of  a 
child  8  years  of  age  who  was  taken  sick  with  fever,  followed  by  nausea 
and  vomiting.  The  vomit  became  blood  stained  after  two  days'  illness 
and  death  resulted  on  the  third  day.  Examination  of  the  urine  during 
the  illness  showed  absence  of  albumin  and  there  was  no  lack  of  cor- 
relation of  the  pulse  and  temperature.  Owing  to  the  black  vomit  the 
attending  physician's  diagnosis  was  Borras  fever,  but  the  case  was 
probably  one  of  gastritis. 

On  the  6th  instant  a  nonimmune  passenger,  under  observation  at 
Triscornia,  was  sent  to  Las  Animas  Hospital  with  fever.  The  con- 
tagious disease  commission  diagnosed  the  case  as  one  of  yellow  fever. 
This  passenger,  a  Mexican,  arrived  on  the  American  steamship  Mon- 
terey from  rrogreso,  and  had  only  been  at  Triscornia  a  few  hours  when 
he  was  found  to  have  fever  and  was  immediately  transferred  to  Las 
Animas. 

The  German  steamship  Prim  Adalbert^  from  Vera  Cruz  and  Tam- 
pico, arrived  on  the  9th  instant  with  2  of  the  crew  ill  with  fever.  The 
men  were  sent  to  Las  Animas  and  there  the  cases  were  examined  by 
the  contagious  disease  commission  and  decided  to  be  yellow  fever. 
The  Prim  Adalbert  cleared  for  European  ports  on  the  lOth  instant.

October  17,  1903,  one  bill  of  health  was  issued  to  a  vessel  bound  for 
the  United  States,  in  good  sanitary  condition. 

Several  heavy  showers  have  fallen  in  this  city  during  the  past  week, 
washing  away  the  accumulated  dust  from  the  sti*eets  by  the  surface 
drain,  and  thus  contributing  to  improve  their  cleanliness,  and  to  bring 
about  a  cooler  and  more  pleasant  temperature.

GERMANY. 

Repoi't  from  Berlin — Plague^  and  cholera  in  various  countries. 
Consul-Gen eral  Mason  reports,  October  9,  as  follows: 

Plague. 

France.  —According  to  a  report  by  the  prefect  of  Marseille  of  the 
23d  of  September,  the  various  plague  patients  still  under  treatment 
in  the  hospital  may  now  be  regarded  as  cured. 

Egypt. — Between  the  19th  and  26th  of  September,  inclusive,  there 
were  recristered  in  the  whole  of  Egypt  5  cases  of  plague  and  4  deaths, 
all  in  Alexandria. 

British  India. — In  the  Bombay  presidency  during  the  week  ended 
September  12  there  were  registered  10,705  cases  of  plague  (7,482 
deaths),  of  which  77  eases  (64  deaths)  occurred  in  the  city  of  Bom- 
bay, 3  cases  (3  deaths)  in  the  town  and  port  of  Karachi,  and  22  cases 
(21  deaths)  in  the  harbor  of  Broach. 

Brazil. — During  the  four  weeks  from  the  10th  of  August  to  the  6th 
of  September  there  were  registered  in  Rio  de  Janeiro  16,  15,  19,  15 
plague  cases,  and  6,  2,  10,  8  deaths,  respectively. 

Vldle. — In  Valparaiso  during  the  period  from  the  1st  to  the  13th 
August  5  cases  of  plague  were  registered. 

Plfiffue  and  cholera. 

Britis/t  India, — In  Calcutta  during  the  week  ended  August  29,  17 
persons  died  of  plague  and  8  persons  died  of  cholera. 

Death  rate  of  Berlin. 

The  death  rate  of  Berlin  for  the  week  ended  September  26  was 
lower  than  it  has  been  since  the  middle  of  June,  amounting,  calculated 
on  the  year,  to  13.5  per  thousand  of  the  population,  and  was  thus  also 
lower  than  the  rate  for  the  corresponding  week  of  last  year,  in  which 
it  amounted  to  14.3.  Of  the  large  German  cities,  during  the  week  in 
question,  only  the  following  showed  more  favorable  figures  than 
Berlin,  namely:  Hanover,  CaSvSel,  Barmen,  Kiel,  Charlottenburg, 
(with  12.9)  and  Schoneberg  (with  9.2).  The  following  towns  had  a 
considerably  higher  death  rate  than  this  city,  viz:  Hamburg,  Leipzig, 
Cologne,  Frankfort-on-the-Main,  Stuttgart,  Dresden,  Munich,  Nurem- 
berg, Bremen,  Braunschweig,  Breslau,  Konigsberg,  as  well  as  London, 
Paris,  and  Vienna.  The  decrease  in  the  number  oif  deaths  was  chiefly 
among  children  in  the  first  year  of  life,  the  falling  oflf  in  the  mortality 
among  the  higher  age  classes  being  but  slight.  The  rate  of  mortality 
among  infants  fell  from  5.5  per  year  and  mille  in  the  preceding 
week  to  4.4  m  this  week,  amounting  to  only  one-third  of  the  rate  of 
Nuremberg. 

There  was  no  noticeable  abatement  of  acute  diseases  of  the  respi- 
ratory organs,  which  caused  30  deaths.  Acute  intestinal  diseiises 
claimed  9u  victims,  and  28  persons  succumbed  to  cholerine.  There 
was  a  notable  decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  phthisis  pulmo- 
nalis,  which  amounted  in  the  week  in  question  to  only  61.  Tl)irty-nine 
persons  died  of  cancer.     There  were  further  registered  5  deaths  from 
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mea«le6,  4  deaths  from  scarlet  fever,  and  5  deaths  from  diphtheria. 
Influenza  claimed  2  victims,  and  15  persons  died  by  violence. 

The  death  rate  of  Berlin  for  the  week  ended  October  3  was  higher 
than  that  of  the  preceding  week,  amounting,  calculateil  on  the  year, 
to  14. 1  per  thousand  of  the  population,  thus  being,  however,  a  little 
lower  than  the  rate  for  the  corresponding  week  of  last  3  ear,  in  which 
it  amounted  to  14.8.  Among  the  large  German  cities,  only  Crefeld, 
Hanover,  and  Charlottenburg  (with  11.4)  showed  somewhat  more 
favorable  figures  than  Berlin.  The  following  towns  had  a  considerably 
higher  death  rate  than  that  of  Berlin,  namelv:  Hamburg,  Leipzig. 
Dresden,  Bremen,  Frankfurt-on-the  Main,  Dusseldorf,  Munich,  Nur- 
emberg, Strassburg,  Cologne,  Breslau,  KOnigsberg,  as  well  as  Paris  and 
Vienna;  the  death  rate  of  London  corresponding  exa^'th'  with  that  of 
this  city.  The  participation  of  children  in  the  hrst  year  of  life  in  the 
mortality  remained  about  the  same  as  during  the  foregoing  week,  so 
that  the  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  was  restricted  entirely  to  the 
higher-age  classes.  The  death  rate  among  infants  amounted  to  4.4  per 
year  and  mille,  being  only  one-half  the  rate  of  Munich,  Nuremberg, 
and  Breslau.  Acute  diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs  showed  a  con- 
siderable increase,  causing  40  deaths,  and  phthisis  pulmonalis  claimed 
72  victims.  Thirty-four  persons  died  of  cancer,  and  acute  intestinal 
diseases  claimed  70  victims.  Fifteen  infants  died  of  cholerine.  Diph- 
theria caused  4,  and  scarlet  fever  6  deaths.  There  were  2  deaths  from 
measles,  and,  finally,  18  persons  died  by  violence.

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CaAea  of  yelhno  fever  in  Dewitt  County. 

San  Antonio,  Tex.,  OcUiber27, 190S. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  infoiiii  you  that,  as  stated  in  my  telegram 
of  yesterday,  the  yellow  fever  seen  by  Doctor  Tabor  and  myself  in 
Dewitt  Count}',  near  Cuero,can  be  quite  certainly  traced  to  Laredo. 

The  house  in  which  these  cases  have  all  occurred  is  located  on  a  ranch 
about  11  miles  north  of  Cuero  and  the  railroad,  nearly  2  miles  from 
any  other  habitation,  and  about  the  same  distance  from  the  public 
road. 

On  September  21  a  Mr.  A.,  who  had  been  employed  in  Laredo,  left 
that  place  for  Cuero,  going  directly  to  the  house  in  question  and 
arriving  there  about  September  25.  It  will  be  recalled  that  the  former 
date  is  onlj^  a  day  or  so  in  advance  of  the  official  declaration  of  the 
fever  at  Laredo. 

On  September  25  Mr.  A.  was  taken  sick.     He  was  not  seen  by  any 

Sbysician,  but  was  prescribed  for  over  the  telephone,  his  case  being 
lagnosticated,  from  the  symptoms  given,  as  dengue  fever.     He  made 
an  uneventful  recovery  and  left  the  ranch  soon  after. 

On  Octol>er  13,  or  eighteen  days  after  Mr.  A's.  being  taken  sick, 
Mrs.  B.  became  ill.  She  was  seen  and  treated  by  a  physician,  her  case 
being  at  first  considered  a  severe  one  of  dengue. 

On  October  16  Mr.  B.  was  taken  with  the  same  disease.  His  case 
from  the  first  excited  the  suspicion  of  the  attending  phj'sician,  and 
during  the  course  of  the  disease  not  a  symptom  of  yellow  fever  was 
wanting.  He  died  with  black  vomit  and  suppression  of  urine  on  the 
uioi-ning  of  Octol)er  26. 

During  the  night  of  October  25  Mrs.  C.  was  taken  sick  with  the  same 
symptoms  that  had  characterized  the  other  three  cases. 

Doctor  Tabor  and  myself  arrived  on  the  I'anch  the  afternoon  of  the 
26th.  Mrs.  B.  was  considered  by  us  both  and  by  the  attending  physi- 
cian. Doctor  Reuss,  as  convalescing  from  yellow  fever,  and  Mrs.  C. 
the  first  day  of  the  disease. 

Several  stegomyis?  were  seen  in  the  house,  one  in  particular  being 
caught  in  Mrs.  B.'s  sick  room. 

A  necropsy  was  held  on  the  body  of  Mr.  B.  about  eight  hours  after 
death.  The  appearance  of  the  cadaver  and  the  uecropsic  findings  were 
absolutely  typical  and  conclusive. 

These  cases,  I  think,  isolated  as  thev  were  on  this  ranch,  present  a 
very  conclusive  example  of  the  period  of  extrinsic  incubation  of  the 
disease,  and  for  that  reason  I  have  reported  them  in  detail.

^  Dear  Doctor:  As  requested  by  you,  I  left  on  the  9  o'clock  train 
Saturday  night,  October  24,  for  Houston,  Tex.,  thence  to  Beaumont  to 
ascertain  if  the  health  authorities  there  were  requiring  passengers  from 
western  Texas  to  swear  that  they  have  not  been  witliin  the  last  five 
^yj*  in  any  place  infected  with  yellow  fever. 

I  arrived  at  Houston  about  10  o'clock  Sunday  morning.     I  at  once 
proceeded  to  the  office  of  the  city  health  officer.  Doctor  Brumby. 
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Doctor  Brumby  told  me  that  Houston  had  a  rigid  quarantine  ag&iib^t 
all  infected  points  and  that  he  and  the  county  health  officer.  Dr.  J.  E 
Hamilton,  were  working  together  to  keep  yellow  fever  out  of  Houston 
and  Harris  County,  and  that  they  had  guards  stationed  at  the  differeot 
pointi^  on  the  county  line  where  the  railroads  entered  from  the  north, 
south,  and  west. 

We  arranged  a  conference  with  Doctor  Hamilton  for  3  o'^clock  Sun- 
day afternoon.  At  the  conference  were  Doctor  Brumby,  Doctor  Hwn- 
ilton,  Dr.  O.  L.  Norsworthy,  a  member  of  the  Houston  board  of  health, 
and  myself.  I  told  the  gentlemen  the  object  of  my  visit  and  asked  them 
to  show  me  their  method  of  quarantine  against  infected  points. 

They  told  me  they  had  a  aetention  camp  just  out  of  the  city  limit* 
at  a  place  called  Blodgett,  where  they  placed  some  passen^rs  from 
San  Antonio  on  the  21st  of  October,  the  first  day  they  heard  yellow 
fever  was  in  San  Antonio  and  before  they  had  time  to  place  guards  kt 
the  county-line  stations. 

1  had  already  visited  Blodgett  with  Doctor  Norsworthy  and  saw  the 
detention  camp  was  properly  isolated  and  guarded. 

Doc^tor  Hamilton  then  explained  to  me  tnat  as  soon  as  possible  after 
quarantine  was  declared  against  San  Antonio  he  placed  quarantine  guard- 
at  the  following  stations  on  the  county  line,  who  inspected  all  trains 
from  the  west  and  required  each  passenger  to  swear  that  he  or  she  bad 
not  been  within  the  past  seven  days  in  San  Antonio  or  any  point  sup- 
posed to  be  infected  with  j^ellow  fever,  and  the  passenger  was  to  >\gn 
under  oath  the  form  of  certificate  herewith  attacned. 

The  following  are  the  county-line  stations  where  guards  are  stationed 
and  the  names  of  the  railroads  passing  those  stations:  Missouri  City, 
on  the  Southern  Pacific;  Clodine,  on  the  Ai*ansas  Pass;  Katy,  on  the 
Missouri,  Kansas  and  Texas;  Hockley,  on  Houston  and  Texas  Centml 
and  Austin  branch;  Spring,  on  the  International  and  Great  Northern: 
Humble,  on  Houston,  East  and  West  Texas. 

At  each  of  these  places  on  the  county  line  there  is  a  detention  camp, 
and  all  passengers  who  refuse  to  swear  they  have  not  been  in  an 
infected  place  or  refuse  to  sign  the  certificate  are  placed  in  the  deti»n- 
tion  camp  and  detained  for  six  days. 

No  tram  is  allowed  to  enter  Houston  unless  it  has  an  O.  K.  onkr 
from  the  quarantine  guards  at  the  county  line.  As  an  additional  pre- 
caution Doctor  Hamilton  has  six  quarantine  guards  at  Rosenberg,  in 
Fort  Bend  (the  adjoining)  County,  where  the  Southern  Pacific,  Santa  Fe 
and  New  York,  and  Texas  and  Mexican  railroads  cross. 

These  guards  meet  all  trains  from  the  west  and  go  through  them 
and  swear  each  passenger  separately,  and  then  give  the  conductor  an 
O.  K.  order  on  to  the  county  line,  where  the  train  is  again  stopped 
and  reinspected,  unless  the  conductor  has  a  certificate  of  inspei'tion 
from  the  guards  at  Rosenberg. 

I  told  Doctor  Hamilton  I  would  like  to  ^o  to  some  of  the  county-line 
stations  and  see  his  guards  inspect  a  tram,  and  he  told  me  to  ^ele^t 
any  place  I  wished  to  visit.  I  chose  Missouri  City  and  Rosenbeiip, 
they  being  the  most  important  points,  being  on  the  railroads  direct 
from  San  Antonio.  The  Southern  Pacific  Railroad  furnished  us  with 
a  private  car  and  Doctor  Hamilton,  Doctor  Norsworthy,  and  myself 
left  at  5  o'clock  for  Missouri  City,  thence  to  Rosenberg.* 

We  arrived  at  Missouri  City  shortly"  before  the  through  Southern 
Pacific  train  from  the  west.  We  waited  there  for  the  through  train 
and  I  saw  the  guard  flag  the  train  and  make  the  conductor  snow  bl* 
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certiticate  of  inspection  at  Rosenberg  before  permitting  the  train  to 
proceed  to  Houston. 

We  then  went  on  to  Rosenberg,  where  we  remained  about  two  hours, 
during  which  time  a  train  on  the  Santa  Fe  Railroad  came  in  from  the 
west,  and  I  saw  the  guard  there  make  an  inspection  of  the  tmin. 

Missouri  City  isaWit  19  miles  from  Houston,  and  Rosenberg  about 
84  miles. 

Freight  trains  are  stopped  at  the  various  quarantine  stations  only  to 
look  out  for  tramps. 

I  expressed  my  satisfaction  to  Doctor  Hamilton  with  his  system  of 
quarantine,  and  after  telegraphing  you  we  returned  to  Houston,  where 
we  arrived  between  11  and  12  o'clock  p.  m. 

I  received  your  telegram  Sunday  night  telling  me  to  go  on  to  Beau- 
mont. I  left  Houston  for  Beaumont  at  9.20  o'clock  Monday  morning 
and  arrived  at  Beaumont  between  1  and  2  o'clock.  Just  as  we  reached 
the  city  limits  of  Beaumont  the  tmin  was  stopped,  and  a  quarantine 
guard  and  a  notarv  public  came  through  the  train,  and  the  notary,  on 
reaching  the  middfle  of  each  car,  woula  stop  and  ask  if  anyone  in  the 
car  had  been  to  Laredo,  San  Antonio,  or  anv  other  place  infected  with 
yellow  fever  within  the  last  five  days.  The  notary  would  then  ask 
everyone  in  the  car  to  hold  up  their  right  hands  and  swear  they  had 
not  been  within  the  last  five  days  in  any  place  infected  with  yellow 
fever. 

I  met  Dr.  J.  A.  Gibson,  the  health  officer  at  Beaumont,  and  asked 
him  if  he  required  passengers  from  the  west  to  swear  they  had  not 
been  in  an  iniected  district  within  the  last  five  days.  He  told  me  he 
did  and  that  he  had  instructed  his  guards  to  swear  each  passenger 
semrately. 

The  Beaumont  inspection  is  very  poor.  No  one  is  questioned  indi- 
vidually unless  he  should  happen  to  be  asleep  when  the  notary  swears 
the  car;  if  so,  he  is  aroused  and  sworn  individually.  They  are  simply 
required  to  give  a  verbal  oath,  and  no  certificate  of  any  kind  is 
reguired. 

I  told  Doctor  Gibson  how  the  guards  swore  the  train  I  came  on  from 
Houston,  and  he  said  he  would  correct  it. 

The  passengers  on  the  through  train  from  Texas  last  night  were 
sworn  in  the  same  manner  as  they  were  during  the  day. 

I  think  we  are  amply  protected  by  the  quarantine  at  Houston,  as  no 
passenger  is  allowed  to  pass  through  Houston  if  he  has  been  in  an 
infected  place  in  the  last  seven  days. 

I  told  Doctor  Brumby  about  my  hearing  that  a  woman  came  into  Hous- 
ton from  San  Antonio  last  Thursday  nignt  over  the  Houston  and  Texas 
Central  Railroad,  and  he  explained  that  fact  by  saying  the  quarantine 
was  established  so  hurriedly  that  they  had  to  take  anybody  as  a  guard, 
and  the  guards  on  the  Houston  and  Texas  Central  were  careless  in  their 
work.  He  discharged  the  guard  for  allowing  the  passenger  to  get 
into  Houston,  and  has  reliable  men  at  all  points  now.  The  woman  has 
been  watched  and  has  remained  perfectly  well. 

I  left  Beaumont  for  New  Orleans  last  night  between  10  and  11  o'clock 
and  arrived  this  morning  about  9  o'clock.

R&p<^rU  from  Berlin — Plague  and  cholera  in  var!oits  countries. 
Consul-General  Mason  reports,  October  19  and  22,  as  follows: 

Plague, 

Turkey. — The   results  of  an   investigation   show  that  the  person 
attacked  with  plague  in  Smyrna  was  an  employee  of  a  business  house 
The  patient  died  on  September  25. 

Egypt. — From  September  26  to  October  3,  inclusive,  there  were 
registered  in  the  whole  of  Egypt  5  casesof  plague  (and  2  deaths),  namely, 
4  cases  (1  death)  in  Alexandria,  and  1  case  (1  death)  in  Damiette. 

British  India. — During  the  week  ended  September  19  there  were 
registered  in  the  Bombay  Presidency  12,877  cases  of  plague  (with  9,236 
deaths),  of  which  78  cases  (73  deaths)  occurred  in  the  city  of  Bombay, 
and  29  cases  (27  deaths)  in  Broach. 
150 
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Honghmg. — During  the  period  from  the  16th  to  the  29th  of  Aa^ust 
there  were  registered  in  Hongkong  7  cases  of  plague  (with  6  deaths). 

South  Africa, — During  the  week  from  the  6th  to  the  12th  of  Sep- 
tember there  were  registered  1  case  of  plague  in  Port  Elizabeth  and 

1  ease  in  East  London. 

Piague  and  cholera. 

BritUh  India. — In  Calcutta,  during  the  week  ended  September  5,  18 
persons  died  of  plague  and  8  persons  died  of  cholera. 

Cholera, 

Turl'ty, — According  to  Bulletin  No.  28,  of  September  28,  there  have 
been  registered  in  Syria  since  the  date  of  the  last  bulletin  351  cases 
of  cholera  (with  303  deaths),  of  which  there  occurred — In  Damascus, 
138  cases  (112  deaths);  Aleppo,  53  cases  (50  deaths);  Hazaz,  36  cases 
(17  deaths);  Urfa,  33  cases  (25  deaths);  Zebdani,  24  cases  (27  deaths). 

Plague. 

Eijypt, — During  the  period  from  the  3d  to  the  10th  of  October, 
inclusive,  there  were  registered  in  Alexandria  7  cases  of  plague  (and 

2  deaths). 

PldVippine^, — During  the  month  of  August  there  were  registered 

12  cases  of  plague  (and  8  deaths). 

MauvitixLs, — During  the  period  from  the  7th  of  August  to  the  3d  of 
September  78  cases  of  plague  occurred  on  the  island  (with  60  deaths). 

nntish  South  Africa. — During  the  week  ended  Septeml)er  19, 
1  plague  patient  died  in  the  hospital  at  Port  Elizabeth.  Plague  rats 
continue  to  be  found  in  the  docks  at  East  London. 

Brazil. — During  the  two  weeks  from  the  7th  to  the  20th  of  Septeml>er 
there  were  registered  in  Rio  de  Janeiro  27  f  re^sh  cases  of  plague  (and 
23  deaths).  The  number  of  plague  patients  treated  in  the  hospital  in 
the  first  week  amounted  to  53,  in  the  second  week  to  56. 

Chile. — During  the  month  of  August  there  occurred  in  Iquique  61 
cases  of  plague  (with  30  deaths).  In  Valparaiso  there  were  registered 
in  the  period  from  August  13  to  the  2d  of  September  3  cases  of 
plague  (and  1  death). 

Plague  and  cholera.

13  persons  died  of  plague  and  4  persons  died  of  cholera.

Turkey. — According  to  Bulletin  No.  29,  of  October  5,  a  further  3i*:3 
cases  of  cholera  have  occurred  in  Syria  (with  332  deaths). 

Death  rate  of  Berlin. 

The  death  rate  of  Berlin  for  the  week  ended  October  10  was  Mome- 
what  higher  than  in  the  two  preceding  weeks,  amounting,  calculated 
on  the  year,  to  14.4  per  thousand  of  the  inhabitants,  thus  oeing,  how- 
ever, considerably  lower  than  the  rate  for  the  corresponding  week  of 
last  year,  in  which  it  amounted  to  15.7  per  thousand. 
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The  population  of  Berlin  proper  on  the  Ist  of  January,  1903,  was 
1,926,632.  This  does  not,  however,  include  the  population  of  the 
large  suburban  cities  of  Charlottenburg,  SehOneberg,  Wilmersdorf, 
eti\,  which  are  in  reality  part  of  the  city,  inasmucn  as  the  whole 
space  is  solidly  built,  so  that  it  is  impossible  to  notice  from  the  char- 
acter of  the  buildings  when  one  passes  from  Berlin  into  either  of  these 
suburbs.  Including  the  population  of  these  suburban  districts,  which 
belong  properly  to  the  cit}^  the  population  of  Berlin  is  alx)ut  2,468,000. 

Of  the  large  German  towns  only  7  showed  somewhat  more  favorable 
figures  than  Berlin,  viz,  Frankf  urt-am-Main,  Cassel,  Hanover,  Elber- 
feld,  Bremen,  SchOneberg,  with  9.7,  and  Charlottenburg,  with  9  per 
thousand.  The  following  cities,  among  others,  had  a  considerably 
higher  death  rate  than  Berlin,  namely,  Hamburg,  Dresden,  Stuttgart, 
Karlsruhe,  Brunswick,  Munich,  Nuremberg,  Strassburg,  Cologne, 
Leipzig,  Breslau,  as  well  as  London,  Paris,  and  Vienna.  Since  the 
foregomg  week  the  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  was  almost 
exclusively  confined  to  the  children  in  the  first  year  of  life,  hardlv 
any  difference  being  noticeable  in  the  higher-age  classes.  The  death 
rate  among  infants  rose  to  4.7  per  year  and  mille,  which  rate,  how- 
ever, was  only  half  that  of  Munich  and  Nuremberg.  Among  the 
causes  of  death  acute  intestinal  diseases  predominated,  claiming  79 
victims;  24  infants  succumbed  to  cholenne;  acute  diseases  of  the 
respiratory  organs  caused  38  deaths;  phthisis  pulmonalis  claimed  65 
victims,  and  28  persons  died  of  cancer.  There  were  also  registered  7 
deaths  from  scarlet  fever,  5  deaths  from  measles,  4  deaths  from  diph- 
theria, and  4  deaths  from  typhus.     Four  persons  died  by  violence. 

Mortality  and  Its  earner  m  German  cities ^nr  the  last  twenty-fire  years, 

Consul-General  Guenther  reports,  October  13,  1903,  from  Frankfort 
on  the  Main  as  follows: 

The  latest  volume  of  the  statistics  of  the  German  Empire  contains  a 
report  with  reference  to  the  causes  of  mortalit}^  in  (xerman  cities  of 
more  than  15,000  inhabitants  for  the  period  from  1877  to  1901. 

These  cities  had  a  population  of  7.3  millions  in  1877  and  17.5  mil- 
lions in  1891. 

The  total  mortality  per  year  during  the  five  years  from  1877  to  1881 
for  everv  100,000  inliabitants  was  2,673  against  2,046  in  the  five  vears 
from  1897  to  1901. 

This  great  decrease  of  mortality  is  a  result  of  progress  in  many 
respects.  Medicine,  legislation  and  government,  sewerage,  waterworks, 
spnnkling  of  streets,  removal  of  garbage,  more  light  and  air  through 
wider  streets  and  parks,  public  bathing  establishments,  and  playgrounds 
for  children  have  improved  the  sanitary  conditions  in  general,  while 
the  progress  in  medicine  and  chemistry,  the  antiseptic  and  aseptic 
treatment  of  wounds,  the  prevention  of  the  spread  of  infectious  and 
contagious  diseases  througn  disinfection,  the  seioim  of  Behring,  and  the 
larger  number  of  physicians  and  nurses  in  hospitals  and  sanatoriums 
have  increased  the  chances  of  recovery  and  given  better  protection 
against  infection. 

The  more  stringent  laws  for  the  protection  and  health  of  working 
people  and  the  inspection  of  nutriments  have  also  contributed  to  the 
general  result. 

The  steady  decrease  in  the  number  of  suicides  is  also  noteworthy. 
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From  1877  to  1881  the  number  of  suicides  was  31  for  100,000  inhab- 
itants; from  1897  to  1901,  only  24.5. 

It  is  to  be  surmised  that  the  decrease  in  suicides  is  inconsequence  of 
better  conditions  for  making  a  living,  increased  wealth,  and  better 
nutrition. 

The  statistics,  however,  of  death  from  acute  intestinal  diaeaneT^ 
inclusive  of  cholera  infantum,  are  very  unsatisfactory.  Of  such  dis- 
eases the  mortality  in  the  said  cities  of  the  German  Empire  in  everr 
100,000  inhabitants  was—

In  the  mortality  from  this  group  of  diseases,  therefore,  no  improve- 
ment is  recorded,  but,  on  the  contrary,  more  persons  died  from  this 
cause  during  the  last  tiv  e  years  than  in  any  similar  period  since  1877. 
Considering  the  fact  that  especially  many  infants  die  of  some  of  these 
diseases,  it  might  be  possible  that  this  high  rate  of  mortality  was  on 
account  of  a  much  larger  birth  rate  during  the  years  from  1897  to  1901. 

But  just  the  contrary  is  the  case;  the  number  of  live  births  per 
100,000  inhabitants  has  decreased. 

The  reason  for  this  greater  mortality  and  smaller  birth  rate  is  to  be 
found  in  the  increased  employment  of  women.  The  more  women  enter 
into  remunerative  employment  the  more  are  infants  deprived  of  their 
best  nutriment,  mother's  milk. 

For  this  reason  more  attention  must  be  paid  to  the  purity  and  qual- 
ity of  animal  milk.

Assistant  Surgeon  Moore  reports,  October  1,  as  follows: 
Week  ended  September  26,  1903,  6  steamers,  having  an  aggregate 
personnel  of  689  crew  and  1,008  passengers,  were  inspected;  299  steer- 
age passengers  and  1  crew  were  bath^,  and  445  pieces  of  baggage 
were  disinfected.  With  reference  to  ^"^  aliens,  would-be  steerage  pas- 
sengers to  the  United  States,  the  interested  steamship  companies  were 
notified  that  they  were  suffering  from  trachoma. 
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During  the  week  ended  September  19, 1903,  since  which  date  no  offi- 
cial returns  have  been  received,  infectious  diseases  were  reported  in 
Yokohama  as  follows:  Enteric  fever,  7  cases,  1  de  tth;  scarlet  fever,  1 
case,  no  deaths;  diphtheria,  1  case,  no  deaths;  plague,  2  case«,  no  deaths: 
d3^senter3%  10  cases,  1  death.  No  new  cases  of  plague  have  since  been 
reported  to  me. 

An  official  statement  of  infectious  diseases  in  Yokohama  from  the 
beginning  of  the  year  to  September  19  has  been  received  as  follows: 
Cholem,  no  cases,  no  deaths;  yellow  fever,  no  cases,  no  deaths;  small- 
pox, 2  cases,  no  deaths;  typhus  fever,  no  cases,  no  deaths;  enteric 
fever,  113  cases,  29  deaths;  scarlet  fever,  2  cases,  no  deaths;  diphtheria, 
94  cases,  27  deaths;  plague,  21  cases,  19  deaths;  plague  (doubtful),  3 
cases,  no  deaths;  dysentery,  135  cases,  I7deaths;  dysentery  (doubtful), 
12  cases,  2  deaths. 

The  steamship  Tairen  Maine  was  quarantined  at  Kobe  on  the  27th  of 
September  owing  to  the  fact  that  a  passenger,  an  American  wonnan, 
haa  developed  symptoms  of  cholera  after  landing  at  Shemonoseki. 
The  Taireti  Maru  hails  from  Chefoo  via  Dalny  and  Korean  ports.

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During  the  week  there  were  8  new  cases  of  yellow  fever  oflScially 
reported  and  remaining  from  the  previous  week  9,  making  a  total  of 
17  cases  for  the  week  ended  October  17,  1903. 

There  were  18  deaths  registered  from  all  causes,  of  which  3  were 
from  yellow  fever,  2  from  pernicious  fever,  2  from  tuberculosis,  and 
11  from  noncontagious  causes. 

There  has  been  some  improvement  both  in  number  of  cases  and 
deaths.     This  is  probably  due  to  a  norther,  which  reduced  the  tempera- 
ture suflSciently  to  kill  many  of  the  mosquitoes;  also  many  of  the  cess 
pools  have  dried  up,  thereby  destroying  the  larvas. 

I  find  the  stegomyice  decreasing  in  number  and  the  anopheles  increas 
ing. 

The  type  of  yellow  fever  now  existing  seems  to  be  of  a  mild  form. 
This  will  be  noticed  by  death  rate  as  in  comparison  with  Jul}'  and 
Aujgust. 

The  surrounding  country  still  remains  badly  infected. 

Repcn*tfvom  Vera  Cruz — YdUnn  fever  ^  malarial  fever  ^  and  tvherculosis. 

Assistant  Surgeon  Goldberger  reports  as  follows:  During  the  week 
ended  October  17, 1903,  there  were  officially  recorded,  in  all,  ^^  deaths, 
of  which  18  were  due  to  yellow  fever,  4  to  malarial  fevers,  and  13  to 
tuberculosis. 

There  were  officially  reported  during  the  week  52  new  cases  of  yel- 
low fever,  but  inasmuch  as  these  diagnoses  are  made  almost  invariably 
without  a  blood  examination,  without  which  an  accurate  diagnosis  can 
not  be  made,  certainly  not  in  this  region,  where  the  sestivo-autumnal 
fever  is  prevalent  and  forms  of  which  simulate  yellow  fever  very 
closely,  these  figures  should  be  considerably  reduced. 

There  has  been  a  considerable  increase  in  the  reported  moi-tality 
from  tuberculosis  thus  far  this  month,  probably  due  in  considerable 
measure  to  several  "  northers,"'  which  reduced  the  avei*age  temperature 
6^  to  8^  C.  This  drop  in  the  temperature  may  also  explain,  in  con- 
nection with  the  sanitary  measures  now  enforced,  the  reauction  in  the 
number  of  cases  of  yellow  fever  and  the  increase  in  malaria.

Consul  Norton  reports,  October  6,  as  follows: 

The  cholera  has  reached  this  vilayet.  Four  cases  are  reported 
from  the  little  town  of  Gerger,  about  80  miles  southwest  of  Maraouret- 
ul-Aziz.  Yesterday  there  were  2  fatal  cases  of  cholera  at  Arghani-

Decided. — In  accordance  with  article  2  of  the  sanitary  regulations 
of  ports  in  regard  to  the  bubonic  plague,  the  President  of  the  Kepublic 
decides,  first,  that  the  vessels  coming  from  ports  infected  or  suspected 
of  infection  of  said  plague  shall  be  submitted  to  a  quarantine  of  twelve 
days,  counted  from  the  day  they  left  the  port,  as  to  the  passengers,  and 
to  the  same  quarantine  and  disinfection  in  regard  to  the  merchandise; 
second,  the  vessels  that  have  had  on  board  during  the  voyage  any  case 
of  bulK)nic  plague  will  be  submitted  to  a  quarantine  of  twelve  days, 
counted  from  the  day  of  their  arrival  in  port,  in  this  case  with  the 
passengers  and  merchandise.

Sanitay'y  prophykixis  of  pest  iJ>uhonic  plag^ie)  and  the  modifi<iatv)n 
nece^isary  in  quarantine  regulations, 

[The  following  is  extmcted  from  a  report  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
Eleventh  International  Congress  of  Hygiene  and  Demography,  held  at 
Brussels,  Belgium,  September  2-8,  1903,  by  Passed  Assistant  Surgeon 
•J.  M.  Eager,  Public  Health  and  Marine-Hospital  Service,  detailed  to 
attend  the  congress.] 

The  next  question  brought  before  the  section  was  that  of  the  sani- 
tary prophylaxis  of  pest  and  the  modifications  necessar}'^  in  quarantine 
regulations. 


Dr.  A.  Calmette  said  in  substance  that  to-day,  owing  to  the  present 
state  of  knowledge  of  the  pest  bacillus,  one  can  look  calmly  on  the 
possibility  of  the  importation  of  bubonic  plague  into  Europe.  The 
moment  has  come,  the  speaker  said,  to  suppress  the  employment  of 
Draconic  measures  invented  as  a  defense  against  its  importation. 
Quarantine,  which  has  undergone  successive  attenuations  at  each  inter- 
national sanitary  conference  during  the  past  half  century,  must  dis- 
appear. Henceforth,  it  will  no  longer  be  justified  either  against  yellow 
fever,  cholera,  or  pest.  Doctor  Calmette  said  that  as  far  as  pest  is 
concerned  he  hoped  to  prove  this  statement  in  his  report.  It  is  well 
known  that,  though  plague  can  propagate  itself  from  man  to  man,  the 
principal  agents  of  contamination  are  rats  by  intermediation  of  the 
fleas  that  infest  them.  Direct  transmission  from  man  to  man  is  above 
all  effected  by  nasal,  bronchial,  and  throat  secretions  in  which  the  bacil- 
lus of  pest  abounds.  Roux  and  Batzaroft  have  proved  how  easy  it  is 
to  produce  pneumonic  pest  in  such  susceptible  animals  as  the  rat,  the 
rabbit,  and  the  monkey  by  simply  treating  the  nostrils  with  cultures 
of  pest  or  with  expectorated  matter  containing  the  microbe. 

In  recent  epidemics  in  Europe  it  has  been  shown  that  contagion  has 
been  conveyed  by  practically  the  same  mechanism  in  the  persons  of 
attendants  or  those  sick  with  the  pest  (Vienna,  1898;  Glasgow,  1901), 
or  in  those  having  contact  with  cadavers  of  pest  patients.  One  must 
admit  also  that  soiled  clothes,  garments,  ana  other  objects  belonging 
to  the  sick  can  transport  to  a  distance  and  retain  for  many  months  liv- 
inj^  and  virulent  germs  of  pest.  One  of  the  most  striking  examples  of 
this  was  the  importation  of  pest  from  Mauritius  to  Durban,  Natal,  in 
1900.  A  Mauritian,  in  order  to  avoid  too  long  a  sojourn  in  quarantine, 
continued  his  voyage  to  Port  Elizabeth,  so  as  to  make  a  trip  suflSciently 
long  to  be  immediatel}^  admitted  to  free  pratique.  April  1  he  arrived 
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at  Durban.  A  month  and  a  half  later.  May  13,  he  opened  a  part  of 
his  baggage.  Three  days  later  he  fell  ill  and  died  May  18.  Many 
other  facts  show  that  artiele.s  soiled  with  pest  liacilli,  even  when  the}' 
have  been  closed  in  trunks  for  several  months,  are  capable  of  trans- 
mitting pest.  Bags  containing  cereals  and  various  merchandise  in 
which  pest-infected  rats  lind  lodgement  are  equally  dangerous.  It 
has  happened  several  times  that  men  employed  in  the  debarkment  of 
such  merchandise  have  fallen  ill  after  having  slept  on  bales  recently 
landed  or  on  empty  bags. 

It  is  evident,  then,  that  the  superficial  disinfection  of  baggage  and 
the  cargo  of  vessels  such  as  now  practiced  at  quamntine  stations  is 
altogether  insuificient  and  inefficacious.  On  board  ships  it  is  the  rat 
that  is  most  frequently  responsible  for  the  spread  of  pest.  The  fact 
of  having  touched  the  cadavers  of  rats  is  a  particularly  frequent  cause 
of  infection.  In  cities  pest  finds  special  lodgment  in  dirty  quarters  of 
the  town  and  in  houses  in  the  neighborhood  of  collections  of  tilth, 
sewers,  docks,  and  storehouses  for  grain — places  where  rat>i  alx)uiid. 
Among  the  sick  cared  for  in  hospitals  one  can  often  find  the  titice  of 
recent  stings  of  parasitic  insects,  such  a,s  fieas  and  bedbugs,  the  point 
of  departure  of  a  lymphatic  vessel  leading  to  a  bubo.  Finally,  lab- 
oratory experiments  demonstrate  that  to  infect  healthy  nits  it  suffices 
sometimes  merely  to  place  them  in  a  case  or  jar  in  which  thei-e  are 
fleas  that  have  deserted  the  cadaver  of  a  rat  dead  of  pest.  It  has  l>een 
questioned  whether  the  fleas  of  rats  are  capable  of  biting  man,  but  the 
recent  work  of  Gauthier  and  liaybaud  (Revue  d'hygiene,  Paris.  I9i>3), 
and  of  Carlo  Tiraboschi  have  put  this  important  (juestion  beyond  con- 
troversy, and  it  is  now  perfectly  established  tliat  certain  species  of  rat 
fleas  bite  man. 

The  fleas  met  with  most  commonly  in  rats  belong  to  several  si)ecies. 
Their  scientific  determination  and  their  role  as  agents  for  the  trans- 
mission of  pest  has  been  well  studied  in  the  memoire  of  Tiral)oschi 
(Archives  de  parasitologic  de  Blanchard,  1908).  In  the  gray  rat  {)/nfj< 
I)t<'u.)na))u.s)  and  the  black  rat  {mus  ratm)^  the  human  flea  (pulrj* 
irrltana)  and  the  dog  flea  {ftcnocepluilus  serraticeps)  are  often  found. 
Both  bite  man.  Rats  also  carrv  parasites  of  other  species,  which  even 
after  fasting  for  three  or  four  days  refuse  to  bite  man.  Among  these, 
Tiraboschi  mentions  as  the  most  frequent,  in  Italy  at  least,  ccratimhyU 
lu.H  fa.H'iafK^^  cenitophtjlhin  itaUcu^^^nA  cterujpsyUa  ihu^chJL  Mice, 
though  very  sensative  to  inoculated  pest,  do  not  appear  to  be  spontan- 
eousFv  affected,  at  least  in  a  proportion  comparable  to  rats,  in  times  of 
epidemics.  There  are  not  found  in  their  fur  the  species  of  fleas  that 
])ite  man  or  dogs.  On  the  contrary,  there  exists  in  Mongolia  and  in  the 
region  of  lake  Baikal,  the  Aref<titnfH  hohae^  a  gnawing  animal  closely 
resembling  the  marmot,  which  possesses  a  ^reat  sensibility  to  pest  and 
ai)pears  to  transmit  the  maladv  to  man  with  great  facility;  out  the 
parasites  that  aid  in  this  transmission  have  not  been  detenuined. 
Everywhere  it  has  been  observed  that  during  prevalences  of  j)est  among 
rats,  preceding  or  accompanying  the  disease  among  men,  rats  migrate 
en  masse  as  soon  as  mortality  begins  to  strike  them.  These  emigra- 
tions of  rats  have  been  in  all  cases  the  sole  factor  in  the  dissemination 
of  the  malady.  It  has  also  been  widely  remarked,  in  the  coui*se  of  the 
last  few  years,  that  rats  eml)ark  in  crowds  in  the  ports  of  the  Indies 
on  vessels  moored  along  the  ([uays.  They  go  ashore  in  large  numbers 
at  night. 
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All  the  rats  that  come  from  the  Orient  belong  to  the  species  2iu8 
decmiianuH^  a  species  so  invading  and  prolific  that  they  completely 
drive  out  of  the  European  cities  tne  small  black  rat  {Muh  ratm)^  which 
is  now  hardly  found  except  in  inland  places.  On  board  vessels  in  the 
Mediterranean  it  frequently  happens  that  pest  rages  among  the  rats 
without  a  single  case  of  the  disease  being  observed  among  the  crew  or 
paasengers.  This  is  a  very  great  danger,  because  these  vessels  having 
no  sick  men  aboard  and  not  coming  directly  from  contaminated  ports 
are  allowed  to  land  their  passengers  and  cargo.  It  is  thus  evident  that, 
at  least  as  far  as  concerns  pest,  the  sanitary  regulations  at  present 
applied  are  of  no  value.     International  sanitary  prophylaxis  against 

Sest  must  henceforth  be  bavsed  almost  entirely  on  the  adoption  of 
efense  against  the  im|X)rtation  of  exotic  rats  and  on  the  methodical 
destruction  of  indigenous  rats,  because  no  serious  epidemic  focus  can 
be  created  if  the  disease  is  not  disseminated  by  these  animals.  It  will 
always  be  eas3%  in  fact,  by  means  of  isolation  and  disinfection,  to  hinder 
the  direct  contamination  of  man  by  man.  The  preventive  effect  of  the 
antipest  serum  is  sufficiently  sure  to  protect  against  infection  those 
persons  brought  in  contact  with  the  sick. 

******* 

Doctor  Calmette  recommended  that  existing  quarantine  measures  be 
modified  as  follows: 

1.  The  supprcvssion  of  detention  in  lazarettoes  and  its  replacement 
b^'  simple  sanitary  surveillance  of  five  days  for  such  passengers  as 
submit  to  a  preventive  inoculation  of  antipest  serum,  even  when  such 
passengers  come  from  vessels  having  had  cases  of  pest  aboard  during 
the  passage. 

2.  Authorization  for  passengers  of  a  suspected  vessel  who  refuse  to 
submit  to  inoculation  to  debark  without  hindrance  at  the  port  of 
arrival  on  condition  that  they  will  reside  there  for  ten  days  and  pre- 
sent themselves  daily  during  that  period  for  observation  by  the  san- 
itary authorities. 

3.  Limitation  of  detention  for  vessels  and  cargo  to  the  period  strictly 
necessar}^  for  the  destruction  of  rats  and  insects  and  the  complete  dis- 
infection of  all  parts  of  the  vessel  and  cargo. 

4.  Organization  in  all  port^  open  to  international  commerce,  of 
methodic  destruction  of  rats,  on  snore  and  on  board,  the  disinfection 
service  to  be  strictly  and  scientifically  controlled  in  such  a  manner 
that  the  efficacy  of  measures  taken  to  destroy  rats,  insects,  and  the 
pest  bacilli  can  be  officially  guaranteed. 

5.  The  obligation  for  all  vessels  putting  in  at  Mediterranean  ports 
of  the  Levant  or  in  those  of  the  Red  Sea,  of  the  Persian  Gulf,  of  India, 
of  Indo-China,  or  other  suspected  or  contaminated  countries  to  be  pro- 
vided with  a  sufficient  quantity  of  antipest  serum  to  vaccinate  all  the 
passengers  and  crew  if  a  case  of  pest  should  appear  during  the  passage. 

DOCTOR  RINGELING's  REMARKS. 

Doctor  Kingeling,  physician  in  chief  of  the  hygienic  service  of  the 
city  of  Amsterdam,  submitted  the  following  conclusions: 

1.  A  revision  of  the  general  sanitary  regulations  to  prevent  the  inva- 
sion and  propagation  of  pest,  adopted  by  the  convention  of  Venice, 
March  19,  1897,  is  urgent. 
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2.  Thi«  revision  should  have  for  its  results: 

(a)  The  determination  in  general  of  the  rules  according  to  which  the 
sanitary  service  of  the  different  countries  should  be  organized  to  com- 
bat pest  and  epidemic  maladies.  The  contracting  governments  should 
engage  to  organize  the  sanitary  service  in  accor&nce  with  regulations 
to  be  prescribed. 

(b)  The  establishment  of  regulations  to  be  followed  in  the  preventive 
treatment  of  persons  having  had  or  likely  to  have  contact  with  pe^jt 
patients  or  with  their  possessions.  The  contracting  governments 
should  engage  to  act  accordingly. 

(c)  The  establishment  of  measures  to  be  taken  for  the  destruction  of 
rats  and  other  vermin  in  docks,*  storehouses,  on  board  vessels,  etc. ,  at 
the  port  of  departure,  during  the  voyage  and  at  the  port  of  arrival. 
The  contracting  governments  should  engage  to  follow  the  prescribed 
measures. 

(d)  To  enact  by  law  that  the  discharge  of  cargo  from  vessels  shall  be 
under  the  assiduous  observation  of  the  sanitary  service,  and  that  the 
employees  of  the  service  shall  apply  the  prescribed  measures  with  the 
least  practicable  delay  in  event  of  pest  bemg  found  aboard  among  men 
or  animals. 

(e)  To  enact  by  law  that  the  disinfection  of  merchandise  shall  not  be 
done,  except  wlien,  according  to  the  iiiles  prescribed  by  the  conven- 
tion, it  is  judged  necessary. 

3.  The  revision  of  the  general  sanitary  regulations  can  be  made  in 
accordance  with  Article  V  of  the  convention  tnrough  diplomatic  chan- 
nels. It  concerns  the  Eleventh  International  Congress  of  Hygiene 
and  Demographv  to  call  the  attention  of  the  different  governments  to 
the  changes  and.  deficiencies  in  the  geneml  sanitary  regulations  and 
to  request  that  the  desired  changes  be  made  through  diplomatic  channels. 

4.  That  in  order  to  formulate  and  translate  the  new  articles  to  be 
submitted  to  the  different  countries,  the  executive  committee  of  the 
congress  should  be  assisted  by  a  council  of  experts,  members  of  the 
congress,  the  council  to  be  composed,  by  preference,  of  delegates  of 
the  different  countries  adherent  to  the  convention  of  Venice. 

DOCTOR   NOCHT's   REMARKS. 

Doctor  Nocht,  physician  to  the  port  of  Hamburg,  director  of  the  Insti- 
tute of  Tropical  Diseases  and  of  the  Seamen's  Hospital,  Hambui'g,  said 
that  he  did  not  think  it  admissible  to  allow  passengers  from  an  infected 
vessel  to  go  about  town  after  having  been  inoculated.  As  for  sul- 
phurous gas,  experience  has  shown  that  it  does  not  kill  everything. 
For  example,  it  does  not  kill  pest  bacilli  in  excrement  and  in  the 
cadavers  of  rats.  Besides,  the  gas  spoils  flour,  tobacco,  and  tea,  and 
as  a  consequence  there  are  numbers  of  claims  for  damage  when  the  gas 
is  used.  Disinfection  by  oxide  of  carbon  is  preferable  after  discharg- 
ing the  vessel  of  its  personnel.  As  for  the  visit,  it  should  l>e  made  by 
special  physicians.  Vessels  should  have  microscopic  apparatus,  in 
order  that  malaria  may  be  distinguished  from  pest  aboard  ship. 


Dr.  Edin.  Franck,  royal  inspector  of  sanitary  services  to  the  minis- 
ter of  the  interior,  Budapest,  said  that  if  vessels  were  examined  and 
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disinfected  properly  prior  to  sailing  diseases  could  not  develop  so 
easily  aboard;  but  maritime  sanitary'  measures  are  deplorable.  The 
inspection  is  made  hastily,  nothing  is  done  for  the  hygiene  of  the 

Sassengers,  and  the  state  as  regards  cleanliness  leaves  much  to  be 
esired.  The  disinfection  is  hardly  better.  Even  trunks  are  not 
opened.  Yet  one  is  surprised  to  see  pest  break  out  periodically.  The 
conference  of  Venice  extolled  al>ove  all  the  application  of  quarantine, 
but  the  duration  of  observation  is  not  always  rationally  tixed.  It  is 
said  that  in  Greece  and  Austria  quarantines  hardly  give  efficacious 
results.  The  visit  and  observation  of  passengers  do  not  constitute  a 
sufficient  guarantv.  As  concerns  cargo,  the  measures  taken  are  also 
illusory  because  toey  are  based  on  certain  data  regarding  the  nature 
of  the  malady — data  that  are  often  difficult  to  establish.  In  Hungarv 
the  port  physician  and  the  sanitary  authorities  share  the  responsi- 
bility for  measures  adopted.  The  speaker,  referring  to  contamination 
by  itits,  said  that  they  are  always  foci  of  pest  in  the  extreme  Orient, 
and  that  a  control  is  indispensable,  notably  in  the  Suez  Canal.  It  is 
essential  that  rules  of  hygiene  be  strictly  observed  on  vessels  and  that 
rat  hunting  be  energetically  pursued.  In  this  respect  the  education 
of  responsible  physicians  should  be  attended  to  and  their  authority 
increased. 

DOCTOR  PREYBERG'S   REMARKS. 

Dr.  N.  Freyberg,  chief  of  section  of  the  medical  department,  St. 
Petersburg,  said  that  the  detention  of  persons  presenting  neither  the 
symptoms  of  pCvst,  nor  suspected  symptoms  of  the  disease  is  a  measure 
that  can  be  dispensed  with  even  for  infected  vessels,  and  replaced  by 
sanitary  observation  and  antipest  inoculations.  The  destruction  of 
rats  should  be  practiced  on  all  vessels  from  foreign  ports  and  should 
form  one  of  the  functions  of  quarantine  establishments.  This  obliga- 
tion should  be  established  bv  a  sanitary  conference  held  with  that  view. 
It  is  desirable  that  a  special  international  and  official  journal  be  created, 
in  which  should  be  recorded  all  information  bearing  on  the  march  of 
epidemics  of  pest  and  cholera  and  the  measures  taken  in  the  different 
countries.  Governments  should  assume  the  obligation  of  furnishing 
officially  the  necessary  data  for  publication  in  such  a  journal.  Title 
III,  Chapter  II,  line  2,  of  the  rules  annexed  to  the  convention  of  Venice 
should  be  altered  to  read:  ''But  this  restriction,  limited  to  the  con- 
taminated area,  should  only  be  accepted  on  the  formal  condition  that 
the  government  of  the  contaminated  country  take  the  necessary  meas- 
ures to  prevent  the  exportation  of  susceptible  materials  coming  from 
the  contaminated  area,  as  well  as  the  isolation  of  the  sick  and  other 
prophv lactic  measures." 

IVl.  Wilde,  of  Argentina,  spoke  of  the  large  sums  expended  by  his 
Republic  for  sanitary  improvement  of  ports,  and  said  that  a  system 
should  be  adopted  whereby,  through  a  small  tax  on  the  ships,  these 
expenses  could  be  made  to  fall  on  navigation. 

M.  Manolescoo,  Roumania,  said  that  it  would  be  better  for  the  con- 
gress to  enunciate  a  project  of  maritime  regulations  rather  than  to 
leave  the  work  to  committees  where  the  diplomatic  element,  generally 
incompetent,  dominates.  Very  often  the  captains  of  vessels  fail  to 
declare  infection  except  in  extremis.  This  is  a  great  danger.  It  is 
important  that  this  declaration  be  imposed  under  forfeit  of  damages 
in  case  of  nondeclaration,  the  damages  payable  to  the  country  infected.

Most  vessels  have  no  ship's  surgeon,  and  when  there  is  one  he  is  gen- 
erally not  up  to  his  task.  Sanitation  in  the  oriental  countries  should 
be  insisted  upon.     In  the  Orient  the  regulations  are  often  a  dead  letter. 

Doctor  Brouardel  said  that  it  was  pleasant  to  see  that  ideas  favorable 
to  quarantine  had  lost  ground.  More  scientific  ideas  were  guining 
hold.  Commissions  should  be  formed  in  different  ports  in  order  to 
reenforce  the  authority  of  sanitary  directors. 

M.  Ruysch  thought  it  was  not  sufficient  to  have  a  ship's  doctor. 
They  are  generally  incompetent  pei*sons.  If  any  confidence  is  to  be 
placed  in  tne  physician  on  board,  the  medical  officer  must  be  an  officer 
of  the  State. 

SUMMARY. 

The  following  desiderata  were  formulated  in  concluding  the  qucistion 
of  pest: 

In  consideration  of  the  fact  that  recent  data  incontestably  prove  the 
r61e  of  mts  as  agents  in  the  propagation  of  pest  aboard  snip,  even 
when  there  is  no  case  of  human  pest  aboard,  and  when  the  ship  does 
not  come  direct  from  infected  ports;  and  also  in  consideration  of  the 
security  procured  by  preventive  inoculations  of  antipest  serum  to 
crews  ana  passengers  brought  in  contact  with  the  sick:  Resolved^  That 
the  congress  express  the  opinion  that  quarantine  measures  now  applied 
be  modified  as  follows: 

1.  The  limitation,  in  the  largest  sense  of  liberalism,  of  isolation  in 
lazarettoes  and  replacement,  whenever  the  sanitary  authorities  judge 
it  possible,  by  a  simple  observation  of  ten  days  at  the  port  of  arrival, 
this  observation  being  reduced  to  five  days  for  passengers  who  consent 
to  submit  to  a  preventive  inoculation  of  antipest  serum,  even  when 
these  passengers  come  from  a  ship  having  cases  aboard  during  the 
passage. 

2.  Limitation  for  vessels  and  cargo  of  the  duration  of  Quarantine  to 
the  time  strictly  necessary  for  the  destruction  of  rats  and  insects  and 
the  complete  disinfection  of  all  parts  of  the  vessels  and  cargo. 

3.  Organization  in  all  ports,  open  to  international  commerce,  of  a 
methodic  destruction  of  mts,  as  well  ashore  as  al>oard,  and  of  disin- 
fection, strictly  and  scientifically  controlled,  in  such  a  manner  that 
the  efficiency  of  measures  taken  to  destroy  i*ats,  insects,  and  pest  bacilli 
can  be  officially  guaranteed. 

4.  Obligation  for  all  vessels  that  put  into  Mediterranean  ports  of 
the  Levant  or  in  those  of  the  Red  Sea,  of  the  Persian  Gulf,  of  India, 
of  Indo-(yhina,  or  of  other  suspected  or  contaminated  countries,  to  be 
provided  with  a  sufficient  quantity  of  antipest  serum  to  vaccinate  the 
passengers  and  all  the  crew  if  a  case  of  pest  should  appear  during  the 
voyage.  .... 

5.  To  invite  the  attention  of  interested  governments  to  the  necessity 
of  appointing  vsanitary  physicians  specially  instructed  with  a  view  to 
the  mission  they  are  to  fulfill,  commissioned  by  the  controlling  power 
and  independent  of  companies  of  navigation. 

The  congress  passed  a  resolution  that  the  International  Sanitary 
Conference  that  is  to  meet  at  Paris,  October,  1908,  be  asked  to  delib- 
erate on  the  foregoing  desiderata  with  a  view  to  elaborating  a  set  of 
regulations  for  the  defense  against  pest  more  in  conformity  with 
modern  science,  and  with  the  needs  of  international  commerce. 
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Household  insects  and  plague. 

The  following,  taken  from  American  Medicine,  October  24,  1903, 
shows  the  danger  of  contracting  plague  from  the  bites  of  insects: 

It  is  stated  that  the  annual  apppearance  of  plague  at  Hongkong 
each  spring  has  led  Sir  Henry  Black  to  make  an  investigation.  A 
block  of  native  houses  containing  several  thousand  inhabitants,  which 
Tvas  certified  as  being  free  of  the  plague,  was  selected  for  examination 
of  vermin  as  the  first  step.  Fleas,  cockroaches,  and  spiders  were 
found  to  be  unmistakably  infected  with  the  germs  of  the  plague.  The 
bite  of  these  insects  is  sufficient  to  introduce  the  germ.  A  further 
test  revealed  a  more  disturbing  source  of  infection  in  samples  of  blood 
taken  from  many  healthy  inhabitants,  which  were  forwarded  to  the 
bacteriologic  department.  Plague  germs  were  discovered  in  at  least 
5  per  cent  of  these  samples.  Thus,  in  the  hot  season,  each  of  these 
was  a  probable  center  of  danger,  although  there  was  no  apparent  con- 
tact with  the  disease.  The  only  cure  seems  to  be  the  destruction  of 
the  native  town  and  the  erection  of  a  new  and  clean  one  which  can  be 
kept  under  sanitary  control. 

Ilydrocyajiw-acid  gas  against  houselvold  insects.

Health  and  Marine-Hospital  Service.] 

The  use  of  hydrocyanic-acid  gas  for  nursery  stock  affected  by  insects 
is  described  in  Circular  No.  42  (second  sericvs),  of  this  Office.  Its  use 
on  trees  in  orchards  is  described  in  the  Yearbook  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture  for  1900  (pp.  257-260). 

Recently  it  has  been  fully  demonstrated  that  this  gas  is  an  excellent 
remedy  for  household  insects.  Probably  its  first  use  for  this  purpose 
was  in  June  of  1898  by  Mr.  Marlatt,  of  this  Office,  against  Psocids  in 
the  residence  of  Mr.  G.  K.  Holmes,  of  the  Division  of  Statistics  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture,  using  the  cyanide  first  at  the  ordinary 
strength  employed  on  fruit  trees,  then  double,  and  finally  quadruple 
this  strength.  The  Psocids  came  from  recently  introduced  leather- 
covered  furniture,  the  covering  of  which  was  so  tightly  fastened  a^  to 
be  almost,  if  not  quite,  impervious  to  the  gas,  and  the  treatment  was 
onl}^  partially  successful.  Another  early  use  of  this  gas  for  household 
insects  was  in  1S99,  in  San  Francisco,  by  Mr.  Alexander  Cmw,  chief 
quarantine  officer  of  the  Board  of  Horticulture.  In  this  case  it  was 
used  against  bedbugs,  and  in  very  small  proportions.  Two  and  one- 
half  fluid  ounces  of  commercial  sulphuric  acid  and  2^  ounces  98  per 
cent  c^^anide  of  potassium  were  used  in  a  house  of  several  rooms,  each 
containing  about  2,250  cubic  feet  of  space;  the  rooms  were  closed  for 
two  hours,  then  entirely  aired.  The  operation  was  apparently 
successful. 

To  determine  its  availability  against  the  insect  enemies  of  stored 
products  or  in  granaries,  some  experiments  were  made  during  1898  and 
the  spring  of  1899  by  Messrs.  Marlatt  and  Chittenden,  of  this  Office,

in  the  presence  of  D.  G.  Fairchild  and  others,  against  certain  g^rain 
weevils  and  the  Angoumois  grain  moth,  but  with  imperfect  success 
although  the  proportions  used  were  much  greater  than  in  Mr.  CrawV 
experiment.  In  his  recent  book  on  fumigation  methods  Prof.  W.  G. 
Johnson  states  that  he  used  the  hydrocyanic-acid  gas  in  a  granary  and 
storehouse  in  June,  1899,  using  it  at  the  rate  of  0.1  gmm  of  cyanide 
per  cubic  foot  of  space.  The  granary  was  affected  by  weevils,  and» 
from  the  report  of  the  owner,  it  appe^i-s  that  most  of  them  were 
destroyed,  though  many  escaped.  During  the  same  month  in  an  Ohio 
mill  another  experiment  of  this  kind  was  carried  on  under  Profe.ssor 
Johnson's  instructions.  The  owner  considered  the  experiment  to  l>e 
a  most  grand  success.  The  Mediterranean  flour  moth  and  certain 
granary  beetles  were  destroyed. 

Perfectly  successful  experiments  were  made,  however,  during  the 
summer  of  1901  by  Mr.  W.  R.  Beattie,  of  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture, and  by  Mr.  A.  H.  Kirkland,  of  Boston,  Mass.,  formerly 
secretary  of  the  Association  of  Economic  Entomologists.  Mr. 
Beattie's  experiments  were  against  cockroaches,  and  Mr.  Kirkland's 
in  one  case  against  fleas  and  in  the  other  against  clothes  moths. 

Entomologists  have  long  noticed  that  insects  varj'  greatly  in  their 
susceptibility  to  cyanide  fumes.  The  ordinary  killing  bottle  used  in 
making  collections  contains  cyanide  of  potassium  covered  with 
plaster  of  Paris,  which  the  fumes  of  the  cyanide  penetrate.  Certain 
weevils,  and  especially  such  weevils  as  Lixus  and  Sphenophorus  and 
other  hard-bodied  forms,  will  frequently  be  left  overnight  in  a  cya- 
nide bottle  and  recover  after  being  removed.  It  has  been  noticed, 
also,  that  in  greenhouses  certain  insects  recover.  The  experience 
gained,  however,  indicates  that  the  use  of  hydrocyanic-acid  ga^s  in 
houses  is  successful  against  cockroaches,  bedbugs,  clothes  moths, 
ants,  white  ants,  house  flies,  and  other  soft-l)odied  insects:  and  as 
these  constitute  the  majority  of  the  household  pests,  the  use  of  the 
gas  must  now  be  considered  a  standard  remedy.  Moreover,  mts  and 
mice  are  also  killed  by  its  use. 

Some  entomologists  recommend  as  a  substitute*  for  hydrocyanic- 
acid  gas  a  substance  which  has  been  more  or  less  effectively  usett  viz, 
carbon  bisulphide.  The  great  danger  in  the  use  of  this  latter  sub- 
stance, however,  from  it^  extreme  inflammability  and  explosiveness 
of  its  vapor  when  confined,  renders  it,  perhaps,  less  available,  and  more 
than  counteracts  the  dunoer  to  human  beings  from  the  use  of  the 
hydrocyanic-acid  gas. 

Recent  experience  indicates  that  in  order  to  destroy  the  household 
insects  mentioned,  one  fluid  ounce  of  commercial  sulphuric  acid, 
diluted  with  two  fluid  ounces  of  water,  to  increase  the  bulk  of  the 
liquid  and  insure  complete  chemical  action,  and  one  ounce  of  high- 
grade  (98  per  cent)  cyanide  of  potassium  must  be  used  for  every  1<h> 
cubic  feet  of  space. 
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Before  performing  the  operation  tlie  house  must  be  vacated,  and 
it  is  well  to  do  this  just  before  nightfall.  It  is  not  necessary  to  remove 
any  of  the  furniture  or  household  belongings  unless  of  polished  nickel 
or  brass,  which  may  tarnish  a  little.  Liquid  or  moist  foods,  as  milk 
or  other  larder  supplies  that  are  not  dry  and  might  absorb  the  gas, 
should  be  removed  from  the  house.  All  tires  should  be  put  out,  for 
while  the  gas  will  not  burn  under  ordinary  conditions,  it  is  as  well  to 
take  no  risks. 

On  the  floor  of  each  room  should  be  placed  a  large  porcelain  wash 
ba^in,  and  into  each  wash  basin  should  be  poured  the  proportionate 
amount  of  water  and  sulphuric  acid.  It  may  be  well  to  place  under 
each  wash  basin  a  thick  layer  of  newspapers,  in  order  to  avoid  damage 
to  carpet  or  rugs  by  the  possible  spattering  of  the  acid  acting  upon 
the  cyanide.  All  windows  must  be  closed,  and  if  they  are  not  tight 
they  should  be  calked  with  thin  paper  or  cotton  batting.  Then  the 
operator,  beginning  at  the  top  of  the  house,  drops  the  proportionate 
amount  of  cyanide  of  potassium,  previouslj^  weighed  out  into  thin 
paper  sacks,  into  each  washbowl,  running  rapidly  from  room  to  room 
and  instantly  closing  the  door  behind  him,  descending  ultimately  to 
the  ground  floor  or  even  to  the  cellar,  running  finally  into  the  open 
air  through  the  open  doqr,  which  is  instantly  closed. 

Hydrocyanic-acid  gas  is  lighter  than  air  and  consequently  rises. 
Therefore,  the  operation  must  be  begun  at  the  top  of  the  house.  The 
next  morning  the  operator  returns  to  the  house,  opens  the  last  door, 
allows  a  certain  amount  of  airing;  then  enters  hurriedly  and  opens 
the  windows  of  the  first  room  or  floor;  then,  after  the  thorough  air- 
ing of  this  one,  another  in  turn,  thus  gradually  airing  the  whole 
house.  The  fumes  quickly  overcome  and  are  fatal  to  human  beings; 
hence  the  necessity  for  the  utmost  care  and  greatest  speed  in  the 
initial  operation  and  in  the  subsequent  airing,  and  the  undesirabilit}' 
of  performing  the  experiment  alone.  The  house  should  not  be  rein- 
habited  until  all  trace  of  the  odor  of  the  gas  has  disappeared.  This 
odor  resembles  that  of  peach  kernels. 

The  experience  of  Mr.  Marlatt  and  Mr.  Kirkland  indicates  that 
the  operation  can  be  safely  performed  in  the  manner  indicated,  but 
there  is  another  way  which  was  originally  invented  in  greenhouse 
work.  An  ingenious  person,  by  means  of  strings  and  improvised 
pulleys,  can  arrange  it  so  that  standing  outside  and  loosening  the 
string  the  cyanide  suspended  over  the  receptacles  may  be  dropped 
simultaneously  into  the  sulphuric  acid.  It  will  be,  perhaps,  not  nec- 
essary to  go  into  details,  since  any  ingenious  person  can  devise  such 
an  arrangement.  It  is,  however,  not  so  certain  as  dropping  the 
cyanide  by  hand,  since  a  caught  string  here  or  there  might  lessen  the 
completeness  of  the  fumigation. 

While  the  writer  must  again  emphasize  the  dangerous  and  even 
fatal   qualities  of  this  gas  when   breathed   by  human    beings,  it  is

worthy  of  remark  that  in  the  thousands  of  operations  which  hare 
been  carried  on  with  this  gas  in  specially  constructed  houses  for  the 
fumigation  of  nursery  stock  in  different  parts  of  the  coimtry,  no 
cases  of  fatal  accident  to  a  human  being  have  ever  been  recorded- 
In  one  iuvStance  mentioned  by  Prof.  W.  G.  Johnson,  a  careless  negro 
was  overcome  b}^  the  gas  and  was  removed  from  the  inclosure 
(dragged  out  by  the  feet)  before  serious  results  followed. 

It  follows,  from  what  we  have  just  said,  tlmt  there  may  be  danger 
from  fumigating  one  house  in  a  row  of  houses  separated  onl^'  by 
party  walls,  the  other  houses  being  inhabited.  Unnoticed  cracks  in  a 
wall  would  admit  the  poisonous  gas  to  the  neighboring  houses.  In 
such  a  case  a  householder  must  consult  his  neighbors.  In  isolated 
houses,  however,  with  the  precautions  indicated,  the  operation  will 
be  a  safe  one.  The  fact  that  Mr.  Kirkland  observed  that  English 
sparrows  resting  on  the  ridge  of  one  of  his  houses  were  killed  b3^  the 
ascending  fumes  indicates,  also,  that  where  the  house  to  be  operated 
upon  immediatel}'^  adjoins  a  higher  structure  to  which  the  gas  may 
possibly  gain  entrance,  there  may  be  some  danger  to  the  occupants 
of  the  higher  structure. 

A  PRACTICAL  ILLUSTRATION. 

Subsequent  to  the  preparation  of  the  foregoing  portion  of  this  cir- 
cular a  large  dwelling  house  in  Washington,  D.  C,  was  fumigated 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Marlatt,  and  the  following  notes,  based  on 
this  experience,  are  appended  to  more  fully  illustrate  the  fumigation 
proccvss.  The  house  was  a  fairly  good-sized  one,  and  all  five  floors, 
counting  the  garret  and  the  bavsement,  were  treated,  the  space  rep- 
resenting nearly  40,000  cubic  feet,  and  requiring  the  use  of  some  25 
pounds  of  cyanide  and  a  corresponding  quantity  of  acid. 

The  cubic  contents  of  each  room  on  each  floor  were  carefulh'  com- 
puted, and  a  tabular  statement,  given  below,  was  prepared  designating 
for  each  floror  and  the  different  rooms  the  capacity  and  the  amount  of 
water,  acid,  and  cyanide  needed.

a  The  charges  for  these  rooms  were  halved  and  set  off  in  two  vessels. 
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The  rooms  were  prepared  for  treatment  by  seeing  that  all  windows 
were  closed  and  that  the  doors  and  windows  of  the  ground  floor  were 
left  unlocked  or  unfastened,  so  that  they  could  be  opened  from  with- 
out. The  fireplaces  in  the  different  rooms  were  stuffed  with  paper  and 
the  registers  were  all  closed.  The  carpets  and  rugs,  where  possible, 
were  cleared  away  from  the  floor  to  prevent  their  being  burned  should 
the  acid  spatter  out  or  boil  over,  and  a  large  porcelain  wash  basin  or  a 
porcelain  waste  jar  was  put  in  each  room,  two  such  vessels  being  placed 
in  the  larger  rooms.  Under  each  a  carpeting  of  old  newspapers  was 
placed.  A  number  of  vessels  had  to  be  discarded  because  of  cracks, 
which  would  be  dangerous  in  view  of  the  heat  generated  by  the 
process. 

The  house  having  been  put  in  a  state  of  readiness  for  the  experi- 
ment, and  the  vessels  for  the  charges  having  all  been  placed  in  their 
proper  locations,  the  requisite  amount  of  water  indicated  by  the  table 
already  prepared  (twice  the  amount  of  the  acid)  was  poured  into  each 
of  the  different  vessels.  Following  this,  the  proportionate  amount  of 
acid  for  the  different  rooms  was  added  to  the  water  in  the  vessels,  the 
addition  of  the  acid  developing  a  high  temperature.  The  cyanide  hav- 
ing been  previously  weighed  out  in  lialf-pound  lots  and  put  in  small, 
thin  paper  bags,  was  distributed  through  all  the  different  rooms  in  the 
proper  amounts.  The  division  of  the  bags  for  the  fractional  weights 
was  made  at  the  time  the  bags  of  cyanide  for  each  charge  were  placed 
by  the  side  of  the  vessels  to  receive  them.  The  house  was  now  in 
readiness  to  be  fumigated.  Coats  and  hats  and  everything  needed 
outside  were  removed,  and  two  persons  went  to  the  garret  of  the 
house  and  quickly  placed  the  bags  of  cyanide  in  the  already  conibined 
water  ^nd  acid,  passing  rapidly  down  to  the  next  floor  and  repeating 
the  operation,  and  so  on  until  the  basement  was  finished,  and  the 
escape  was  made  from  the  basement  door  to  the  street. 

The  preparation  of  the  different  rooms,  getting  their  cubic  con- 
tents, fixing  the  vessels,  and  preparing  the  charges  consumed  in  a 
house  of  this  size  nearly  three  hours.  The  gas  was  left  to  do  its 
work  for  three  hours  longer.  The  house  was  then  opened  cautiously, 
the  doors  and  the  windows  of  the  lower  floor  first,  then  proceeding  by 
easy  stages  through  the  different  floors  to  the  garret.  The  gas  com- 
ing out  of  the  house  when  the  first  doors  and  windows  were  opened 
was  in  enormous  volume,  showing  that  the  house  had  retained  it 
very  effectually;  and  escaping  from  the  house  it  was  distinctly  recog- 
nizable by  its  odor  at  a  distance  of  over  half  a  block.  The  windows 
of  the  adjoining  houses  were  kept  closed  during  the  process  of  airing 
out.  One  of  the  assistants  who  attended  to  the  aemting  of  the  house 
was  rather  too  precipitate  in  going  to  the  upper  rooms,  and  breathed 
more  or  less  of  the  gas,  but  suffered  no  worse  results  than  a  mther 
severe  headache,  which  lasted  for  several  hours. 
The   results  of   the   fumigation   were   eminently  satisfactory;    no

living  insects  could  be  found  in  the  house.  The  roaches,  by  thou- 
sands, had  come  out  from  their  hiding  places  in  a  vain  effort  tc 
escape,  and  had  rushed  to  the  cracks  under  doors  and  windows,  and 
had  there  perished.  Sometimes  they  had  the  appearance  of  bein^r 
alive  and  about  to  run,  and  a  touch  was  necessary  to  demonstrate 
that  they  were  dead,  having  been  arrested  instantly  while  in  moti<>ii, 
their  limbs  extended  in  the  normal  position  for  running-.  Flie^ 
roaches,  and  bedbugs,  and  without  doubt  all  the  other  household 
pests,  were  killed.  The  bedbugs,  against  which  the  f  unai^tion  wa^ 
especially  directed,  were  found  dead  in  numbers  under  trunks  and 
about  the  beds. 

The  ingredients  used  were  the  98  per  cent  cyanide  of  potassium, 
costing  about  40  cents  a  pound.  The  sulpuric  acid  was  the  thick, 
almost  sirupy  commercial  brand,  costing  about  4  cents  a  pound,  the 
total  cost  of  the  materials  used  being,  approximately,  $12. 

In  handling  the  acid  great  care  should  be  used  in  pouring  it  from 
the  bottle  and  in  putting  it  into  the  vessels  to  avoid  spattering-  on  the 
hands  or  face,  since  it  will  burn  rapidly  through  the  skin,  and  shouU 
it  spatter  into  the  eyes  would  cause  serious  inflammation,  or  if  on  the 
clothing  it  would  burn  a  hole  in  the  garment.     Should  a  drop  fly  t** 
the  hands  or  face,  bathe  the  part  promptly  and  freely  in  water,  and 
the  same  also  for  garments  or  the  carpet.     It  is  further  desirable  to 
have  at  hand  a  bottle  of  ammonia  water  to  neutralize  the  acid  should 
it  spatter  on  clothing.     The  cyanide  should  be  broken  up  into  lump? 
not  exceeding  twice  the  size  of  a  walnut,  the  powdered  and  smaller 
fragments  serving  equally  well.     The  bags  should  be  of  very  thin 
paper.     If  they  are  of  thick,  heav}^  paper  the  action  of  the  acid  b 
delayed,  and  sometimes  prevented  completely.     If  there  is  any  danger 
of  this  make  two  or  three  slits  in  the  bottom  of  the  bags  to  facilitate 
the  entrance  of  the  acid.     Deep  vessels  are  more  satisfactory  for  the 
experiment  than  the  wash  basins  chiefly  used,  but  the  latter  were 
available  and  required  no  additional  expense  and  served  the  purpose. 
Deeper  vessels  would  give  greater  depth  to  the  water  and  acid  and 
accelerate  the  chemical  action.     Whenever  the  room  is  of  such  she 
that  more  than  2  pounds  of  cyanide  must  be  employed  for  it,  it  i^ 
perhaps  better  to  make  two  charges  of  half  size  for  such  a  room.     It 
would  have  been  better,  perhaps,  in  this  instance,  if  the  fumigation 
could  have  gone  on  over  night,  but  the  owners  of  the  premises  were 
very  desirous  of  occupying  it,  and  the  house  was  aerated  between  4  and 
5  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.     Three  persons,  contrary  to  orders,  slept 
in  the  rooms  during  the  night,  and  reported  no  ill  eflfects,  although 
slight  traces  of  the  odor  were  noticeable  in  the  early  part  of  the  night. 

Note. — In  a  paper  read  before  the  American  Public  Health  Association  OU>hi»r 
29  last,  Dr.  Fernando  Lopez,  of  Mexico  City,  described  the  method  practicetl  by  hi« 
assistants  of  disinfecting  houses  for  insects  with  hydrocyanic  acid  gae,  stating  that  tbf 
practice  had  been  carried  on,  under  proper  precautions,  without  accident. — Ed.

A  visit  for  two  days  at  Montere}'  convinces  me  that  yellow  fever  has 
existed  there  since  August  1  and  had  original  different  dates.  Over 
one-half  the  minimum  population  of  60,orX)  has  suffered  with  a  disease, 
and  the  deaths  exceed  many  times  the  reported  number.  Over  500 
persons  down  with  this  disease  at  this  moment.  All  the  stations  from 
Saltillo  to  Laredo  have  borne  the  stigma  of  deaths  and  the  distresses 
of  sickness.  In  fact,  about  every  rancji  has  suffered.  The  number 
of  cases  and  deaths  will  never  be  known,  but  there  has  been  only  a 
modei'ate  amount  of  dread,  fear,  and  disorder  of  business.  There  are 
no  quarantines  south  of  Monterey  worthy  of  the  name,  and  that  on 
the  Mexican  National  has  become  useless  on  account  of  the  immuniz- 
ing of  residents  and  crews.  Commercial  interests  in  Mexico  begin  to 
dread  the  effect  of  next  year's  embargoes  and  seem  willing  to  have 
more  explicit  statements  from  the  infected  region,  rather  than  suffer  in 
future  more  than  will  be  fair  to  the  people  and  their  interests.  I  found 
no  hint  of  infection  at  Saltillo,  although  many  cases  have  been  treated 
there  and  several  deaths  occurred.  There  seems  to  be  no  stegomyia 
at  that  point.

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  McMullen  I'eports  as  follows:  Week  ended 
September  19,  1903.  Eight  vessels,  with  726  crew  and  378  passengers 
(138  cabin  and  240  steerage),  were  inspected  and  granted  bills  of  be^th. 
Five  hundred  and  sixty-three  crew  and  230  steerage  passengers  were 
bathed  and  their  effects  disinfected.  One  case  and  1  death  from  plague 
((>hinese)  was  the  only  communicable  disease  reported  for  the  weeL 
The  local  papers  state  that  plague  is  present  in  Newchwan^  and  b^^ 
cases  have  occurred.  For  two  weeks  ended  September  21  there  were 
633  rats  caught  in  Hongkong,  and  10  of  these  were  infected  with  plague. 

Week  ended  September  26,  1903.  Eleven  vessels,  with  832  crew 
and  642  passengers  (203  cabin  and  439  steerage),  were  inspected  and 
granted  bills  of  health.  Six  hundred  and  ninety -five  crew  and  429 
steerage  were  bathed  and  their  baggage  (1,172  pieces)  disinfected.

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  McMahon  reports.  October  28,  as  follows: 
Week  ended  October  24,  1903.  Bills  of  health  were  issued  to  four 
vessels  going  to  ports  in  the  United  States.  All  in  good  sanitary  con- 
dition and  no  sicKness  on  board  of  any  of  them. 

The  mortuary  report  for  this  week  and  the  week  previous  has  not 
been  received  up  to  this  date,  and  it  will  be  forwardea  as  soon  as  I  can 
obtain  it. 

No  quarantinable  disease  has  been  reported  in  the  city  or  arrived  at 
this  port. 

I  am  making  a  thorough  inspection  of  the  entire  city  at  present  and 
hope  to  finish  this  week  that  I  may  make  a  report  of  the  same  on 
November  1. 

Outbreak  of  scarlet  fever  in  Ilahana^  Matanzas^  Reglu^  and  Gnanahacoa, 

Assistant  Surgeon  Trotter  reports,  November  2,  as  follows:  Doctor 
Alfonso,  the  sanitary  inspector  of  the  city  government,  stated  this 
morning,  November  2,  that  there  were  about  1,000  cases  of  scarlet  fever 
in  the  city.  The  mortality  has  been  about  7  per  cent.  Cases  are  also 
reported  from  Matanzas,  Regla,  and  Guanabacoa.  The  mayor  has 
issued  an  order  closing  all  public  and  private  schools  in  Habana.  The 
Junta  Superiorde  Sanidad  are  insisting  upon  isolation  of  the  cases,  dis- 
infection of  the  premises,  and  other  measures  tending  to  the  control  of 
the  disease. 

ReporUfroin  Matanzas — Scarlet  fever  in  Canasi — Mortuary  statistics. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Nunez  reports,  November  3,  as  follows: 
Week  ended  October  31, 1903.  Six  bills  of  health  were  issued  during 
same  period  to  vessels  leaving  for  ports  in  the  United  States;  all  in 
good  sanitary  condition. 

Six  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  of  which  5  occurred  at  Canasi,  a  rural 
town  within  this  district,  about  24  miles  distant,  and  1  in  the  central 
part  of  this  city,  have  been  reported  during  the  past  week.  The  con- 
tagion in  the  first  and  sixth  cases  was  directly  traceable  to  Habana. 
where,  according  to  local  papers,  over  400  cases  have  been  reported 
lately.  The  epidemic  assumes  a  mild  type  generally  and,  so  far,  shows 
a  low  rate  of  mortality.  Strict  measures  are  being  taken  by  the  health 
authorities  with  the  case  reported  within  the  city.  A  permanent 
guard  has  been  stationed  opposite  the  door  to  prevent  all  communica- 
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tions  with  the  infected  house,  and  every  precaution  enjoined  on  the 

Satient  and  attendants,  in  order  to  avoid  the  propagation    of  the 
isease. 

Mortuary  statistics  of  the  city  of  Matanzas  for  the  period  of  tea 
days  ended  October  31,  1903,  are  hereby  inclosed.  No  quanintinable 
disease  has  been  reported.

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two  preceding  weeks,  amounting,  calculated  on  the  year,  to  13.8  per 
thousand  of  the  population,  this  being  also  somewhat  lower  than  the 
rate  for  the  corresponding  week  of  last  year,  in  which  it  amounted  to 
14  per  thousand.  Of  the  large  German  cities  only  the  following 
showed  more  favorable  figures  than  Berlin,  namely:  Hanover,  Frank- 
furt-am-Main,  Elberfeld,  Charlottenburg  (with  10.5),  and  SchOneberg 
(with  10.1).  The  following  towns,  among  others,  had  a  considerably 
higher  death  rate  than  that  of  Berlin,  namely:  Hamburg,  Dresden, 
Stuttgart,  Bremen,  Braunschweig,  Leipzig,  etc.,  as  well  as  Paris, 
London,  and  Vienna.  The  rate  of  mortality  among  infants  fell  from 
4.7  per  year  and  mille  to  3.8.  There  was  no  impor&nt  change  regard- 
ing acute  diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs,  which  caused  (hiring  this 
week  36  deaths.  On  the  other  hand,  however,  there  was  again  a 
decrease  with  regard  to  acute  intestinal  diseases,  which  claimed  64 
victims.  There  were  also  registered  66  deaths  from  phthisis  pulmo- 
nalis,  35  deaths  from  cancer,  6  deaths  from  diphtheria,  and  6  deaths 
from  scarlet  fever.  Influenza  claimed  3  victims,  and  11  persons  died 
by  violence.

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Sprague  reports  October  8,  as  follows: 
Week  ended  October  3,  1903,  1  inspected  one  vessel  carrying  a  total 
of  31  officers  and  crew;  all  Europeans.     There  were  no  rejections. 

Week  ended  October  10,  1903.  there  were  6  deaths  from  so-called 
sporadic  cholera  and  17  from  plague,  none  of  which  were  connected 
with  the  port  or  shipping.  The  average  number  of  deaths  from 
cholera  for  the  same  period  for  the  past  five  years  is  20  and  from 
plague  18.  The  total  deaths  for  the  period  were  358,  giving  an  aver- 
age annual  death  rate  of  21.9  per  thousand,  the  lowest  for  the  past  five 
years,  the  average  for  which  is  31.4.  In  1900  the  rate  ran  to  53.4, 
nearly  double  the  usual,  making  the  average  equal  or  exceeding  that 
of  the  remaining  four  years. 

There  were  inspected  the  steamer  Wariberg^  bound  for  Boston  and 
New  York,  carrying  35  lascars,  whose  clothing  and  effects  were  disin- 
fected, and  23  Europeans;  no  rejections.  And  the  steamer  OMa^  bound 
for  Manila,  carrving  81  lascars,  whose  clothing  and  effects  were  disin- 
fected, and  10  Europeans;  no  rejections.

Telegrams  from  the  governor  of  Mauritius  state  that  durinff  the 
week  ended  September  S,  1903,  there  were  47  cases  of  bubonic  pTa^e 
in  the  island,  39  fatal;  and  19  cases,  54  deaths,  during  the  week  ended 
October  8. 

JAPAN. 

Reports  from  Yokohama — Plague  persists. 

Assistant  Surgeon  Moore  reports  October  9  as  follows:  Week  ended 
October  3,  1903.  Two  vessels,  having  an  aggregate  personnel  of  107 
crew  and  151  passengers,  were  inspected. 

For  the  above  period  infectious  diseases  were  reported  in  Yokohama 
as  follows:  Enteric  fever,  10  cases,  2  deaths;  diphtheria,  2  ca^es,  no 
deaths;  diphtheria  (doubtful),  1  case,  1  death;  plague,  3  eases,  no 
deaths;  dysentery,  16  cases,  4  deaths.  Two  additional  cases  of  pest 
have  been  reported  in  the  press  since  October  3,  but  no  new  infected 
foci  have  developed. 

Week  ended  October  10,  1903.  Eight  vessels,  having  an  aggregate 
personnel  of  726  crew  and  1,117  passengers,  were  inspected,  231  steer- 
age passengers  were  bathed,  and  327 pieces  of  baggage  were  disinfected. 

The  official  report  of  infectious  diseasesMn  Yokohama  for  the  above 
period  includes  the  following:  Cholera,  1  case,  1  death;  enteric  fever, 
10  cases,  3  deaths;  diphtheria,  2  cases,  1  death;  plague,  1  case,  0 deaths; 
doubtful  plague,  1  case,  1  death;  dysentery,  3  cases,  0  deaths. 

The  above-noted  case  of  cholera  is  the  tirst  reported  in  this  city 
during  the  present  year.  The  patient  resided  in  an  outlying  district 
of  the  city  auite  remote  from  the  center  of  shipping  activity.  It  is 
not  believed  probable  that  the  case  is  other  than  a  sporadic  one. 
Cholera  cases  have  been  reported  from  a  number  of  localities  in  Japan 
during  the  present  season,  out  nowhere  has  the  disease  assumed  any- 
thing like  an  epidemic  character. 

Plague  seems  to  remain  a  fixture  in  Yokohama.  No  new  foci  of 
infection  have,  however,  recently  developed.

A  royal  proclamation  was  made  on  the  17th  instant  as  follows: 

"It  IS  hereby  ordered,  in  compliance  with  section  2  in  law  of  July 
12,  1848,  relating  to  quarantine,  that  the  city  of  Yokohama  in  Japan 
and  New  Caledonia  in  Austmlia  shall,  until  further  notice,  be  considered 
infected  with  the  oriental  plague,  and  the  regulations  laid  down  iu  said 
law  and  in  circular  of  October  13,  1900,  regarding  plague,  etc.,  are  to 
take  effect  at  once. 

'^At  the.  same  time  it  is  hereby  made  public  that  the  city  of  Mazat- 
Ian  in  Mexico  and  Callao  in  Peru,  which  by  proclamations  of  March  24 
and  May  29,  1903,  were  declared  infected  with  the  oriental  plague, 
shall  not  be  considered  as  so  infected  any  longer. 

''  With  which  all  concerned  respectively  have  to  comply. 

''  Which  is  hereby  brought  to  public  notice,  while  it  must  be  remem- 
bered that,  according  to  prior  proclamations  of  February  1,  1897,  June 
27  and  August  22,  1899,  May  23,  1900,  February  28,  1901,  March  ^K 
May  22,  June  16,  and  December  1, 1902,  March  24,  May  29,  and  July  21, 
1903,  Arabia,  Persia,  India,  Hanoi  in  Tonkin,  China,  Manila^  Formosa, 
Egypt,  Madagascar,  Reunion  Islands,  and  Mauritius,  the  cities  of  Dur- 
ban, Port  Elizabeth,  and  East  London  in  South  Africa,  Porte  Alegre 
and  Paranagua,  Rio  de  Janeiro,  Compos.  Victoria,  and  Rio  Grande  in 
Bi*azil,  also  the  ports  in  Chile,  shall  until  further  notice  be  considered 
infected  with  the  oriental  plague.

Prior  to  going  to  Saltillo  they  were  in  Monterey.  As  they  pre- 
sented satisfactory  evidence  that  more  than  five  and  a  half  days  had 
elapsed  since  they  were  in  Monterey,  or  any  other  place  infected  with 
jellow  fever,  they  were  allowed  to  proceed  without  detention. 

In  the  ''summary"  the  number  of  Mexican  immigrants  inspected  is 
left  blank,  because  it  is  not  practicable  to  obtain  from  the  immigration 
oflBce  definite  data  as  to  the  number  of  Mexicans  inspected  who  were 
actually  immigrants  in  time  for  this  report.  This  will  be  covered, 
however,  in  the  monthly  report  of  inspection  of  immigrants. 

During  the  week  the  quarantine  inspection  has  continued  smoothly 
as  usual,  end  nothing  of  particular  interest  has  developed. 

The  weather  during  the  week  has  been  cool  and  dry.  The  lowest 
average  temperature  reached  during  the  twenty-four  hours  of  the 
seven  days  has  been  about  34°  F. 

I  have  kept  in  touch  with  the  local  health  authorities  but  have  heard 
of  no  suspicious  illnesses  among  the  persons  who  have  come  here  from 
San  Antonio,  Tex.

ARGENTINA. 

CohfjmJsfny  vaccinati<rn  law, 

Charg6  d' Affaires  Ames,  at  Buenos  Aires,  transmits  jthe  folIowiB? 
translation  to  the  Department  of  State: 

Article  1.  In  the  capital  of  the  Republic  and  the  national  Territories  vaccdnatk: 
and  revaccination  as  a  preventive  of  8mallpox  are  obligatory  during  one's  first  a&i 
tenth  year,  respectively. 

Art.  2.  When  the  vaccination  is  not  successful,  according  to  medical  certificate,  it 
shall  be  repeated  the  following  year;  if  the  second  vaccination  is  unsuccessful,  anc*b«r? 
operation  shall  be  performed  in  the  third  year. 

Art.  3.  Parents  and  guardians  and,  in  general,  such  persons  as  have  children  iii 
their  care  or  service  are  neld  responsible  for  the  fulfillment  of  articles  1  and  2. 

The  first  infraction  of  the  law  shall  be  punished  with  a  fine  of  $20  paper,  and  eaei 
subsequent  infraction  with  one  of  $50,  without  exemption  from  vaccinatioo  soil 
revaccination. 

Art.  4.  The  following  must  be  vaccinated  and  revaccinated: 

1.  Commanding  officers,  officers  and  soldiers  of  the  navy  and  army  of  the  nHti»)3 
in  active  service. 

2.  Individuals  employed  under  contract  in  the  navy,  the  army,  and  the  estabH^ 
ments,  shops,  and  dependencies  of  the  ministries  of  war  and  marine. 

3.  National  and  municipal  employees  in  the  federal  capital  and  the  nadooil 
territories. 

4.  Immigrants  whose  expenses  are  borne  by  the  National  Government  and  tb<we 
received  and  assisted  by  it  in  the  establishments  intended  for  immigrants. 

5.  Orphans,  invalids,  beggars,  and  insane  persons  in  the  national  and  miinicipai 
asylums  established  in  the  national  capital  and  the  national  Territories. 

6.  Persons  undergoing  sentence  in  the  national  prisons. 

Art.  5.  In  the  national  schools,  colleges,  and  universities;  in  the  municipal  edu- 
cational establishments  of  the  federal  capital  and  the  national  Territories;  in  Xbi 
State  or  private  schools,  colleges,  or  institutions  which  receive  a  subvention  from  the 
nation  or  which  have  any  support  from  it,  there  shall  be  demanded  for  the  enroll- 
ment of  any  pupil  a  medical  certificate  to  the  effect  that  the  pupil  has  been  sqccmf 
fullv  vaccinated  and  revaccinated,  according  to  age,  in  conformity  with  this  law  or 
such  certificate  as  the  respective  school  council  may  establish. 

Art.  6.  In  no  case  will  recognition  of  validity  be  given  courses  of  study  pDmi«^  in 
provincial  or  private  schools  and  colleges  the  statutes  of  which  do  not  prescribe  y^xxi- 
nation  and  revaccination  as  a  necessary  condition  for  entrance. 

Art.  7.  The  directors  of  private  charitable  institutions  are  personally  responsiMe 
for  the  vaccination  and  revaccination  of  the  persons  lodged  therein. 

Failure  to  comply  with  these  requirements  shall  be  punished  with  a  fine  of  $50  pap^r 
for  the  first  offence  and  $100  for  each  succeeding  offence. 

Art.  8.  The  directors  of  private  establishments  dedicated  to  teaching  trades,  asti 
those  of  factories,  shops,  and  industrial  concerns,  are  personally  responsible  for  the 
vaccination  and  revaccination  of  minors  who  are  learning  a  trade  or  working  in  such 
establishments. 

Violations  shall  be  punished  in  accordance  with  the  second  part  of  article  7. 

Art.  9.  Proof,  in  the  form  of  a  medical  certificate,  of  having  had  smallpox  riiail 
exempt  one  from  vaccination. 

Art.  10.  When,  according  to  a  medical  certificate,  the  requisite  vaccination  or 
revaccination  has  not  been  performed,  and  it  is  not  expedient  to  perform  it  becaoM 
it  would  endanger  the  life  or  safety  of  the  person  in  question,  sucn  person  shall  be 
vaccinated  or  revaccinated  during  the  following  year  as  soon  as  the  reason  for  exemp- 
tion shall  have  become  inoperative. 
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Art.  11.  In  times  of  smallpox  epidemics  the  national  department  of  hygiene  shall 
order  the  compulsory  vaccination  of  adults  in  the  Federal  capital  and  the  national 
Territories  under  penalty  of  |20  paper  for  each  failure  to  comply. 

Abt.  12.  The  compulsory  vaccination  and  revaccination  shall  be  performed  from 
March  to  September  with  animal  virus,  within  30  days  of  its  extraction  from  the 
animal;  and  they  shall  be  performed  gratuitously  by  doctors  or  persons  especially 
authorized  therefor  by  the  national  department  of  hygiene. 

Art.  13.  Authorized  persons  who  practice  vaccination  without  observing  the  care 
and  methods  of  procedure  prescribed  therefor  by  the  National  Department  of  Hyeiene 
?hall  be  fined  $100,  and  this  shall  not  exempt  them  from  personal  responsibility 
for  barm  done  to  the  person  vaccinated. 

Art.  14.  Any  unauthorized  person  who  shall  practice  vaccination  which  shall  affect 
the  health  or  life  of  the  person  vaccinated  shall  be  fined  $500,  and  this  shall  not 
exempt  him  from  personal  responsibility  for  the  harm  done. 

Art.  15.  For  the  execution  of  this  law  the  National  Department  of  Hygiene  shall 
provide  the  animal  virus  gratis. 

Art.  16.  Any  doctor  who  shall  give  a  false  certificate  of  vaccination  or  revaccina- 
tion, or  to  the  effect  that  a  person  has  had  smallpox,  or  is  not  in  proper  condition  to 
be  operated  upon  shall  be  nned  $500. 

Art.  17.  The  fines  shall  be  imposed  directly  by  the  respective  sanitary  division 
with  appeal  to  the  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  district. 

The  fines  collected  shall  accrue  to  the  benefit  of  the  National  Institute  of  Vaccina- 
tion. 

Art.  18.  The  executive  power,  in  enforcing  this  law,  will  bear  in  mind  the  diffi- 
culties in  the  way  of  applying  article  5  strictly  in  remote  places  and  will  determine 
the  manner  and  time  of  carrying  out  article  4. 

Art.  19.  Let  it  be  communicated  to  the  executive  power.

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  McMahon  reports,  November  5,  as  follows: 
Month  of  October,  1903:  Bills  of  health  issued,  13;  vessels  inspected, 
13;  vessels  disinfected,  1;  crews  inspected,  500;  passengers  inspected, 
184. 

No  quarantinable  disease  has  been  present  on  any  of  these  vessels. 
One  vessel,  Ilydra^  was  disinfected  here  on  October  10,  by  request  of 
the  captain. 

During  this  month  there  has  not  appeared  any  quarantinable  disease 
on  any  incoming  vessel  entering  this  port.  Strict  quarantine  regula- 
tions have  been  maintained  by  the  Cuoan  officials  against  all  infected 
ports. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  city  is  faiily  good.  The  greatest 
menace  to  the  public  health  is  the  lacK  of  an  efficient  sewerage  system. 
I  made  an  inspection  of  the  entire  city  last  week,  and  most  of  the 
premises  where  the  j)oor  people  live  I  found  in  a  very  dirty  condition 
from  accumulation  in  surface  closets  and  cesspools.  As  has  been 
reported  before  from  this  office,  all  kitchen  slops  and  bath  water  are 
thrown  into  the  streets. 

The  slaughterhouse  is  kept  very  clean,  as  well  as  the  premises  around 
it.     The  blood  and  intestinal  refuse  is  thrown  into  the  bay,  and  every- 
thing else  is  removed  from  the  premises  every  day  and  the  house 
thoroughly  cleaned.

The  inclosed  mortuary  report  for  the  week  shows  an  increase  ol  ^ 
cases  of  scarlet  fever  over  the  report  of  the  previous  week,  there  being 
11  deaths  from  that  disease  for  the  week  just  ended.  There  seems  U- 
be  a  doubt  in  the  minds  of  the  medical  men  in  this  citv  as  to  whether 
this  outbreak  of  scarlet  fever  is  not  German  measles  or  deng-ue.  Doctor 
Lain^,  one  of  the  leading  practitioners  of  this  city,  is  quoted  in  one  of 
the  daily  papers  of  Habana  as  stating  that  the  disease  is  not  scarlatina, 
and  in  reply  to  this  statement  Dr.  E.  B.  Barnet,  the  acting  chief  san- 
itary oflScer  of  this  city,  published  the  following  article,  which  I  quote 
verbatim: 

[The  Habana  Post,] 

In  answer  to  Doctor  Lain^'s  interv^iew,  published  in  your  issue  of  the  7th  instam 
under  the  heading  ** Epidemic  not  scarlatina,"  in  which  that  able  physician  and 
friend  of  mine  says  "that  in  Habana  we  have  lost  but  from  one-tenth  to  one-hal: 
per  cent  of  the  cases,"  I  deem  it  necessary  to  state  that  the  death  rate  from  s»fairi«< 
fever  in  Cuba  is  not  so  low  as  Doctor  Lain^  puts  it,  for  although  comprising  all  the 
reported  cases  of  true  scarlatina  and  those  of  rotheln,  which  would  have  been  om- 
sidered  as  scarlet  fever,  the  mortality  for  this  city  is  as  follows:  In  181*9,  11  cases, 
deaths  0,  i>ercentage  0;  in  1900,  16  cases,  deaths  3,  percentage  18.75;  m  1901,  8  cas^*, 
deaths  4,  percentage  50;  in  1902,  110  case«,  deaths  11,  percentage  10;  in  19*)3,  fn>ni 
January  to  September,  inclusive,  424  cases,  deaths  24,  percentage  5.65;  Oi^tober  brt, 
534  cases,  deaths  26,  percentage  4.86. 

It  is  true  that  as  compared  with  that  of  other  countries  this  mortality  for  scarli- 
tina  is  relatively  low.  Notwithstanding,  Abbot  of  Philadelphia  (The  Hygiene  of 
Transmissable  Disease),  writes:  **In  mild  outbreaks  (of  scarlet  feveH  the  fcatality 
varies  from  4.5  to  10  per  cent,  while  in  severe  epidemics  it  often  reaches  15  and  i) 
per  cent  of  those  affected." 

The  commission  of  infectious  diseases  of  the  sanitary  department  of  Habana  (tliap- 
nosticians)  composed  of  so  able  clinicans  as  Doctors  Finlay,Guitera8,  Albertini.  \er$- 
monte,  and  Martinez  (P^milio),  and  many  other  physicians  of  high  standing  in  xbf 
city,  have  seen  a  great  number  of  the  patients  and  pronounced  that  the  present  oot- 
break  of  eruptive  fever  in  Habana  is  scarlatina;  however,  a  few  of  the  cases  are  class- 
fied  by  the  commission  as  measles  and  German  measles. 

Doctor  Lebredo  says  that  at  present  we  have  at  Las  Animas  hospital  three  tvpit* 
cases  of  scarlet  fever,  which  Doctor  Lain6  is  invited  to  go  and  see  in  order  to  ohinfe 
his  views  on  the  matter.

Report  for  the  month  of  October,  1903.  The  number  of  bills  of 
healtn  issued  was  17.  This  is  a  slignt  increase  over  September,  but 
still  below  the  average;  July  and  August  were  also  below  the  average. 
This  is  the  dull  season  in  Cuba,  but  the  number  of  vessels  going  to 
the  United  States  this  year  is  less  than  for  the  corresponding  period 
of  last  year. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  for  October  is  74.  This  is  an  increase 
of  14  over  September,  which  had  an  unusually  low  mortality.  The 
increase  is  in  aigestive  diseases  and  in  unspecified  causes  of  death — of 
the  latter  there  were  10,  all  of  them  being  cases  for  judicial  procedure, 
though  some  of  them  were  due  to  natural  causes. 

The  condition  of  the  citj^  as  a  whole  is  not  as  clean  as  it  was  last 
month.  This  is  more  noticeable  in  the  outskirts  of  the  city,  where 
the  rains  have  torn  up  the  streets  so  badly  as  to  interfere  with  drain- 
age, thus  causing  stagnant  pools.  Most  of  the  streets  are  unpaved, 
and  these  from  neglect  are  getting  in  very  bad  condition. 
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We  have  had  frequent  but  light  rains  lately.  This  is  unusuil  at 
this  time  of  the  year,  but  they  were  needed  to  compensate  for  a  ratbtr 
dry,  rainy  season. 

^o  contagious  diseases  were  reported  during  the  month.  Therf 
were  3  cases  of  htemoglobinuric  fever  in  the  city,  but  they  all  recov 
ered. 

Two  more  inspectors  have  been  added  to  the  sanitarj-  dejwirtineni. 
The  city  has  agam  been  divided  into  four  districts,  and  one  inspector 
is  in  charge  of  each  district.  A  systematic  house-to-house  inspectioo 
has  been  Begun. 

In  view  of  the  epidemic  of  scarlet  fever  in  Habana  the  superior 
board  of  health  has  issued  a  circular  which  has  been  distributed  all 
over  the  island  giving  popular  instructions  to  prevent  its  contagioo 
and  propagation.     This  nas  been  published  in  the  local  papers. 

The  city  board  of  health  held  a  meeting  to  discuss  the  situation.  A^ 
a  result  of  this  the  alcalde  has  issued  a  proclamation  warning  all  per- 
sons to  call  a  doctor  as  soon  as  they  notice  a  child  with  an  eruptive 
fever,  and  reminding  the  doctors  that  they  must  report  contagious  dis- 
eases to  the  chief  of  the  sanitary  department.

China, — In  Newchwan^  between  the  30th  of  August  and  13th of 
September  there  were  registered  110  cases  of  plague  (with  82  deaths)- 
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BrltUh  South  Africa, — During  the  week  ended  September  26  1 
case  of  plague  occurred  in  Port  Elizabeth. 

Brazil. — In  Rio  de  Janeiro  between  the  2l8tand  27th  of  September 
there  were  registered  35  new  cases  of  plague  (and  13  deaths).

— During  the  two  weeks  ending  October  3  and  Octo- 
ber 10  there  were  registered  in  the  Bombay  Presidency  12,626  and 
14,974  cases  of  plague,  with  8,952  and  10,954  deaths,  respectively,  of 
which  there  occurred  90  and  61  cases,  with  79  and  56  deaths,  in  the 
city  of  Bombay,  and  in  the  Port  of  Broach  23  and  48  cases,  with  20 
and  45  deaths;  in  the  town  and  port  of  Karachi  5  and  8  cases,  with  5 
and  7  deaths. 

Ilonghmg. — Between  the  13th  and  26th  of  September  3  new  cases 
of  plague  were  registered  in  Hongkong,  with  3  deaths. 

Japan. — In  Yokohama,  between  the  17th  of  August  and  25th  of 
September,  there  were  registered  13  cases  of  plague,  with  9  deaths. 

British  South  Africa. — During  the  week  ended  October  3  2  new 
cases  of  plague  occurred  in  Port  Elizabeth  and  2  plague  patients  died 
in  the  hospital.

Report  from  Calcutta — Topography  and  sanitary  conditions. 

Calcutta,  India,  October  7,  190S. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  Calcutta  is  a  city  of  about 
1,000,000  inhabitants  situated  60  miles  from  the  Bay  of  Bengal  on  the 
Hoogli  River,  23  feet  above  the  sea  level.  It  is  to  the  west  of  the 
numerous  branches  or  mouths  of  the  Ganges,  and  there  are  seveml  rivers 
near  at  hand  to  the  westward.  Located  thus  in  what  comes  near  being 
a  swamp,  with  the  high  degree  of  heat,  the  relative  humidity  ranges 
near  the  point  of  saturation.  Stone  piers  have  been  constructed  along 
the  Calcutta  or  east  side  of  the  river  at  intervals  for  4  or  5  miles 
beside  which  vessels  may  lie,  and  off  against  them  are  numerous  buoys 
to  which  vessels  are  anchored.  The  docking  facilities  are  limited  when 
compared  with  the  large  number  of  boats — five  to  ten  sailing  daily — 
hence  the  majority  load  and  unload  in  open  bay. 

For  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1903,  43  bills  of  health  were 
issued  to  vessels  bound  for  American  ports.  1  understand  that  it  has 
been  the  custom  for  the  consul-general,  who  at  the  time  of  my 
arrival  was  absent  on  vacation  and  has  not  yet  returned,  to  visit  the 
vessel  in  company  with  the  chief  health  officer  for  this  port  and  after 
inspection  to  give  the  bill  of  health. 

In  accordance  with  agreements  entered  into  at  the  Vienna  Con- 
ference, every  vessel  leaving  Calcutta  is  inspected  as  to  its  general 
cleanliness,  its  cargo,  its  fo(Kl  and  water  supply,  and  the  personnel  of 
its  crew.  The  temperature  of  all  suspicious  individuals  is  taken,  and 
a  rise  above  99^  F.  is  sufficient  for  rejection.  The  clothing  and  effects 
of  all  ^*'  lascars" — i.e.,  native  sailors — are  disinfected  by  steam,  and  after 
the  inspection,  which  asually  occurs  the  daj'  previous  to  sailing,  a 
guard  is  established  to  prevent  departure  from  the  ship.     *    *     * 

All  vessels,  whether  or  not  bound  for  British  Dorts,  are  treated 
exactly  alike.  Rat  protectors  are  not  used  on  the  clocking  lines,  but 
I  am  informed  that  an  order  is  about  to  be  issued  for  their  employ- 
ment. Rats  are  destroyed  on  none  of  the  boats  except  those  bound 
for  Australian  ports.  The  lines  of  these  boats  have  rat  protectors  and 
their  captains  request  their  destruction  aboard  ship,  because  without 
a  certificate  of  the  enforcement  of  the  above  precautions  they  would 
be  delayed  by  quarantine  at  all  Australian  ports.

It  must  be  acknowledged  that  the  precautions  taken  here  are  excel- 
lent with  the  two  exceptions  previously  mentioned,  one  of  which  will 
soon  be  overcome,  and  my  impression  is  that  before  long  we  will  be 
killing  the  lats  on  boats  bound  for  American  ports.  The  matter  may 
require  more  or  less  diplomatic  handling,  but  I  think  now  it  can  be 
accomplished.  It  would  be  very  simple  if  I  could  assure  the  cap- 
tains that  otherwise  they  would  encounter  delays  at  our  ports. 

The  claim  is  made  that  as  yet  no  vessel  from  Calcutta  has  conveyed 
plague  or  cholera. 

The  disinfection  of  the  clothing  and  effects  of  European  sailors  is 
not  considered  necessary,  because  their  haunts  are  altogether  differ- 
ently situated  from  those  of  the  natives,  and  they  are  not  classed  as 
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infected.  How  true  this  may  be  I  am  not  yet  prepared  to  say,  but  as 
my  knowledge  of  the  city  extends  I  hope  to  be  able  to  speak  with 
more  positiveness. 

Almost  all  of  our  vessels  clear  for  New  York  or  Boston,  very  few 
going  direct  to  our  dependencies,  this  traflSc  being  carried  on  by 
transshipment. 

The  water  supply  is  taken  from  the  Hoogli  River,  some  5  or  6 
miles  above  the  city,  and  in  my  opinion  its  purity  is  open  to  question, 
although  the  European  population  does  not  suffer  from  cholera.  The 
disease  is  constantly  present  and  if  the  water  is  not  infected  it  must  be 
conveyed  by  more  or  less  direct  personal  contact.  It  can  be  readily 
understood  how  from  the  filthy  habits  of  the  natives  this  could  occur.

During  the  week  there  were  23  deaths  from  all  causes,  of  which  1 
was  from  smallpox,  1  from  pernicious  fever,  2  from  tuberculosis,  and 
19  from  noncontagious  causes. 

There  were  2  new  cases  of  3^ellow  fever  reported  during  the  week, 
which  are  the  only  cases  remaining. 

The  situation  has  greatly  improved  in  these  last  fifteen  days.  There 
have  been  10  causes,  with  1  death.  This  is  probably  due  to  the  north 
winds  and  cold  tempemture  killing  the  ste^omyiae,  of  which  very  few 
now  exist.  The  reports  from  the  surroundmg  country  show  that  there 
has  also  been  a  decrease  in  the  infection. 

Report  from  Vera  Cruz — Yello^c  fever  hospital. 

Assistant  Surgeon  Goldberger  reports,  November  2,  as  follows: 
Week  ended  October  31.  The  sanitary  measures  directed  against  yel- 
low fever  are  being  pushed.  A  special  hospital  for  yetlow  fever 
patients  of  the  better  classes  has  just  been  opened  and  will  compare 
favorabl}^  with  anything  of  its  kind  anywhere.

Both  were  placed  in  quarantine 
under  guard  while  here.  The  Caracas  carried  6  passengers  for  San 
Juan,  4  of  whom  were  considered  nonimmunes  and  removed  for  deten- 
tion and  observation  to  the  quarantine  station.  The  PhUadelph'td 
brought  3  nonimmunes,  and  these  were  detained  in  quarantine  a> 
usuaL 

On  the  22d  instant  the  Spanish  steamship  MtniUertHit  arrived  froro 
Habana  via  Port  Limon,  Colon,  Sabanilla,  Curasao,  Porto  Cabello, 
and  La  Guaym.  This  vessel  remained  in  port  about  twenty-four 
hours.  The  usual  quarantine  restrictions  were  enforced  while  the 
vessel  w  as  in  the  harbor,  and  tt  of  the  9  passengers  for  San  Juan  hein^ 
considered  nonimmunes  were  taken  to  the  island  for  detention  and 
observation. 

There  exists  at  present  in  the  citv  of  San  Juan  two  c^ses  of  varioloid, 
mild  in  character  and  well  isolateci.

CJwlera  at  Diarhekir, 

Consul  Norton,  at  Harput,  reports,  October  15,  to  the  Department 
of  State  as  follows: 

Notes  from  the  Harput  consular  distri-ct. 

October  13, 1908,  cholera:  On  October  8 1  was  advised  by  my  French 
colleague  at  Diarbekirand  by  the  German  physician  resident  there  that 
cholera  had  broken  out  in  that  city  on  September  29.  Since  then  there 
was  an  average  of  5  deaths  daily,  chiefly  in  the  Turkish  quarter.  The 
outbreak  seems  to  be  due  to  the  ease  with  which  people  c*oming  from 
Uria,  where  cholera  has  been  epidemic  for  some  time,  are  able  to  bribe 
the  quarantine  guards.  Cholera  has  been  prevalent  for  some  time  at 
Severek,  halfway  from  Uria  to  Diarbekir,  and  the  fruits  of  Severek 
are  sold  daily  in  the  Diarbekir  market  place.     H.  E.  Nazim  Pasha^

the  vali  of  Diarbekir,  refuses  with  singular  pertinacitv  to  recognize 
officiall}'  the  presence  of  cholera  in  the  city,  and  has  ordered  the  phy- 
sicians to  keep  it  secret.  The  French  vice-consul  ordered,  however, 
the  closing  of  the  Catholic  schools.  The  German  physician  does  not 
apprehend  any  serious  epidemic  on  account  of  the  lateness  of  the 
season.  I  have  good  reason  to  judge  from  a  tele^mm  received  from 
him  on  October  10  that  the  disease  is  not  spreading-  I  immediately 
reported  the  condition  of  affairs  to  our  vali.  He  is  in  some  embarass- 
ment.  Nazim  Pasha  has  wired  several  energetic  protests  against  the 
establishment  of  a  quarantine  at  Kizin  Khan  (Of.  Note  17)  against 
travelei"s  from  Arghana  Maaden,  declaring  that  there  is  no  cholera  at 
that  place.  Thus  far  no  steps  have  been  taken  to  establish  quarantine 
on  otner  routes  from  Diarbekir.  There  are  no  new  cases  announced 
from  Arghana^  Maaden,  or  Gerger.

Fftrther  concerning  hydrocyanic-avid  gas  against  honneliold  insects* 

Public  Health  Reports  of  November  13  contains  a  very  pmctlcal  and 
instructive  article  by  Dr.  L.  O.  Howard  upon  the  employment  of 
hydrocyanic-acid  gas  in  de8troying  household  insects.  Apropos  of 
this  subject,  an  abstract  from  a  paper  read  before  the  American  Public 
Health  Association  by  Dr.  Fernando  Lopez,  of  Mexico,  will  be  of 
interest. 

Doctor  Lopez  first  draws  attention  to  the  relation  of  insects  and 
animals  to  communicable  diseases.  He  lays  particular  stress  upon  the 
role  played  by  the  mosquito  in  malaria,  filariasis,  and  yellow  fever  and 
the  carrying  of  bubonic  plague  infection  by  fleas.  He  mentions  the 
possibility  of  typhoid  or  tubercle  bacilli  being  carried  by  flies  and 
other  insects  and  the  part  played  by  rats  and  mice  in  spreading  plague 
and  other  diseases. 

After  establishing  the  relation  between  insects  and  rodents  and  the 
communicable  diseases,  he  emphasizes  the  value  and  necessity  of  dis- 
infecting with  an  agent  which  will  surely  and  rapidly  destroy  animal 
and  insect  life.  His  experiments,  conducted  at  the  military  hospital 
of  instruction,  show  that  hydrocyanic  acid  gas  in  a  closed  room  kills 
animals  and  insects  quickly  and  surely  if  generated  in  proper  volume 
and  if  cracks  and  crevices  in  the  room  are  properly  sealed.  He  states 
that  for  chinches,  fleas,  lice,  and  cockroaches,  no  less  than  20  gmms 
of  cyanide  to  the  cubic  meter  should  be  used  and  the  time  of  exposure 
should  be  at  least  six  hours. 

For  rats  and  mice  15  grams  to  the  cubic  meter  should  be  used,  the 
<»xposure  to  last  at  least  four  hours.  For  mosquitoes  10  grams  to  the 
cubic  meter  should  be  used,  the  exposure  lasting  six  hours.  He  says 
that  1  gi*am  to  the  cubic  meter,  with  an  exposure  of  one  hour,  is 
sufficient  to  kill  flies: 

He  agrees  with  Doctor  Howard  in  the  great  care  which  should  be 
(»xercised  in  handling  this  highly  potent  poison  and  that  although  the 
o-as  is  not  supposed  to  be  inflammable,  all  lights  should  be  extinguished. 
He  commends  the  method  of  generating  the  gas  as  outlined  by  Doctor 
Howard  (dropping  the  potassium  cyanide  contained  in  a  paper  bag  into  a 
Imsin  of  dilute  acid),  but  suggests  that  tarlatan  be  used  instead  of  paper 
160  -^83 
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bags  for  containing  the  charge  of  potassium  cyanide.  This  material 
permits  the  reaction  to  begin  immediately,  whereas  the  paper  bajr 
might  cause  some  delay. 

In  a  very  large  room  where  a  large  quantity  of  the  cyanide  must  l)e 
used,  he  suggest^  the  following  method,  which  will  generate  the  gis 
more  slowly  and  obviate  the  danger  from  violent  ebullition  and  heat 
production  which  may  result  where  a  large  quantity  of  the  salt  i^ 
dropped  at  once  into  the  acid, 

*'The  process  consists  in  placing  the  salt  with  a  little  water  in  a 
porcelain  cask  of  sufficient  capacity,  and  the  sulphuric  acid  oonven- 
ientl}'  diluted  in  another  cask  which  has  a  faucet.  Plac*e  a  iK>rcelain 
or  enameled  iron  vessel  in  the  mouth  of  the  first  cask,  holding  it  in 
place  by  wires,  giving  it  a  slight  inclination,  so  that  the  liquid  poured 
into  it  will  run  into  the  interior  of  the  cask;  place  the  cask  containing 
the  sulphuric  acid  upon  the  table  so  that  the  faucet  will  be  in  the  air: 
place  the  second  cask  upon  the  floor  so  that  the  vessel  attached  to  its 
mouth  will  be  just  beneath  the  faucet.  Having  prepared  everything 
in  this  way  and  the  time  comes  to  verify  the  reaction,  calmly  tufn  the 
faucet  so  that  the  solution  of  sulphuric  acid  will  fall  on  the  small 
vessel  and  run  into  the  cask  containing  the  cyanide.  It  is  easih 
understood  that  by  using  this  artifice  there  will  be  plenty  of  time  to 
escape  from  the  action  of  the  gas  And  toVomplete  the  operation  with 
calmness  and  surety."  ■ 

Doctor  Lopez  says  further  that  the  gas  constitutes  '*an  estimable 
agent  for  the  disinfection  of  railroad  cars,  especially  against  the  prop- 
agation of  yellow  fever."  He  also  thinks  the  method  particularly 
applicable  for  the  destruction  of  animals  and  insects  on  l)oard  ships, 
because  of  the  ease  with  which  a  ship  can  l>e  isolated  from  other 
habitations.

CHINA. 

Reports  frcnn  Hongkong. 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  McMuUen  reports  October  15  and  19  as 
follows: 

Week  ended  October  10, 1903 — Twelve  vessels,  with  920  officers  and 
crew  and  847  passengers  (170  cabin  and  677  steerage)  were  inspected 
and  granted  bills  of  health.  Five  hundred  and  seventy-six  crew  and 
646  steerage  passengers  were  bathed  and  their  baggage  disinfected 
1,241  pieces. 

The  only  communicable  diseases  reported  for  the  week  were  two  fatal 
cases  of  plague  (Chinese),  both  of  which  occurred  in  the  city.  One 
alien  per  s.s.  Victoria^  with  trachoma,  was  recommended  for  rejection. 

Week  ended  October  17,  1903:  Six  vessels,  with  617  crew  and  offi- 
cers and  578  passengers  (217  cabin  and  361  steerage)  were  inspected 
and  granted  bills  of  health;  469  crew  and  337  steerage  were  bathed  and 
their  baggage  disinfected.  One  vessel  to  Manila  via  Amoy  was 
directed  to  proceed  via  Marivelles  for  disinfection.  There  was  1 
rejection  for  fever,  and  18  aliens  (Chinese  steerage)  were  recommended 
for  rejection  on  account  of  trachoma. 

The  following  communicable  diseases  were  reported  for  the  week: 
Two  cases  and  2  deaths  from  plague  and  1  case  of  enteric  fever. 

Reports  from  SfianghaL 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Ransom  reports  October  13  and  19  a^ 
follows: 

Week  ended  October  10,  1903,  there  were  inspected  3  vessels,  152 
crew  (18  cabin  and  1  steerage  passenger).  Three  cases  of  illness  on 
board  ships  bound  to  the  United  States  were  investigated.  There 
were  vised  30,815  pieces  of  freight. 

Communicable  diseases  were  repoiied  to  the  municipal  health  officer 
as  follows:  Cholera,  7  deaths;  enteric  fever,  3  cases,  and  diphtheria, 
1  case.     The  total  mortality  reported  was  7  foreigners  and  189  natives. 

Newchwang  is  the  onlv  outport  reporting  quamntinable  disease 
present.  During  the  week  ended  October  3  there  occurred  at  that 
port  144  cases  and  142  deaths  from  plague.  Since  the  commencement 
of  the  present  epidemic  during  the  first  week  in  September  of  this 
year  there  has  been  a  total  of  465  cases  and  414  deatns  from  plague 
at  Newchwang. 
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A  case  of  cholera  on  the  BHtish  hark  OUvehank  at  Shanghai* 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Ransom  reports  October  19,  as  follows:  The 
British  bark  ()livd>ank  sailed  from  this  port  yesterday,  bound  to  Ro3'al 
Koads,  near  Victoria,  British  Columbia,  for  orders.  During  her  stay 
in  Shanghai  the  OUvehank  had  on  boara  one  case  of  cholera  that  I  know 
of,  and  1  suggested  to  the  agents,  the  Standard  Oil  Company,  through 
her  captain,  the  advisability  of  havin'g  her  disinfected  under  the  super- 
vision of  this  office,  in  view  of  the  possibility  of  her  ultimate  destina- 
tion being  an  American  port,  but  this  suggestion  was  not  acted  upon. 
I  would  further  state  that  it  is  believed  that  the  vessel  carried  mud 
ballast  from  the  Wangpoo  River,  which  is  considered  by  this  office  to 
be  dangerous. 

This  information  is  forwarded  in  case  the  Bureau  may  desire  to  have 
the  vessel  disinfected  should  she  go  finally  to  an  American  port,  and 
a  copy  of  this  letter  will  be  sent  to  the  United  States  quarantine  officer 
at  Port  Townsend,  Wash. 

Note. — Doctor  Montizambert,  director-general  of  public  health, 
Ottawa,  Canada,  was  notified  of  this  vessel,  also  the  quarantine  officer 
at  Port  Townsend,  Wash. 

CUBA. 

Reports  from  CienfiiegoB. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  McMahon  reports  November  12  and  17  as 
follows:  Week  ended  November  7,  1903.  Bills  of  health  were  issued 
to  3  vessels  going  to  ports  in  the  United  States,  all  in  ^ood  sanitary 
condition  and  no  sickness. 

No  quarantinable  disease  has  arrived  at  this  port  on  vessels  during 
this  week,  nor  has  any  been  reported  in  the  city. 

The  mortuary  report  has  not  been  received  yet,  and  will  be  for- 
warded as  soon  as  received. 

Week  ended  November  14,  1903.  Bills  of  health  were  issued  to  8 
vessels  going  to  ports  in  the  United  States,  all  in  good  sanitary  con- 
dition and  no  sicfeness  on  board  of  any  of  them. 

The  mortuary  report  for  the  city  for  the  first  ten  days  of  this  month 
has  just  been  received  and  shows  there  were  20  deaths,  caused  by, 
tuberculosis  3,  malaria  1,  meningitis  1,  and  other  noninteresting  causes. 
There  have  been  reported  2  cases  of  scarlet  fever  in  the  city  this 
week,  and  the  city  authorities  are  taking  every  precaution  to  prevent 
its  spread. 

Reports  from  Matamas. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Nfinez  reports  November  11  and  16  as 
olloTvs:   Week  ended  November  7,  1903. 

The  case  of  scarlet  fever  in  this  city,  mentioned  in  my  previous 
eport,  was  discharged  cured  on  the  9th  instant.  Since  then  no  other 
ases  have  been  reported.  One  case  of  rCtheln,  or  German  measles, 
ccurred  in  this  city  last  week,  and  the  usual  precautions  are  being 
tken  to  prevent  its  spread.

GERMANY. 

Report  from  Berlin — Mortua^'y  statistics. 

Consul-General  Mason  reports  November  6  as  follows:  The  death  rate 
of  Berlin  for  the  week  ended  Octol)er  24  was  not  much  higher  than  in  the 
preceding  week  and  the  corresponding  week  of  last  year;  it  amounted, 
calculated   on   the   year,   to   13.9   per   thousand  of   the  population. 
Among  the  large  Oerman  cities  only  5  could  show  more  favorable 
figures  than  Berlin,  namely,  Dresden,  Hanover,  Crefeld,  Charlotten- 
burg  (with  12.9),  and  Schfineber^  with  7.4  per  thousand.     The  death 
rate  of  Braunschweig  was  identical  with  the  Berlin  figure,  while  the 
following  cities  amonof  others  had  a  considerably  higher  rate  than 
Berlin:  Stuttgart,  Carlsruhe,  Bremen,  Hamburg,  Leipzig,  Frankfurt- 
am-Main,  Munich,  Nuremberg,  Cologne,  Magdeburg.  Breslau,  and 
KOnigsberg,  as  well  as  London,  Paris,  and  Vienna.     Tnere  was  again 
a  decline  in  the  number  of  deaths  among  children  in  the  first  year  of 
life,  the  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  being  exclusively  confined 
to  the  higher-age  classes.     The  mortality  rate  among  infants  amounted 
to  3.6  per  year  and  thousand,  being  less  than  half  the  rate  of  Munich, 
Nuremberg,  Bremen,  and  Breslau.     The  registered  number  of  cases  of 
acute  disease  of  the  respiratory  organs  also  showed  a  decline,  causing 
during  this  week  29  deaths.     There  was  no  variation  with  regard  to 
acute  mtestinal  diseases,  which  claimed  62  victims;  11  children  suc- 
cumbed to  cholerine,  76  persons  died  of    phthisis  pulmonalis,   and 
cancer  claimed  44  victims.     Further,  there  were  registered  4  deaths 
from  scarlet  fever,  6  deaths  from  diohtheria,  and  2  deaths   from 
measles;  2  persons  died  of  typhus,  ana  influenza  claimed  4  victims. 
Finally,  7  persons  died  by  violence.

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JAPAN. 

Cholera  in  Nagasaki. 

Sanitary  Inspector  Bowie  reports  October  26  as  follows:  A  sudden 
outbreak  of  cholera  occurred  in  this  city  on  Thursday  last,  number- 
ing 20  cases.  In  the  three  days  that  have  since  elapsed,  the  number 
has  been  increased  to  49,  with  27  deaths.  The  disease  is  not  confined 
to  any  one  part  of  the  town,  but  is  rapidly  spreading  throughout  the 
different  quarters.  So  far  as  I  am  able  to  learn,  the  first  cases  were 
thought  to  have  been  caused  by  eating  small,  sardine-like  fish,  called 
by  the  Japanese  "iwashi,"  a  very  favorite  dish  among  the  natives, 
especially  when  dried.  Thus  far  the  disease  has  not  K)und  any  vic- 
tims among  the  foreign  residents  or  visitors. 

Report  from  YoTcohaiiia. 

Assistant  Sufgeon  Dunlap  Moore  report^^  October  26  as  follows: 
Week  ended  October  17,  1903.  The  official  ''report  of  contagious 
diseases"  for  the  above  period,  just  received,  includes  the  following: 
Enteric  fever,  5  cases,  3  deaths;  diphtheria,  3  cases,  no  deaths;  plague 
(doubtful),  2  cases,  1  death;  dysentery,  3  cases,  1  death.  The  case  of 
cholera  noted  in  the  report  for  the  week  ended  October  10  has  since 
been  determined  not  to  have  been  true  cholera.  Press  reports  state 
that  a  case  of  cholerine  occurred  in  this  city  on  October  21. 

According  to  the  same  authority,  a  number  of  new  cases  of  pest 
were  discovered  in  Yokohama  during  the  week  ended  October  24. 
Authoritative  statistics  show  that  from  May  10  to  October  17,  1903, 
there  have  been  officially  reported  in  Yokohama  29  cases  of  plague, 
with  23  deaths,  and  3  cases  oi  "  doubtful  plague,"  with  2  deaths. 

According  to  press  reports  8  doubtful  cases  of  cholera  occurred  in 
the  city  of  Nagasaki  on  the  21st  instant.  The  same  authority  states 
that  3  doubtful  cases  of  the  same  disease  occurred  in  Kami-Nagasaki- 
Mura  (a  village  near  Nagasaki)  on  the  above  date. 

MEXICO. 

Report  from  Tampico. 

Temporarv  Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Lippincott  reports  as  follows: 
Week  endeci  November  7,  1903:  Bills  of  health  issued,  6;  vessels 
innpected  and  passed,  4;  vessels  disinfected  and  passed,  1;  personnel 
of  crew,  21 1 ;  passengers,  4;  baggage,  7  pieces. 

There  were  2  new  cases  of  yellow  fever  officially  reported  during 
the  week,  and  1  remaining  from  the  previous  weck^  making  a  total  of 
3  cases  for  the  week  ended  November  7,  1903.  Fifteen  deaths  were 
recorded,  of  which  1  was  from  pernicious  fever  and  14  from  noncon- 
ta^ous  causes. 

The  situation  has  improved  more  than  could  be  expected  in  the  last 
rif  teen  days,  which  is  probably  due  to  the  cool  temperature.  One  fire- 
man and  a  stewaixl  were  removed  from  steamship  Saratoga^  on  inspec- 
tion, with  temperatures  38.5^  and  39^,  respectively,  have  proved  oad 
[janes  of  malarial  fever,  and  are  still  under  treatment  at  the  city  hospital.

Consul  Canada  reports,  November  2,  as  follows:  The  '*  superior boaH 
of  health"  of  Mexico,  through  the  secretary  of  the  ti'easury,  hasasM 
for  an  appropriation  of  $100,000  for  the  purpose  of  inauguratinj.'  \ 
vigorous  campaign  against  yellow  fever  throughout  the  Republic,  aM 
upon  the  recommendation  of  the  President  the  matter  was  laid  befoi^ 
Congress.  | 

An  outline  of  the  work  to  be  accomplished  has  been  kindly  hi 
nished  us  by  Drs.  N.  del  Rio  and  Manuel  Yglesias,  quarantine  phv;^ 
cians  at  this  port,  and  doubtless  these  same  measures  will  he  emplovflj 
at  all  points  within  the  limits  of  this  country  wherever  yellow  feveril 
prevalent  or  likely  to  be. 

On  September  1,  the  city  of  Vera  Cruz  was  divided  into  four  &\ 
tricts,  each  one  under  the  control  of  a  medical  oflScerandan  inspecto^ 
The  working  force  consists  of  6  inspectors  of  the  first  class,  14  of  ibl 
second,  together  with  30. assistants;  this  force  may  be  increased  i 
deemed  advisable. 

A  sj'stem  of  domiciliary  visits  is  in  contemplation  and  all  affect*^ 
persons  will  be  removed  at  once  either  to  one  of  the  hospitals  or  to  I 
sanitarium  recently  established  for  the  purpose.  All  patients  to  ^y 
isolated  while  under  medical  treatment. 

The  doors  and  windows  of  the  hospitals  and  sanitarium  are  provide! 
with  wire  netting;  there  are  double  doors  ari*anged  so  that  the  secotf 
one  can  not  be  opened  until  the  first  has  been  closed. 

Rooms  in  private  houses  screened  in  accordance  with  these  reguli 
tions,  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  inspecting  officer,  will  be  consij 
ered  as  properly  isolated  quarters  for  a  patient,  and  the  person  wi] 
not  be  removed. 

The  inspectors  will  examine  all  receptacles  containing  water  anl 
destroy  all  larva?  of  mosquitoes  encountered;  petroleum  will  be  u^e<) 
the  owner  or  tenant  to  be  required  to  cover  all  such  vessels  in  fl 
about  the  building. 

Stringent  rules  will  be  adopted  and  enforced  to  insure  absolul 
cleanliness  in  and  about  the  houses,  yards,  corridors,  and  passagewayij 
and  upon  completion  of  the  citv  drainage  works,  every  house  own«i 
will  be  compelled  to  connect  all  privies  and  water-closets  with  th 
sewers,  and  also  to  fill  up  all  cesspools  and  other  excavations  lun^d  f* 
the  reception  of  waste  matter. 

The  inspectors  are  also  required  to  exercise  supervision  over  «1 
matters  affecting  the  public  health,  as  also  the  cleaning  of  the  i)al>li 
thoroughfares,  now  done  under  the  supervision  of  the  police  dejiflrt 
ment.

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Since  ni}'  detailed  report  of  September  16,  1903,  in  which  the  sharp 
icrease  in  the  number  of  cholera  cases  was  ascribed  to  an  infected 
}ring,  there  has  been  a  gradual  decline  in  the  number  of  cases,  which 
no  doubt  due  to  the  fact  that  the  spring  was  closed.  The  number 
F  cases  has  been  reduced  from  79  per  week  to  52  per  week. 
Cholera  is  again  present  on  the  watershed  from  which  the  water  sup- 
ly  of  Manila  is  obtained.  As  long  as  this  menace  exists,  Manila  is 
kely  to  be  visited  almost  any  day  by  a  frightful  cholera  epidemic. 
Tliere  has  been  a  great  improvement  m  the  cholera  situation  at 
oilo.  At  Cebu  there  was  no  cholera  reported  during  the  week. 
Since  the  beginning  of  the  present  outbreak  of  plague  at  Cebu, 
Lugust  19,  1903),  there  have  been  16  cases  and  13  deaths  reported, 
'hen  it  is  considered  that  the  history  of  plague  in  the  islands  shows 
at  at  this  season  of  the  year  plague  is  always  at  its  lowest  ebb,  and 
this  period  at  least  16  cases  have  occurred,  there  is  considerable 
use  for  alarm,  especially  when  it  is  considered  that  no  assistance  to 
imp  it  out  is  bemg  rendered  by  the  people  of  Cebu.  The  board 
health  is  considering  the  advisability  of  quarantining  against  that 
>rt. 

Later  investigation  shows  that  plague  was  present  in  Cebu  last 
tumn,  and  that  it  is  not  improbable  that  other  cases  have  occurred 
ice  then.  This  still  further  strengthens  the  opinion  that  it  wa^  not 
troduced  from  the  outside  by  shipping.

There  has  been  a  steady  improvement  in  health  conditions  during 
the  week.  This  is  the  tirst  time  since  last  year  that  there  has  been  u 
entire  absence  of  plague  and  smallpox  in  Manila.  The  number  of 
cholera  cases  in  Manila  has  also  been  much  reduced.  At  Cebu  no 
cholera  was  reported,  and  at  lloilo  there  has  been  a  great  reduction  m 
the  number  of  cases. 

During  the  week  there  has  been  a  great  influx  of  Chinese  from 
Amoy.  The  surgeon,  Doctor  Johnson,  who  is  attached  to  the  con- 
sulate at  Amoy,  reports  that  there  is  no  plague  or  cholera  at  that  poH 
and  has  certified  the  passengers  as  safe;  m  consequence  there  has  neei 
no  quarantine  detention.  All  vessels  from  Hongkong  or  Amoy,  unle^'' 
disinfected  at  the  port  of  starting,  are  required  to  call  at  Marivele> 
for  disinfection  or  the  vessel,  crew,  and  passengers.  A  careful  ex 
amination  is  made  of  the  glandular  regions,  after  which  the  ve.v«el 
proceeds  to  Manila,  where  tne  passengers  are  again  inspected  before 
thev  land. 

The  port  of  Mariveles  is  now  used  as  a  coaling  station  by  the  Quar- 
termaster's Department  for  coaling  the  inter-island  transports.  About 
300  stevedores  are  employed  in  this  work,  and  since  cholera  has  brokec 
out  several  times  among  the  men  it  has  been  a  serious  problem  to  keep 
the  vessels  from  becoming  infected.  With  the  view  of  reducing  the 
danger  as  much  as  possible  negotiations  were  enter^  into  with  the 
army.  An  isolated  camp  for  these  men  was  suggested.  The  sugges 
tion  was  adopted,  and  a  camp  is  now  in  course  of  construction  by  the 
army.  This  increased  amount  of  shipping  at  Mariveles  has  almost 
doubled  the  work  of  the  service  at  that  port.

PUBLIC    HEALTH    REPORTS. 


[Reports  to  the  Surgeon-General,  Public  Health  and  Marine-Hospital  Service.] 

Oniimt^rcial  and  fttuiltary  relations  a^lth  the  went  coasts  of  Mexico^  Cen- 
tra} and  South  Am^^rica. 

Sra:  I  have  the  honor  to  invite  your  attention  to  the  sanitary  condi- 
tions upon  the  west  coasts  of  Mexico,  Central  and  South  America,  so 
far  as  tney  may  affect  the  health  of  tliis  country. 

Commerce  between  this  port  and  the  west  coast  is  maritime  and  prac- 
tically all  trade  is  done  by  regular  steamer  lines,  as  follows: 

The  Pacific  Cx)ast  St-eamship  C<>mpanv  runs  one  steamer,  the  Curacao^ 
as  far  down  as  Mazatlan,  touching  at  Gulf  of  California  ports  such  as 
La  Paz  and  Guaymas  en  route.  Tier  cargo  is  generally  ore,  bullion, 
live  turtles,  vegetables  (from  Guaymai^),  coffee,  nides,  dried  fish,  etc., 
coming  this  way,  and  provisions,  machinery,  etc.,  going  down.  She 
carries  in  addition  a  number  of  passengers  but  carries  no  snip's  surgeon. 
The  American-Hawaiian  Steamship  Company  inns  a  line  of  steamers 
from  New  York  around  Cape  Horn  to  San  Francisco,  thence  to  Hono- 
lulu, returning  the  same  way.  These  vessels  carry  no  passengers, 
bring  out  machineiy  and  heavy  or  bulky  articles  and  return  with  sugar, 
^rain,  etc.,  calling  only  at  Coronel,  Chili,  for  coal.  Coaling  is  done 
m  the  open  and  little  or  no  communication  is  allowed  with  shore.  This 
line  mav  therefore  be  eliminated  as  a  sanitary  danger. 

The  Rosmos  Line  maintains  a  fortnightly  schedule  (subject  to  change) 
between  this  coast  and  Europe,  with  vessels  of  the  Kosmos  and  Ham- 
burg-American companies.  These  vessels  leave  Hamburg  or  British 
ports  and,  touching  at  the  Canaries  or  Cape  Verde  Islands,  proceed 
direct  to  the  west  coast  of  South  America  when  thev  touch  at  every 
port,  except  Panama,  from  Coronel,  Chili,  to  San  f^rancisco,  where 
<*argo  or  passengers  may  be  left  or  taken  on.  Some  of  these  vessels 
bring  from  20  to  30  bills  of  health. 

Starting  from  Germany  with  a  small  crew  Chileans  arc  shipped  as 
laborers  at  Valparaiso  and  kept  until  the  return  trip. 

After  discharging  and  taking  oh  cargo  here  these  vessels  generally 
go  to  S(»attle  to  complete  cargo,  discharge  railroad  iron,  etc.,  thence 
proceed  upon  the  return  trip,  stoppingat  the  different  west  coast  ports, 
and,  in  addition,  going  to  nuenos  Ay  res  or  Montevideo.  Should  suf- 
ficient cargo  be  found  before  reaching  here,  vessels  transfer  through 
cargo  and  return  to  Europe.  Some  of  the  vessels  carry  passengers — 
saloon  and  steerage — and  such  vessels  have  a  ship's  surgeon. 

The  European  cargo  consists  of  macliinery,  iron,  wines,  etc.,  and 
niter,  ore,  bullion,  sugar,  mahogany  logs,  and  a  few  hides  are  taken  at 
the  west  coast  ports  of  the  Americas,  and  wheat,  logs,  etc.,  upon  the 
return  trips.

The  vessels  are  fairly  clean,  as  is  usual  with  Gerniau  vessels,  and  the 
sanitary  danger  lies  in  the  Chilean  crew  and  miserable  steerage  pas- 
sengers en  route  and  the  danger  of  infection  while  lying  at  the  dock> 
in  infected  South  American  ports. 

The  danger  of  infection  oy  rats  taken  on  upon  the  return  trip  i> 
eliminated  by  the  disinfection  received  at  Hamburg  after  discharge  of 
car^o.  Since  the  outbreak  upon  the  southern  coast  I  have  hi^eii  f  umi- 
gatmg  these  vessels  to  kill  vermin,  and  also  request  that  rat  gnaixis, 
etc.,  be  used  at  the  docks.  Certificate  of  fumigation  is  given,  and  tlii> 
is  used  to  obtain  pratique  at  certain  ports  upon  the  return  trip. 

Pacific  Mail  Steainsfup  Company, — This  company  maintains  a  line 
of  mail  and  passenger  steamers  which  sail  every  week  l>etwet*n  here 
and  Panama,  touching  at  fourteen  way  ports  in*  Mexico  and  C^^ntral 
America,  and  handling  practically  all  of  the  passenger  and  freig'ht 
business  of  these  poits  in  addition  to  all  through  business  via  Panama 
between  here  and  Europe  and  New  York.  At  Panama  connection  i?' 
made  via  the  railroad  to  Colon  with  vessels  of  the  same  line  to  New 
York:  with  the  Royal  Mail  line  to  Fram^e  and  England  via  Wo^t 
India  points;  with  the  Compagnie  General  Transatlantique  for  France: 
Hamburg- American  line  for  trance  andGermanv;  Compania  Tranc^t- 
lantica  de  Barcelona  for  Spain;  West  India  and  Pacific  hteamship  and 
Harrison  lines  for  Liveraool  via  Mexican  or  Jamaica  i>oints  and  New 
Orleans,  and  La  Veloce  Navigazione  Italiana  for  Genoa. 

Almost  all  of  the  through  freight  from  these  lines  consisti^  «>f 
machinery,  pianos,  furniture,  etc.,  from  New  York,  and  wines,  etc., 
from  Europe;  the  Central  American  and  Mexican  freight  comine  this 
way  being  chietlv  coffee,  ore,  and  bullion,  fruit  and  vegetables,Tiid<^s 
(green  and  salted),  and  alligator  and  deer  skins,  cured. 

Of  vastly  more  importance  from  a  sanitary  stand{X)int  at  present  i> 
another  connection  at  Panama;  the  steamers  of  the  Pacific  Steam  Navi- 
gation and  South  American  Steamship  companies  have  weekly  arrivals 
at  Panama  from  the  west  coast  of  South  American  port«  as  far  down  a^ 
Valpai-aiso,  including  therefore  the  ports  of  Chile,  Peru,  Ecuador,  and 
Colombia.  Traffic  arrangements  exist  between  this  company  and  tlie 
Pacific  Mail  Company,  and  freight  and  passengers  are  transferred  at 
Panama  for  shipment  to  this  port. 

The  vessels  or  the  Pacific  ^lail  Steamship  Company  now  lie  at  a  dcK*k 
in  Panama  while  loading  and  unloading.  They  carrv  ship's  surgeons, 
but  as  a  rule  they  carry  no  microscope.  Lately  tnere  nave  been  a 
number  of  deaths  from  "malaria"  reported  upon  the  up  trip  in  addi- 
tion to  the  deaths  from  yellow  fever. 

Reviewing  the  history  of  plague  epidemics  elsewhere,  it  is  no  reflec- 
tion upon  the  conscientious  and  brilliant  work  of  the  Mexican  health 
authorities  in  Mazatlan  to  fear  a  recrudescence  and  spread  southward 
of  this  disease  in  the  near  -future.  Bearing  in  mind  the  presence  of 
plague  along  the  South  American  coast  at  ports  connected  with  the 
city,  and  the  fact  that  there  is  no  quarantine  station  along  the  whole 
coast  south  of  San  Diego  (unless  we  except  the  one  to  be  built  by  the 
steamship  line  at  Mazanillo  (0),  considering  also  the  sanitary  condi- 
tion of  Panama  and  Colon  and  the  vast  trade  already  centering  then*. 
1  respectfully  recommend  considemtion  of  the  necessity  for  a  com- 
petent sanitary  inspector  of  this  Service  at  Panama.  *  ♦  ♦

and  to  the  aust  coast  of  Me.rico, 

In  the  report  contributed  by  Dr.  Eduardo  Moore,  upon  the  public 
health  of  the  Republic  of  Chile,  contained  in  the  Transactions  of  the 
First  Geneml  International  Sanitary  Convention  of  the  American 
Republics,  held  at  Washington,  D.  C.,  December  2,  3,  and  4,  1902, 
Senate  Document,  No.  169,  Fifty-seventh  Congress,  second  session, 
page  33,  under  Section  XVII,  the  following  statement  occurs: 

In  the  current  year  a  Buapicious  case  of  the  bubonic  plague  arrived  at  the  port  of 
Valparaiso  on  board  one  of  the  trans-Atlantic  steamers  which  had  touched  at  the 
I>ortfl  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  and  Montevideo,  and  that  had  made  a  voyage  of  eleven  days, 
and  f*aid  steamer  was  not  allowed  to  land  or  enter  in  our  first  port  of  entry,  namely, 
Punta  Arenas,  and  in  that  of  Coronel.  Said  vessel  was  permitted  to  enter  the  jport 
of  Valparaiso,  where  the  vessel  as  well  as  the  merchandise  was  thoroughly  disin- 
fected, and  the  patient  was  immediately  removed  to  an  improvised  floating  lazaretto. 

Section  XXV^III  also  sets  forth  this  danger: 

The  danger  to  which  our  country  is  exp<ised  on  account  of  contagious  diseases  pre- 
vailing in  the  neighboring  or  near  Republics  on  the  north  is  from  yellow  fever  from 
Ecuador,  Colombia,  Central  Americra,  and  Mexico;  intermittent  fever  from  said 
Republics  and  from  Peru;  leprosy  from  all  said  Republics  and  the  Peruvian  wart 
from  the  last-mentioned  Republic,  although  it  has  never  been  proved  in  the  latter 
country  to  have  an  established  focus  outride  of  the  hot  valleys.  It  is  known  that 
our  soldiers,  a  small  number  of  whom  contracte<l  the  disease  in  the  valley  of  OroUa 
during  the  Chilo-Peruvian-Bolivian  war,  did  not  leave  any  focus  of  the  disease  in, 
the  Republic,  and  some  of  the  cases  were  not  fatal,  which  is  indeed  a  rare  exception 
in  this  terrible  disease.  On  the  Atlantic  board  or  side  the  danger  is  also  not  so 
i^reat,  on  account  of  the  distance;  but  Brazil  is  greatly  feared  because  of  yellow  fever, 
leprosy,  beri-l)eri,  the  bulM>nic  plague,  ainhum,  and  malaria.  Uruguay  is  feared 
<»nly  on  account  of  le[)rosy.  The  Argentine  Republic  is  feared  on  account  of  the 
hulx>nic  plague,  which  at  present  prevails  there,  and  on  account  of  the  exanthematic 
typhus  imjK)rte<l  from  Europe.

Ri  LE  1.  The  transportation  of  bodies  dead  of  smallpox  or  bubonic 
plague  from  one  State,  Territory,  district,  or  province  to  another  is 
absolutely  prohibited. 

KuLE  2.  The  transportation  of  bodies  dead  of  Asiatic  cholera,  yel- 
low fever,  typhus  fever,  diphtheria  (membranous  croup),  scarlet  fever 
(scarlatina,  scarlet  rash),  erysipelas,  glanders,  anthrax,  or  leprosy 
shall  not  be  accepted  for  transportation  unless  prepared  for  shipment 
by  being  thoroughly  disinfected  !)y  (a)  arterial  and  cavity  injection 
with  an  approved  disinfecting  fluid;  (b)  disinfection  and  stopping  of 
all  orifices  with  absorbent  cotton,  and  (c)  washing  the  Inxly  with  the 
disinfectant,  all  of  which  must  be  done  by  an  embalmer  holding  a  cer- 
titieate  as  such,  issued  by  the  State  or  provincial  board  of  health  or 
other  State  or  provincial  authority  provided  for  bv  law. 

After  being  disinfected  as  atx)ve,  such  body  shall  be  enveloped  in  a 
layer  of  dry  cotton,  not  less  than  1  inch  thick,  completely  wrapped  in 
\  sheet  securely  fastened,  and  encased  in  an  air-tight  zinc,  tin,  copper, 
>r  lead  lined  coffin  or  iron  casket,  all  joints  and  seams  hermetically

Before  selling  tickets,  agents  should  carefully  examine  the  transit 
permit  and  note  the  name  of  the  passenger  in  charge,  and  of  any  othi*r- 
proposing  to  accompany  the  body,  and  see  that  all  necessarv  precau 
tions  have  been  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease.  The  tran^ii 
permit  in  such  cases  shall  specifically  state  who  is  authorized  by  fh* 
health  authorities  to  accompany  the  remains.  In  all  ca*^es  where  l)odie» 
are  forwarded  under  rule  2,  notice  must  be  sent  by  telegraph  by  the 
shipping  embalmer  to  the  health  officer,  or,  when  there  is  no  hValth 
officer,  to  other  competent  authority  at  destination,  advisin^^  the  dat* 
and  train  on  which  the  body  may  be  expected. 

Rule  0.  Every  dead  body  must  be  iK'compjanied  by  a  pt*nson  in 
charge,  who  nnist  be  provided  with  a  passage  ticket,  and  also  prei^ent 
a  full  first-class  ticket  marked  "'Coq^se,-'  for  the  tmnsportation  of  tbt 
body,  and  a  transit  permit  showing  physician's  or  coroner's  certiticatn 
name  of  deceased,  date  and  hour  or  death,  age,  place  of  death,  cau-* 
of  death,  and  all  other  items  of  the  standard  certificate  of  death  recom- 
mended bv  the  American  Public  Health  Association  and  adopted  h\ 
the  United  States  Census  Bureau,  as  far  as  obtainable,  including  bealtb 
officer's  or  registrar's  peniiit  for  removal,  whether  a  comnmnii^able  or 
nonconmmnicable  disease,  the  point  to  which  the  bodj'  is  to  be  shipped, 
and,  when  death  is  caused  b}'  any  of  the  diseases  specified  in  ruie  :f. 
the  names  of  those  authorized  by  the  health  authorities  to  accompany 
the  body.  Also  the  undertaker's  certificate  as  to  how  the  body  h&> 
been  prepared  for  shipment.  The  transit  permit  must  be  made  iu 
duplicate,  and  the  signature  of  physician  or  coroner,  health  officer,  and 
undertaker  must  be  on  both  the  original  and  duplicate  copies.  The 
undertaker's  or  registrar's  certificate  and  paster  of  the  original  shall 
be  detached  from  the  transit  permit  and  securely  fastened  on  the  emi

of  the  coffin  box.  All  coffin  boxes  must  be  provided  with  at  least  four 
handles.  The  physician's  certificate  and  transit  permit  shall  be  handed 
to  the  passenger  in  charge  of  the  corpse.  The  whole  duplicate  copy 
shall  be  sent  to  the  official  in  charge  of  the  baggage  department  of  tne 
initial  line,  and  by  him  to  the  secretary  of  the  btete  or  provincial  board 
of  health  of  the  State  or  province  from  which  said  shipment  is  made. 
Rule  7.  When  bodies  are  shipf)ed  by  express,  a  transit  permit,  as 
described  in  Rule  6,  must  be  macie  out  in  duplicate.  The  undertaker's 
(certificate  and  paster  of  the  original  shall  be  detached  from  the  transit 
pennit  and  securely  fastened  on  the  coffin  box.  The  physician's  cer- 
tificate a'nd  transit  permit  shall  be  attached  to  and  accompany  the 
express  waybill  covering  the  remains,  and  be  delivered  with  the  body 
at  the  |X)int  of  destination  to  the  person  to  whom  it  is  consigned.  The 
whole  duplicate  copy  shall  be  sent  by  the  forwarding  express  agent  to 
the  secretary  of  the  state  or  provincial  board  of  health  of  the  State  or 
province  from  which  said  shipment  was  made. 

Rule  8.  Every  disinterred  h)odv,  dead  from  any  disease  or  cause, 
shall  be  treated  as  infectious  or  dangerous  to  the  public  health,  and 
shall  not  be  accepted  for  transportation  unless  said  removal  has  been 
approved  by  the  State  or  provincial  health  authorities  having  jurisdic- 
tion where  such  body  is  disinterred,  and  the  consent  of  the  health 
authorities  of  the  locality  to  which  the  corpse  is  consigned  has  first 
been  obtained;  and  all  such  disinterred  remains,  or  the  coffin  or  casket 
rontaining  the  same,  must  be  wrapped  in  a  woolen  blanket  thoroughly 
satui-ated  with  a  1-1(>(X)  solution  of  corrosive  sublimate  and  inclosed 
in  a  hermetically  soldered  zinc,  tin,  or  copper  lined  box.  But  bodies 
deposited  in  receiving  vaults  shall  not  be  treated  and  considered  the 
same  as  buried  bodies,  when  originally  prepared  by  a  licensed  embalmer 
as  defined  in  Rule  2  and  as  directed  in  Rule  2  or  3  (according  to  the 
nature  of  the  disease  causing  death),  provided  shipment  takes  place 
within  thirty  days  from  the  time  of  death.  The  snipment  of  bodies 
prepared  in  the  manner  abov^e  directed  by  licensed  embalmers  from 
receiving  vaults  may  be  made  within  thirty  days  from  time  of  death 
without  having  to  obt*iin  permission  from  the  health  authorities  of  the 
locality  to  which  the  body  is  consigned.  After  thirty  days  the  casket 
DF  coflin  box  containing  said  body  must  be  inclosed  in  a  hermetically 
-ioldered  box. 

Rule  9.  All  rules  and  parts  of  rules  conflicting  with  these  rules  are 
[lorehv  repealed.

MicHKiAN. — Reports  to  the  State  board  of  health,  Lansing,  for  the 
veek  ended  November  21, 1903,  from  74  observers,  indicate  that  influ- 
enza, intermittent  fever,  and  diphtheria  w^ere  more  prevalent,  and 
liarrhea,   enteric  fever,  pleuritis,   inflammation   of    bowels,    scarlet 
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fever,  dysentery,  whooping  cough,  cholera  morbus,  smallpox,  ar^ 
measles  were  less  prevalent  than  in  the  preceding  week.  Menin^t  - 
was  reported  present  at  1,  whooping  cough  at  8,  measles  at  14,  smallpif 
at  24,  diphtheria  at  44,  scarlet  fever  at  59,  enteric  fever  at  84),  sd 
phthisis  pulmonalis  at  184  places. 

The  Monthly  Bulletin  says:  There  were  2,624  deaths  reported  t 
the  Department  of  State  for  the  month  of  October,  or  98  less  than  ib 
number  returned  for  the  preceding  month.  The  death  rate  was  l:r. 
per  1,000  population.  Deaths  by  ages  were  as  follows:  Under  1  yt^f 
489;  1  to  4  years,  inclusive,  185;  65  years  and  over,  766.  Thei-e  wt^ 
a  considerable  decrease  in  deaths  of  infants  and  children,  and  a  slig^i 
increase  in  deaths  of  elderh'  persons,  as  compared  with  September. 

Important  causes  of  death  were  as  follows:  Tuberculosis  of  the  lungN 
190;  other  forms  of  tuberculosis,  35;  typhoid  fever,  90;  diphtheria  an 
croup,   78;  scarlet  fever,  7;  measles,  3;  whooping  coug-h,  1*5;  pnen 
monia,  143;  diarrhea  and  enteritis,  under  two  years,  173;  cancer.  It*: 
accidents  and  violence,  202. 

There  was  1  death  from  smallpox,  which  occurred  in  the  city  of  Hill- 
dale.  Somewhat  increased  mortality  was  shown  from  tuberrulo^iv 
diphtheria  and  croup,  and  pneumonia.  Typhoid  fever  caused  t* 
deaths,  as  compared  with  74  for  the  preceding  month.  Thei-e  wa*<  a 
very  large  decrease  in  deaths  reported  from  diarrheal  diseases  of  chil 
dren,  and  also  a  considerable  diminution  in  the  numl)er  of  deaths  fnm 
cancer. 

Both  urban  and  rural  populations  show  less  than  the  aveitige  niortaJ 
ity  from  typhoid  fever  for  the  month  of  October.  Cities  with  unusually 
high  death  rates  were  Grand  Rapids,  Bay  City,  Flint,  Kalaina^tMi. 
Lansing,  Port  Huron,  West  Bay  City,  referring  only  to  cities  of 
10,000  population  or  upwards.

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Mcilahon  reports,  November  24,  as  fol- 
lows: During  the  week  ended  November  21, 1903,  bills  of  health  weir 
issued  to  three  vessels  going  to  ports  in  the  United  States,  all  in  g«Mi 
sanitary  condition  and  no  sickness  on  board. 

No  case  of  auarantinable  disease  has  arrived  at  this  port  during  the 
week  on  vessels  entering,  and  none  has  appeared  in  the  city. 

Mortuary  repm^t^  November  1  to  November  W^  1903, 

Malarial  disease  2,  tuberculosis  10,  enteritis  3,  meningitis  1,  other 
causes  27.  Total  for  20  days,  43.  Quarantine  is  still  enforced  at  thi^ 
port  against  all  Mexican  and  Central  American  porte. 

Report  from  Hahana — Scarlet  f>ver  decreasing — Cases  of  yell<nc  f^nr 
from  the  /S.  S:  Pal otna  from  Guanta^  Venezuela. 

Assistant  Surgeon  Trotter  reports  November  20,  as  follows  for  the 
week  ended  November  14,  1903: 

Number  of  vesnels  inspected  and  issued  bills  of  health 1?^ 

Number  of  crews  of  outgoing  vessels  insj^ected 727 

Number  of  passengers  of  outgoing  vessels  inspected 271 

The  inclosed  mortuary  report  for  the  week  ended  November  14. 
gives  an  increase  of  4  deaths  from  scarlet  fever  over  that  of  the  pre- 
vious one.  The  sanitary  department  is  working  diligently  in  the  di^- 
infection  of  premises  and  the  isolation  of  the  sick.  There  are  approxi- 
mately 600  cases  in  the  city  at  the  present  time.  The  number  of  case^, 
however,  is  decreasing 

The  Cuban  steamship  Paloma  arrived  at  this  port  from  Guauta, 
Venezuela,  on  November  8,  with  one  of  the  crew  ill  of  yellow  fever. 
The  man  was  sent  to  Las  Animas  Hospital,  where  he  died  two  hours 
after  admission.  This  case  is  the  one  mentioned  in  the  mortuary  report 
of  the  week.  The  vessel  arrived  at  Guanta  from  La  Guayra  on  Fridav, 
October  80,  1903,  and  went  to  the  dock  to  load  cattle.  The  cattfe, 
however,  were  not  received  until  November  2,  during  which  time  the 
crew  were  ashore.  The  vessel  sailed  November  2  for  Habana,  and 
the  above-mentioned  sailor,  who  was  removed  at  this  port,  reported  sick 
on  the  same  day.     On  the  day  after  arrival  here,  November  9,  another 
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sailor  was  reported  ill  and  was  sent  to  Las  Animas  Hospital,  where 
the  Commission  decided  the  case  to  be  yellow  fever.  This  second  case 
received  its  infection  from  the  mosquitoes  aboard  ship,  as  nine  days 
had  elapsed  since  the  sailing  of  the  ship  from  Guanta  to  his  taking  sick 
in  Habana.  The  forcastle  and  living  parts  of  the  ship  were  disinfected 
by  the  Cuban  authorities  immediately  after  the  removal  of  the  first 
case.

Week  ended  November  21,  1903.     Three  bills  of  health  >vere  issued 
o  vessels  leaving  for  ports  in  the  United  States. 

Notwithstanding  the  frequent  communications  without  restrictions, 
3  my  knowledge,  between  this  city  and  Habana,  both  by  land  and 
E^a,  and  the  prevalence  of  the  epidemic  of  scarlet  fever  in  the  latter 
lace,  no  other  cases  of  that  disease  have  been  reported  here  up  to  the 
resent  time.  It  is  to  be  expected  that  if  the  same  efficient  quaran- 
ine  proceedings  are  adopted  in  future  issues  as  heretofore,  the 
pideniie  will  not  disseminate  and  at  any  rate  will  not  assume  the  pro- 
ortions  it  actuall}'  has  in  Habana.

Q  the  whole  of  Egypt  5  fresh  cases  of  plague  (and  2  deaths),  viz,  3 
a^^es  (2  deaths)  in  Alexandria,  and  2  cases  in  the  district  of  Sammallut. 

Britkh  India. — During  the  week  ended  October  17  there  were  reg- 
?tered  in  the  Bombay  presidency  14,121  cases  of  plague  (and  10,453 
eaths),  of  which  45  cases  (4(>  deaths)  ocxiurred  in  the  port  of  Broach 
rid  72  cases  (64  deaths)  in  the  city  of  Bombay;  4  cases  (3  deaths)  in 
Lai'achi,  and  152  cases  (110  deaths)  in  the  district  of  Bhavnagar. 

China, — Plague  has  broken  out  in  Peitang.  Of  the  13,000  inhabit- 
nts  of  this  district  1,500  have  recently  succumbed.

Death  rate  of  Bei*lin  and  other  cities. 

The  death  rate  of  Berlin  for  the  week  ended  October  31  was  higher 
an  it  has  been  since  the  middle  of  September,  amounting,  calculated 
the  year,  to  14.8  per  thousand — as  compared  with  13.9  in  the  pre- 
Jlng"  week — and  was  thus  considerably  higher  than  the  rate  for  the 
rrenponding  week  of  last  year,  in  which  it  amounted  to  only  12.9 
r  thousand.

;rnian  cities  showed  more  favorable  figures  than  Berlin,  among  these 
ing  Hamburg,  Leipzig,  Dresden,  Frankf ort-on-the-Main,  Charlotten- 
rg  (with  14),  and  bchoneberg  (with  10.1  per  thousand).  The  foUow- 
r  cities,  among  others,  had  a  higher  death  rate  than  Berlin:  Hanover, 
idgeburg,  Cologne,  Stuttgart,  Munich,  Nuremberg,  Bremen,  Bruns- 
.'k,  Breslau,  Konigsberg,  as  well  as  London,  Paris,  and  Vienna.  The 
rease  in  the  number  of  deaths  among  children  in  the  first  year  of 
»  was  but  slight,  the  advance  being  mainly  among  the  higher-age 
sses.  The  rate  of  mortality  among  infants  amounted  to  3.7  per  year 
1  niiile,  being  less  than  half  the  rate  of  Munich  and  considerably 
rev  than  the  Leipzig  and  Hamburg  figure.  There  was  a  marked 
rreai^e  in  the  number  of  cases  of  acute  intestinal  disease  during 
•;  week,  39  deaths  being  registered,  as  compared  with  62  in  the  fore- 
ng  week.  Six  children  succumbed  to  cnolerine.  There  was  an 
rease  in  the  number  of  cases  of  acute  disease  of  the  respiratory 
ans,  which  claimed  41  victims.

Sheping  sickness  and  th*  trypanosmnn  in  Uganda^  Afn^t. 

Consul  Halstead  reports  from  Birmingham  November  11  t'^ 
Department  of  State  a^  follows: 

The  London  Times  printe  an  abstract  of  the  report  of  Lieut  CV.J.  Dii>>l  ^  - 
K.  A.  M.  C,  F.  R.  S.,  of  important  ol:)servations  he  made  while  in  L^^and*  -i 
etiology  of  sleeping  sickness. 

By  the  advice  of  the  Royal  Society  Colonel  Bruce  was  sent  to  sup«:^rint<«tl  *  - 
?i?   tJ"^®?^^^^*^*^  *"^  ^^**^  <lisease,  a  previous  commission  having  been  ^ent  • 
the  Royal  Society.     Some  conception  of  the  ravages  wrought  bv  thit*  diastfe  ^ 
native  population  of  Uganda  may  be  formed  from  the  conditions  of  the  Bf. 
Island,  the  population  of  22,000  having  been  reduced  to  8,000  bv  the  di^^-^e,  •» 
province  of  Busoga  having  Ijeen  in  the  southern  parts  almost  depopulate«i.    Ij  ' 
J  u        *  ^^  ^^®  previous  commission,  having  remained  at  work,  met  Colonel  b' 
and  his  party  on  their  arrival  on  March  16.     He  had  observe<l  in  five  ca^ee  of  -^ 
mg  sickness  trypanosomes  in  the  cerebro-spinal  fluid  and  in  one  ca*>e  in  the  ^. 
Doc.tor  Castellani  thought  at  the  time  that  this  parasite  was  an  accidental  «x»do.l:  : 
with  no  causal  relationship  to  the  disea^^e. 

Nevertheless  the  observation  was  of  the  greatest  importance  to  the  further  in\^' 
ptions,  and  as  soon  as  it  was  reported  to  Colonel  Bruce,  who^e  well-k^^  ■' 
investigations  into  the  tsetse-fly  disease  in  South  Africa  had  given  him  afl^ 
familiarity  with  this  genus  of  parasite,  the  whole  partv,  with  the  mo^t  valoahW  ^ 
willing  assistance  of  Doctor  Moffat,  the  principal  medical  otficer,  and  ht*  A(6K' 
medical  officer,  addreased  themselves  with  ardor  to  the  pursuit  of  this  line  of  in^^ 

ffttion,  with  the  result  that  by  the  first  week  in  April,  the  date  of  Doctor  (\HSt^lli  ; 
eparture  from  Uganda  for  England,  out  of  34  cases  of  the  sickne?^  examint- 
percent  were  found  to  have  this  parasite  in  the  cerebro-spinal  fluid,  wherofc  ^ 
trol  cases  of  patients  under  treatment  for  other  diseases  in  the  native  ho^^pitaJ,  ^= 
examined  in  the  same  way,  showed  no  trypanosomes  in  the  c^rebro-*pinal  i- 
The  further  progress  of  the  investij?ation  increased  this  proportion  to  100  pex  cti 
the  cases  examined,  in  all  of  which  the  parasite  was  now  found  not  only  it  ' 
cerebro-spinal  fluid,  but  also  in  the  circulating  blood,  pointing  to  the  very  -rr^. 
probability  (as  telegraphed  to  the  Royal  Society  by  Colonel  Bruce  at  the  be^fin    - 
of  April)  that  this  trypanosome  was  the  cause  of  the  disease.     A  series  of  *«a" 
controlled  and  minutely  observed  experiments  was  carrie<l  out  by  Bruce,  Na^*'" 
and   (rrieg,    in   the  course  of  which    it  was  discovered  that  monkeys   in<»i3l»^ 
with  cerebro-spinal  fluid  from  sleeping-sickness  patients  or  with  blw>d  frtjm  nif  * 
not  as  yet  showing  symptoms  of  sleeping  sickness,  but  containing  a  similar  j^rt 
sickened  and  died  with  all  the  symptoms  of  sleeping  sickness. 

From  the  analogv  of  the  closely  related  disease,  in  cattle,  the  nagana  or  t:«?t-' 
disease  of  South  Africa,  it  was  suspecte*!  that  in  sleeping  sickness  a  like  lueth'-' 
infection  took  place.  Along  the  lake  shore  numbers  of  a  tsetse  fly  {Oiotmm  P^V 
were  found,  and  it  was  demonstrated  by  exf)eriment  that  not  only  were  these  t\  - 
fed  on  sleeping-sickness  cases,  capable  of  conveying  the  disease  to  healthy  monfc^ 
but  that  the  freshly  caught  flies  from  an  infected  area,  without  any  artificial  fw^-  - 
were  also  capable  of  conveying  the  disea.se. 

It  was  further  discovered  by  a  carefully  organizeti  investigation,  in  which  the  t»' 
regents  of  the  protectorate  rendered  valuable  assistance,  that  this  flv,  like  it-*** 
gener,  the  tset*<e  fly  of  South  Africa,  is  confined  to  well-defined  area^,  *and  that  tJ  - 
areas  correspond  absolutely  with  the  distribution  of  sleeping  8ickne««,  where*-  * 
regions  where  no  Gloasina  palpalis  is  found,  although  other  biting  flies  ab«»imti,  tr^" 
is  no  sleeping  sickness. 

Moreover,  an  examination  of  a  large  numljer  of  individuals  in  the  sltH'piritf  *'  - 
ness  areas  and  the  nonsleei)ing  sickness  areas,  respectively,  revealed  the  fa*^  --^ 
while  a  large  percentage  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  sleeping  sickness  areas  b*^'^ 
their  blood  the  trypanosoma  already  referred  to,  in  not  a  single  case  taken  rr* 
inhabitants  of  nonsleeping  sickne.*<s  areas  was  this  parasite  found. 

These  investigations,  therefore,  point  to  the  conclusion  that  sleeping;  sictnrv-  - 
caused  by  the  entrance  into  the  blood,  and  thence  into  the  cerebro-spinal  flui«t  • 
species  of  trypanosoma  (probably  the  trypanosoma  Gambiense  <H»iH)vere<i  b>  f"  ' 
and  describeil  by  Dutton),  which  is  transmitted  from  the  sick  to  the  healthy  '' 
species  of  tsetse  (glossina  palpalis),  and  by  it  alone;  that  in  short,  sleeping  snii  ' 
is  a  human  tsetse  fly  disease.

INDIA. 

Reports  from  Calcutta —  Water  supply  of  Calcutta-^ Plague  and 

cholera. 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Sprague  reports  October  27  and  Novem- 
•er  5,  as  follows: 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  last  annual  report  (1902)  of  the  health  offi- 
er,  forwarded  under  a  separate  cover,  the  drinking  water  of  this  city 
5  filtered,  and  semiweekly  examinations,  both  bacteriological  and 
hemical,  are  regularly  made.  The  efficiency  of  the  filtration  plant  is 
roved  by  the  almost  complete  absence  of  water-borne  diseases  among 
he  European  population.  Cholera  constantly  present  among  the 
atlves  is  due  to  the  drinking  of  surface  water  from  tanks,  reservoirs, 
nd  wells.  The  water  taken  on  board  the  ships  at  this  port  is  probably 
bove  the  average  purity  of  other  ports. 

Health  Officer  Cook  informs  me  that  the  plague  curve  for  the  pres- 
nt  year,  although  not  completely  made  out,  practically  follows  that 
f  the  two  previous  years  given  in  the  report,  and  that  is  about  mid- 
ray  between  as  I  have  indicated  by  a  cross.  At  present  cases  are 
arely  seen  alive.  Owing  to  the  opposition  on  the  part  of  the  natives 
ost-moi*tem  examinations  are  rarely  performed.  No  attempts  are  now 
lade  to  isolate  or  segregate  the  cases.  This  was  tried,  but  it  led  to 
oncealment,  and  the  removal  in  some  cases  came  near  to  causing  riots 
nd  the  plan  was  abandoned.  In  the  face  of  such  opposition  it  can 
eadily  be  seen  that  little,  if  anything,  could  be  accomplished  in  the 
^ay  of  preventing  the  spread  of  this  disease.  The  general  impression 
?ems  to  be  that  the  abandonment  of  the  plan  was  a  wise  procedure. 

Strange  to  say,  the  cholera  curve  follows  the  plague  curve  fairly 
lo.sely,  more  cases  occurring  during  the  winter  than  during  the  sum- 
mer months.  Just  why  such  should  be  the  case  is  not  explained  by 
K'al  physicians.  There  must  be  some  cause,  and  it  may  be  apparent 
iter.

November  5,  1903:  There  is  considerable  question  among  wt^E 
informed  people  of  unbiased  opinion  as  to  the  number  of  ca**e»  '>f 
plague  at  present  in  this  city.  Last  summer  the  reported  cases  ran  *• 
low  that  the  dismissal  of  plague  inspectors  was  seriously  contemplatei 
While  just  now  there  may  be  cases  improperly  diagnosed  when  do^ 
seen  until  after  death,  and"  in  absence  of  a  post-mortem  examinatioL. 
there  are  some,  undoubtedly,  among  the  number,  of  true  bubonr 
plague.  This  last  statement  is  agreed  to  by  an  inspector  with  wht»Ej 
1  have  visited  some  of  the  infected  centers. 

Between  the  main  thoroughfares  are  vast  areas,  with  houses  aci 
huts  built  very  closely  and  in  an  apparently  inextricable  confu^ioR. 
crowded  to  tlie  last  degree  with  innabitants.  The  flooi-8  are  on  tbr 
ground;  there  are  no  sewers,  and  the  crooked  ways  between  the 
nouses  simply  reek  with  filth  and  moisture.  Alongside  of  some  <'^ 
these  paths,  between  three  to  four  story  buildings,  are  places  that 
through  the  bars  resemble  dungeons  in  which  many  people  live. 
There  are  numerous  wells  with  water  some  6  feet  from  the  surfact 
used  by  the  natives,  which  readily  account  for  the  continuance  of 
cholera. 

When  an  area  becomes  notoriously  infected,  by  a  slow  process  of 
law  the  buildings  may  be  destroj^ed,  as  has  been  done  in  numerou* 
instances,  and  is  still  being  done.  But  there  are  so  many  areas  that 
ought  to  be  so  dealt  with  that  it  will  be  years  before  the  work  is  com- 
pleted, and  then  others  equally  bad  will  probably  have  sprung  into 
existence.     *    ♦    *

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Bubonic  plague  in  Mauritius. 

A  telegram  from  the  governor  of  Mauritius  states  that,  during  the 
week  ended  October  26,  1903,  there  were  117  cases  of  bubonic  plague 
in  the  island,  with  55  deaths. 

JAPAN. 

Report  frmn  YoJcohatna. 

Assistant  Surgeon  Moore  reports  October  31,  as  follows:  Week  ended 
October  24, 19u3.  Eight  vessels,  having  an  aggregate  personnel  of  841 
crew  and  1,608  passengers,  were  inspected. 

The  following  cases  of  contagious  disease  were  reported  in  Yokohama 
during  the  above  period:  Enteric  fever,  10  cases,  1  death;  diphtheria, 
2  cases,  1  death;  plague,  3  cases,  4  deaths;  plague  (doubtful),  1  case, 
no  death;  dysentery,  2  cases,  no  death. 

The  outbreak  of  cholera  in  Nagasaki,  mentioned  in  my  last  report, 
has  assumed  a  threatening  aspect.  Newspapers  of  yesterday's  date 
state  that  about  80  cases  have  already  occurred. 

MEXICO.

The  following  report  is  published  as  showing  the  good  results 
►btained  by  scientific  and  energetic  sanitary  work  in  one  of  the  prin- 
ipal  seapoils  of  Mexico: 

The  i>ennanent  boani  of  health  and  beneficence  of  this  port,  which  recognizes  in 
ou  an  active  champion  of  public  health,  considers  it  opportune  to  inform  you 
egarding  the  present  condition  thereof. 

Conditions  before  UH/rk  ivas  undertaken. 

In  order  to  make  more  patent  the  undeniable  progress  in  a  branch  of  the  highest 
nportance  for  the  well-being  and  advancement  of  this  town,  and  very  directly  also 
)r  the  Stat«  of  Colima,  whose  principal  artery  has  its  origin  in  its  only  port,  it  is 
e<"es8ary  to  advert  to  the  state  of  health  which  existed  three  years  ago,  before  any 
ork  wae  undertaken  in  this  field. 

The  habitations  of  its  800  inhabitants,  a  confused  agglomeration,  lacking  outlets 
►r  their  excrement  and  in  the  majority  of  cases  even  closed  deposits  for  this 
iirpose,  lacking  water,  and  its  residents  subject  to  a  miserable  alimentation,  three 
?ar8  ago  each  house  in  Manzanillo  was  an  active  focus  of  insalubrity. 

The  refuse,  which  for  man^  years  had  been  accumulating  about  the  habitations, 
id  which  filled,  in  putrefying  mixture  with  the  animal  deposits,  all  the  public 
aces,  almost  without  exception,  had  formed  over  Manzanillo  a  second  surface, 
here' the  terrible  heat  of  our  climate  and  the  constant  humidity  of  the  ambient  air 
ive  impetus  to  all  the  unheal thful  fermentations,  whose  emanations  maintained 
>nstantiy  present  the  most  dangerous  diseases. 

Difficulties  encountered. 

The  diflSculties  which,  for  the  commercial  life,  made  this  port  a  place  of  unenvi- 
)le  fame,  converted  its  residents  into  most  wretched  beings,  of  insuflScient  nourish- 
ent  indolent  on  account  of  physical  debility  and  with  an  excess  of  pernicious 
einents. 
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Under  these  conditions  the  work  of  resurrection  was  a  vai?t  undertaking,  an*!  1 
tenacious  and  constant  efforts  of  the  superior  board  of  health  of  Mexico  and  d  i. 
State  itself  appeared  futile,  when  haraly  begun,  to  overcome  the  inertia  os  t* 
excessive  sloth  of  the  town  resigned  to  be  the  victim  of  its  own  indolence. 

There  were  lacking  funds  set  apart  for  the  work  of  sanitation;  oi^ganizati"^- ' 
undertake  a  constant  and  productive  labor;  apostles  who,  with  the  proper  elert^r  ■ 
would  engage  in  its  redemption,  raising  it  out  of  its  filth  and  languor  and  in>-Tn,-i*r:'- 
and  convincing  the  people  of  the  necessity  of  bettering  their  mode  of  life. 

The  projected  works  for  the  improvement  of  the  port  have  been  initiateii,  t'- 
monetary  circulation  is  augmented,  and  a  life  of  activity  and  labor  replarers  the  >  - 
nicious  sluggishness;  but  the  health    conditions  are   worse.     The    population   .^• 
increased  50  per  cent  and  the  deaths  100  per  cent.    While  in  1898  there  were  rv-,- 
tered  nine  deaths  as  an  average  for  a  population  of  750  inhabitants,  in  19C>C>  the  *ks- 
rate  increased  to  an  average  of  14  per  cent  for  a  population  auguniented   to  ha*' 
1,000  inhabitants.     But  there  were  other  data  to  be  considenS  in  judging  (^  rL 
increase  in  insalubrity.     In  1898  one  physician  alone  attended  unceawnjriy  ti«  *'- 
sick,  and  in  1900  three  physicians  were  kept  hustling  to  fulfill  their  charie.    "i  • 
yellow  fever  showed  a  strange  recrudescence,  to  such  an  extent  that  it  wae»  i^a\^. 
would  become  epidemic. 

With  the  increase  of  population  the  deposits  of  refuse  and  human  excrement  w»r* 
augmented,  without  there  being  any  improvement  in  the  means  of  sanitation.  ^ 
that  the  appearance  of  a  great  and  devastating  epidemic  was  almost  a  certainty. 

Improvements  begun. 

But  there  now  appeared  on  the  scene  new  elements  to  combat.  Dr.  Albers,  *b- 
physician  of  the  "port  works,"  in  accord  with  the  sanitary  delegate,  propoe^i  t 
Col.  E.  K.  Smoot  the  removal  of  the  hospital  for  the  sick  employees,  to  a  spot  m -^ 
ample  and  farther  distant  than  that  which  served  more  as  a  danger  Hpot  than»> 
shelter  to  these  unfortunatev**. 

By  order  of  Colonel  Smoot  me<licine8  were  distributed  with  a  lavish   hand  »: 
medical  assistance  dispensed  without  distinction  to  all  who  needed  it.     The  jstapiw 
tion  of  some  pools  was  removed  and  they  were  made  to  communicate  with  t,- 
laguna,  and  in  the  vicinity  of  the  town  were  constructed  commodious  cottag*^  t- 
house  the  employees. 

At  the  beginning  of  1901  the  salubrity  had  become  something  real,  although  nii 
tively  of  short  duration,  for  in  March  and  April  the  grippe  and  a  malarial  epidt*:.. 
retumeil  the  condition  of  things  to  their  original  bad  state. 

The  board  delegate,  since  1898,  had  made  efforts  before  the  board  itself,  and  M*  ^■ 
the  State  government,  as  well  as  before  the  local  authorities,  to  secure  the  executi  '■ 
of  measures  ea^y  of  enforcement  and  acceptable  for  tlie  general  cleansinjr  of  the  i^* 
and  of  the  dwellings:  The  construction  of  closet.'*,  to  avoid  the  town  dejxjisitinjr  '• 
excrement  on  the  knolls  and  vacant  lands  thflt  surround  the  pueblo;  a  saniti- 
connnission  to  watch  over  and  prevent  the  accumulation  of  refuse  in  the  interi«>r 
houses  and  of  pools  creating  mfection;  the  removal  to  a  distance  of  the  dun.- 
which,  with  the  slaughterhouse,  bordere<l  the  town;  the  cleaning  of  the  hill*  *Ik^ 
the  refuse  was  deposited,  full  of  waste  and  weeds,  harboring  mosquitoes,  which  tru- 
mit  many  diseai^es;  and  finally  the  disinfection  of  the  pools,  which  to  the  south  s- 
north  waft  on  the  ambient  air  unhealthful  emanations,  and  are  perennially  ai' 
with  mosquitoes.     These  measures,  which  only  required  for  their  realization,  p-* 
will  and  energy  on  the  part  of  the  local  authorities,  and  a  small  expenj*e  smppti** 
by  the  city  council,  were  not  accepted,  and  were  even  considered  ridiculous. 

Danger  of  plague  from  Mazailan. 

In  this  state  of  affairs,  in  December,  1902,  there  was  held  a  reunion  of  the  n^^ 
prominent  persons  of  the  port  to  consider  means  of  sending  assistance  to  Maalla: 
mvaded  by  the  plague.  Taking  advantage  of  the  opportunity,  the  delegate  *>f  *^ 
superior  l)oard  of  health  proposed  that  that  body,  constituted  for  lieneficence,  shfui- 
organize  itoelf  into  a  board  of  health,  which,  as  a  most  l>eneficent  work,  should  am 
to  fulfillment  the  sanitation  of  the  j)ort.  He  set  forth  the  evils  which  Manzanillo  h» 
to  fear,  if  the  plague  should  8nri)nse  us  in  our  present  state  of  insanitation,  and  ^v 
necessity  of  the  local  commercial  world,  and  m  general  the  state,  for  maint4ii^:« 
open  and  free  from  suspicion  the  only  port  through  which  they  received  and  expirv^ 
their  merchandise. 
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Xeir  board  eJecU'd. 

The  assembly  approved  of  the  propogition  and  the  meeting  propo8e<i  a  new  board, 
i\hi(;h  in  a  permanent  character  should  take  charge  of  these  works.  As  a  result  of 
:he  election  there  were  elected:  President,  Mr.  Bias  Ruis;  vice-president,  Dr.  J.  Fran- 
cisco Romero;  secretary,  Mr.  Basilio  Rivera;  and  directors,  Dr.  A.  J.  Velasco  and 
Mr.  M.  Chavarin;  treasurer,  Mr.  Refugio  Sanchez. 

The  new  board  commenced  its  lal)or8,  taking  the  name  of  "Permanent  Board  of 
Sanitation  and  Beneficence  of  the  Port  of  Manzanillo,"  its  first  act  being  to  name 
special  commissions  for  the  study  of  the  causes  6t  insalubrity  and  their  remedy,  to 
nsit  domiciles  with  the  purpose  of  obliging  the  inhabitants  to  maintain  their  homes 
md  dependencies  clean,  and  to  collect  funds  with  which  to  carry  on  these  works. 

Causes  of  insalubrity  and  remedies  for  them. 

The  report  rendered  by  Doctor  Romero  indicated  as  causes  of  insalubrity: 

1 .  The  proximity  of  the  laguna  of  Cuyutlan  and  San  Pedrito  Swamp. 

2.  The  existence  of  isolated  pools  in  the  vicinity  of  the  lagoon  and  the  sea. 

3.  The  great  quantity  of  refuse  existing  in  the  pjatios  and  corrals  of  the  houses,  on 
he  vacant  lands  and  hills  where  the  population  sits. 

4.  The  lack  of  vessels  of  deposit  for  the  human  excretion  in  the  majority  of  the 
esidences,  it  being  the  pernicious  custom  to  deposit  such  materials  in  the  fields, 
k'here  the  rains  carry  them  to  the  city  soil,  or,  reduced  to  dust,  the  wind  disseminates 
hem  through  the  air. 

5.  The  lack  of  water  of  easy  acquisition  for  sprinkling  the  streets  and  for  common 
oniesftic  uses. 

6.  The  proximity  of  the  dump  to  the  town,  and  the  unheard-of  fact  of  this  dump 
•eing  situated  close  to  the  slaugnter house,  where  the  meat  for  daily  consumption  is 
:illed. 

7.  The  lack  of  a  free  medical  dispensary. 
And  afc<  a  remedy  to  these  evils,  he  proposed: 

1.  To  treat  with  the  General  Government  and  the  State  government  for  the  drain- 
ig,  at  least,  in  that  part  immediate  to  the  town,  of  the  Cuyutlan  Lagoon,  and  the 
xtinction  of  the  San  Pedrito  Swamp. 

2.  To  disinfect  and  sterilize  the  pools  by  means  of  lime,  and  to  destroy  the  larvae 
f  the  mosquito,  most  important  factors  afl  vehicles  of  malaria  and  yellow  fever,  by 
leans  of  petroleum  sprinkled  periodically  on  the  waters. 

li.  To  maintain  a  (^orps  of  men  to  gather  the  garbage  from  the  houses  and  all  parts, 
nd  transport  it  to  a  convenient  place  where  it  shall  oe  burned. 

4.  The  construction  of  cabinets  miscellaneously  distributed  in  all  the  town  for  the 
iiblie  service,  these  to  be  freauently  disinfected.  At  the  same  time  to  impose  on 
le  proprietors,  by  a  decree  of  the  State  legislature,  the  obligation  to  construct  closets 
1  all  the  buildings  intended  for  habitation,  and  on  the  tenants  that  of  maintaining 
lem  clean. 

5.  To  open  wells  in  various  places  in  the  town  to  supply  water  to  the  inhabitants, 
)r  the  purj>ose  of  comf>elling  the  sprinkling  of  streets  and  public  sites. 

H.  To  remove  the  dump,  compelhng  the  carrying  of  the  garbage  to  a  distance  so 
lat  the  inhabitants  may  not  be  endangered  from  the  emanations  from  its  ferment- 
ig,  and  to  improve  the  slaughterhouse  so  that  it  may  be  a  place  of  cleanliness  and 
ygiene. 

7.  To  dispense  gratuitous! v  the  most  necessary  medicines  for  our  requirements, 
ith  the  purpose  of  suppressing  the  centers  of  infection  and  contagion,  and  with  the 
line  object  to  treat  for  the  erection  of  a  hospital  and  metallic  netting  for  isolating 
lose  affected  with  malaria,  black  vomit,  and  yellow  fever. 

With  an  activity  never  before  seen  here,  the  board  proceeded  to  put  in  practice 
lis  programme. 

Plans  for  cleaning  up. 

SeHor  Ruiz  and  Doctors  Romero  and  Velasco  made  the  visits  to  the  houses,  proposing 
lat  the  authorities  should  fine  those  remiss  in  complying  with  their  obligations, 
lie  clearing  away  of  the  garbage  accumulations  wa»  commenced,  and  the  cleaning 
'  the  refuse  from  the  knolls.  It  is  proper  here  to  mention  that,  without  receiving 
ly  intimation  whatever,  (^olonel  Smoot  ordered  and  put  in  force  the  sanitation  of 
in  wr^rks;  seven  public  closets  were  constructed,  and  Colonel  Smoot  had  several 
>nstnicte<l — and  the  costly  task  was  undertaken  of  disinfecting  and  sterilizing  the 
x»ls,  afterwartls  sprinkling  the  surface  with  crude  j)etroleum. 
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The  dump  was  removed  to  a  distant  site  and  the  old  garbage  aec*uuiuUitioii>>  n^tv 
burned.  In  the  meantime  the  effort  was  ma<^le  to  acquire  wire  netting  for  the  i-c.»b^ 
tion  of  the  sick;  the  idea  of  Doctor  Romero  of  giving  medicines  and  me^lii-al  annjrtaoi* 
free  to  all  the  sick  poor  was  put  in  practice.  Since  then  this  doctor  every  day  niak*- 
the  circuit  of  the  town  in  search  of  sick  persons,  to  whom  are  given  inedicint-.  n*  -• 
for  account  of  the  council,  now  for  that  of  the  b<3ard  or  of  the  office  of  eaid  df^t'<» 
On  its  part  the  ''contractor  company  of  the  port  works,"  which  has  three  <i<K*tt»n?r 
its  service,  imparts  a  like  benefit,  maintaining,  l^esides,  a  hospital  whieli  has  all  t> 
necessary  elements,  and  in  which  are  housed  not  only  those  injured  in  the  wiMt* 
but  the  sick,  without  distinction  of  age  or  sex,  who  solicit  it  What  has  been  Ut 
result  obtained  by  these  means? 

ResuUs. 

For  him  who  knew  Manzanillo  three  years  ago,  dirty  and  evil-smelHnjr,  mith  ib 
exuberant  vegetation  inteminting  the  footstep  in  every  direction,  and  on  which,  a?  i 
symbolizing  fruit  of  its  slotn,  hung  dirty  rags,  the  decaying  reniaiii»  of  the  p^ 
raiments  of  the  inhabiUmts;  for  those  who  knew  the  danger  of  asoendinjr  l»y  ii^ 
winding  streets,  where  the  slightest  remissness  of  the  sight  was  punii^he^l  by  tht 
smell;  For  the  travelers  who  lay  down  to  sleep  tremblinjj  for  fear  of  never  wakiiie,  • ' 
at  least  to  pass  a  night  of  martvrdom,  assaulted  by  millions  of  infectious  niOHi^oit^,; 
for  all  who  passed  by  Manzanillo,  like  Lot,  without  wishing  to  turn  the  heati,  XUc- 
zanillo  is  to-day,  not  only  a  town  gay  and  ornamented,  but  a  convale*(cent  whit  I 
vests  itself  for  tlie  first  time  in  clean  robes  and  breaks  into  its  first  smile. 

The  hills,  stripped  and  covered  now  with  a  delicate  green  carpet,  the  street**  and 
public  places  daily  cleansed,  the  pools  inodorous,  its  houses  put  in  order,  the  inhahitast^ 
smiling  and  animated  by  a  productive  work  and  so  easy  to  obtain  that  the  woruwi 
and  children  can,  with  the  salary,  meet  all  their  obligations.  Such  is  the  pr*»$*en: 
panorama. 

The  action  of  the  lime  in  the  pools  has  sterilized  their  depths,  the  petrr»Ieum  ha* 
killed  the  larvje  of  the  moscjuito,  suppressing  millions  of  generations.  The  ptibttc 
closet  collects  the  excrement,  terrible  root  of  the  greater  part  of  the  infectious*  dt* 
eases,  and  robs  the  atmosphere  of  a  thousand  dangerous  germs  whi<*h  the  wind  in 
other  epochs  carried  to  sow  in  all  directions. 

With  a  less  number  of  founts  of  contagion,  a  less  number  of  sick  pen?ons.  Tlji? 
has  been  proved  bv  ex]>erience,  since  the  malarial  subjects  in  the  population  ha%f 
been  watched  ancf  cared  for,  preventing  their  keeping  alive  the  germ  of  malaria 
which  the  mosquitos  disseminated. 

The  yellow  lever,  of  which  there  scarcely  passed  a  month  without  showing  »t 
least  one  case,  has  now  passsd  seven  months  Without  any  sign  of  its  existence.  Bui 
all  this  would  not  serve  as  ground  for  hygienic  literature  if  there  were  not  statiMici^ 
to  prove  with  their  indisputable  data  and  figures  the  truth  of  these  assertions. 

Let  us  see.  On  the  4th  of  March  of  the  present  year,  by  rigorous  obserN'ation,  Ihr 
three  doctors  who  practice  in  the  town  pive  120  consultations  and  made  ;^  pn>fo*- 
sional  visits  to  houses.  Total,  150  sick  for  the  day.  On  a  like  day  in  the  month  ^ri 
April  they  only  attended  ;^0  persons  between  consiiltations  and  visits  to  houdect,  and 
on  May  6  the  number  was  H. 

The  terrible  number  of  150  sick  had  been  reduced  to  8. 

The  statistics  give  out  another  proof  still  more  conclusive. 

The  deaths  registeretl  in  the  first  six  months  of  1903  are  53,  against  63  rect»Hei1  ic 
an  equal  period  for  1900. 

There  could  not  be  a  more  conclusive  comparison  in  favor  of  the  yt»ar  in  which  thf 
modest  sanitarv  lal)or8  have  lieen  carried  on. 

Resi)ecting  the  six  months  of  1903,  there  must  be  taken  into  consideration  the  fol- 
lowing: During  this  six  months  there  was  reached  the  maximum  of  floating  p«>puU- 
tion,  Manzanillo  receiving  a  group  of  200  Federal  soldiers^  598  Chinefie,  and  M 
sailors  aboard  of  a  ve.'^sel  which  was  in  quarantine,  and  850  Chinese  in  an  encamp- 
ment, distant  2  kilometers  from  the  town.  If  to  these  is  adde<l  the  gnnip  of  bn»i 
ness  men  who  came  to  open  up  new  transactions  for  this  new  increase  in  ilif 
population,  it  is  not  too  much  to  calculate  the  total  of  inhabitants*  whose  con tingwit 
of  illnesses  and  deaths  adde<l  to  the  list,  as  well  as  the  real  influents  which  thev  ha%*' 
had  on  the  public  health,  at  2,800 — more  than  three  times  the  ordinary  i>opulatioa 

The  conditions  could  not  be  worse  under  which  this  excess  population  tound 
itself — agglomerations,  privations,  strange  climate  and  bad  climate,  and  a  hot  seasic. 
without  enumerating  otners.  Still  the  mortality  increased  but  a  mere  unit  t^  luj^arpti 
with  that  of  June,  1902. 

I,  however,  must  insist  in  calling  attention  to  two  powerful  factors  in  our  incipient 
salubrity.     The  first  is  the  elevation,  the  moral  elevation  of  the  aspirations  of  \ht 
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[anzanillo  workman,  and  consequent  upon  thip  the  acquisition  of  better  salary  and 
le  leading  of  a  better  life.  The  other,  the  nie<lical  education  which  this  same  work- 
lan  is  acquiring,  and  by  which  he  attends  a  little  more  to  his  health,  seeking  from 
le  doctor  and  in  the  drug  store  for  what  he  formerly  purchased  of  the  charlatan 
id  in  the  saloon. 

In  1898  the  laborer  received  a  salary  not  exceeding  50  cents  and  lived  on  corn  and 
little  fish  or  meat,  and  not  always  even  this.^ 

Barefooted  and  poorly  clad,  enduring  a  tro])ical  heat,  he  lived  without  aspirations, 
lling  with  his  indolence  whatever  alnjut  him  breathed  of  life.  To-day  the  laborer 
luctantly  accepts  87  cents  salary  and  deals  actively  in  the  articles  of  prime  neces- 
\y.  With  the  fixed  i)opulation  augmented  50  per  cent,  approximately,  there  are 
lughtered  daily  ^wo  beeves,  three  or  more  hogs,  and  daily  are  brought  into  the 
wn  quadruple  the  quantity  of  vegetables,  fruits,  and  cereals.  The  clothes  merchant 
a*  doubled  nis  stores  and  two  drug  stores  are  well  supported. 

To  this  increase  of  commodities  and  improvement  in  nourishment  there  has 
sponded  a  notable  improvement  in  health.  Disea.se  germs  have  encountered  organ- 
ns  better  nourished  and  animated  by  a  spirit  of  healthful  activity.  The  urgent 
jmand  for  hands  on  account  of  the  great  works  being  carried  on  robs  the  saloon  of 
I  habitues  and  removes  the  occasion  for  street  brawls. 

The  solicitous  attention  of  the  physician  in  attending  the  sick  and  in  preventing 
e  healthy  from  falling  ill  by  means  of  prudent  advice,  and  the  easy  and  gratuitous 
(juisition  of  me<iicines,  have  tended  to  erase  from  the  mind  of  the  people  the  idea 
lich  formerli^  possessetl  them,  when  they  saw  in  doctors  nothing  but  cold  specula- 
rs  in  their  misery  and  weakness.  To  the  shame  of  many  prominent  inhabitants  of 
is  port,  I  make  note  here  of  the  fact  that  in  1898  it  was  proclaimed  publicly  and 
enly  against  the  medical  assassin,  and  was  sustained  with  malicious  conviction 
at  the  physician  killed  all  those  on  whom  he  could  not  speculate,  such  as  the  poor 
d  disinherited.  From  this  arose  an  invincible  horror  of  the  physician  and  his 
LHiicines,  and  consequently  here,  there,  and  everywhere  reigned  yellow  fever  in 
ideinic,  and  malaria  as  incurable,  anaemia  controlled  the  constitution,  and  the 
metery  was  filling  its  hungry  jaws. 

Summing  up. 

It  Ih  undeniable  that  the  insalubrity  is  disappearing.  1.  By  the  ease  of  securing 
iployment  and  the  rise  of  daily  wages.  2.  By  immigration  which  has  brought  a 
>re  civilized  contingent,  whose  customs  have  been  introduced,  dominating  errone- 
B  prejudices  and  i)ernicious  practices.  3.  By  the  humanitarian  medical  service, 
ituitous,  and  which  the  inhabitants  have  been  forced  to  accept,  as  well  as  the 
ilanthropic  distribution  of  medicines.  4.  By  the  unreserved  assistance  which  has 
t»n  lent  to  the  medical  delegate  of  the  superior  board  of  health  by  the  government 
Seilor  Lie.  Don  Enrique  O.  de  la  Ma<irid,  by  the  superior  board  of  health  itself,  and 
Enjpneer  Col.  E.  K.  Smoot,  as  well  as  the  philanthropic  merchant  Sef\or  Bias  Ruiz. 
The  proof  of  this  improvement  in  the  public  health  is  the  notably  smaller  number 
sick  persons  which  exist  in  the  town,  the  diminution  in  mortality,  despite  the 
pie  and  sudden  increase  in  population,  and  the  undeniable  and  unprecedented 
t  tliat  seven  months  have  passed  without  a  single  case  of  yellow  fever  having 
•Hented  itflelf. 

^ut  of  the  programme  proposed,  only  the  preliminaries  have  been  carried  to  con- 
nion;  there  remains,  if  not  the  most  difficult,  at  least  the  most  costly — the  ac(iuire- 
tnt  of  metallic  netting  to  localize  the  founts  of  contagion,  isolating  the  malarial 
)ject«  and  those  ill  of  yellow  fever,  etc.,  and  the  draining  of  our  lagoon  and 
ain|>».  The  second,  the  latter,  must  be  the  grand  work  of  the  Federal  Govern- 
nt,  the  first  depends  on  our  effort^^  to  carry  to  succeas;  and  for  this  we  count  on 
»  aH*»istance  of  all  well-meaning  men,  Mexicans  and  foreigners,  to  aid  us  in  realiz- 
;  Huch  an  urgent  and  transcendental  improvement.

During  the  week  there  were  24  deaths  from  all  causes,  of  whii  I 
were  from  pernicious  fever,  3  from  tuberculosis,  and  18  from  n- • 
contagious  causes. 

One  new  case  of  yellow  fever  was  officiallv  reported  and  2  remai' 
ing  from  the  previous  week,  making  a  total  of  3  cases  for  the  wi-i 
enaed  November  14,  1903. 

The  conditions  apparently  remain  the  same  as  last  week  and  it  i- 
reasonable  to  anticipate  that  there  will  be  cases  of  yellow  fever  ucti 
a  north  wind  presents  itself  with  a  sufficient  decrease  in  temperaturt- 
to  kill  the  remaining  stegoymise.  The  cases  now  occurring-  have  eiti!^' 
been  imported  from  the  surrounding  country  or  have  oceurreti  in  ti 
nonimmunes  who  fled  from  the  epidemic  and  are  now  returning.  I 
am  informed  that  a  number  of  native  laltorers  are  to  be  broug-ht  fn^ 
the  interior  to  supply  those  that  either  died  or  left  the  villag-e  of  Vksx- 
Cecilia.  If  this  is  done  before  the  stegoymi^  have  disappeared  it  wi.. 
probably  be  followed  by  an  increase  of  yellow  fever. 

On  the  12th  instant  a  fireman  was  removed  to  the  hospital  from  tb? 
S.  S.  Peihsacolu  with  a  temperature  of  40^.  He  has  proved  a  seven 
case  of  malarial  fever,  and  is  still  under  treatment. 

Since  the  outbreak  of  the  epidemic,  May  3,  1903,  until  October  31. 
there  were  545  cases  with  322  deaths,  which  shows  a  general  mortality 
of  59  per  cent.  Of  this  numl:)er  of  cases  I  find  that  about  2O0  wen* 
without  regular  medical  assistance  or  were  found  by  health  authorities 
in  a  dying  condition.  Of  all  cases  recorded  that  had  medical  asi^H 
ance,  both  in  the  hospital  and  in  private  houses,  the  mortality  wa^*  i"> 
per  cent.

PORTO  RICO. 

Report  from  Pmxce. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Torres  reports  as  follows  through  chief 
quarantine  officer  for  rorto  Kioo — week  ended  November  14,  19*cl: 

During  the  week  3  vessels  were  inspected  and  2  bills  of  health 
were  issued.  One  of  the  vessels  inspected  was  passed  and  2  were 
held  under  guard. 

Those  in  quarantine  were  the  American  steamship  Znlta^  arrived 
from  Maracaibo,  Curav*ao,  and  La  Guayra.     Three  passengers  for 
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)nce,  P.  R. — one  is  native  of  Poiix)  Rico — from  Caracas,  immune, 
isinfection  of  baggage  consisting  of  3  pieces.  The  other  two  pas- 
ngers  from  Curasao  were  allowed  to  disembark.

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Hugh  S.  Cumming,  at  San  Francisco 
quarantine,  reports,  November  25,  as  follows: 

As  a  matter  of  interest  in  sanitation  on  this  coast,  1  have  the  honor 
to  inform  you  that  the  Pacific  mail  steamship  Neioport^  which  arrived 
at  this  port  to-day,  brought  up  for  the  Mexican  Government  steam 
disinfecting  plants  to  be  used  at  the  ports  of  San  Bias,  Mazatlan,  and 
Manzanillo. 

The  plants,  from  the  description,  consisted  of  steam  chambers  about 
5  or  6  meters  long,  with  boilers,  etc.,  and  came  from  Hamburg, 
Germany.

Fumigated  55 
ouses,  containing  203  rooms;  320  containers,  17  wells,  20  tanks,  and 
29  premises  oiled;  168  premises  inspected.     Temperature,  70^  and  32  .

Inspection  of  Monclova  and  Reata^  Mex.^for  yellow  fetter. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Hume,  at  Eagle  Pass,  reports,  November 
27,  as  follows: 

I  have  the  honor  to  state  that  on  the  morning  of  November  25  I 
visited  Monclova  and  Keata,  Mexico,  in  companj'  with  Dr.  L.  Canta. 
Mexican  Federal  health  officer,  and  General  Manager  Martin  aud 
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Superintendent  Sheridan,  of  the  Mexican  International  Railroad, 
Mr.  Martin  furnishing  a  special  train  for  the  purpose. 

I  learned  from  private  sources  on  November  24  that  yellow  fever 
existed  at  Monclova,  apd  went  at  once  and  interviewed  the  officials  of 
the  Mexican  International  Railroad  and  Doctor  Canta,  with  the  result 
that  Mr.  Martin  furnished  a  special  train  for  the  purpose  of  visiting 
Monclova  and  Reata  and  ascertaining  the  exact  condition  of  affairs. 

Accordingly,  we  left  C.  P.  Diaz  on  the  morning  of  the  25th  instant, 
arrived  at  Monclova  at  11  a.  ra.,  held  an  interview  with  the  presidente 
(mayor)  of  Monclova  and  the  local  physicians.  We  learned  that  the 
old  town  of  Monclova  was  quarantined  against  the  new  town  (railroad 
station,  offices',  etc.)  on  account  of  two  cases  of  fever  at  the  new  town. 
The  old  town  also  had  a  case  of  yellow  fever. 

Recommended  that  we  go  at  once  and  visit  the  cases,  which  we  did. 
Result,  all  were  pronounced  cases  yellow  fever;  two  cases  in  new  town, 
one  in  old  town.  The  case  in  old  town,  I  learned  by  private  sources, 
died  yesterday  morning. 

We  also  inspected  the  streets  and  five  houses  in  old  Monclova; 
found  everything  in  stric^tly  unsanitary  condition,  the  town  getting 
its  water  supply  from  the  mountains  by  means  of  a  large,  dirty  ditcn 
which  broke  up  into  numerous  smaller  ditches,  thus  traversing  the 
cit}'.  These  ditches  are  not  kept  clean.  Peons  wash  clothes,  their 
persons,  drink  the  water,  and  throw  dejecta  into  the  ditches.  In  other 
words,  the  ditches  a<?t  the  double  rfile  of  a  water  supply  and  a  sewer. 
The  houses  are  old  and  uncleanly,  and  are  breeding  spots  for  any 
disease. 

In  the  new  town  conditions  are  considerably  different,  the  water 
supply  being  piped.  In  both  towns,  the  poorer  classes  keep  their 
water  supply  m  barrels,  inside  the  houses,  with  no  coverings  of  any 
kind.  In  mjr  opinion  the  onlj^  thing  that  saved  Monclova  from  a 
great  epidemic  is  its  altitude,  it  being  at  1,970  feet,  the  nights  being 
cold  even  in  summer. 

As  near  as  I  could  learn  (I  stayed  in  Monclova  only  two  hours  alto- 
gether), the  infection  was  brought  to  Monclova  from  Monterey,  two 
persons  dying  before  the  disease  was  discovered,  though  there  was  a 
question  as  to  the  cause  of  death  in  these  first  two  cases.  These  deaths 
occurred  November  8.  On  the  17th  a  messenger  boy  working  for  the 
Mexican  International  Railroad  was  taken  sick.  He  died  on  the  19th 
with  black  vomit  and  all  the  symptoms  of  yellow  fever.  Two  other 
deaths  occurred  about  the  same  time — one  between  the  old  and  new 
towns,  the  other  in  the  old  town. 

In  all,  there  have  been  6  certain  cases,  1  suspicious  case,  and  4  deaths. 
On  November  19  and  20  Monclova  hfwi  one-fourth  and  one-half  inch 
of  ice.  The  last  case  developed  on  20th  instant,  which  is  the  suspi- 
cious case  above  referred  to.  All  cases  now  have  medical  attention. 
I  notified  the  president  that  he  must  raise  the  quarantine  between  the 
two  towns;  isolate,  screen,  and  care  for  the  sick;  screen  houses,  and 
put  patients  under  mosquito  bars;  also  oil  all  water  barrels  and  scrub 
same  every  time  a  new  supply  of  water  was  put  in  them;  this  precau- 
tion being  for  its  moral  effect,  as  after  thoroughlv  examining  all 
the  houses  visited  and  the  water  barrels  I  failed  to  find  any  trace  of 
the  stegomyia.  I  have  iust  received  a  telegram  from  the  governor  of 
Coahuiia  thanking  the  Bureau  for  services  rendered  and  stating  that 
all  recommendations  would  be  carried  out.     Since  the  cold  spell  in 
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Monclova  I  believe  all  mosquitoes  are  dead,  and  do  not  expect  to  hmr 
of  any  more  cases  there. 

We  left  Monclova  at  about  1.30  p.  ra.  for  Reata,  which  place  wa^ 
reached  at  4  p.  m.  Beata  is  only  a  small  p)^e,  the  junction  of  the 
Monterey  branch  of  the  Mexican  International  Railroad  with  the  maio 
line.  A  detention  camp  is  in  operation  there,  where  all  pensons  com- 
ing from  Monterey  are  held  for  a  period  of  five  days  prior  to  their 
entering  any  other  towns  in  Mexico. 

Reata  has  an  altitude  of  3,000  feet,  and  is  situated  near  the  moun- 
tains. It  is  a  fine  place  for  a  detention  camp,  which  is  located  1  kilo- 
meter east  of  the  station,  but  the  conditions  at  the  camp  are  not 
satisfactory. 

One  case  of  yellow  fever,  moribund,  was  found  in  the  camp. 

There  is  no  possibility  of  spread  of  yellow  fever  at  Reata. 

The  climate  is  rather  cool  all  of  the  time.  There  was  ice  on  18th, 
19th,  and  20th  instants. 

Inspection  at  El  Paso^  Tex. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Alexander  reports,  November  28,  as 
follows:  Week  ended  November  28, 1903 — Mexican  Central  pafisengen 
inspected,  296;  Mexican  immigrants  inspected,  83;  disinfection  of 
soiled  linen  imported  for  laundry,  514  pieces;  fumigation  of  carload 
of  fruit  in  boxes  imported  from  Tampico. 

Measures  against  smallpox  in  northern  Maine^  Can^idian  harder. . 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Hammond,  at  Van  Buren,  Me.,  rejwrts, 
December  3,  through  Surgeon  Kalloch,  the  disinfection  of  12  houses 
and  quarantining  of  20,  and  the  presence  of  65  cases  of  smallpox  in 
the  Madawaska  region  during  the  month  of  November.

CHINA. 

Report  from  Umigkoiig. 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  McMullen  reports,  October  29,  as  follows: 
Week  ended  October  24,  1903:  Eleven  vessels,  with  825  crew  and 
^13  passengers  (137  cabin  and  476  steerage),  were  inspected  and  granted 
bills  of  health.  Five  hundred  and  seventy-three  crew  and  282  steer- 
ag'e  passengers  were  bathed  and  their  baggage  disinfected — 887  pieces. 
One  vessel  was  fumigated  with  sulphur  to  kill  rats.  No  cases  of  plague 
were  reported  for  the  week,  and  the  only  communicable  diseases  reported 
were  4  cases  of  enteric  fever,  with  no  deaths.  The  total  number  of 
plague  cases  since  January  1  is  1,416,  and  the  last  case  was  reported 
on  tne  17th  instant.  The  percentage  of  infected  rat«  examined  recently 
sho^ws  an  increase  of  about  6  per  cent.  This  is  accounted  for  by  the 
local  authorities  by  the  fact  that  practically  all  the  rats  recently  exam- 
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ined  were  caught  in  the  city  by  the  regular  force  of  rat  catchers  sine- 
the  bonus  for  rats  was  discontinued  some  weeks  ago.  During  tb* 
week  there  were  7  rejections  among  the  Asiatic  steerage  passengt^i^ 
from  all  causes  and  23  aliens  were  recommended  for  rejection  for 
trachoma. 

Immigrants  recommended  for  rejection. 

Fifteen  immigrants  per  steamship  Hongkong  Mam  for  San  Fras 
cisco,  were  recommenaed,  October  30,  for  rejection  on  account  of 
trachoma.

Mortality  in  Ildbana  and  other  cities — Scarlet  fever  in  Ilahana. 

Charg^  d' Affaires  Sleeper  reports,  November  26,  as  follows: 

The  total  mortality  in  the  district  of  Habana  for  the  month  of  Sep- 
tember, 1903,  has  been  404,  59  less  than  the  preceding  month  and 
Sreciv^ely  the  same  number  as  in  the  corresponding  period  of  19<>i. 
he  daily  average  mortality  has  been  13.46,  giving  an  annaal  death 
rate  of  18.72  per  thousand  of  population  and  relatively  the  same  as  thai 
of  the  month  of  September,  1902. 

Infant  mortality  and  diseases  of  the  respiratory  system  have  been  on 
the  decrease,  while  deaths  from  general  causes  have  slightly  increa.»*ed. 
There  have  been  675  births  in  Habana  during  the  month,  which  after 
subtracting  the  number  of  deaths  gives  an  increase  of  269  to  the  pop- 
ulation of  the  city. 

No  cases  of  smallpox  or  yellow  fever  have  originated  on  the  island 
during  the  month,  although  a  case  of  the  latter  was  imported  from 
Mexico.  A  case  of  varioloid  arrived  on  board  a  steamer  from  Trujillo, 
Honduras,  and  is  still  under  treatment. 

The  general  health  of  the  island  has  been  excellent,  especialiv  for 
September,  the  most  likely  month  here  for  the  propagation  of  epi- 
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,  demies.  Camagey  (Puerto  Principe)  was  the  healthiest  town  during 
the  month  with  only  20  deaths,  or  at  the  rate  of  0.48  per  thousand  of 
r  population,  while  Santiago  de  Cuba,  which  not  lon^  ago  was  the 
,  unnealthiest  city  in  this  Tiemisphere,  comes  second  with  157  deaths, 
equivalent  to  12.81  per  thousand.  As  far  as  could  be  ascertained  the 
total  number  of  deaths  on  the  island  during  the  month  amounted  to 
1,H41,  or  an  annual  death  rate  of  15.87  per  thousand  of  population. 

The  only  unpleasant  feature  of  the  report  is  its  recognition  that 
scarlatina,  whicn  has  existed  in  Habana  since  the  beginning  of  the  3'ear 
in  a  sporadic  form,  has  acquired  an  epidemic  character.  In  July  there 
were  51  cases,  in  August  62,  and  in  September  107,  with  4,  5,  and  6 
deaths,  respectively.  This  disease  up  to  recent  years  was  almost 
unknown  in  Cuba  and  the  department  of  sanitation  is  of  the  opinion 
that  this  epidemic  has  been  imported  from  the  United  States.  Since 
the  publication  of  the  report  the  epidemic  has  become  greatly  extended 
and  nas  assumed  alarming  proportions,  there  being  at  one  time  in  this 
cit3'  more  than  620  cases  under  treatment.  The  epidemic  has  been 
confined  almost  entirely  to  children  under  15  years  of  age,  and  the 
deaths  very  few  (26  in  October  and  35  up  to  date  in  November).  The 
department  of  sanitation  has  taken  the  most  stringent  measures  to  com- 
bat the  epidemic.  Most  of  the  schools  have  been  closed;  municipal 
ordinances  have  been  issued  forbidding  children  to  congregate  in  the 

Earks,  theaters,  and  other  public  places;  parents  have  been  advised  to 
eep  their  children  as  mucn  at  home  as  possible,  and  houses  in  which 
there  were  cases  of  scarlatina  have  been  placed  under  quarantine  and 
compelled  to  keep  their  doors  and  windows  closed.  Tne  epidemic  at 
the  present  moment  seems  to  be  on  the  decrease,  although  at  this  date 
there  are  still  566  cases  under  treatment.  The  rest  of  the  island 
appears  to  be  still  free  from  scarlatina. 

Report  from  Matanzan — Sporadic  dlphthei'ia. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Nunez  reports,  December  1,  as  foUovvs: 
Week  ended  November  28,  1903.     iour  bills  of  health  were  issued 
to  vessels  leaving  for  ports  in  the  United  States,  all  in  good  sanitary 
condition. 

One  ease  of  diphtheria,  with  a  fatal  termination,  was  reported  dur- 
ing- the  past  week.  The  premises  were  subjected  to  the  usual  disinfec- 
tion immediately  afterwards.  It  is  to  l)e  noted,  as  will  be  seen  by  my 
previous  reports,  that  sporadic  cases  of  this  disease  often  appear  in 
different  sections  of  this  city  without  there  being  any  possible  com- 
uiuni ration  between  them,  since  they  are  strictly  isolated  in  every 
inntance.  Their  occurrence,  in  my  opinion,  is  due  to  the  fact  that 
among"  certain  classes  of  people  live  stock  of  fowls  is  generallv  kept 
in  their  yards  during  the  whole  year.  In  these  animals  the  Klebs- 
L<3ffler  bacillus  is  known  to  thrive,  thus  furnishing  the  agent  for  the 
<*ontugium.  The  attention  of  the  local  health  authorities  has  been  called 
to  the  subject,  and  it  is  probable  that  some  measures  will  be  taken  in 
the  near  future  to  do  away  with  this  nuisance,  the  suppression  of  which 
Avill  evidently  tend  to  improve  in  every  respect  the  sanitary  condition 
of  dwellings  as  has  been  accomplished  in  some  other  cities  of  this 
island.

Consul-General  Mason  reports,  November  21,  as  follows:

Egypt, — During  the  period  from  October  31  to  November  6  there 
were  registered  in  Alexandria  2  fresh  cases  of  plague  and  8  deatk<. 
British  India, — During  the  week  ended  October  24  there  were  r^- 
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*  istered  in  the  Bombay  Presidency  15,500  cases  of  plague  (and  11,837 
deaths),  of  which  70  cases  (69  deaths)  occurred  in  the  city  of  Bombay, 
14  cases  (12  deaths)  in  the  town  and  port  of  Karachi,  689  cases  (607 
deaths)  in  Bhavnagar,  and  45  cases  (44  deaths)  in  Broach. 

Brazil, — In  Rio  de  Janeiro  during  the  three  weeks  from  September 
28  to  October  18  there  were  registered  32,  48,  44  new  cases  of  plague, 
and  15,  16,  22  deaths  therefrom. 

In  Para  in  the  first  week  of  November  there  were  registered  2  cases 
of  plague. 

ChUe. — During  the  month  of  September  there  were  registered  in 
Iquique  12  fresh  cases  of  plague  and  7  deaths. 

Plague  and  cholera, 

British  India. — In  Calcutta  during  the  period  from  the  20th  of  Sep- 
tember to  the  10th  of  October  there  were  registered  16  deaths  from 
cholera  and  50  deaths  from  plague. 

Turkey, — According  to  weekly  bulletin  No.  34,  dated  9th  November, 
regarding  cholei-a  in  Syria,  Palestine,  and  Mesopotamia,  there  have 
been  registered  128  fresh  cases  of  cholera  ana  158  deaths.  This 
brings  the  total  number  of  cases  since  the  beginning  of  the  epidemic 
up  to  6,483  with  5,496  deaths.  According  to  the  latest  reports  the 
cases  were  distributed  as  follows:  Anah,  51  fresh  cases,  93  deaths; 
Aleppo,  16  cases,  15  deaths;  Dolonki,  11  cases,  11  deaths;  Aintab,  9 
cases,  4  deaths;  Antioch,  7  cases,  7  deaths;  Haiffa,  7  cases,  5  deaths; 
Biredjik,  4  cases,  4  deaths;  Urfa,  4  cases,  2  deaths;  Damascus,  2  cases, 
2  deaths;  and  seven  other  districts,  17  cases,  15  deaths. 

Death  rate  of  Berlin  and  other  cities. 

The  death  rate  of  Berlin  for  the  week  ended  November  7  was  some- 
what higher  than  it  has  been  since  the  middle  of  September,  amount- 
ing, calculated  on  the  year,  to  14.9  per  thousand  or  the  inhabitants, 
and  was  thus  also  higher  than  the  rate  for  the  corresponding  week  of 
last  year,  in  which  it  amounted  to  13.9.     Among  the  large  cities  of 
Germany  almost  two-thirds  showed  more  favorable  figures  than  Ber- 
lin, viz:  Hamburg,  Bremen,  Brunswick,  Leipsic,  Dresden,  Hanover, 
Frankfort  on  the  Main,  Charlottenburg  (with  10.7),  and  SchOneberg 
(with  the  minimum  rate  of  9.7).     The  following  cities  had  a  higher 
rate  of  mortality  than  Berlin,  namel}':    Munich,  Nuremberg,  Stutt- 
grart,  Karlsruhe,  Cologne,  Breslau,  as  well  as  London,  Paris,  and 
Vienna.     Since  the  last  October  week  the  increase  in  the  number  of 
deaths  has  been  confined  to  children  in  the  first  year  of  life,  a  decreavse 
being  noted  among  the  higher  age  classes.     The  infant  death  rate  rose 
from  3.6  to  4.3  per  year  and  mille,  this  being  about  half  the  rate  of 
Munich  and  Nureml>erg.     Acute  diseases  of  the  respiratory^  organs, 
as    well  as  acute  intestinal  disea*ies,  showed  a  considerable  increase, 
the  former  causing  46,  the  latter  44,  deaths.     There  were  also  regis- 
tered 76  deaths  from  phthisis  pulmonalis,  34  deaths  from  cancer,  6 
deaths  from  diphtheria,  4  deaths  from  measles,  7  deaths  from  scarlet 
fever,  3  deaths  from  typhus.     Lifluenza  claimed  4  victims,  and  24 
persons  died  by  violence.

1903,  in  all,  36  cases,  with  30  deaths;  also  3  cases  and  1  death  from 
doubtful  plague  have  been  reported. 

The  cholera  situation  in  Nagasaki  seems  rather  serious.  R<*port>«>f 
the  5th  instant  gave  the  total  number  of  cases  since  appearance  of 
disease  (October  22)  as  115,  with  59  deaths.  These  figure^s  include 
doubtful  cases.

MAURITIUS. 

Report  from  Port  Lmiis — Plague  and  siifra. 

Consul  Campbell  reports,  October  14,  as  follows: 
Since  mv  last  communication  upon  the  subject  of  the  existence  of 
bubonic  plague  and  surra  in  Mauritius,  I  have  now  to  report  that  after 
a  few  short  months'  cessation  (during  the  period  that  surra  was  raging 
here)  the  colony  appeared  to  be  free  from  plague,  but  within  the  past 
two  months  it  has  again  broken  out  and  is  more  violent  in  its  destruc- 
tive progress  and  more  rapid  in  its  deadly  influence  among  the  human 
population  than  was  surra  among  cattle,  though  this  disease  has  within 
the  past  year  carried  off  more  than  half  the  beasts  of  burden  of  the 
colony. 

Since  last  August  the  mortalitv  from  plague  and  malaria  has  exceeded 
anv  previous  death  records  of  the  colony. 

Hitherto,  the  spread  of  the  plague  has  been  generally  attributed  to 
the  existence  of  the  billions  of  rats  that  infest  the  island.  These 
rodents  are  again  found  dying  and  dead  in  great  numbers  in  every  sec- 
tion of  Port  Louis,  and  in  a  somewhat  lesser  degree  throughout  the 
whole  island,  and  what  is  still  more  surprising  in  the  present  epidemic 
is  that  the  cats  and  dogs  of  the  place  are  now  attacked  to  an  alarming 
extent  with  this  frightful  malady,  and  on  account  of  their  domestic 
habits  give  greater  cause  of  alarm  than  all  the  rats  on  the  island. 

The  sanitary  department,  although  veiy  largely  increased  within  the 
past  few  months  and  spending  mucli  money,  seems  to  be  totally  unable 
to  cope  with  the  continuous  spread  and  propagation  of  this  frightful 
•icoarge. 

To  make  things  worse,  within  the  past  ten  days  nearly  600  contract 
•oolies  arrived  fi-om  India  to  work  on  the  sugar  plantations,  bringing 
with  them  smallpox.  It  was  known  already  that  several  cases  of  small- 
lox  existed  in  the  colony,  but  were  confined  to  certain  districts,  so  that 
hese  coolies,  men  and  women,  were  immediately  placed  in  quarantine. 
\s  to  the  army,  there  are  at  the  present  time  nearly  5,000  soldiers  in 
he  colony.  Half  this  number  are  British  soldiers  sent  here  from  the 
Transvaal  at  the  end  of  the  war;  the  other  half  are  Asiatics. 

Should  the  plague  or  smallpox  ever  reach  these  camps  it  can  hardly 
►e  imagined  what  direful  consequences  might  be  the  result. 
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MEXICO.

report  has  been  given. 

The  situation  is  apparently  unchanged,  and  the  surrounding-  countrr 
is  still  badly  infected. 

Report  from  Vera  Cruz — Yellotrfeer, 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Hodgson  reports,  November  28,  a>  fol- 
lows: Week  ended  November  21,  1903: 

From  all  causes  there  were  recorded  38  deaths.  <|iiite  an  improve- 
ment upon  the  two  weeks  preceding,  which  were  49  and  47  aeath>, 
respectively. 

From  yellow  fever  there  were  reported  7  cases  and  3  deaths,  all  of 
which  were  confined  to  the  soldiers  of  a  nonimmune  regiment,  which 
was  recently  brought  here  from  the  interior. 

The  shipping  and  harbor  have  been  exceptionally  free  from  anj 
sickness  during  the  past  three  weeks. 

A  conflagration  during  the  past  week  thoroughly  fumigated  and  di^ 
infected  about  six  blocKs  of  the  city,  and  a  very  cold  and  stmng 
norther  has  perceptibly  reduced  the  temperature  and  blown  off  nmnjr 
of  the  mosquitoes. 

During  the  week  ended  November  28  fifty-three  deaths  were  reported 
from  all  causes.  Eight  cases  and  6  deaths  from  yellow  fever  were 
reported. 

Sanitary  measures. 

From  a  quarantine  standpoint  the  port  is  in  an  excellent  condition, 
as  the  fever  is  confined  to  tne  soldiers  in  their  barracks  and  hospiuL 
The  sanitary  measures  under  the  direction  of  the  Federal  authoritif^ 
are  being  pushed  with  the  expectation  of  stamping  out  the  fever  dar- 
ing the  winter.  With  the  work  of  destruction  of  the  stegomyia  aod 
their  breeding  places  it  is  not  likely  that  there  will  l)e  anotHer  epi- 
demic here.  A  good  and  adequate  water  supply  and  a  perfect  sewenir^ 
system  will  soon  be  inaugurated,  and  the  nouse  connections  be  nwufc 
before  the  next  season. 
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PANAMA.

Consul-General  Gudger  reports,  November  23,  to  the  Department 
of  State  as  follows:

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The  systematic  vaccination  of  the  crews  of  vessels  that  enter  th 
ports  of  the  islands  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Service  was  cnja 
menced  September  16,  1903.  The  work  is  progressing  very  favom***' 
and  meets  with  very  little  opposition.  In  order  that  the  vac<inati  ji. 
may  be  thorough,  the  system  as  used  by  some  of  the  Canadian  quaru  - 
tine  officers  has  been  adopted. 

Upon  the  arrival  of  a  vessel  the  crew  is  vaccinated,  and  each  p^-r 
son  so  treated  is  given  a  red  card  upon  which  appears  the  name  of  tii- 
individual,  the  date,  the  name  of  the  vessel,  ana  the  wordj*  **tirst  va* 
cination."  At  a  subsequent  time  the  vaccination  Ls  inspected,  and  : 
it  has  been  successful  the  red  card  is  taken  up  and  a  blue  one  is  i>Mi**»i. 
which  exempts  the  Iiolder  from  further  vaccination.  If  the  vacoinati  •* 
was  not  successful,  the  individual  is  revaccinated  and  a  white  card  .* 
issued,  upon  which  appear  the  words  *' second  v^accination,'*  Su^^*-*- 
quently  tne  holder  of  the  white  card  is  inspected,  and  if  he  has  \>e* 
successfully  vaccinated  a  blue  card  is  issued.  If  unsuccessful  he  i- 
again  vaccinated.  If  this  prove  successful  he  is  given  the  ordinan 
blue  card:  if  unsuccessful,  a  blue  card  with  the  figure  ^^S^^  writt*-i 
upon  it.  When  persons  with  the  latter  card  are  found  at  futun- 
inspections  it  will  indicate  to  the  inspector  that  the  individual  wi- 
vaccinated  three  times  unsuccessfuUj'  and  that  further  attempts  woul. 
probably  be  useless. 

In  addition  to  the  crews,  all  steerage  passengers  from  foreign  port* 
are  also  vaccinated  unless  they  present  evidence  of  recent  successfu 
vaccination. 

The  vessels  arriving  from  Japan  during  the  past  few  weeks  hm\> 
brought  large  numbers  of  Japanese  steerage  passengers  dejstined  ft-r 
the  Piiilippines.  In  addition  to  the  regular  quarantine  insjpection,  tb»*\ 
are  also  inspected  in  accordance  with  the  medical  provisions  of  th^ 
United  States  immigration  laws.  A  number  of  cases  of  trachoiuj 
werfe  detected.

rxranslated  in  this  Bureau  from  the  Bulletin  Quarantenairc,  published  at  Alexandria,  November  12, 

1908.] 

OTTOMAN   BMPIBE. 

Special  regulations  applicable  to  the  pilgrimage  from  the  Hedjaz  of  1903-1904- 

Art.  23.  All  vessels  intended  to  carry  pilgrims  shall  be  measured 
each  year. 

Art.  24.  Vessels  sailing  under  the  Ottoman  flag  which  leave  Con- 
stantinople with  pilgrims  on  board  must  produce  a  certificate  of  meas- 
urement from  the  sanitary  administration  of  Constantinople.  In 
exceptional  cases  they  may,  when  the  needs  of  their  service  require  it, 
be  measured  in  the  five  ports  of  Beirut,  Tripoli  in  Africa,  Djeddah, 
Hodeidah,  and  Bassorah.  On  arrival  at  Constantinople  these  vessels 
shall  always  be  remeasured  by  the  sanitary  administration,  and  if  it  be 
shown  that  this  measurement  does  not  correspond  exactly  with  the 
requirements  of  Article  19  the  sanitary  physician  responsible  shall  incur 
severe  penalties. 

Art.  25.  The  service  perfoiTned  by  the  sanitary  physician  in  the 
measurement  of  vessels,  both  Ottoman  and  foreign,  shall  be  gratuitous. 

Art.  26.  The  captain,  physician,  and  crew  shall  care  for  the  pres- 
ervation of  cleanliness  on  board.  The  physician  shall  see  that  the 
8j>ace  between  decks  where  the  pilgrims  are  accommodated  is  well 
scrubbed  each  day  with  dry  sand  mixed  with  disinfecting  powder, 
while  the  passengers  are  on  deck. 

Art.  27.  Steamers  only  are  authorized  to  caiTy  pilgrims  on  long 
voyages. 

Art.  28.  Transshipment  of  pilgrims  from  one  vessel  to  another  is 
formally  prohibited. 

Art.  29.  Any  pilgrim  vessel  not  conforming^  to  the  rec^uirements  of 
these  regulations  shall  be  considered  contumacious  in  sanitary  matters 
and  may  be  subjected  to  quarantine  measures. 

Art.  30.  The  sanitary  authority  at  the  port  of  arrival,  whether 
Djeddah  orCamaran,  shall  report  when  crowding  or  bad  hygienic  con- 
ditions occur  on  the  vessel.  A  copy  of  this  report  shall  be  forwarded 
to  the  sanitary  administration,  and  a  copy  to  the  consular  authority,  if 
the  vessel  be  foreign,  or  to  the  local  authority  if  the  vessel  be  Ottoman.

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  McMuUen  repoits  November  4  as  follows: 

Week  ended  October  81, 1903:  Thirteen  vessels,  with  891  officers  and 
3rew  and  487  passengers  (133  cabin  and  354  steerage),  were  inspected 
md  granted  bills  of  health.  Two  vessels  for  Manila  were  directed  to 
:*all  at  Mariveles  for  disinfection,  and  one  was  fumigated  with  sulphur 
tx>  destroy  rats;  672  crew  and  341  steerage  passengers  were  bathed  and 
'heir  baggage  disinfected — 1,032  pieces. 

There  were  3  rejections  amon^  the  Asiatic  steerage  for  fever  and  15 
iliens  were  recommended  for  rejection  for  trachoma.  One  case  and  1 
icath  from  cholera  (Japanese)  was  reported  for  the  week,  the  only 
3ase  since  September,  and  2"  cases  of  enteric  fever  (Europeans).  No

The  total  number  of  deaths  for  October  is  74.  This  is  an  iiicn**^ 
of  14  over  September,  which  had  an  unusually  low  mortality'.  Th^ 
increase  is  in  digestive  diseases  and  in  unspecified  causes  of  death.  (H 
the  latter  there  were  10,  all  of  them  being  cases  for  judicial  pri>ceduiv 
though  some  of  them  were  due  to  natural  causes.  There  were  3  ca^- 
of  hemoglobin  uric  fever  in  the  city,  but  they  all  recovered.  No  c^m 
tagious  diseases  were  reported. 

The  condition  of  the  citv  as  a  whole  is  not  as  clean  a^  it  was  U-i 
month.  This  is  more  noticeable  in  the  outskirts  of  the  city  whor^ 
the  rains  have  torn  up  the  streets  so  badly  as  to  interfere  with  iL* 
drainage,  thus  causing  stagnant  pools.  Most  of  thestriH^ts  are  unpavt-i 
and  those  from  neglect  are  getting  in  veiy  bad  condition.  Two  mt>n 
inspectors  have  becri  added  to  the  sanitary  department.  The  city  ha- 
again  been  divided  into  four  districts,  and  one  inspector  is  in  chan.*> 
of  each  district.  A  systematic  house  to  house  inspection  hai«  b<<^ 
begun. 

In  view  of  the  epidemic  of  scarlet  fever  in  Habana,  the  ^u^x»ri^'r 
board  of  health  has  issued  a  circular,  which  has  been  divstributiHl  il 
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over  the  island,  giving"  popular  instructions  to  prevent  its  contagion 
and  propagation.     This  nas  been  published  in  the  local  papers. 

The  citv  board  of  health  held  a  meeting  to  discuss  the  situation. 
As  a  result  of  this,  the  mayor  has  issued  a  proclamation  warning  all 
j)ersons  to  cs.\\  a  doctor  immediately  they  notice  a  child  with  an  erup- 
tive fever,  and  reminding  the  doctors  that  they  must  report  contagious 
diseases  to  the  chief  of  the  sanitary  department.

t  may  not  spread  to  other  cities. 

Besides  the  measures  that  the  local  board  of  health  has  adopted  for  this  purpose, 
his  office  recommends  the  most  ripforous  hygiene  in  houses  and  persons  as  a  prob- 
ible  means  of  preventing  the  invasion  of  the  disease. 

In  the  same  manner  it  requires  that  in  case  of  any  child  being  attacked  by  any 
'nif)tive  fever  of  whatever  form,  its  elders  shall  report  immediately  to  the  physician 
vho  is  accustometl  to  attend  to  it,  and  if  poor  to  the  municipal  physician  of  his 
listrict. 

The  private  or  municipal  doctor  who  shall  have  knowledge  of  any  case  of  scarlet 
ever  «>r  of  an  eniptive  fever  shall  report  it  immediately  to  the  chief  of  the  sanitary 
lepartinent,  and  shall  instruct  his  patient  in  the  best  hygienic  rules.

In  exercise  of  the  powers  conferre<i  by  section  2  of  the  epitiemic  «Us*»a8«8  nci  iV' 
of  1S97,  and  bv  the  notification  of  the  j£ovemment  of  India  in  the  home  depcr^nra' 
No.  302,  dated  the  4th  February,  and  in  supersei^eion  of  plagtie  repilatioa  Ntv  U 
dateii  March  1,  1899,  the  lieutenant-governor  of  Ben^l  is  pleaded  to  drcUrv  that  ju 
vessels  and  persons  leavinj?  the  port  of  Calcutta  for  ports  out  of  India  or  for  inf 
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port  in  Burma  or  the  preeidencies  of  Madras  or  Bombay  shall  be  subjected  to  the 
rules  in  the  rejfiilation  hereinafter  set  forth: 


1.  Vensfis  proceefting  to  ports  out  of  Indui. — No  vessel  shall  leave  the  port  of  Calcutta 
for  any  port  out  of  India  until  she  has  been  inspected  by  the  health  officer  and  the 
master  or  person  in  charge  of  such  vessel  has  obtained  from  such  officer  a  bill  of 
health  in  Form  A,  given  below,  stating  (1)  that  the  master  or  person  in  charge, 
officers,  crew,  and  passengers  (if  any)  of  such  vet«el  have  been  inspected  by  him  oy 
day  on  shore  at  the  time  of  embarkation,  and  are  free  from  infectious  disease  dan- 
gerous to  life  and  from  plague;  and  (2)  that  the  clothing  and  bedding  of  all  third- 
class  or  deck  passengers,  of  native  servants,  and  of  the  native  crew  of  such  vessel 
have  lH?en  disinfe<'ted  on  shore  under  his  superintendence  in  the  manner  prescril)ed 
in  Appendix  I. 

2.  Ve8»eU  pro<re<Iing  to  Indian  ports. — No  vessel  shall  leave  the  port  of  Calcutta  for 
any  i>ort  in  Burma  or  the  presidencies  of  Madras  and  Bombay  until  she  has  been 
iuspecteil  by  the  health  officer  and  the  master  or  person  in  charge  of  such  vessel  has 
obtained  from  such  officer  a  bill  of  health  in  Form  B,  given  below,  stating  that  the 
master  or  person  in  charge,  officers,  crew,  and  passengers  ( if  any )  of  such  vessel  have 
l)een  inspected  by  him  by  day  at  the  time  of  embarkation,  and  are  free  from  infectious 
disease  dangerous  to  life,  and  from  plague. 

3.  Remor^al  of  infected  persons. — Siiould  the  health  officer  be  of  opinion  that  any 
person  so  inspected  is  suffering  from  the  plague,  or  is  not  free  from  the  infection  of 
plague,  such  person  shall  not  be  allowed  to  embark. 

4.  Disinfection. — All  contaminated  or  suspected  articles  shall  be  thoroughly  disin- 
fected on  shore,  under  the  supervision  of  the  health  officer,  in  the  manner  prescribed 
in  Appendix  I. 

5.  Compensation. — If  in  the  course  of  disinfecting  any  clothes,  bedding,  or  other 
cirtides  under  Rule  1  or  Rule  4,  any  damage  is  caused  to  such  articles,  the  health  offi- 
•er  is  authorized  to  pay  to  the  owner  thereof  such  compensation  as  he  may  deem 
•easonable. 

6.  Fresh  hill  of  healthy  when  necessary. « — After  the  master  or  person  in  charge  of  the  ves- 
sel has  obtained  a  bill  of  health  untfer  the  provisions  of  these  rules,  no  person  who  has

The  geography  of  disease. 

As  a  bearing  on  epidemiology  and  tropical  medicine,  a  recent  » 
tion  to  the  Cambridge  geographical  series,  the  Geography  of  I^ 
ease,  by  Dr.  F.  G.  Clemow,'  is  of  interest.     The  book  is  probablv  iL 
first  attempt  to  treat  the  g  ography  of  disease  indep)enaently.    T*- 
information   has  been  drawn  from   great  numbers  of   monograp: -. 
books  of  travel,  scientific  writings,  and  official  reports.      Not  only  ir 
the  limiting  lines  of  the  spread  of  pandemic  diseases,  such  as  influeiin. 
bubonic  plague,  Asiatic  cnolera,  and  yellow  fever  defined,  but  the  t^ 
ritories  claimed  by  the  ordinarv  contagious  maladies  like  diphtherA 
scarlatina,  and  measles  are  indicated.     Maps  are  given  to  show  t: 
distribution  of  yellow  fever,  plague,  cholera,  militensis  fever,  h-r 
beri,  influenza,  leprosy,  black-water  fever,  and  yaws.      It  woulil  i* 
interesting  to  note  ho^  far  the  extension  of  yellow  fever  as  indicate 
on  the  map  corresponds  with  the  habitat  of  stegomyia  fasciata.    Ti^- 
inquiry  would  necessitate  a  reference  to  diflferent  mosquitoes  identic 
with  stegomyia  fasciata,  but  described  in  books  on  entomology  udw-: 
the  various  synonyms  in  use  before  the  separation  of  the  stegontj- 
from  the  culex  family  by  Theobald  in  the  new  nomenclature  given  i: 
his  monograph  published  in  1901. 

Malaria  and  public  medicine. 

Maj.  Ronald  Ross,  professor  of  tropical  medicine,  Liverpool  To 
versity,  in  an  address  oef ore  the  Royal  Colonial  Institute^  Novemf*-? 
10,  spoke  of  the  remarkable  diminution  in  malarial  fevers  that  iu- 
attended  the  present  operations  against  mosquitoes,    espeoialk  ir 
Habana,  Lagos,  Hongkong,  Suez,  the  German  colonies,  and  otbtr 
regions  afllicted   with   these   diseases.     In  Lagos,  one  of   the  m**^ 
unhealthy  of  the  British  possessions,  conditions  nave  been  so  impro^ni 
that  the  governor  of  the  country  has  communicated  the  infonnadt^ 
that  *'  malaria  has  lost  its  terrors  for  us  at  Lagos."    In  regard  to  Hon^^ 
kong,  the  medical  report  for  1902  gives  the  number  of  deaths  of  Cli 
nese  from  malarial  fevers  in  1900  as  887,  in  1901  as  541,  and  in  lH^^i  i* 
393.     At  Ismailia,  on  the  Suez  Canal,  malarial  fevers  have  long  hm 
prevalent.     Accurate  statistics  extending  over  many  years  were  artii 
able.     After  six  months'  campaign  against  mosquitoes  it  was  reported 
that  one  class  of  mosquito  had  been  practically  Imnished  from  Isnitili^ 
An  inspecting  officer  reported  that  with  the  disappearance  of  tiie^ 
mosquitoes  there  was  a  great  reduction  in  the  fever.     This  inap^to: 
reported: 

Coincident  with  the  destruction  of  mosquitoes  and  their  larva*  malaria)  fcnw  t 
Iflinailia  this  year  shows  a  most  striking  improvement.     All  medical  officers  henrf 
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igreed  upon  this.  Statistics  show  that  up  to  the  present  it  is  the  healthiest  year  on 
•ecord.  l)octor  Pressat  informed  me  that  from  January  1  to  June  30  this  year  there 
ii^ere  only  3  cases  of  malarial  fever  in  hospital,  against  52  for  the  same  period  last 
^ear,  ana  that  throughout  Ismailia  there  were  569  cases  of  fever  from  January  I  to 
May  30, 1902  (an  average  year),  against  72  for  the  same  period  this  year.  It  is  more 
than  probable,  moreover,  that  man^  of  the  cases  were  relapses  from  previous  infection. 
Bearing  in  view  the  remarkable  diminution  in  malarial  fevers  that  has  attended  the 
present  operations  against  mosquitoes,  it  is  more  than  probable  that  when  they  are 
completed  malarial  fever  will  practically  have  disapi)^red.  The  reduction  of  fevers 
according  to  figures  amounted  to  87  per  cent  at  Ismailia. 

In  the  campaign  arainst  malaria,  Major  Ross  approved  of  the  series 
of  resolutions  recently  passed  by  the  Liverpool  chambers  of  commerce 
associated  with  the  chambers  of  Manchester  and  London  and  the  Con- 
gress  of  the  Roval  Institute  of  Public  Health,  namely,  that  a  fully 
qualified  medical  officer  of  health  should  be  appointed  to  each  of  the 
principal  West  African  towns;  that  this  officer  should  be  supervised 
by  a  sanitary  commissioner  working  on  the  Indian  model  of  organiza- 
tion, and  that  an  annual  sanitary  report  regarding  the  West  African 
.'olonies  should  be  regularly  published. 

Destruction  of  rats. 

French  newspaper  reports  state  that  Danysz  virus  has  been  used  at 
Vlarseille  for  tne  wholesale  destruction  of  rats.  It  is  said  that  this 
tubstance  was  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  municipal  health  authorities 
>y  the  Pasteur  Institute,  and  that  more  than  a  thousand  rats  were  killed 
vith  it  in  a  single  night.  Bread  was  impregnated  with  it  and  scattered 
n  the  docks,  vessels,  railroad  stations,  and  public  schools.  The  poison 
s  said  to  be  harmless  to  domestic  animals. 

During  a  short  sta^  at  Marseille  on  official  leave  last  month,  I  was 
nformed  that  the  city  is  greatly  infested  with  rats.  At  the  Punto 
^"'ranco,  Naples,  where  bubonic  plague  was  introduced  two  years  ago. 
igilance  is  still  kept  up,  and  all  dead  rats  found  in  the  neigh borhooa 
re  submitted  to  bac^nological  examination. 

A  report  from  London  recounts  the  efforts  beinff  made  to  extermi- 
ate  rats  along  the  Thames.  In  October  nearly  6,000  rats  were 
estroyed  in  the  docks  and  warehouses  and  on  board  ships.  During 
tie  present  year  up  to  October  1  nearljr  60,000  were  killed.  In  1902 
lie  number  destroyed  was  185,982.  Since  the  beginning  of  the  war 
gainst  rats  in  London  shipping,  249,718  of  these  animals  have  been 
filed.

Assistant  Surgeon  Moore  reports,  November  13  and  17,  as  follows:

*No  official  report  of  contagious  diseases  in  Yokohama  has  been 
iceived  for  the  period  subsequent  to  October  31,  but  reports  of  new 
,se»  of  plague  appear  from  time  to  time  in  the  newspapers.  Lately 
e  local  autnorities  have  enforced  extraordinary  measures  with  a  view 

ridding  the  city  of  plague.  Wholesale  depopulation  of  certain  dis- 
icts  livhere  the  infection  was  particularly  persistent  has  been  carried 
it.      A  subscription  has  been  initiated  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor 
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people,  who,  out  of  consideration  for  the  public  welfare,  art  ti. 
necessarily  inconvenienced. 

With  reference  to  the  cholera  situation  at  Na^fasaki,  press  ref'- 
state  that  up  to  the  9th  instant  146  cases  had  oc'curred.  L«ato»r  •>* 
indicates  that  the  outbreak  is  well  under  control  and  that  no  apr- 
hensions  of  an  extensive  epidemic  are  entertained.

Six  steamers,  having^  an  %^:'- 
gate  personnel  of  743  crew  and  1,285  passengers,  were  inspected;  .

The  official  report  of  infectious  diseases  in  Yokohama  for  the  w^. 
ended  November  7  includes  the  following:  Enteric  fever,  6  capr-. 
death;  diphtheria,  5  cases,  3 deaths;  plague,  1  case,  1  death;  djsteDt^r: 
1  case,  no  death.     The  plague  situation  in  Yokohama  is  rather  quitt*iTi. 

Reports  as  to  the  cholera  in  Nagasaki  state  that  f  roui  date  of  *•' 
break  (October  22)  to  November  9  there  had  occurred  85  cases  of  cb<»i-" 
and  56  cases  of  doubtful  cholera,  resulting,  respectively,  in  a  mortal/ 
of  38  and  40.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  report,  in  obedience 
o  instructions  contained  in  Bureau  letter  of  December  2,  1903,  on 
yphoid  fever  at  Butler,  Pa.  On  account  of  illness  contracted  while 
n  this  duty,  the  report  has  been  unavoidably  delaved. 

My  instructions  stated  that  I  was  simply  to  be  an  observer,  to 
btain  facts  necessary  to  answer  inauiries  from  persons  interested, 
nd  to  definitely  determine  whether  the  disease  prevailing  in  Butler 
ras  typhoid,  and  whether  there  was  not  also  some  other  epidemic  dis- 
use present. 

I  arrived  at  Butler  on  the  morning  of  the  3d  and  at  once  called  on 
le  mayor,  who  stated  that  he  was  glad  to  see  me  and  referred  me  to 
le  secretary  of  the  relief  committee.  I  met  Doctors  Batt  and  McKee,

ises  of  typhoid  fever,  it  was  impossible  to  obtain  accurate  statistics; 
lit  f roui  the  returns  collected  by  Doctor  Batt  I  found  that  there  were 
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1,123  cases  of  typhoid  fever  in  the  city  on  December  1,  and  4<*  'i- 
had  been  reported  from  the  1st  to  the  3d.     Twentj'-four  deaths  ; 
occurred  during  November  from  typhoid.     As  showing-  the  be^'iL^ 
of  the  epidemic  and  the  increase  in  cases  from  week  to  week,  xht 
lowing  list  of  cases,  taken  from  the  call  book  of  one  of  the  Jooil  [• 
sicians,  is  of  interest:

I  was  enabled  to  see  61  cases  in  which  the  diagnosis  of  typhoid  f^ 
had  been  made.     Some  had  onlv  been  sick  three  days  and  sc»n>-  * 
long  as  four  weeks.     1  examined  many  of  them  most   carefully  t. 
was  able  to  arrive  at  the  opinion  that  all  were  causes  of  typhoid  /' 
of  varying  degrees  of  severity.     1  took  blood  from  a  numl>er  of  ^t*- 
with  which  to  try  the  Widal  test;  some  cases  were  only  three  *u 
sick  and  others  in  the  beginning  of  the  fourth  week.     Aljout  To  > 
cent  gave  a  positive  reaction,  which  percentage,  1  thinks  consid»^r  , 
the  mildness  and  early  stage  of  some,  is  about  the  average  u-itii 
found.     None  of  the  cases  seen  bv  me,  in  my  opinion,  wa*?  any  ox^ 
disease  than  typhoid,  nor  was  I  able  to  learn  of  any  disease  other  tli^ 
the  usual  diseases  ordinarily  prevailing. 

I  think  a  few  words  about  the  events  leading  to  the  epidemic  *  ■ 
its  continuance,  while  not  covered  by  my  instructions,  cnig-ht   U*  ' 
interest.     The  water  supply  of  the  town  is  furnished   by  a  ci>mp«" 
which  obtained  its  water  previous  to  August  28  by  dammine  the  C- 
oquenessing  Creek  at  Boydstown,  7i  miles  above  Butler.     The  wji:-' 
collected  by  this  dam  is  brought  to  the  outskirts  of  Butler  in  tf  rr: 
cotta  pipes,  passed  through  a  mechanical  filter  before  entering  t? 
reservoir,  whence  it  is  distributed  to  the  city.     On  August  2>  tl 
Boydstown  dam  was  carried  away,  and  the  water  company  sunk  a  «^ 
in  the  creek  near  the  filter  and  pumped  water  from  tnis  through  it 
filter;  but  about  the  middle  of  September,  on  account  of  some  repiJ*" 
to  the  filter,  water  was  pumped  directly  from  the  creek  into  th<*  n-.*^ : 
voir;  this  continued  about  one  week. 

A  small  stream  known  as  Thorn  Creek,  which  emptied  into  CVt  '-^ 
quenessing  Creek,  w'as  damned  about  8^  miles  from  Butler  after  t> 
breaking  of  the  Boydstown  dam,  and  water  is  now  obtained  from  tii: 
source,  after  being  passed  through  the  filter. 

About  August  17  a  case  of  typhoid  fever  occurred  in  a  bou'* 
located  near  the  creek,  about  the  site  of  the  Thorn  Creek  dam.  Tbtr- 
other  cases  soon  after  developed  in  the  same  place. 

A  few  hundred  yards  above  the  intake  above  mentioned  a  ^ua!' 
stream  empties  into  Conoquenessing  Creek.  Near  by  a  house  i.s  l<.H-aU^> 
the  water  closet  of  which  overhangs  the  stream.  Since  Octol>er  1  li 
cases  of  typhoid  fever  have  occurred  in  this  house. 

From  the  above  brief  statement  it  will  be  seen  that  the  stri*anj  fn»n 
which  the  water  supply  is  derived  has  been  exposed  to  ti-phoid  inft^ 
tion  from  two  distinct  sources. 

A  portion  of  Butler  lies  south  of  Conoquenessing  Creek*  and  p 
chiefly  supplied  with  water  from  artesian  wells.  Few  cases  of  ftvi" 
have  occurred  in  this  section,  and  1  was  informed  only  in  pe^son^  wt> 
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id  used  the  city  water.     With  the  precautions  taken  by  the  State 
id  local  authorities,  I  see  no  reason  for  its  spread  to  other  States.

GERMANY. 

R«>portfrmn  Berlin — Plague  and  cholera  in  various  countries. 
Consul-General  Mason  reports,  December  3,  as  follows: 

PUigue. 

Egypt. — During  the  period  from  the  14th  to  the  20th  of  November 
no  fresh  cases  of  plague  were  recorded. 

British  India. — During  the  week  ended  November  10  there  were 
registered  in  the  citv  of  lk>mbay  58  fresh  cases  of  plague  and  56  deatlis; 
7  cases  and  6  deatts  in  Karachi;  38  cases  and  37  deaths  in  Broach,^ 
and  613  cases  (446  deaths)  in  Bhavnagar. 

Cholera, 

Turkey. — According  to  Bulletin  No.  35  of  November  16,  regarding 
cholera  m  Syria,  Palestine,  and  Mesopotamia,  there  have  been  regis- 
tered 116  new  cases  of  cholera  (with  114  deaths). 

Death  rate  of  Berlin  and  oth^r  cities. 

The  death  rate  of  Berlin  for  the  week  ended  November  14  was  lower 
than  it  had  been  for  the  past  six  weeks,  amounting,  calculated  on  the 
year,  to  13.7  per  1,000  of  the  population  as  compared  with  14.9  in 
the  foregoing  week,  and  was  thus  not  much  higher  than  the  rate  for 
the  corresponding  week  of  last  year,  in  which  it  amounted  to  13. J-. 
Onl^  one-fourth  of  the  large  German  cities  could  show  during  the 
period  in  question  more  favorable  conditions  than  Berlin,  among  these 
being  Fmnkfort-on-the-Main,  Hanover,  Leipzig,  Dresden, and  SchOne- 
berg  (with  the  minimum  of  7.8).  The  mortality  figures  of  the  follow- 
ing cities  were  considerably  higher  than  the  Berlin  rate,  namely: 
Hamburg,  Munich,  Stuttgart,  Brunswick,  Cologne,  KOnigsberg,  Char- 
ottenburg,  as  well  as  London,  Paris,  and  Vienna,  while  the  death  rate 
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of  the  following  cities  was  higher  yet,  viz:  Nuremberg",  CarUrufo, 
Aix,  Dusseldorf ,  Breslau.  The  decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  wv 
distributed  equally  among  children  in  the  first  year  of  life  and  tL* 
higher-age  classes.  The  death  i-ate  among  infants  amounted  to  ."^7 
per  year  and  mille,  half  the  rate  of  Munich  and  Nuremberg'  and  coi 
siderably  lower  than  the  Leipzig  and  Hamburg  figures.  There  wa*  i 
noticeable  abatement  of  acute  diseases  of  the  intestines,  which  caost^i 
however,  32  deaths.  On  the  other  hand,  there  was  an  increa^^  in  tb 
cases  of  acute  disease  of  the  respiratory  organs,  which  caused  53 
deaths.  Furtheremore,  there  were  registered  78  deaths  from  phthi-4* 
pulmonalis,  36  deaths  from  cancer,  2  deaths  from  diphtheria,  7  deatifc 
from  scarlet  fever,  6  deaths  from  influenza,  and  18  persons  died  hr 
violence. 

The  death  rate  of  Berlin  for  the  week  ended  November  21  was  some- 
what higher  than  that  of  the  foregoing  week,  amounting-,  calculatevi 
on  the  year,  to  14.5  per  thousand  or  the  population,  this  rate  agreein? 
almost  exactly  with  that  of  the  corresponding  week  of  last  year,  it 
which  it  amounted  to  14.4.  Of  the  large  German  cities,  during  tht 
week,  two-thirds  showed  less  favorable  conditions  than  Berlin,  the 
following  towns  among  others  having  considerably  higher  d€*th 
rates,  viz:  Charlottenburg  (with  15.8),  Nuremberg,  Leipzig,  Bremen, 
Brunswick,  Magdeburg,  Cologne,  Munich,  KOnigsberg,  Breslaa,  a> 
well  as  London,  JParis,  and  Vienna.  On  the  other  hand,  the  following 
cities  had  lower  death  rates  than  Berlin,  namely:  Hamburg,  Hanover, 
Frankfort  on  the  Main,  Stuttgart,  Carlsruhe,  and  SchOneberg  (with 
the  minimun  8.3).  The  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  was  morv 
noticeable  among  children  in  the  first  ^ear  of  life  than  amone  ttf 
higher  age  classes.  The  infant  mortality  rate  rose  from  3,7  in  tbt» 
foregoing  week  to  4.2  per  year  and  mille  this  week,  this  being  onlr 
half  the  Munich  rate,  but  higher  than  that  of  Hamburg.  Both  amiiV 
diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs  and  acute  intestinal  diseases  showed 
an  increase — the  former  causing  60,  the  latter  40,  deaths.  Further- 
more, there  were  registered  68  deaths  from  phthisis  pulmonalis.  :*! 
deaths  from  cancer,  9  deaths  from  scarlet  fever,  5  deaths  from  diph- 
theria, 4  deaths  from  measles,  3  deaths  from  influenza,  and  16  person? 
died  by  violence.

JAPAN. 

Report  from  Yokohama — Improvement  in  the  plague  situation — Cholera 
in  Na^ga^aki  under  control. 

Assistant  Surgeon  Moore  reports,  November  25,  as  follows: 

During  the  week  ended  November  21,  1903,  seven  steamers,  having 
va  aggregate  personnel  of  634  crew  and  894  passengers,  were  inspected; 
1^09  steerage  passengers  were  bathed,  their  clothing  being  disinfected. 

The  official  report  of  contagious  diseases  in  Yokohama  for  the  week 
jnded  November  14  includes  the  following:  Enteric  fever,  9  cases,  3 
leaths;  diphtheria,  3  cases,  1  death;  plague  (doubtful),  2  cases,  1  death. 
Mmilarly  for  the  week  ended  November  21:  Enteric  fever,  4  cases, 
5  deaths;  scarlet  fever,  1  case,  no  deaths;  diphtheria,  6  cases,  1  death. 

The  stringent  preventive  measures  recently  enforced  seem  to  have 
•esulted  in  an  improvement  in  the  plague  situation.  During  the  pres- 
nt  year,  up  to  and  including  November  21,  1903,  there  have  been 
eported  in  Yokohama  39  cases  of  plague,  with  31  deaths;  also  3  cases 
•f  doubtful  plague,  2  of  which  terminated  fatally.  During  the  same 
leinod  there  have  been  no  cases  of  true  cholera  in  this  city,  the  cases 
f  this  disease  reported  in  the  press  lacking  official  confirmation. 
)uring'  the  present  year  only  2  cases  of  smallpox,  with  no  deaths,  have 
ccurred  in  Yokohama. 

The  cholera  situation  in  Nagasaki  seems  to  be  well  in  control.  Since 
be  beginning  of  the  present  outbreak  in  that  place  (October  22-Novem- 
er  20)  148  cases,  with  80  deaths,  have  been  recorded.  This  includes 
Lispicious  cases.

The  stegomyioB  are  still  present  in  considerable  numbers,  although 
the  temperature  has  fallen  since  the  recent  northers.

Lisl  of  susceptible  articles  and  merchandise. 

Susceptible  articles  and  merchandise  are: 

Body  clothing,  clothing  in  use,  used  bedclothing;  uj*ed  utensiL^: 
bundles  left  by  soldiers  and  sailors  and  returned  to  their  homes;  ngs 
not  excepting  those  compressed  into  bales  by  hydraulic  pressure;  vasei 
sacking;  used  matting;  skins  with  the  wool  or  hair  on,  used  as  carpel* 
or  mattresses;  used  carpets  and  draperies;  green  leather;  untaoDed 
skins;  fre^h  skins;  fresh  animal  refuse,  nails,  hoofs,  horsehair,  nw 
skin,  silk  and  wool,  and  hair;  postal  packages  containing  the  article? 
named  above  and  samples  of  the  said  articfes.  Finally,  all  merch&o 
disc  whether  baled  or  mixed  with  material  of  the  same  nature  as  the 
articles  above  enumerated. 

Disinfection  is  applied  only  to  articles  and  merchandise  consideml 
contaminated  and  coming  from  poils  where  cholera,  plague,  or  yellow 
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fever  exists.  It  should  be  applied  in  such  a  manner  as  to  injure  the 
articles  as  little  as  possible. 

Merchandise  should  not  be  detained  in  quarantine  an  indefinite  time. 
Prohibition,  pure  and  simple,  and  disinfection  are  the  only  measures 
which  may  be  taken. 

Letters  and  correspondence,  printed  matter,  books,  journals,  busi- 
ness documents  (not  including  postal  packages)  shall  not  be  subjected 
to  any  restriction  nor  to  disinfection. 

Instruction  in  the  method  of  disinfection, 

Clothing,  rags,  dressings,  and  other  articles  which  have  been  used 
by  cholera  patients  shall  be  burned. 

Contaminated  or  suspect  clothing,  bed  clothing,  mattresses,  carpets, 
etc.,  shall  be  disinfected  for  fifteen  minutes  in  stoves  having  a  signal 
thermometer,  at  a  temperature  of  not  less  than  100^  ('.  in  the  interior 
of  a  mattress. 

Linen,  clothing,  and  articles  soiled  by  dejecta  from  the  sick  shall  be 
immersed  for  a  period  of  six  hours  in  a  bichloride  solution.  Articles 
which  can  not  bear  the  stove  tempemture  without  deterioration,  such 
ts  leather,  joiner's  work,  felt,  velvet,  silk,  shall  be  washed  with  the 
solution. 

Carbolic  acid  solutions  (5  per  cent)  shall  be  used  for  articles  which 
ran  not  bear  either  the  stove  temperature  (100^  C.)  or  treatm.ent  with 
sublimate. 

Milk  of  lime  is  especially  recommended  for  disinfection  of  dejecta 
ind  vomit. 

Disinfection  of  vessels  on  which  cholera,  yellow  fever,  or  plague 
las  broken  out  shall  be  as  follows: 

Cabin  walls  shall  be  brushed  down  with  the  following-named 
olutions: 

Jrude  carbolic  acid 5 

(lack  or  green  potash  soap 5 

Skater,  heated  to  50° 100 

This  solution  shall  be  applied  as  hot  as  possible.  The  place  shall 
hen  be  washed  with  a  sublimate  solution  to  which  10  per  cent  of 
Icohol  has  been  added.  The  washing  shall  begin  with  the  upper  part 
f  the  wall,  following  a  horizontal  line  and  descending  graaually,  so 
^at  the  entire  surface  shall  be  covered  with  the  liquid. 

The  floors  shall  be  washed  with  the  same  solution,  and  two  hours 
fter  the  walls  and  the  floor  shall  be  washed  thoroughly  with  water, 
►ilg-e  water  and  water  in  the  engines  shall  be  disinfected  with  quick- 
tne  in  such  proportion  as  to  form  a  solution  of  5  per  cent  or  less. 

The  quantity  of  lime  necessary  to  sterilize  bilge  water  shall  be  cal- 
jlated  as  follows: 

One  cubic  meter  of  milk  of  lime  at  5  per  cent  (ordinarv  milk  of  lime 
:  20  per  cent  diluted  with  3  times  its  volume  of  water)  to  25  meters 
F  keel  length,  or  a  fraction  of  25  meters. 

The  5  per  cent  solution  shall  be  poured  directlv  into  the  reservoir 
>ntaining  the  water  through  a  large  opening.  It  should  be  thoroughly 
ixed  with  the  water  by  tne  aid  of  a  broom.  The  walls  of  the  space 
lall  be  brushed  with  the  broom  dipped  into  the  milk  of  lime.

>rt.      No  water  on  board  shall  be  emptied  in  port.

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'HE  FLY  AND  MOSQUITO  AS  CARRIERS 
OF  DISEASE."

Gentlemen:  In  responding  to  the  invitation  of  \^our  «eeretary  to 
ddress  you  upon  the  subject  of  The  Fly  and  Mosquito  as  Carriers  of 
disease,  I  feel  that  you  have  assigned  to  me  a  duty  at  once  important, 
I  that  it  embraces  the  consideration  of  the  results  of  observations  of 
len  of  eminence  during  the  past  few  years;  honorable,  in  that  it  is  a 
ibject  of  the  deepest  significance  and  requiring  the  most  patient 
ientific  investigation;  and  pleasant,  in  that  it  shows  the  confidence 
'P>osed  in  me  as  an  individual  in  exemplifying  the  work  of  others. 

Allow  me  to  reverse  the  order  in  which  the  subject  was  presented 
>on  the  programme  and  first  take  up  the  subject  of  the  mosquito  as  a 
ansmitter  of  disease.  Within  less  than  a  decade  this  subject  has 
sumed  the  greatest  importance,  as  up  to  that  time,  in  fact,  even  to  a 
:er  period,  the  transmission  of  the  disease  now  recognized  as  being 
nveyed  by  the  mosquito  was  laid  down  as  one  of  those  puzzling 
oblems,  the  pathology  and   etiology  of  which  were  incapable  of 

f>lanation. 
II  a  body  of  this  character  it  is  unnecessarv  for  me  to  say  that  dis- 
hes for  the  transmission  of  which  the  mosquito  at  the  present  time  is 
[d  responsible  are:  First,  malarial  diseases;  second,  filar iasis;  and 
rd,  yellow  fever,  with  a  new  candidate  for  consideration  as  repre- 
rted  by  the  trypanosomes,  the  importance  of  which  has  only  been 
og-nized  since  the  acquisition  of  territory  in  the  Far  East  as  a  result 
the  war  closed  within  the  last  few  years.  Naturally  malaria  must 
upy  most  of  our  attention.  This  is  perfectly  natural,  not  only  from 
widespread  existence  of  malaria,  but  from  the  influence  which 
[a.ria  has  had  upon  the  history  of  the  civilized  world.  There  is 
bably  no  influence  so  potent  in  preventing  the  extension  of  explora- 
is  and  the  opening  up  of  new  regions  as  the  prevalence  of  this  dis- 
?,  which  we  have  always  with  us  in  more  or  less  mild  form,  and 
eb  in  certain  sections  of  the  world  assumes  a  virulence  that  to  the 
tiitiated  is  simply  terrific.  No  one  influence,  it  may  be  again 
ia,rked,  has  so  militated  against  the  successful  opening  of  the  Tropics 
•ommerce  as  this  ever-present  scourge.  African  explorers  have 
id  no  enemy  so  dangerous  as  the  terrible  fevers  that  exist  in  the 
rior  of  the  country,  and  it  is  only  within  the  past  few  years^  aided 
:tie  researches  of  men  such  as  Laveran,  Bignami,  Marchiafava, 
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Ross,  Manson,  and  a  host  of  others  too  numerous  to  mention,  that  tL- 
appears  to  be  a  probability  of  the  stumbling-block  l>eing'  removed- 
No  one  is  free  from  the  danger  of  malaria  in  almost  every  Hectioo 
the  world,  and  Koch  justly  says: 

Malaria  is  met  with  everywhere.  The  officer  in  his  bureaa,  the  twiveler  in  : 
interior,  the  soldier  upon  the  march,  all  must  recognize  that  sooner  or  later  tht^r  t 
to  become  the  victims  of  malaria. 

No  more  important  discovery  stands  as  a  milestone  upon  the  roao  : 
progress  than  the  original  discovery  by  Laveran  of  the  malarial  par* 
site,  removing  the  disease  from  that  vague,  indefinite  sphere  of  r 
unknown  entity  combating  human  happiness,  which  is  well  intim&t'- 
in  its  name  derived  from  the  Italian  of  ''bad  air"  and  sig-nifying  thii 
it  was  an  emanation  of  miasm,  insidious  in  its  methods  of  entrance  f* 
potent  for  evil  in  its  eftects  upon  human  beings.  Even  after  the  di* 
covery  of  Laveran  of  the  nature  of  the  infecting  agent  in  malaria  thtr^ 
remained  much  doubt  as  to  the  way  in  which  it  effected  entrance  inr 
the  human  economy. 

Malaria  has  been  regarded  for  centuries  as  an  air-borne  dij#ea.se^  i-  ! 
indicated  by  its  name.  When  geneml  recognition  had  to  be  gfiven  t. 
the  almost  axiomatic  fact  that  for  every  disease  thei-e  is  a  tangi^i- 
cause,  the  plasmodium  of  Laveran  answered  to  the  causative  ag^nt: 
but  there  was  no  solution  to  the  question  for  a  long  time  as  to  bov 
this  parasite  was  conveyed  from  its  ordinarv  habitat  into  the  l>ody  ff 
the  unfortunate  victim  who  became  the  subject  of  his  chill,  his  paroi 
ysm  of  fever,  and  of  his  stage  of  sweating.  It  was  thoug-ht  for  a  Ions: 
time  that  the  parasite  was  borne  upon  the  miasm  arising  f  roqi  swanit>3 
districts,  thus  effecting  an  entrance  into  the  economy  through  tt 
respiratory  tmct.  This  theory  failed  of  scientific  demonstration. 
Again,  it  was  believed,  and  for  a  long  time  seemed  susceptible  <»f 
proof,  that  the  parasite  was  ingested  along  with  the  water  drunk*  and 
passing  into  the  intestinal  canal,  there  underwent  multiplication  and 
entered  the  great  circulating  fluid — the  blood — and  by  its  cycles  of 
maturation  caused  the  outbreaks. 

Thus  the  matter  rested  until  attention  was  directed  to  researt*he?  of 
Dr.  Patrick  Manson,  who  took  the  advanced  position  that  an  interme- 
diate  host  in  the  shape  of  a  certain  gnat  or  mosquito  was  neoe^isarr  m 
transmitting  the  disease  from  man  to  man  and  was  also  an  ine\itabJf 

Eortion  of  the  cj^cle  of  the  development  of  the  parasite-  No  subje«i 
as  been  more  carefully  and  elaborately  worked  out;  in  no  researcii 
known  to  modern  science  have  fanciful  or  theoretical  deductions  beet 
the  subject  of  more  careful  scrutiny;  and  to-day  the  ^^  mosquito  theonr" 
of  the  transmission  of  malaria  is  no  longer  a  theory,  but  an  accepted 
fact,  and  while  it  is  impossible  to  say  that  it  is  the  only  responsible 
agent  for  the  entrance  of  the  malarial  parasite  into  the  human  ecoDomv. 
it  certainl}'  answei's  all  of  the  indications  required  by  the  most  criti«il 
scientific  mind  and  bears  every  test  applied  to  it 

The  Italian  observers  several  years  ago  demonstrated  the  fact  thit 
it  was  perfectly  possible  to  convey  malaria  from  one  individual  to 
another  by  an  injection  into  the  circulation  of  the  subject  to  he  experi- 
mented upon  of  blood  from  a  person  suffering  with  malarial  pan>x- 
ysms;  but  it  was  immediately  demonstrated  that  such  paroxysmi*,  while 
typical,  soon  passed  off  and  did  not  have  that  virulence  and  persistCDci 
that  characterize  the  disease  when  acquired  through  natural  cbanDeLs. 
It  would  be  a  matter  of  too  much  time  to  reiterate  here  how,  step  br 


^tep,  Manson,  Ross,  and  others  were  led  up  to  the  deduction  that  for 
the  maturation  of  tne  malarial  parasite  in  full  virulence  an  interme- 
diate host  was  necessary.  No  more  interesting  chapter  of  scientific 
literature  could  be  laid  before  you  for  consideration  at  this  time;  but 
even  to  enter  into  the  alphabet  of  the  subject  would  demand  an  amount 
of  time  which  would  impose  upon  your  good  nature.  To  follow  out 
the  question  thoroughly  you  must  be  referred  to  the  literature  upon 
the  subject,  which  now  has  become  historical.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  it 
would  appear  that  for  the  perpetuity  of  malaria  it  is  necessary  that 
the  parasites  should  be  introduced  into  the  body  of  an  insect  host  and 
there  undergo  elaboration  and  multiplication,  and  at  a  certain  period 
of  the  cycle  of  development  should  be  injected  by  their  intermediate 
host  into  the  circulation  of  the  human  being,  there  to  undergo  further 
modification  and  to  acquire  their  full  virulence  in  the  unfortunate  indi- 
vidual who  has  been  the  subject  of  the  bite  of  the  insect  host. 

Experiments  have  demonstrated  beyond  cavil  that  not  only  is  the 
mosquito  the  responsible  agent,  but  that  one  single  genus  of  tne  mos- 
q^uito  family  is  the  host,  by  election,  for  the  maturation  and  prolifera- 
tion of  the  malarial  orgjanism.  The  ordinary  mosquito  of  the  genus 
Culex  is  quite  harmless  in  this  respect.  These  mosquitoes  are  a  pest, 
a  nuisance  pure  and  simple,  but  their  occurrence  in  a  locality  is  with- 
out pathological  or  etiological  si^ificance.  For  the  successful  propa- 
gation and  transmission  of  malaria  a  certain  family  of  mosquitoes — the 
genus  Anaptieles — is  necessary.  Many  varieties  of  Anopheles  are 
known — the  Anoplwles  daviger^  Anopheles  macullpminis^  and  the 
Anopheles  nigripes;  but  it  may  be  said  in  general  terms  that  one  of 
the  family  of  "spotted-winged  mosauitoes"  must  be  present  to  consti- 
tute an  essentially  malarial  neighbornood  or  environment. 

The  mosquito  doctrine  is  not  a  new  one.  Nuttall  states  that  nearly 
two  thousand  years  ago  the  Roman  writers  Varro,  Vitruvius,  and  others 
indicated  that  mosquitoes  bore  a  casual  relation  to  malaria.  Knott 
referred  to  it  in  1848,  and  King  in  1883  wrote  an  elaborate  argument  in 
its  favor.  But  it  is  to  Manson,  of  England,  that  the  credit  belongs  for 
a  reawakening  of  an  interest  in  the  subject,  and  in  his  Goulstonian  lec- 
tures, of  1898,  he  followed  the  hypothesis  which,  after  much  discussion, 
much  work,  much  acrimonious  and  polemic  theorizing,  ha^-j  now  been 
accepted  as  true;  and  it  is  not  too  much  to  hope  that  with  a  thorough 
knowledge  and  acceptance  of  the  dictum  as  laid  down  by  all  these 
investigators,  the  names  of  some  of  whom  have  been  given  to  you  in 
the  early  part  of  this  address,  the  suppression  of  malaria,  the  deadly 
foe  of  rnankind,  will  be  a  matter  of  accomplished  fact  and  that  the 
march  of  civilization  will  proceed  without  encountering  the  terrible 
difficulties  which  have  heretofore  beset  its  path. 

I  will  detain  you  for  a  few  moments  only  to  give  you  a  very  brief 
outline  of  the  course  of  development  of  the  malarial  parasite  within 
the  body  of  the  mosquito,  taking  the  aestivo-autumnal  form  as  a  type. 
The  process  of  the  development  of  the  malarial  parasite  in  the  mos- 
quito is  evidently  a  sexual  one,  and  takes  place  in  the  middle  intestine 
of  the  insect;  and,  being  sexual,  there  must  be  two  agents  concerned 
in  it,  which  are  respectively  the  crescentic  body  and  the  passive  non- 
flagellated  female  elements  known  as  macro-gametes.  The  crescents 
themselves  are  known  as  gametes,  and  the  male  elements  or  active 
flagellated  bodies  as  micro-game tocytes  and  the  nonflagellated  or  female 
elements  as  macro-gametes.     Let  us  suppose  that  a  person  suffering 
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with  malaria  in  whose  blood  the  crescentic  organism   is  detuonstn 
has  been  bitten  by  one  of  these  mosquitoes.     If  the  middle  inte^tb* 
a  mosquito  is  examined  within  forty  hours  after  she  has    bitten, 
intestinal  wall  will  be  found  to  contam  numerous  spindle-shaped  ^*» 
identical  in  appearance  with  those  observed  in  the  human  blood. 
slightly  larger  in  size.     The  bodies  are  pigmented,  but  the  pisrcr 
instead  of  l^ing  formed  in  a  clump,  or  scattered  as  in  the  case  of  buE^ 
blood  cells,  is  ranged  round  the  periphery.    The  bodies  are  situattn. 
the  outside  of  the  epithelium  ana  basement  membrane  of  the  inte^r^' 
between  it  and  the  muscular  wall;  that  is  to  say,  they  are  within  z 
substance  of  the  intestine. 

From  the  second  day  developmental  changes  become  very  rapid  • 
by  the  third  or  fourtn  day  it  will  be  seen  that  the  bodies  have  ^rr- 
much  increased  in  size  and  that  the  protoplasm  has  become  gTanta' 
On  the  fifth  day  the  increase  in  size  has  proceeded  to  a  remark*^ 
extent,  the  parasites  becoming  so  large  that  they  project  from  the  htt- 
tinal  wall  like  processes  which  contain  numerous  minute  bodiet*  tfa 
are  nuclei,  and  shining  particles  resembling  fat.     On  the  seventh  -^ 
the  interior  of  the  parasite  contains  an  immense  number  of  very  d^ 
cate  filaments  which  contain  at  the  center  a  small  amount  of  chroini' 
and  are  arranged  like  rays  about  a  central  mass,  which  may  or  na 
not  contain  some  black  pigment.     These  filaments  are  the  sporozoiu- 
After  the  seventh  day  it  will  be  found  that  the  capsule  has  mptarK 
setting  free  the  sporozoites,  which  now  make  their  way  into  the  tubal  • 
of  the  salivary  glands,  which  will  be  found  to  be  crowded  with  t:- 
parasites,  and  these,  inoculated  into  man  by  the  biting  of  the  mosqiiih 
undergo  certain   and  as  yet  undetermined  changes  and  become  ti- 
hyaline,  intracellular  malarial  parasite. 

The  cycle  of  the  malarial  organism  may,  therefore,  be  summed  'n 
into  two  great  stages — the  human  cycle  ana  the  mosquito  cycle — wbk'' 
may  be  described  as  follows: 

The  human  cycle  in  five  stages: 

1.  Sporozoite. 

2.  Hyaline  body. 

3.  Pigmented  body. 

4.  Segmenting  bod\\ 

5.  Crescentic  })ody. 

Taking  up  the  study  where  we  left  it,  therefore,  we  pa«vs  into  tbf 
mosquito  cycle,  which  also  has  five  stages,  viz: 

1.  The  crescentic  bod>%  or  gametes. 

2.  The  round  passive  body,  or  macro-gametes. 

3.  The  round,  active,  flagellated  body,  or  micro-gametocyte^. 

4.  The  encapsulated  cystic  body. 

5.  The  sporozoite,  again  ready  to  enter  the  human  economy  throu^ 
the  instrumentality  of  the  bite  of  the  mosquito. 

I  am  conscious,  gentlemen,  that  this  is  tne  barest  outline,  so  heir  * 
skeleton  that  I  am  almost  ashamed  to  present  it;  but,  as  has  been  beforT- 
remarked,  the  time  at  the  disposal  of  this  gathering  will  not  permit  i 
more  elaborate  exemplification  of  this  most  interesting  process. 

It  may  be  asked:  What  bearing  does  this  have  upon  the  questwi 
of  malaria  as  it  afltects  us  as  county,  city,  and  village  health  officers 
almost  all  of  whom  are  practicing  physicians  <  What  influence  do  tiie 
description  given  and  the  researches  enumerated  have  upon  the  well- 
being  of  the  communities  and  the  patients  intrusted  to  ourchiipf 


;:^  ^hat  practical  deductions  are  to  be  drawn  from  these  highly  interest- 

•  ig  philosophical  demonstrations  ?  The  reply  is  that,  as  surely  as  night 
"^  ollows  day,  so  surely  will  the  destruction  of  mosquitoes  of  the  genus 
'    inophehs  in  a  given  locality  be  followed  by  a  marked  diminution  of 

:  he  malarial  disease,  and  with  the  entire  destruction  of  the  insect  pests 
';  ly  an  entire  disappearance  within  a  short  time  of  cases  of  malarial 
^  nanif estations. 

Therefore  what  has  been  presented  to  you  is  not  simply  a  scientific 

•  iiscussion  of  historical  interest,  but  it  affects  physicians,  their  patients 
ind  communities  under  their  charge  in  an  eminently  practical  way. 
The  lesson  to  be  drawn  is,  that  in  a  malarial  community  the  main 

N  object  should  be  to  strike  at  the  root  of  the  eyil  by  the  destruction  of 
the  mosquito  responsible  for  the  transmission  of  malarial  disease  from 
.man  to  man.  When  it  is  remembered  that  a  single  female  Anopheles 
may,  after  biting  an  individual  affected  with  malarial  fever,  set  free 
millions  and  millions  of  sporozoites  and  may  infect  with  malaria  every 
individual  whom  she  bites,  that  she  lays  a  large  number  of  eggs  and 
that  a  large  proportion  of  these  eggs  come  to  maturity,  thus  producing 
a  new  crop  of  mosquitoes  ready  to  bite  other  individuals,  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  process  Ls  like  the  endless-chain  letter  system,  which, 
beginning  with  one  individual,  will  in  time  unless  checked  reach  an 
almost  countless  number. 

Mosquitoes  should  be  de8tro3^ed  wherever  found,  and  no  surer  way 
exists  of  destroying  them  than  to  prevent  the  ovidepositing  of  the 
females.  Water  is  the  essential  element  required  in  this  ovidepositing. 
The  female  must  have  a  larger  or  smaller  body  of  water  upon  whicn 
to  deposit  the  wonderful  canoe-shaped  mass  of  eggs  that  she  lays. 
Therefore  the  filling  up  of  all  stagnant  pools  of  water,  the  drainage  of 
large  bodies  of  water,  the  abolition  of  water  barrels,  the  screening  of 
cisterns,  even  the  emptying  of  the  old  tin  can  about  premises  which 
may  contain  rain  water,  are  all  essential  steps  in  the  mosquito  cam- 
paign, and  it  is  by  a  campaign  a^inst  the  mosquito  that  we  must 
arrive  at  the  suppression  of  malarial  disease.  Should  the  ovideposit- 
ing of  the  female  have  taken  place,  means  must  be  adopted  for 
the  destruction  of  the  ova  or  the  larvae  and  pupsB,  should  they  have 
passed  into  these  stages.  No  other  agent  is  probably  so  effective  in 
this  direction  as  the  use  of  petroleum  upon  ponds  or  bodies  of  water, 
should  it  be  impossible  or  not  feasible  to  drain  them  thoroughly  or  fill 
up  with  fresh  sand  their  original  site. 

Remember  that,  taken  in  conjunction  with  each  other,  a  person 
afflicted  with  malarial  paroxysms  in  a  locality  where  any  variety  of 
the  genus  Amphelen  prevails  is  reasonably  certain  to  spread  the 
malarial  disease  throughout  the  community. 

The  most  interesting  and  vital  branch  of  the  subject,  gentlemen,  has 
been  dwelt  upon  at  such  length  but  that  little  time  remains  to  take  up 
the  other  disease  for  the  transmission  of  which  the  mosquito  is  respon- 
sible. Therefore  I  omit  any  mention  of  filariasis  or  trypanosomes  and 
pass  on  to  briefly  discuss  the  mosquito  theory  of  the  transmission  of 
yellow  fever. 

Unfortunately,  unlike  malarial  disease,  the  parasite  of  yellow  fever 
ha«  not  been  demonstrated,  and  until  this  is  done  we  can  not  approach 
the  subject  with  that  certainty  with  which  we  can  describe  malarial 
fevers.  This  only  is  known:  That,  unlike  malarial  diseases,  the  genus 
AnopheleH  of  the  mosquito  family  is  not  responsible  for  its  transmis- 
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sion;  but  the  tmnsmitting  agent  is  the  female  of  that  family,  knovLi- 
the  Stegomyia  fasciata.  Possible  it  is  that  time  and  further  A\& 
will  develop  the  true  parasite  of  yellow  fever,  and  that  its  life  hi>4or 
and  methoa  of  transmission  may  at  some  future  time  be  describee  k  \ 
minutely  and  as  accurately  as  has  been  done  in  the  outline  which  W 
been  laid  before  you. 

The  theory  originally  propounded  by  Finlay,  of  Habana,  lay  falk 
until  taken  up  by  that  quartet  of  earnest  workers — Reed,  (Jarr*  I 
Lazear,  and  Agramonte.  Lazear  fell  a  victim  to  his  enthusiasm. &!>. 
may  be  said  to  have  laid  down  his  life  for  the  cause  in  which  he  w^ 
so  deeply  interested.  Reed  has  joined  the  silent  majority,  and  wbf^ 
in  the  future,  the  hypothesis  so  ably  maintained  by  him  8hall  bv 
acquired  all  the  force  and  dignity  of  a  doctrine,  the  subject  can  not^^ 
approached  or  written  on  without  a  tribute  of  love  ana  revereoi^  v 
his  memory. 

With  the  full  knowledge  that  the  subject  has  been  very  imperfect! 
touched  upon,  and  spurred  on  bv  the  lapse  of  time,  we  muf^t  nipi<iv 

Sass  on  to  the  consideration  of  the  second  branch  of  our  subject,  m 
iseases  transmitted  by  flies.  The  subject,  while  not  as  complex  &• 
the  one  of  the  mosquito,  is  still  full  of  interest;  but' we  will  limit  vr 
consideration  to  two  diseases,  potent  in  vastness  and  fraug-ht  with  Ij 
direst  calamities  to  humanity.  One  of  the  two  diseases  will  l)e  tbi: 
great  epidemic  pestilence  which  from  time  to  time  devastates  who 
regions  of  the  Orient,  and  from  which  in  times  past  the  United  Stat*- 
itself  has  not  been  free,  viz,  cholera. 

As  far  back  as  1890  it  was  demonstrated  that  the  ordinary  hoa"^  fi- 
could  carry  within  its  intestinal  tract  live  cholera  vibrios:  that  tbf; 
could  there  multiply  and  could  be  deposited  in  the  fecal  excreta  of  th 
fly  either  upon  water  or  upon  the  food,  and  thus  under  favorable  o*' 
ditions  become  the  responsible  agent  for  the  spread  of  the  infectn* 
The  matter  has  an  obvious  practical  bearing  for  the  consideratioQ  of  s 
gathering  of  health  officers,  for  it  may  be  ^ken  as  practically  evideit 
that  cholera  is  not  alone  a  water-borne  disease,  but  that  our  'meason- 
of  precaution  and  safety  are  not  completed  until  we  have  effectivth 
assured  ourselves  that  dies  do  not  have  access  to  the  discharjjes  of  * 
cholera  patient;  or,  if  such  be  impossible,  that  these  discbarges  ^> 
rendered  innocuous  by  efficient  disinfection.  Therefore  the  disinf^- 
tion  of  the  discharges  of  a  cholera  patient  not  only  is  demaiid«Hi  :' 
order  that  the  water  supply  may  not  become  contaminated,  but  luiviin: 
the  further  end  in  view  that,  should  the  domestic  house  fly  feed  up« 
them,  it  may  not  through  its  intestinal  canal  contaminate  the  food  ts^^ 
drink  of  others. 

Let  us  rapidly  pass  on  to  a  consideration  of  the  fly  m  the  dLssemii» 
tion  of  typhoid  fever.  During  the  Spanish  war  a  committee  of  medica. 
officers  was  appointed  by  the  Surgeon-General  of  the  Army  to  invert- 
gate  the  subject  of  enteric  fever  in  the  militaiy  camps,  and  in  »r 
admirable  report  they  arrived  at  certain  conclusions^  wnich  were  l> 
specificity  of  the  Eberth  bacillus,  the  influence  of  infe<'ted  water  ifi 
spreading  disease,  and  the  great  danger  attending  the  instrumentalit* 
of  flies  in  disseminating  the  Eberth  bacillus  by  feeding  upon  tvpb«? 
dejections  and  thus  contaminating  food  and  drink  upon  whicK  tht? 
might  alight.  The  lesson  borne  in  upon  us,  therefore,  is  the  same  a- 
in  the  consideration  of  cholera — the  absolute  disinfection  of  all  di* 
charges,  alvine,  urinary,  and  buccal,  of  the  typhoid  patient,  for  tb*^ 
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-  discharges  all  do,  at  one  time  or  another  during  the  occurrence  of  a 
case  of  typhoid  fever,  contain  the  responsible  Eberth  bacillus  and, 
subjected  to  contact  of  flies,  may  through  the  instrumentality  of  this 
disgusting  pest  be  responsible  for  the  spread  of  the  malady  to  per- 
sons at  greater  or  less  distance.  In  this,  as  in  every  other  commu- 
nicable disease,  eternal  vigilance  is  the  price  of  safety. 

No  more  serious  subject  can  occupy  tne  attention  of  a  careful  health 
officer,  and  the  health  officer  who  simplv  guards  the  water  supply  from 
contamination,  great  though  his  results  may  be,  can  no  longer  be 
regaixiexi  as  havmg  performed  the  full  measure  of  his  dut3\  Efe  must 
look  after  the  fly.  It  should  be  excluded  from  the  rooms  of  the  sick; 
it  should  not  be  permitted  to  gain  access  to  any  of  the  discharges  of 
the  typhoid  patient.  Though  in  guarding  the  water  supply  the  health 
officer  may  nave  closed  the  most  important  opening,  the  neglected 
minor  precaution  leaves  a  gap,  and,  to  use  a  well-worn  axiom,  'Hhe 
strength  of  a  chain  is  the  strength  of  its  weakest  link,"  until  he  has 
paid  as  much  attention  to  one  source  of  danger  as  to  another  his  chain 
of  defense  is  not  perfect,  but  may  give  way  at  the  weakast  point. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Association  of  Military  Surgeons  of  tne  United 
States,  recently  held  in  Washington,  D.  C,  tHe  writer  had  the  honor  of 
presenting  a  paper  upon  '^The  prophylaxis  of  certain  disease^s  incident 
to  camps  in  time  of  war,"  in  which  he  took  the  position  that,  to  guard 
against  the  appearance  of  typhoid  fever  in  the  future,  certain  points 
should  be  taken  into  consideration,  which  were  as  follows: 

1.  Early  recognition  and  positive  diagnosis. 

2.  Absolute  disinfection  of  the  discharges  of  all  hospital  febrile  cases. 

3.  Rigid  policing  and  disinfection  of  all  camp  latrines. 

4.  Guarding  of  water  supplies  from  infection,  not  only  by  careful 

Erevention  of  direct  contamination  but  by  foresight  in  the  location  of 
itrines  in  relation  to  the  sources  of  water  supply. 

5.  The  employment  of  every  possible  means  to  prevent  the  multi- 
plication of  nies  and  the  infection  by  them  of  kitchens  and  messing 
places. 

It  was  also  suggested  that  in  future  it  would  be  wise  to  consider 
every  case  of  enteric  fever  as  an  "infectious  case,"  and  to  treat  them 
in  a  special  hospital  provided  for  the  purpose  and  not  in  the  general 
wards  of  a  militar^^  hospital. 

So  important,  gentlemen,  is  this  subject  of  the  transmission  of  en- 
teric fever  that  it  would  seem  in  the  future  we  should  lose  no  opportunity 
of  profiting  by  the  terrible  lessons  that  have  been  taught  in  the  past. 
This  applies  not  only  to  military  operations.  In  the  future  it  would 
seem  wise  that  where  there  is  to  be  any  large  aggregation  of  persons 
for  a  long  period  of  time,  a  preliminary  period  of  oDservation  under 
conditions  approaching  those  obtaining  in  camps  of  detention  should 
be  practiced  before  the  individuals  be  allowed  to  assume  the  new  duties 
which  may  devolve  upon  them.  This  period  of  time,  it  is  suggested, 
should  be  for  the  period  of  the  incubation  of  the  disease,  and  every  case 
of  illness  or  indisposition  should  be  thoroughly  investigated  with  a 
view  of  excluding  possible  cases  of  enteric  fever  and  enabling  us  to 
take  the  proper  precautions  in  handling  them.  This  period  of  obser- 
vation completecl,  the  individuals  may  then  pass  from  detention  camp 
conditions  to  conditions  and  environments  as  are  necessary  for  the 
object  in  view,  be  these  objects  military,  civil,  political,  or  social. 

Another  point  which  has  been  suggested  by  Surgeon-General  Wyman 
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and  which  does  not  seem  as  yet  to  have  been  mentioned,  or  if  eu- 
tioned  has  not  as  ,yet  been  printed,  is  tliat  in  future  in  all  such  kr. 
gatherings  the  latrines  or  other  provisions  for  the  disposal  of  p<*rsr_ 
dejecta  should  be  rendered  fly -proof  by  screening  with  wire  iwtii::,' 
This  may  appear  a  stupendous  task;  but  were  the  difficulties  €»> 
greater  than  thev  really  are,  it  is  believed  that  the  end  would  ja^' 
the  means  and  tnat  we  would  reap  an  abundant  harvest  of  g-ood.  i 
camps  the  capacity  of  latrines  is  carefully  calculated  upon  the  btt^i!^• 
the  number  of  persons  for  whose  use  they  are  intended.  It  wrc 
seem  that  large  supplies  of  wire  netting  upon  wooden  frames  nh*.. 
acccompany  the  camp  equipage  and  that  at  tne  time  when  the  latrinr  > 
dug  the  screen  frames  should  be  erected  and  the  latrine  thus  render 
fly-j)roof  from  its  very  inception.  This  ''fly -proofing'"  should  ^ 
carried  to  the  most  rigid  extreme,  even  to  the  extent  of  rendem^ 
entrances  impermeable  to  flies  by  an  arrangement  of  vestibule?  • ' 
double  doors.  Having  accomplisfied  this  end  of  excluding"  flies,  d- 
most  rigid  precautions  should  be  taken  to  insure  the  covering  el-- 
disinfection  of  the  dejecta,  and  when  the  trench  or  pit  is  filled  to  th 
depth  determined  upon  the  screen  can  be  taken  down  and  removed  t* 
a  new  site. 

In  the  disinfection  in  camps  against  typhoid  fever  attention  is  invit**. 
to  a  procedure  mentioned  by  Major  Griffiths,  who  states  that  much  ^m: 
resulted  in  his  practice  in  such  disinfections  from  disinfecting*  not  w  i. 
the  tent  or  temporary  habitation  where  a  case  of  enteric  fever  b» 
occurred,  but  in  extending  this  disinfection  rigidly  to  three  or  fc^ir 
tents  upon  each  side  of  the  one  represented  to  be  infected.  This  woui: 
seem  to  be  based  upon  the  presumption  that  the  fly  does  not  indulge :." 
long  flights,  but  having  selected  a  locality  agreeable  and  suitable  t.- 
himself  he  never  departs  far  from  it.  In  this  way  it  would  certainly 
seem  that  there  might  be  a  certain  limitation  to  the  dissemination  uf 
the  infection  of  enteric  fever. 

I  feel,  gentlemen,  that  I  have  presented  to  you,  in  a  very  imperfM 
wa3%  views  upon  the  topics  which  form  the  subject  of  this  paper. 
Much  more  could  be  said;  little  has  been  said  in  comparison  with  lisr 
amount  of  material  at  the  command  of  one  looking  up  the  subjwt 
While  I  may  have  conveyed  to  you  nothing  original,  it  may  be  thu 
the  subjects  presented  will  lead  one  of  you  to  research  and  to  bt 
endeavor  to  secure  better  results.  If  such  be  the  case,  the  time  >p»}ct 
by  you  in  listening  to  these  remarks  of  mine  and  the  labor  expeiwleo 
bv  me  in  presenting  them  to  you  will  indeed  have  been  a  soun^e  ui 
pleasure  for  me  and,  I  trust,  a  source  of  some  profit  to  you.

Gentlemen:  I  have  been  assigned  the  duty  of  addressing  you  upon 
:ie  subject  of  '^The  management  of  outbreaks  of  smallpox,  diphtheria, 
nd  scarlet  fever  "from  the  standpoint  of  the  municipal,  local,  and 
ural  health  officer,  a  subject  full  of  importance  and  pregnant  with  the 
tiost  vital  interests  of  the  community  in  which  you  live. 

SMALLPOX. 

Without  further  preliminaries  I  would  beg  to  enter  at  once  upon 
:he  subject  of  smallpox,  and  in  considering  its  management  I  beg  to 
consider  not  only  the  management  of  epidemics  when  they  have  once 
made  their  appearance,  but  the  prophylaxis  or  prevention  of  such 
outbreaks. 

Prevention, — In  all  communicable  diseases  there  are  various  means 
it  our  disposal  for  the  control  and  prevention  of  their  spread.  Such 
•ertainly  is  the  case  with  smallpox;  but  I  think  it  admits  of  no  argu- 
went  that  were  we  limited  to  one  method  for  the  prevention  of  the 
pread  of  smallpox  that  method  would  be  vaccination. 

Into  the  subject  of  vaccination  it  is  hardly  necessary  to  go  before 
,n  audience  of  this  character.  What  the  nature  of  vaccinia  is — 
»rhether  vaccinia  is  smallpox  in  the  heifer — may  be  subjects  full  of 
nterest,  but  I  do  not  consider  that  their  discussion,  however  impor- 
ant,  properly  belongs  to  an  occasion  like  this.  Much  prejudice  in 
he  past  has  existed  against  vaccination,  which  might  possibly  have 
•een  justified  in  the  days  of  arm-to-arm  vaccination  or  vaccination 
rom  the  scab.  I  can  conceive  that  it  is  possible  that  certain  consti- 
iitional  diseases,  viz,  tuberculosis  or  syphilis,  might  be  conveyed  by 
lese  processes;  but  practiced  as  vaccination  is  to-day,  with  bovine 
rniph,  and  that  lymph  largely  purified  of  extraneous  organisms  and 
3ntaiiii nations  by  the  process  of  glycerination,  such  untoward  results 
re  now  of  infrequent  occurrence,  and  it  is  high  time,  in  this  third 
ear  of  the  twentieth  century,  that  the  prejudices  against  this  most

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valuable  prophylactic  should  disappear  with  the  advance  of  educat  • 
and  intelligence.  Of  course,  it  is  essential  that  vaccination  should  • 
carefully  performed.  The  arm — or  leg,  in  the  case  of  f emalei? — «:• 
which  vaccination  is  practiced  should  be  cleansed  by  soap  and  war^: 
followed  by  alcohol.  The  scarification  should  not  be  large:  a  ^j*' 
of  one-eighth  inch  in  diameter  is  sufficient.  The  vaccine  sbouM  • 
glycerinized,  and  care  should  be  taken  to  prevent  its  contaminati'  • 
As  soon  as  the  lymph  has  dried  some  light  protective  dre^ssing  s«hfT 
be  employed  to  prevent  contamination  of  the  area  by  pus  oi^oi^ro-. 
either  rubbed  in  by  the  fingers  or  the  dress  from  the  surrounui: . 
area. 

Having  placed  vaccination  thus  in  the  first  place  of  iaiix^rtance  f  • 
the  prevention  of  smallpox,  it  might  well  be  asked  what  measure  tak- 
the  next  place  in  importance  in  the  prevention  of  this  disease.  ' 
answer,  after  mature  deliberation  and  consideration  and  hope  thai  * 
will  meet  with  your  approbation,  that  thorough,  early,  diagnosis  r 
my  opinion  easily  takes  the  place  of  next  importance. 

Diagiiosis, — Smallpox  maybe  mistaken  for  several  other  conditiou^v 
viz,  measles,  scarlet  fever,  chicken  pox,  syphilis,  or  imj>etigo  contagio* 

A  few  words  as  to  the  differential  diagnosis  of  these  maladies  w:\ 
not  be  out  of  place. 

In  memles  i\ie^  period  of  incubation  is  a  little  longer  than  in  smallpx 
(about  fourteen  days).  The  stage  of  invasion  resembles  an  ordinan 
cold,  attended  with  shivering,  not  often  with  definite  chills,  sneezing, 
injection  of  the  eyes,  running  of  the  nose,  and  a  more  or  less  sevt* r? 
cough.  The  eruption  makes  its  appearance  upon  the  fourth  or  fifti: 
da}^  and  the  condition  of  the  patient  is  not  materially  improved  iritii 
the  appearance  of  the  eruption.  By  the  sixth  day  the  eruption  is  ir«  l' 
developed  and  gradually  fades,  though  coming  out  in  successive  crops 
There  is  no  secondary  fever  with  the  appearance  of  the  eruption. 

In  scarlet  fever  the  incubation  is  much  shorter,  ranging  probably  *> 
high  as  seven  days,  about  four  days  on  an  average,  and  the  period  of 
invasion  is  attended  with  high  temperature  and  more  or  levs  sor? 
throat,  generally  a  very  considerable  sore  thix)at.  The  eniplioij 
appears  on  the  second  day  and  is  in  the  form  of  a  bright  red  .siarift 
rash  in  which  there  are  spots  of  more  or  less  deep  mottling,  giving  i 
particularly  rod  appearance,  with  marble  streakings.  The  tongue  b? 
a  strawberry  or  raspberrj^  appearance,  owing  to  the  projection  of  th* 
papillae  of  the  tongue.  Albuminuria  is  a  frequent  complication  «►/ 
scarlet  fever. 

Chivhen  pox  or  raricella  might  be  strictly  called  a  disease  of  chiWiviu 
though  it  sometimes  occurs  in  adults.  The  period  of  inculmtion  '^ 
rather  long.  The  initial  symptoms  are  somewhat  mild  and  fre^juentljr 
attract  little  attention,  though  there  may  be  fever,  vomiting,  and  ptin 
in  the  back  and  limbs.     The  eruption  appears  within  the  first  twonlv- 


four  hours,  being  first  papules,  which  in  a  few  hours  change  to  pustules 
filled  with  a  gray  though  genemlly  turbid  fluid.  In  three  or  four 
days  the  ei-uption  dries  up  and  forms  scales  which  fall  off,  and  the 
scarring,  if  any,  is  very  superficial.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  the  scabs 
of  chicken  pox  are  generally  bloody  in  character.  It  is  possible  that 
varioloid  may  be  mistaken  for  chicken  pox. 

Impetigo  contaglom  in  outward  appearance  approaches  nearer  to 
chicken  pox  than  smallpox.  The  eruption  is  without  constitutional 
symptoms  and  occui*s  in  groups  or  patches.  The  patches  coalesce  and 
as  desiccation  takes  place  large  crusted  patches  are  formed. 

Syj)hil!8  in  some  of  its  protean  aspects  resembles  smallpox.  In  this 
disease  we  must  be  guided  by  the  history  of  the  case^  which  is  the 
strongest  point  of  differentiation^  though  the  absence  or  very  slight 
character  of  the  fever  and  other  constitutional  symptoms  aid  us  in 
making  a  differential  diagnosis. 

I  pass  over  typhus  fever,  glanders,  the  first  stages  of  typhoid  fever, 
and  other  diseases  without  more  than  mentioning  them  and  make  no 
attempt  to  draw  a  strict  differential  diagnosis.  A  brief  review  now  of 
the  symptoms  of  smallpox  may  be  of  interest. 

Smallpox  may  appear  in  any  form,  from  the  mild  varioloid,  which 
is  smallpox  modified  by  vaccination,  up  to  the  hemorrhagic  form. 
The  forms  as  usually  described  are  variola  vera  or  true  smallpox,  the 
discrete  form,  the  confluent,  and  the  hemorrhagic  form,  which  may 
occur  as  the  purpuric  form  and  a  hemorrhagic  form,  in  which  hem- 
orrhage takes  place  into  the  pocks  or  from  the  mucous  membrane. 

The  invasion  of  smallpox  begins  suddenly,  and  is  usually  ushered 
in  with  a  chill.  It  may  or  may  not  be  followed,  but  usually  is  attended, 
by  severe  aching  in  the  small  of  the  back  and  limbs,  sometimes  with 
intense  headache,  always  with  vomiting  and  with  a  fever  reaching  103^ 
to  104°  F.  The  pulse  is  rapid  and  strong.  Convulsions  may  occur  in 
children.  There  is  an  initial  rash,  which  usually  appears  on  the  sec- 
ond day,  in  the  form  of  a  definite  redness.  According  to  Osier,  in  about 
13  per  cent  of  the  cases  there  is  an  initial  rash  on  the  inner  surface  of 
the  thighs,  the  lateral  surfaces  of  the  thorax,  the  lower  part  of  the 
abdomen,  and  occasionally  on  the  anterior  surface  of  the  knees  and  the 
inner  surface  of  the  elbows. 

In  the  discrete  form  of  smallpox  the  eruption  usually  appears  on 
the  third  day  at  the  margin  of  the  hairy  scalp,  around  the  mouth,  and 
on  the  wrists.  At  this  point,  to  be  thoroughly  noted,  the  tempera- 
ture, which  up  to  this  time  has  been  high,  falls  to  nearly  normal. 
Within  twenty-four  hours  the  eruption  becomes  general  over  the 
body,  and  at  this  stage  of  the  disease  there  is  a  strong  resemblance  to 
measles.  On  about  the  fourth  or  fifth  day  of  the  disease  the  eruption 
becomes  papular,  and  there  is  noted  by  passing  the  fingers  over  the 
surface  a  shottv  sensation,  viz,  as  if  small  shot  were  embedded  under 


the  skin.     About  the  sixth  day  these  papules  become  vei*icl«»5^  ^: 
vesicles  change  to  pustules.     The  stage  of  pustulation  is  attendtM  ■ 
a  sinking  in  the  center  of  the  pustules,  or  umbilication,  and  eacL  ; 
tuie  is  surrounded  by  a  red  border.     This  ushers  in  the  stm^e  of  * 
puration  and  the  secondary  fever  comes  on,  the  temperature  rl- 
again  rapidly  and  being  strictly  a  fever  of  suppuration.      It  i- 
infrequent  that  the  eruption  makes  its  appearance  on  the  mi« 
membrane  of  the  throat,  fauces,  and  pharynx   twenty-four  h 
before  its  appearance  upon  the  cutaneous  surface. 

About  the  twelfth  or  thirteenth  day  of  the  disease   the  pu^r,^ 
begin  to  dry  up  and  form  scabs.     These  scabs  fall  off  in  the  ordr- 
their  appearance  upon  the  body.     The  temperature  falls,  soon  rear 
normal,  and  convalescence  begins. 

In  the  confluent  form  the  initial  symptoms  are  more  intens^e  awl  • 
eruption  may  occur  a  little  earlier.     The  papules  are  discrete^  bu(  - 
vesicles  and  pustules  coalesce,  especially  upon  the  face,  hand^  * 
feet,  and  there  is,  of  course,  a  great  deformation  and  swelling  of  l 
ace,  and  there  is  swelling    of  the  lymphatic  glands,  salivation.  f>- 
sibly  diarrhea,  and  almost  always  acute  albuminuria. 

I  feel  that  this  description  is  brief  to  a  point  of  meagemess^  hui 
must  be  apparent  to  you,  gentlemen,  that  a  week  could  be  ea-j 
spent  in  a  minute  description  of  all  the  clinical  features  of  sniallpi> 
and  even  then  leave  the  subject  improperly  described. 

Vaccination. — 1  have  already  gone  into  the  technique  of  vaccinstiik 
Vaccination  should  begin  naturally  with  the  "contacts,"  or  tho^e  n^i- 
have  been  exposed  directly  to  the  infection  from  the  first-declar 
case  of  smallpox.     The  area  of  vaccination  should  be  greatly  extendt . 
and  if  the  disease  threatens  to  spread  vaccination  in  a  commanit 
should  be  general.     The  question   may  be  pertinently   asked,  wfa* 
should  be  the  practice  in  regard  to  the  repetition  of  vaocinatioiL   I 
think  it  admits  of  little  doubt  that  the  community  should  l>e  vaccioau' 
and  revaccinated  until  everyone  is  either  protected  by  vaccination,*' 
it  has  been  demonstrated  beyond  peradventure  that  individual^  tj* 
not  susceptible  to  vaccinia.     There  are  quite  a  number  in  this  latur 
class.     In  my  personal  experience  I  know  of  one  who  was  vaccinatt^i 
successfully  in  infancy,  revaccinated  at  the  age  of   8:    vaceinatkin 
was  unsuccessfully  attempted  again  at  the  age  of  11,  and  since  dm 
time  he  has  been  vaccinated  more  than  thirty  times  with  onlr  oi«* 
mther  imperfect  "take.""    I  have  seen  other  instances  equally  coo 
elusive.     It  is  also  reasonable  to  suppose  that  a  person  or  pei>aB* 
susceptible  to  vaccination  are  to  some  extent  susceptible  to  smallpox, 
though  the  course  of  smallpox  will  usually  be  modified  even  by  oot» 
successful  vaccination. 

It  would  seem  reasonable,  therefore,  that  vaccination  to  l>e  %\^^ 
lutely  efficient  should  be  repeated  from  time  to  time  until  a  complete 


immunity  against  it  is  acquired.  This,  it  is  natural  to  suppose,  would 
lead  to  an  equally  complete  immunity  against  smallpox,  though  this 
remains  to  be  demonstrated. 

I  do  not  propose,  before  this  audience  or  at  this  time  in  the  world's 
history,  to  defend  the  subject  of  vaccination.  I  confess  it  with  shame 
that  there  are  some,  even  in  the  medical  profession,  who  cast  discredit 
upon  the  efficiency  of  vaccination  as  a  protective  measure  against 
smallpox.  Is  it  surprising,  then,  that  there  should  be  a  comparatively 
large  number  among  the  many  millions  of  inhabitants  of  the  United 
States  and  of  some  other  countries  who  doubt  the  expediency  of  the 
process  and  invoke  law,  sentiment,  and  legislation  to  prevent  the  per- 
formance of  compulsory  vaccination  ? 

Mandgetnent. — We  now  take  up  the  consideration  of  the  manage- 
ment of  individual  cases  of  smallpox  from  a  point  of  view  purely  sani- 
tary and  prophylactic — that  is  to  say,  to  prevent  its  spread. 

1  do  not  know  what  the  law  in  all  States  is.  I  do  not  know  whether 
under  your  law  the  health  officer  is  authorized  and  empowered  to 
remove  every  case  of  smallpox  to  a  special  contagious-disease  hospital 
for  treatment.  Please  note  that  I  use  the  term  ' '  contagious-disease  hos- 
pital." I  protest  with  all  my  power  against  the  term  "pesthouse." 
Is  it  surprising  that  persons  stricken  with  smallpox  object  to  being 
removed  to  a  ^^pesthouse? "  The  nature  of  the  disease  is  sufficient  in 
itself  without  the  addition  of  this  terribly  sounding  word,  "penthouse," 
by  which  it  is  assumed  that  the  person  who  is  being  removed  is  loath- 
some, dangerous,  and  an  object  to  be  shunned  alike  by  his  friends  and 
the  general  public.  Certainly  if  the  community  is  provided  with  a 
well-built,  well-administered,  comfortable,  contagious-disease  hospital 
the  case  of  smallpox  had  better  be  removed  there,  but  if  this  be  not 
so,  or  if  the  objections  of  the  patient's  friends  or  family  can  not  be 
overcome,  or  if  he  have  law  upon  his  side  forbidding  his  removal 
otherwise  than  b}^  his  own  free  will  and  consent,  it  goes  without  say- 
ing that  the  case  should  be  carefully  isolated  in  his  residence,  prefer- 
ably upon  the  upper  floor,  and  that  the  floor  of  the  house  upon  which 
the  disease  is  to  be  treated  should  be  abandoned  by  the  rest  of  the 
family  and  placed  in  strict  quarantine. 

Sanitation  and  disinfection., — The  room  should  be  prepared  by  hav- 
ing all  unnecessary  furniture,  curtains,  hangings,  or  draperies  removed. 
It  should  be  upon  the  sunny  side  of  the  house  and  at  the  same  time 
capable  of  being  darkened,  should  be  freely  ventilated,  and  be  main- 
tained at  an  equable  temperature.  All  bed  linen,  garments,  handker- 
chiefs, towels,  etc.,  worn  or  used  by  the  patient  and  soiled  by  him 
should  be  immersed  in  a  solution  of  carbolic  acid,  5  per  cent,  or  a  solu- 
tion of  chlorinated  lime,  2  ounces  to  the  gallon  of  water,  for  one  hour, 
and  after  this  immersion  they  should  be  boiled  and  then  laundered, 
aired,  and  sun  dried.     The  dishes,  cups,  medicine  glasses,  eating  uten- 
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sils,  etc.,  used  by  the  patient  should  be  immersed  in  actually  IfolY 
water.     Food  that  has  been  in  the  sick  room  and  which  is  oot  r 
sumed  should  be  burned,  either  in  a  stove  in  the  room  or,  after  ht-  \ 
covered  with  a  towel  wet  with  one  of  the  above  germicidal  soluti*-- 
should  be  removed  from  the  room  and  burned  in  a  stove  or  firepl* 

As  I  said  before,  the  room,  or  preferably  the  floor,  of  the  b^- 
should  be  in  strict  quarantine.     The  patient  should  be  seen  onJr 
his  attending  physician  and  nurse.     The  nurse  should  wear  ex- 
washable  garments,  which  should  be  treated  in  the  same  way  a*  r 
bed  and  body  linen  of  the  patient.     The  physician   after   his  v> 
should  change  his  outer  clothing  before  mingling  with  other  p^tif 
or  the  public. 

We  will  suppose  that  a  case  goes  on  to  a  favorable  terminarf' 
What  should  be  done  upon  its  conclusion  <  It  must  be  rememberr 
that  smallpox  is  communicable  so  long  as  there  are  any  scaler;  ^hv. 
the  patient,  and  even  further — so  long  as  there  are  any  minute  .seiz- 
or epithelium  desquamating  from  the  bottom  of  the  pocks  or  retaic' 
in  the  hairy  scalp.  The  patient,  therefore,  after  the  stage  of  desqiair 
ation  begins,  should  receive  frequent  mild  antiseptic  baths,  P*y'^' 
especial  attention  to  the  hairy  scalp,  and  should  not  be  considered  i- 
safe  until  a  careful  examination  of  the  pocks  shows  that  the  epitbeUx\ 
or  skin  at  the  bottom  of  the  pocks  is  smooth  and  shows  no  tendency  t- 
desquamate.  Special  attention  should  be  paid  to  the  throat,  moatt 
and  nose  of  the  patient.  These  should  be  washed  or  gargled  with  i 
mild  antiseptic  solution,  and  any  towels  or  cloths  which  are  uted  to 
receive  the  secretions  of  the  mouth  and  nose  had  better  at  once  U 
burned;  it  is  useless  to  go  to  the  trouble  of  disinfecting  them,  as  b 
provided  in  the  case  of  clothing,  either  bed  or  body. 

These  precautions  having  been  observed,  the  patient  being  conn 
lescent  and  the  desquamation  completed:  what  should  be  done  wiib 
the  room?    The  answer  is,  It  should  be  completely  disinfected. 

The  methods  adopted  for  this  disinfection  will  vary  much  with  tie 
circumstances.     Provided  that  the  room  prior  to  being  occupied  by 
the  smallpox  patient  has  been  stripped  of  all  unnecessary  furniture, 
hangings,  and  draperies,  much  may  be  accomplished  by  washing  tfcr 
walls  and  floors  of  the  apartment  with  water  as  near  boiling  as  possi- 
ble to  which  has  be  enadded  a  liberal  quantity  of  ordinary  carbonii* 
of  soda,  which  should  be  used  in  the  proportion  of  about  half  a  pound 
to  3  gallons  of  water.     All  woodwork  about  the  room  and  the  b<^ 
if  a  wooden  one,  should  be  washed  with  this  solution.     If  the  wall*  of 
the  apartment  are  papered,  this  paper  had  better  be  torn  down,  tl* 
walls  scmped,  and  the  paper  replaced  with  new  after  the  apartment 
has  been  disinfected  by  burning  sulphur  in  the  room  in  the  proper 
tion  of  about  3  or  4  pounds  per  1,000  cubic  feet  of  space,  care  beia? 
taiien  to  thoroughly  close  the  room  and  render  it  as  near  air-tight » 
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possible  and  at  the  same  time  to  volatilize  or  evaporate  water  to  the 
extent  of  half  a  pint  at  least  per  1,000  cubic  feet.  This  is  necessary 
for  the  reason  that  sulphur  burned  in  a  dry  atmosphere  has  very 
feeble  germicidal  properties,  but  when  hydrated  so  as  to  form  sul- 
phurous acid  (H^SO,)  the  germicidal  effect  is  much  increased,  though 
the  penetrating  power  of  the  gas  is  small.  The  mattress  that  has  been 
used  by  the  patient,  if  a  cheap  one,  had  better  be  burned,  it  being 
wrapped  in  a  sheet  wet  with  the  carbolic  or  chlorinated  lime  solution 
before  being  carried  out  of  the  house.  The  burning  should  be  accom- 
plished under  supervision,  and  should  be  absolute  and  thorough, 
because,  if  not,  it  may  be  removed  by  some  careless  or  innocent  per- 
son and  the  spread  of  the  disease  thus  incurred. 

Disposal  of  the  dead, — It  is  a  melancholy  fact  that  while  the  mor- 
tality attendant  upon  smallpox  has  of  recent  years  much  diminished, 
our  art,  nevertheless,  is  sometimes  impotent  and  death  results.  What 
should  be  the  disposition  of  the  remains?  The  body  had  better  be 
wrapped  without  preliminary  washing  in  a  sheet,  or  two  or  three 
sheets,  wet  with  a  strong  germicidal  solution,  such  as  carbolic  acid, 
chlorid  of  lime,  or  bichlorid  of  mercury  1:1,000,  and  be  immediately 
placed  in  a  metallic  or  other  hermetically -sealed  coffin.  It  goes  with- 
out saying  that  there  should  be  no  attempt  at  a  public  funeral.  Any 
funeral  services  held  over  the  remains  had  better  be  conducted  in  pri- 
vate, and  there  should  be  the  least  possible  exposure  of  persons  and 
the  things  in  the  house  to  the  patient  or  his  attendant. 

If  it  be  possible,  or  the  sentiment  of  the  community  or  family  be 
not  opposed  to  it,  cremation  should  be  practiced.  I  am  aware  that 
this  is  fraught  with  many  difficulties,  but  simply  throw  out  the  sug- 
gestion for  what  it  is  worth. 

Epidemics, — Now,  suppose  that  in  spite  of  our  efforts  the  disease 
spreads.  What  should  be  our  course?  If  there  are  large  numbers  of 
patients,  it  will  be  most  essential  that  a  contagious-disease  hospital 
should  be  opened  in  the  community.  This  should  be  in  an  isolated 
spot,  and  should  be  maintained  in  absolute  quarantine.  The  attend- 
ing physician  had  better  become  a  resident  during  the  continuance  of 
the  epidemic.  The  nurses  and  other  attendants  about  the  hospital 
should  be  interdicted  from  passing  beyond  the  quarantine  limits,  and 
any  necessary  supplies  for  the  use  of  the  hospital  should  be  deposited 
at  a  safe  distance  and  carried  into  the  confines  of  the  institution  with- 
out any  personal  intercourse  with  the  outside  world. 

Cases  should  be  sought  for;  they  should  not  be  waited  for  to  declare 
themselves.  ''Contacts"  should  be  vaccinated  and  revaccinated,  as 
already  stated,  and  the  vaccination  and  revaccination  should  be  con- 
joined with  a  house-to-house  inspection  made  at  intervals  correspond- 
ing to  the  period  of  the  incubation  of  the  disease,  say  every  ten  days. 

This  brings  up  the  question,  What  should  be  the  treatment  of  ''con- 
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tact«?"    My  views  on  this  question  may  be  different  from  tho* 
by  some  of  you;  but,  believing  as  I  do  that  smallpox  is  not  vaaxt- 
cable  until  the  appearance  at  least  of  the  preliminary  ra^^h*  1  A 
say  that  if  it  be  possible  to  keep  the  contacts  under  observatiiw  • 
need  not  be  quarantined  after  having  been  successfully  vacciEj 
Arrangements  should  be  made  for  keeping  them  under  obi!»ena: 
from  day  to  day,  but  until  they  manifest  some  initial  sympitDni  o: 
disease,  as  fever,  chill,  headache  or  backache,  nausea  or  vomitin: 
is  not  necessary,  in  my  opinion,  to  quarantine  them.     Of  cours-  ; 
contact  refuses  vaccination  that  contact  should  be  placed  in  i«triot  *^  - 
antine  during  the  incubative  period  of  the  disease,  and,  thi.<$  jm.^ 
should  he  again  refuse  vaccination  he  should  be  kept  under  an  o^f- 
vation  which  will  insure  him  doing  a  minimum  of  damage  to  ibet-- 
munity  in  which  he  is  resident. 

Additional  remarks  an  disinfection. — We  have  discussed  aJ/w^ 
the  disinfection  and  purification  of  the  individual  room  in  which  irv 
of  smallpox  has  occurred,  but  1  feel  that  I  would  be  derelict  if  l^i- 
missed  the  subject  of  disinfection  in  this  curt  manner.  Suppose  tb. 
the  disease  has  assumed  an  epidemic  form  in  a  community — tbBi  h' : 
say,  smallpox  spreads  and  possibly  the  connection  between  ct** : 
lost,  viz,  there  is  no  definite  history  as  to  where  the  case  under  c 
sideration  acquired  its  infection — disinfection  will  then  be  require 
of,  first,  the  infected  premises;  second,  the  person  and  his  belongiV 
third,  disinfection  of  vehicles,  such  as  railway  coaches  in  which  pet 
sons  suffering  with  smallpox  may  have  been  conveyed;  and  fourci 
possibly,  the  disinfection  of  merchandise  shipped  from  a  place  in  whi»: 
smallpox  prevails;  and  finally,  and  fifth,  disinfection  of  mails. 

In  the  matter  of  premises:  On  the  removal  of  a  (Mtient  from  lir 
house  or  apartment  in  which  he  has  developed  smallpox,  it  isa/v*}' 
better  to  have  the  contents  of  the  room  remain  iw  situ  while  a  pr* 
liminary  disinfection  with  sulphur  or  with  formaldehyd  gras  is  pVi*' 
The  object  of  this  is  to  reduce  to  a  minimum  the  danger  in  handlinp 
articles  likel}'  to  convey  infection  preliminary  to  their  final  and  com- 
plete sterilization.  The  room  and  its  contents,  as  has  already  ^' 
said,  may  be  disinfected  with  sulphur  or  formaldehyd  gas,  a»d  ^ 
contents  of  the  room,  bedding,  etc.,  by  burning,  b^^  boiling,  or  Kv 
steaming  in  a  special  apparatus  where  facilities  for  these  proi'<^^ 
are  available. 

The  formaldehyd  may  be  applied  in  several  ways,  either  by  an  appa- 
ratus producing  formaldehyd  direct  by  the  partial  oxidation  of  wood 
alcohol,  by  evolving  the  gas  under  pressure  in  an  autoclave  from<«^ 
of  its  commercial  solutions  which  are  known  as  "formalin,"  '*fonDoL 
^'formolose,"  etc.,  or  by  sheets  sprinkled  with  one  of  the4^  solution* 
hung  in  the  apartment  to  be  disinfected,  the  room  being  tightly  clo**'- 
For  the  production  of  formaldehyd  gas  from  wood  alcohol  ^  oom^ 
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•  wood  alcohol  should  be  oxidized  for  each  100  cubic  feet  of  air  space 
the  room.     In  using  the  autoclave  10  ounces  of  formalin  (40  per 

?nt  solution),  to  which  has  been  added  20  per  cent  of  a  neutral  salt, 

ich  as  calcium  chlorid,  borax,  etc.,  should  be  used  per  1,000  cubic 
iet  For  the  sheet  or  sprinkling  method  10  ounces  per  1,000  cubic 
act  (40  per  cent  solution)  should  be  sprinkled  upon  the  sheet  sus- 
»ended  in  the  apartment  tightly  closed.  In  using  the  sprinkling 
method  it  is  essential  that  the  sheets  or  cloths  should  not  be  wet  or 
vioing  out  of  the  solution,  but  that  the  solution  should  be  so  sprinkled 
IS  to  remain  in  small  drops  without  coalescing,  and  thus  furnish  the 
argest  space  possible  for  evaporation. 

I  have  mentioned  sulphur  dioxid  and  formaldehyd  as  disinfecting 
agents,  and  it  might  be  well  here  briefly  to  discuss  the  limitations  of 
each. 

Sulphur  dioxid  is  especially  applicable  to  the  holds  of  vessels,  to 
freight  cars,  to  ajmrtments  that  may  be  tightly  closed  and  which  do 
not  contain  objects  injured  by  the  gas.  It  bleaches  fabrics  or  mate- 
rials dyed  with  vegetable  or  aniline  colors.  It  destroys  linen  or  cotton 
goods  by  rotting  the  fiber  through  the  agency  of  the  acids  formed. 
It  injures  most  metals. 

On  the  contrary,  formaldehyd  gas  has  the  advantage  .that  it  does 
not  injure  fabrics  or  colors,  except,  perhaps,  the  most  delicate.  It  is 
not  fatal,  however,  to  the  higher  forms  of  animal  life,  though  germi- 
cidal to  the  ordinary  forms  of  bacteria,  especially  those  of  the  non- 
spore-bearing  varieties.  It  is  eflTective  in  a  minor  degree  against 
spore-bearing  bacteria,  such  as  anthrax,  tetanus,  etc.  It  is  applicable 
to  the  disinfection  of  rooms  or  clothing  and  fabrics.  It  is  to  be  borne 
in  mind  that  commercial  solutions  do  not  contain  a  full  40  per  cent  of 
formaldehyd  gas,  and  that  all  of  them  are  apt  to  deteriorate  with  time. 
A  quantity  in  excess  of  the  amounts  prescribed  should  therefore  be 
used  in  disinfection  unless  the  full  strength  of  the  solution  has  been 
determined  by  recent  reliable  analysis. 

A  comparison  of  the  three  methods  of  using  formaldehyd  may  be 
of  interest.  The  lamp  or  generator  is  easy  of  application  and  requires 
no  amount  of  jnechanical  skill.  The  apparatus  is  heated  for  one  and 
one-half  minutes  by  igniting  the  alcohol.  The  flame  is  extinguished, 
and  the  oxidation  of  the  alcohol  then  proceeds  by  means  of  the  plati- 
nized surfaces  contained  in  the  lamp.  The  gas  is  produced  regularly 
in  a  form  very  active  and  destructive  to  bacterial  life,  and  is  not  prone 
to  a  change  of  form  or  polymerization.  The  process  by  this  method 
requires  six  to  eighteen  hours  exposure,  depending  upon  the  size  of 
the  room  and  the  nature  of  the  contents.  The  sole  disadvantage  of 
the  lamp  is  that  the  gas  is  produced  rather  slowly,  but  it  leaves  little 
or  no  odor  when  applied  to  clothing  and  textiles.  The  articles  to  be 
disinfected  should  be  suspended  in  a  tight  room,  and  so  disposed  as  to 
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permit  free  access  of  the  ga«.  The  wood  alcohol  used  should  be  nf 
per  cent  strength,  and  should  not  contain  more  than  5  i>er  t«n: 
acetone. 

The  autoclave  process  has  the  advantage  that  the  gns  U  evo]» 
rapidly,  but  the  autoclave  is  in  fact  a  steam  boiler  oj>eratin^  un-  - 
considerable  pressui^e,  from  45  to  60  pounds  per  square  inch.     Ii 
somewhat  liable  to  get  out  of  order,  requires  a  considerable  degrp*-    I 
mechanical  skill  to  operate  it,  and  is  prone  to  rapid  deterioratioiL    i  j 
further  disadvantage  of  the  process  Ls  that  the  gas  evolved  is  excr*-.  . 
ingly  prone  to  polymerization  into  paraform  or  trioxymethylene,  an 
this  polymerized  product,  combined  with  the  neutral   salt,  calr^x 
chlorid,  or  borax,  which  it  is  necessary  to  use,  leaves  a  disagreea- 
odor  upon  fabrics  or  garments  submitted  to  its  action.     The  paraf'-n: 
deposited  has  a  tendency  to  volatilize  upon  every  elevation  of  Utr- 
perature,  evolving  further  quantities  of  formaldehyd  gas,  which  i- 
irritating  to  the  eyes  and  respiratory  mucous  membranes. 

The  limits  of  either  of  these  processes  as  to  size  of  rooms,  buildini.'^. 
or  apartments  to  be  disinfected  have  not  yet  been  accurately  y^ork^ 
out,  though  the  matter  will  be  taken  up  shortly;  but  it  Ls  known  thii 
for  rooms  such  as  are  found  in  an  ordinary  dwelling*  house  Ur. 
methods  are  efficient,  and  experiments  have  shown  that  this  efficienf 
extends  to  apartments  of  very  considerable  dimensions. 

The  spraying  or  sheet  method  of  formaldehyd  disinfection  giv*^ 
unequal  results,  and  should  only  be  used  in  the  absence  of  the  appa- 
ratus mentioned  above. 

We  have  already  discussed  disinfection  of  clothing,  bedding,  a»i 
the  articles  used  in  the  treatment  of  the  sick.  Where  these  are  of 
value  they  should  be  boiled  or  steamed.  When  not  of  much  \'slae 
they  had  better  be  burned  without  further  delay. 

The  dejecta  of  smallpox  patients  should  be  disinfected  in  carbolic 
acid  solution,  5  per  cent,  tricresol,  1  j>er  cent,  or  a  solution  of  chloride 
of  lime,  or  milk  of  lime.  If  smallpox  has  declared  itself  in  a  pen^oo 
during  transit  on  a  railway  or  other  public  conveyance,  no  article 
used  by  him  should  be  thrown  away  en  route,  but  they  should  bo  gath- 
ered, kept  as  carefully  as  possible,  and  at  the  end  of  the  journey  be  db- 
infected  or  burned.  Railway  coaches  may  be  disinfected  a{$  well  i> 
sleeping  cars  by  any  of  the  methods  given  for  the  disinfection  of 
rooms,  but  particularly  by  means  of  formaldehyd  gas,  uj*ing  the  gen- 
erator for  direct  production  of  gas  from  wood  alcohol,  or  thf 
autoclave. 

The  disinfection  of  merchandise  is  seldom  if  ever  required,  as  bo 
merchandise  is  perhaps  infectt^d.  Surface  disinfection,  at  most,  i>  tfl 
that  would  be  required,  and  for  this  sulphur  dioxid  or  formaldehyd 
b^'  any  of  the  methods  given,  is  ample. 
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The  mails  emanating  from  an  infected  locality  should  be  disinfected 
)y  forraaldehyd,  or  by  sulphur  dioxid;  methods  for  accomplishing 
vhich  disinfections  have  been  prescribed  by  the  Post-Office  Department. 

SCARLET   FEVER. 

I  am  going  to  ask  your  permission  to  depart  from  the  order  ot  the 
caption  laid  down  in  my  address  and  take  up  next  the  subject  of 
scarlet  fever,  for  the  reason  that  in  certain  important  particulars 
there  is  a  strong  analogy  between  smallpox  and  scarlet  fever. 

Be^'ond  doubt  smallpox  is  caused  by  a  specific  germ.  Of  the  nature 
of  that  germ  we  are  as  yet  uncertain  in  spite  of  the  recent  discoveries 
of  Councilman,  but  in  all  probability  it  is  a  protozoon  and  not  a  bac- 
terium. The  same  statement  applies  to  scarlet  fever.  We  do  not 
know  as  yet  the  specific  cause  of  scarlet  fever,  though  it  has  been 
attributed  both  to  protozoa  and  bacteria.  Time  will  not  permit  that 
we  should  go  into  the  considemtion  of  scarlet  fever  with  even  that 
degree  of  minuteness  with  which  we  have  treated  smallpox,  incom- 
plete though  that  treatment  has  been. 

Symptoms. — Scarlet  fever  is  a  highly  communicable  disease.  It  is 
probably  to  be  accepted  as  the  type  of  a  communicable  disease,  and  the 
infection,  using  the  term  in  its  broadest  sense,  is,  while  not  very 
resistant,  quite  long  lived.  It  is  usually  a  disease  of  childhood, 
though  it  may  attack  adults  at  any  time  of  life.  The  reason  for  the 
communicability  of  scarlet  fever  is  that  it  is  a  disease  attended  by 
very  extensive  desquamation,  amounting  in  many  instances  to  a  com- 
plete peeling  of  the  cutaneous  surface  of  the  body,  and  the  infective 
principle,  whether  it  be  bacterial  or  protozoal,  is  conve^^ed  in  these 
scales  or  particles.  In  addition,  the  contagion  or  infection  of  scarlet 
fever  can  also  be  communicated  by  the  nasal  and  buccal  secretions, 
and  as  scarlet  fever  is  alwa3"s  attended  by  more  or  less  sore  throat, 
this  sore  throat  being  a  very  severe  and  a  most  prominent  s3'mptom 
in  some  cases,  it  is  a  disease  of  easy  spread  unless  stringent  precau- 
tions are  taken. 

It  is  also  very  possible  that  the  disease  may  be  conve^^ed  by  the 
other  secretions  of  a  scarlet  fever  patient,  such  as  the  urine  and  feces, 
also,  possibly,  the  vomited  matter,  though  this  may  result  from  the 
fact  that  the  vomit  has  passed  through  an  infected  throat. 

Scarlet  fever  being,  as  has  been  intimated,  usually  a  disease  of  child- 
hood, it  is  to  schools,  public  or  private,  that  we  must  look  primarily 
as  a  means  for  the  dissemination  of  the  disease  in  a  community. 
Unfortunately,  we  are  not  at  this  time  in  possession  of  a  prophylactic 
measure  against  scarlet  fever  as  we  are  in  vaccination  against  small- 
pox. Therefore,  we  are  not  able  by  one  general  method  to  prevent 
the  spread  of  the  disease.    I  think,  therefore,  it  is  fair  to  assume  that, 
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given  a  case  in  which  scarlet  fever  has  appeared  among  the  pupils  of 
any  school,  it  would  be  well  either  to  close  that  school  or  to  niake 
frequent — possibly  daily — inspections  of  the  health  of  the  rest  of  the 
scholars.  This  inspection  should  take  into  consideration  the  general 
condition  of  the  child,  whether  he  presents  suspicious  s3'iiiptoiik* — 
complains  of  sore  throat — or  presents  evidence  of  a  commeDcinp 
infection  of  any  kind,  as  is  noted  by  the  symptoms  of  a  bad  cold, 
suffused  eyes,  or  a  coryza. 

Sanitation  and  disinfectioii, — The  sanitary  treatment  of  scarlel 
fever  in  a  household  should  be  upon  the  same  general  principle?*  that 
have  been  outlined  in  the  case  of  smallpox.  The  patient  should  be 
kept  in  an  isolated  room,  preferably  in  the  upper  story  of  the  hou^**, 
and  should  be  guarded  from  contact  with  all  save  those  absolutely  nec- 
essary to  care  for  him,  his  physician  and  nurse.  It  is  not  our  purpose 
to  follow  the  clinical  course  of  the  disease,  but  during  the  height  of 
the  disease  care  must  be  taken  to  disinfect  all  discharges  from  the 
patient,  especially  the  secretions  from  the  nose  and  mouth;  secondly, 
from  the  bowels  and  bladder,  but  it  is  only  when  the  height  of  the  dis- 
ease is  past  and  the  brilliant  scarlet  einiption  gives  place  to  a  commenc- 
ing desquamation  that  the  real  trouble  begins.  This  desquamation  i« 
a  natural  process  and  must  go  on.  The  outer  layers  of  the  skin  hare 
been  rendered  dead  by  the  disease  and  must  be  eliminated,  and  so  long 
as  this  desquamation  continues  the  patient  is  a  dangerous  object  and  a 
source  of  infection  to  others.  During  the  peeling  or  desquaiuatorj 
stage  of  scarlet  fever  the  patient's  skin  should  be  bathed  once  or  twice 
a  day  with  a  germicidal  solution.  A  weak  solution  of  carbolic  aind, 
not  exceeding  1  or  2  per  cent,  should  be  used  to  bathe  the  entire  body 
surface,  and  especially  the  hairy  scalp.  The  use  of  carbolic  acid  for 
children  under  10  years  of  age  is  not  unattended  with  danger;  therefore 
some  other  antiseptic  sufficient  in  power  but  mild  in  character  may  be 
substituted.  A  saturated  solution  of  boric  acid  is  a  good  one,  and  it  \a 
well  that  this  solution  be  rendered  decidedly  alkaline  by  the  addition 
of  a  small  quantity  of  carbonate  of  soda.  The  throat  should  be  gar- 
gled frequently  and  the  nose  cleansed  with  a  mild  antiseptic  Boric 
acid  is  probably  the  best  solution  for  this  purpose. 

So  long  as  a  single  scale  is  visible  about  the  skin  or  upon  the  scalp 
of  the  child  so  long  is  the  child  capable  of  conveying  infection,  and 
should  not  be  released  from  quarantine  until  this  process  is  entirely  at 
an  end. 

The  same  care  should  be  taken  with  the  bed  and  body  clothing  of  the 
patient  as  was  recommended  in  smallpox. 

Articles  of  value  should  be  boiled  or  immei*sed  in  a  strong  germicidal 
solution.  The  carbolic-acid  solution  is  here  good,  or,  if  CacilitieA  are 
available,  they  should  be  thoroughly  disinfected  by  steam«  In  reiiio?> 
ing  the  articles  from  the  sick  room  to  be  either  boiled,  burned,  or 
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tteamed  care  should  be  taken  to  envelop  them  in  a  sheet  wining  out  of 
)ne  of  the  strong  germicidal  solutions. 

A  great  source  of  the  spread  of  scarlet  fever  has  been  the  fact  that 
he  books,  toys,  or  other  articles  used  for  the  amusement  or  entertain- 
nent  of  the  patient  are  not  disinfected  at  the  end  of  the  sickness.  If 
hese  toys  or  books  or  playthings  are  of  little  value,  they  had  better  be 
)urned.  If  value  is  attached  to  them,  either  by  their  intrinsic  worth 
)r  by  association,  they  may  be  disinfected  at  the  end  of  the  illness  by 
iulphur  dioxid,  by  formaldehyd  used  by  any  of  the  methods  pre- 
cribed  as  for  smallpox,  or,  if  permissible,  by  immersion  in  one  of  the 
trong  germicidal  solutions. 

I  do  not  intend  again  to  go  over  the  whole  subject  of  disinfection 
vith  the  minuteness  with  which  I  treated  of  it  in  the  case  of  smallpox. 
Vny  one  of  the  methods  outlined  in  the  treatment  of  that  disease  is 
ipplicable  to  disinfection  after  scarlet  fever.  I  attach  particular 
mportance  to  formaldehyd  because  sulphur  dioxid  is  destructive  and 
njurious  to  fabrics  and  textiles.  Particular  attention  should  be  paid 
o  the  walls  and  to  cracks  and  crevices  of  the  sick  room.  The  quantity 
)f  epithelial  detritus  which  results  after  an  attack  of  scarlet  fever  is 
j^reat  beyond  all  belief,  and  so  long  as  this  is  not  reached  by  a  disin- 
ecting  agent  the  room  is  dangerous  for  occupancy  by  others  who  are 
lot  already  protected  by  a  previous  attack  of  the  disease.  Great  atten- 
ion  should  therefore  be  paid  to  washing  the  floors  and  scrubbing  the 
vails  of  the  apartment.  If  care  has  been  taken  in  the  early  stages  of 
he  illness  to  remove  all  unnecessary  articles  from  the  room,  an  excel- 
ent  plan  would  be  to  subject  the  room  to  a  preliminary  disinfection  by 
iulphur  dioxid,  this  to  be  followed  by  a  scrubbing  with  a  strong  soda 
olution  and  a  subsequent  application  of  formaldehyd  gas  by  any 
me  of  the  three  methods  which  have  already  been  brought  to  your 
ittention. 

Concluding  remarks, — I  feel  that  I  have  dismissed  this  part  of  the 
ubject  briefly,  but  I  do  not  wish  it  to  be  considered  alone  by  what  1 
lave  said,  but  rather  by  what  1  have  referred  to  in  the  previous 
LCi*outit  of  raenfiures  to  be  taken  for  the  prevention  of  simall}>ox. 

Isolation  and  di^sinfection  are,  therefore,  our  greate.»?it  safe^^iiards  in 
he  prevention  of  the  s^pread  of  scarlet  fever,  and  tlieNc  niea.'^iirert  may; 
n  the  discretion  of  the  health  officer^  wilh  iidvantajji.^  be  supplemented

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to  point  out  to  you  at  this  day  that  the  principal  local  symptom*  of 
diphtheria  are  referred  to  the  throat,  where  they  are  made  manife>t 
by  the  exudate  or  false  membrane,  highly  fibrinous  in  character, 
which  has  given  the  disease  its  name,  from  the  Greek  gv^6if>a^  skiiL 
It  is  to  be  distinctly  understood,  however,  that  diphtheria  is  to  Nr- 
regarded  as  a  local  infection  with  constitutional  manifestations  tb*- 
local  being  manifested  in  the  throat,  the  larynx,  and,  in  many  <"ii?^, 
in  the  nasal  passages.  The  disease  is  a  distinctly  bacterial  infecti«m 
whose  degree  of  communicability  is  very  great.  The  virulence  of  tht* 
organism  varies  and  also  the  degree  of  susceptibility  of  different  per- 
sons. The  infectious  agent  is  the  Klebs-Loffler  bacillus,  and  this  i> 
contained  in  the  secretions  of  the  mouth,  throat,  and  nose,  and  mz) 
also  be  sometimes  present  in  the  blood,  causing  a  true  septicemia,  and 
may,  in  exceptional  cases,  be  contained  in  the  bladder  and  fecal  dt- 
charges  of  the  patient. 

Prevention. — In  the  matter  of  prophylactic  measures  diphtheria  must 
be  considered  as  occupying  a  medial  position  between  smallpox-- 
against  which  there  is  a  well-i^ecognized  protection — and  scarlet  fever. 
for  which  we  have  as  yet  no  well-authenticated  prophylaxis.  It  i? 
needless  for  me  to  bring  to  your  attention  that  most  wonderful  dis- 
covery of  the  nineteenth  century,  the  diphtheritic  antitoxin,  annooDCtnl 
conjointly  and  at  the  same  meeting  of  the  International  Medical  Con- 
gress by  the  two  eminent  scientists,  Behring,  of  Frankfort,  and  Roui. 
of  Paris. 

In  the  diphtheritic  serum  we  have  an  agent  of  wonderful  properties 
an  agent  that  has  reduced  the  mortality  to  a  degree  which  will  ever 
render  these  two  scientists  the  admiration  of  the  scientific  and  l»j 
world,  and  in  the  same  agent  we  have  at  our  disposal  a  measure  of 
distinct  prophylactic  value. 

I  do  not  think  it  is  necessary  in  this  gathering  to  go  into  the  subject 
with  great  minuteness;  but,  as  in  the  case  of  scarlet  fever,  schook 
public  and  private,  and  congregations  of  children  for  purposes  of 
instruction  or  amusement  are  agents  for  the  dissemination  of  the  dis- 
ease. A  school  in  which  diphtheria  has  made  its  appearance  in  the 
person  of  one  or  more  pupils  should  be  closed  until  thorough  meas- 
ures of  disinfection  can  be  applied  to  the  building,  and  during  the 
period  of  incubation  of  the  disease  it  would  be  decidedly  advantageous! 
to  have  all  pupils  of  the  school  subjected  to  a  thorough  and  oft-  j 
repeated  medical  inspection,  particular  attention  being  paid  to  the  ! 
general  condition  of  the  children  and  more  especially  to  the  conditioo 
of  their  throats  and  of  their  nasal  mucous  membranes.  Every  case  of 
sore  throat,  mild  or  grave  in  character,  should  be  subjected  to  Ijacte- 
rial  diagnosis,  and  whether  the  symptoms  are  urgent  or  not  every 
child  or  adult  presenting  suspicious  microscopical  forms  in  their 
throats  as  a  result  of   these   cultures  should  be  isolated  until  the 
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disease  is  frankly  announced  or  until  suspicion  is  removed.     These 
examinations  should  be  frequently  and  thoroughly  repeated. 

San  ltd  turn  and  dw  infect  imu — The  sanitary  treatment  of  individual 
cases  of  diphtheria  should  be  conducted  upon  the  general  lines  given 
for  scarlet  fever.  The  patient  should  be  isolated  in  a  room,  and  there 
should  be  no  communication  with  the  patient  except  on  the  part  of 
necessary  attendants,  nurses,  and  the  physician.  The  danger  being 
in  the  Klebs-Loffler  bacillus  being  contained  in  all  the  secretions  of 
the  mouth,  throat,  and  nose,  it  is  obvious  that  these  secretions  should 
be  thoroughly  disinfected  as  soon  as  eliminated,  and  that  clothes, 
liandkerchiefs,  etc.,  used  to  receive  them  should  be  either  thoroughly 
disinfected  or  promptly  burned.  I  am  decidedly  in  favor  of  burning. 
The  same  measures  apply  to  the  bed  and  body  clothing  of  the  patient 
as  apply  in  the  case  of  smallpox  or  scarlet  fever — they  should  be 
disinfected  either  by  burning,  boiling,  or  by  steam. 

1  do  not  intend  here  to  enter  into  the  treatment  of  diphtheria  by  the 
administration  of  antitoxin,  but  I  do  distinctly  place  myself  on  record 
tis  saying  that  the  physician  who  neglects  to  employ  antitoxin  in  the 
treatment  of  the  disease  lays  himself  open  to  criticism  and  deprives 
bis  patient,  child  or  adult,  of  the  very  best  means  known  to  modern 
:«cience  in  the  cure  of  a  dreadful  malady.  The  question  of  immunizing 
contacts  by  doses  of  the  prophylactic  serum  is  one  that  the  physician 
iiust  decide  for  himself,  and  in  this  he  must  be  governed  largely 
yy  the  prejudices  of  the  parents  and  friends  of  his  little  patients. 
5|>eaking  for  myself,  I  should  say  that  given  a  large  family — especially 
)ne  in  which  children  predominate — it  would  be  the  wisest  measure  to 
idnainister  a  prophylactic  dose  of  diphtheria  antitoxin.  It  can  do  no 
)088ible  harm  and  may  be  the  means  of  averting  an  attack  of  diph- 
beria  and  of  preventing  the  spread  of  the  disease  beyond  the  house 
Q  which  it  first  appeared. 

The  same  general  principles  as  to  the  disinfection  of  articles  in  the 
iek  room  and  the  sick  room  itself  as  given  for  scarlet  fever  and  small- 
K)x  apply  to  diphtheria.  Especial  attention  should  be  paid  to  the 
rinking  vessels  and  eating  utensils,  and  the^e  should  always  be  thor- 
iighly  sterilized  with  actual  boiling  water.  On  no  account  should  food 
rhich  has  been  exposed  in  the  room  of  a  scarlet-fever  or  diphtheria 
atient  be  used  by  anyone  else,  but  it  should  be  promptly  destroyed. 
Lg^in,  in  both  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria  we  are  confronted  with 
ae  possibility  that  all  of  our  efforts  to  cure  disease  and  to  prolong 
fe  may  be  inefficient.  The  same  measures  given  in  the  case  of  scar- 
»t  fever  and  smallpox  should  })e  taken  in  regard  to  the  disposal  of  the 
^mains  of  the  deceased.  They  should  be  wrapped  in  sheets  wet  with 
strong  germicidal  solution,  the  body  at  once  closed  in  a  hermetically 
?aled   coffin,  and  burial  should  be  prompt.     There  should  be  no 
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attempt  at  anything  partaking  of  the  nature  of  a  public  funeral  As 
in  the  case  of  smallpox,  cremation  would  be  advisable  did  faciliti^ 
exist  and  the  prejudices  of  friends  and  relatives  permit. 

CX)NCLUSI0N8. 

I  am  going  to  bring  this  address  to  a  close  without  further  com- 
ment. I  have  already  said  much,  though  much  also  remains  to  be 
said. 

The  three  subjects  committed  to  me  for  discussion  are  so  vast  thai 
volumes  might  be  written  upon  their  management,  but  the  (im*^ 
allowed  me  is  that  given  to  an  ordinary  address,  and  this  time  lam 
afraid  I  have  exceeded.  I  shall  lay  down  certain  axioms  for  vour 
consideration  and  then  close: 

1.  In  the  case  of  smallpox,  vaccinate ^  isolate^  and  disinfect, 

2.  In  the  case  of  scarlet  fever,  isolate  and  disinfect. 

3.  In  the  case  of  diphtheria,  isolate^  administer  antitoxin^  and  du- 
infect. 

Had  I  said  nothing  more  than  to  give  these  three  closing  remarbl 
would  have  covered  the  subject,  giving  you  these  cardinal  principle, 
and  leaving  to  your  intelligence  and  experience  the  methods  of  carry- 
ing them  out. 
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The  proper  consideration  of  this  now  all-important  species  must 
necessarily  be  divided  into  two  sections;  first,  the  actual  present  dis- 
tribution of  the  species  so  far  as  it  can  be  asciiertained;  second,  the 
exact  limitations  of  the  regions  in  which,  if  accidentally  introduced,  it 
may  reasonably  be  expected  to  propagate  and  to  become  perfectly 
established.  For  immediate  quarantine  purposes  the  first  of  these  is 
the  most  important,  but  looking  to  the  future,  an  exact  knowledge  of 
the  regions  which  must  be  included  in  the  second  category  is  obviously 
scarcely  less  important. 

1.  The  present  hnm/m  dutrihution  of  the  species. 

When  Mr.  F.  V.  Theobald  published  his  two  volumes,  A  Monograph 
of  the  Culicides  of  the  World,  in  1901,  he  stated  roughly  that  Ste- 
gomyia  fasdata^  which  at  that  time  was  not  known  to  him  as  the 
*' yellow  fever"  mosquito,  ranged  from  38°  south  latitude  to  38°  north 
latitude,  and  his  map  upon  page  292,  Volume  I,  indicated  a  general 
distribution  throughout  eastern  Australia,  western  Sumatra,  all  of 
Java  and  Fai*ther  India,  southern  Japan,  eastern  Hindostan,  the 
Seychelles,  southeastern  Africa,  the  African  west  coast,  including 
Senegambia  and  the  District  Lagos,  all  of  Spain,  southern  Italy,  the 
east  coast  of  South  America  from  British  Guiana  to  Rio  de  la  Plata, 
all  of  Cuba,  Jamaica,  Haiti,  and  all  of  the  southern  United  States. 
In  Volume  III  of  this  important  monograph,  published  in  1903,  the 
same  author  includes  the  folio  wing  under  *'  New  localities:"  St.  Kitts, 
Nevis,  Antigua,  Carriacou  (Grenadine  Islands),  Trinidad  (Hewlett), 
Barbados,  Dominica,  Montserrat  (Low),  Luzon,  Philippine  Islands 
(September  7,  1901,  Miss  C.  S.  Ludlow);  Port  Darwin,  South  Aus- 
tralia; Para  (Durham);  Grambia  (Burdett),  taken  in  houses,  McCarthy 
Islands,  in  July;  Victoria,  Seychelles  (Denman);  Nigeria  (Hanley); 
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Fiji  (Hewlett).  Elsewhere  he  adds:  Tyre  and  Sidon,  Palestine:  oM 
Calabar;  Mashonaland;  Malay  Peninsula  and  eastern  Archipelago: 
Argentina,  South  America. 

In  my  book  on  mosquitoes,  published  in  1901,  I  gave  the  thea 
known  distribution  in  the  United  States,  as  follows: 

In  the  United  States  it  is  common  in  most  of  our  Southern  States.  I  have  retn 
specimens  from  New  Orleans,  La.;  Natchitoches,  La.;  and  Napoleon ville.  La.; 
eastern  Texas;  Hot  Springs,  Ark.;  Pelham,  Ga,;  Virginia  Beach,  Va. 

Since  that  time  many  new  localities  have  been  discovered,  and  our 
present  knowledge  of  the  exact  localities  may  be  tabulated  as  follows 
(those  from  without  the  United  States  being  our  own  records  addi- 
tional to  those  of  Theobald):

They  were  collected  by  my  assistant,  Mr.  Marlatt,  in  «/c/m  at  Bata- 
via,  Soekaboemi,  Garoet,  and  at  Singapore,  Malay  Peninsula. 

From  the  Philippine  Islands  they  have  been  received  from  Iligan^ 
Mindanao;  and  from  Haganoy  and  Bulacan,  Luzon. 

In  Cuha  they  have  been  received  from  Columbia  Barracks,  Habaoa; 
from  Guantanamo,  Daiquiri,  Baracoa,  San  Antonio  de  los  Bancs,  Cay- 
amas,  "  Yaquaramoa,"  and  the  Isle  of  Pines.

No  European  specimens  have  been  received,  but  a  very  interesting 
ocality  has  turned  up  in  Ismailia,  Egypt,  whence  specimens  were 
oceived  from  Dr.  W.  C.  Gorgas,  of  the  United  States  Army. 

From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  although  the  actual  localities 
vhich  may  specifically  be.  designated  from  the  United  States  are  com- 
•aratively  small  in  number,  and  that  although  combining  Theobald's 
ist  with  our  own,  the  actual  localities  from  other  parts  of  the  world 
re  equally  sparse,  we  have  still  sufficient  facts  to  enable,  in  my  opin- 
io, a  sound  generalization,  both  as  to  probable  actual  occurrence  and 
s  to  regions  in  which  the  species  will  readily  establish  if  once  intro- 
uced.  It  will  be  noticed  that  all  of  the  occurrences  within  the  Upited 
Itates,  except  Nashville,  fall  within  the  limits  of  what  are  known  as 
be  tropical  and  lower  austral  zones.  These  life  zones  include  prac- 
ically  all  of  the  southern  United  States  which  border  on  the  Atlantic 
Icean  and  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  with  the  exception  of  those  portions  of 
'irginia,  North  and  South  Carolina,  Georgia,  and  Alabama,  which 
onstitute  practically  the  foothills  of  the  Appalachian  chain;  in  other 
^ords,  western  Virginia  and  North  Carolina,  the  extreme  northwest- 
m  corner  of  South  Carolina,  the  northern  part  of  Georgia,  and  the 
xtreme  northeastern  corner  of  Alabama.  Further  than  this,  the 
)wer  austral  zone  includes  the  western  half  of  Tennessee,  the  west- 
rn  corner  of  Kentucky,  the  extreme  southern  tip  of  Illinois,  the 
3utheastern  corner  of  Missouri,  and  all  of  Arkansas  except  the 
orthern  portion.  It  also  includes  the  southern  portion  of  Indian 
erritory,  southern  Arizona,  and  some  of  northern  Arizona,  and 
)uthern  strips  in  Utah,  Nevada,  and  California. 

In  the  greater  part  of  the  territory  thus  indicated,  and  whei^e  the 
^hnate  U  not  too  di^^  Stegoiayia  fasciata  will,  with  little  doubt  upon 
lose  search,  be  found. 

,  Tlte  e^act  limitations  of  the  regions  in  whi^h^  if  accidentally  intro- 
duced^ it  may  reasonably  he  expected  to  propagate  and  to  become  pet*- 
fectly  established. 

All  the  rest  of  the  lower  austml  territory  just  indicated,  and  where 
he  climate  is  not  too  dry^  will  constitute  a  region  where  the  yellow- 
?ver  mosquito  if  once  introduced  will  undoubtedly  flourish.  Even  in 
le  drier  portions  of  western  Texas,  southern  New  Mexico,  southern 
irizona,  southern  California,  and  southern  Nevada,  where  the  climate 
I  exceptionally  dry  there  is  a  possibility  that  this  species  if  once  intro- 
uced  will  breed  in  the  water  supply  of  ranches,  except  possibly  where 
le  water  is  impregnated  with  alkali. 

Having  made  this  generalization  for  the  United  States,  where 
irough  the  admirable  work  of  Dr.  C.  Hart  Merriam  and  his  Division 
f  Biological  Survey  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture, 
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the  subject  of  the  exact  limitations  of  the  life  zones  has  been  so  acn. 
mtely  investigated,  and  where  these  zones  have  been  so  careful-^ 
mapped  out,  we  naturally  may  follow  it  with  a  corresponding  ge&er 
alization  for  other  countries,  where  the  factors  which  control  the  ^ 
tribution  of  animal  and  vegetable  life  are,  of  course,  comparafafe  k 
those  which  exist  in  the  United  States.  We  may  expect  to  find  tkr 
species  everywhere  in  the  moist  tropical  zone,  or  at  all  eventa»  wha 
introduced  at  any  point  within  the  low,  moist  tropica,  it  may  V 
expected  to  establish  itself.  The  conditions  which  control  tbe  diativ 
bution  of  life  in  the  soK»lled  lower  austral  zone  will  naturally  hoid 
equally  in  corresponding  sections  elsewhere,  and  it  becomes  neceasarT  ti 
formulate  as  easy  a  means  as  possible  of  ascertaining  a  region  betv^i 
the  parallels  of  latitude  of  38^  north  and  38^  south  whose  condition 
will  correspond  to  those  of  the  lower  austral  zone  in  the  United 
States  and  which  will  thus  admit  of  the  breeding  of  Stegomyia  fattri^-^ 
It  has  been  determined  by  Doctor  Merriam  that  the  northern  limit  of 
the  lower  austral  zone  is  marked  by  the  isotlierm  showing*  a  som  of 
normal  positive  temperatures  of  10,000°  C,  or  18,000*^  F.  Tbe  sum 
of  normal  positive  temperatures  means  the  sum  of  normal  mean  daily 
temperatures  above  6°  C,  or  43°  F.  With  this  rule  as  a  basi«4  wf 
may  take,  for  example,  on  the  borders  of  the  plateau  region  in  Mexico, 
any  given  locality  or  elevation,  and  may  sum  up  the  normal  mean 
daily  temperatures  above  6°  C,  or  43°  F.,  and  if  this  sum  f or  tbf 
year  reaches  10,000°  C,  or  18,000°  F.,  it  is  safe  to  say  that  tbe  local- 
ity is  within  the  limits  of  the  upper  austral  life  zone  and  that  th^ 
yellow-fever  mosquito  will  breed  there. 

The  minimum  temperature  of  6°  C,  or  43°  F.,  has  been  ostimatec 
as  marking  the  inception  of  reproductive  activity  in  animals;  in  other 
words,  the  formula  which  we  have  just  given  means  that  the  physio- 
logical constant  of  Stegomyia  fasciata  is  approximately  10,000°  C.    I 
have,  in  the  opening  paragraph  under  this  head,  italicized  the  claujie 
"where  the  climate  is  not  too  dry,"  for  while,  as  shown  by  Merrianu 
the  temperature  predetermines  the  possibilities  of  distributioa  and 
fixes  the  limits  beyond  which  the  species  can  not  pass,  and  defines  cer- 
tain broad  transcontinental  belts  within  which  certain   fomus  may 
thrive,  if  other  conditions  permit^  it  is  by  no  means  the  sole  factor 
which  determines  distribution.     Nevertheless,  no  matter  how  favon- 
ble  other  conditions  may  be  the  species  possessing  the  physiological 
constant  characteristic  of  this  zone  can  not  exist  outside.     With  mos- 
quitoes it  is  obvious  that  the  factor  next  in  importance  to  tempera- 
ture will  be  moisture,  and  in  the  arid  Tropics  and  in  the  very  dry  por- 
tions of  the  Lower  Austral  Zone  we  will  naturally  not  look  for  in 
abundance  of  mosquitoes,  except  under  artificial  conditions  brought 
about  by  civilization.     Stegovryiu  fasdata^  however,  being  a  doiDCv^ic 
species — that  is  to  say,  being  practically  dependent  upon  the  condi-
